8|. Nirmal Ohmjdra Bhattacharyya: I would like to draw the atteutiou 
of the llon’ble Mininter-iu-charge of the Bill to one difficulty that is being 
experienced l)y tlie poor people within the rural areas. They are not getting 
• opien of record -of-rights. After the previous settlement the printecF copies 
fd record-of-rights were made available fairly (juiekly to, the ]>eo|)le. The 
settlement operations have been made m some districts of West Bengal 
Imt reeoi'ds-of-rights have not been made available to tiie publft* within 
reasonable time. I know tliat the Direc tor of Land Hecords 1ms issued a 
siieciul ( ireular to shorten the time during which record-of-riglits would he 
made availabh* to the ])eople concerned, but that has not borne much fruit. 
I speciallv draw tlie attention of the llon’hle Minister to this aspect of the 
({uestiou which arises in connection with the |)rovisi<m of the Bill. I think 
he will take energetic measures in order to secure (juiek delivery of the 
record-of-rights to the tenants. 


The Hon’ble Bimal Chandra Sinha: Mr. (diairman, Sir, with regard to 
the points raised by Prof. Bhattacharyya, I wcmld like to ensiuv Irim that 
instructions Imve been issued to the l)irecfor ot Land Records to make 
available copies within as short a time as possil>le. Sir, we Imve not the 
printed records this time. But as the Mouse is aware, to do that would 
take a very long time, and not onl> that, that would he a long proccMlure. 
On prc‘vious occasions tlie landlords and the tenants used to get those copies 
for the purpose of euliancing rent. But just after compensation period the 
forest riglits which are Ireing recorded-riglits of intermediaries, rights of 
tenants, raiyats and uuder-raiyats and so on — brought to the same level all 
persons bcHuiuse after compensation there would he no necessity for keeping 
the records by the landlords or intermediaries. Threfore the problem that 
faces thc4 Government is whether the printed copies of records Ire uiom* 
immediately or they should be kept in abeyance. ,,

Therefore Ihere is not much 
force in their contention, bo far as I have been able to examine these 
ameminiculs, only one amendment, amendment No. 80. tabled bv my friend 
b]. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya seems to me to have any force in its 
contention. I will appeal to the Hon’ble Minister, if it is' possible, to 
accejit this amendment, amendment No. 80. whicn is simply this: If a 
pemiii has any interest in any text-hook directly or indirectly or in the 
publication of any text-book, he should be excluded.

I 
may refer to what Dr. Meghnad Saha, in the course* of his farew'ell address 
to me, said on tbe que^stiem of ap]>ointment of a \ ice-Chancellor from a 
panel: “Sir w'e are eiiteriug a new' era. Tbe -old ordcvi wiricli had prevail- 
ed in tile University for -d) years is ov'er. 1 lie new order is coining. I 
frankly say and 1 am not very hopeful that the new order will bring any 
good to the cause of education in this Provin(‘c*. 1 ndei‘ this s\steny I 
worked at Allahahiid for Ih At'ai's. 1 ti’ied m\ best that the* I iii\ersity 
was constituted under bette»r conditions, hut peo])le wanted a change and 
they will have the cliange w'ith vengeance. 

Then again ])lease do not think for a moment that because a President 
is nominateel by the Government he w'ill net according to the wishes of the 
Governinent if he thinks that tlu\v are opjiosed to the best interest of 
•education, 

I was a nominated Vice-Chaiu^ellor, yet 1 refused the request of one of 
the highest authorities in India. I was none the worse for it. 

You need not have any susidenoii. Sir, siisjiieion is often wrong than 
right, is often unjust than just. Sir; if you think that a nominated 
President would act against the interests of education, then the sooner 
these institutions cease to exist the better. One of my friends lias referred 
to the Calcutta Corporation. Is an educational institution tiK^be placed on 
the same footing as the Corporation? The question whetbc'r tnere should 
be a President of the Board or not cannot be agitated now'. The matter is 
not open to further discussion as clause 4 of tbe Bill hu'i already been 
^iceepted. ^ 

As to the term of a President, Sir, I w'ould suggest it to be* se*ven years. 
Some of you are thinking of reducing it to three years. Now', go to anv 
Vice-Chancellor you like, and ask him wHat his experience is in such 
matters.

West .Bengal is not oblivious of the state of the poor people in those areas for 
whom mv friend Professor Bhattacharyya has shed profuse tears. Can 
my friend in the opposition deny reasonably that there should be unifonnitj 
in taxation in all parts of We^ Bengal including the add^ territories of 
Bihar? Unless there is uniformity in the princi^e of taxation, there would 
be some discontent in the rural parts of West Bengal in various dmtricts 
where the people are extremely poor. Hy friends will perhaps admit that 
the circumstances in which the rural people in Banhura, Birbhum and other 
places are not at all more glorious than the circumstances governing the 
people in those territories. Development needs money and money camoh 
come from heaven and we have to raise money hy gradualiv ts^ng the 
people to a {permissible degree and I am sure none would grudge it for the 
nenefit of poorer section of the population. Self-help is the principle of 
taxation and that is the basis of the proposal made by our Chief Minister. 

1 f<*el that the principle of taxation, which is already {prevailing in West 
Kengnl, should also guide taxation policy in the added areas so that people 
there might feel that their difliculties, sorrows and grievances are combined 
witli ours and that they hhare the late oi West Bengal. Sir. we have to 
generate the feelinp of oneness which we have to generate in the p^ple of 
the added areas and that is why the {present motion of the Chief Minister 
IS welcome. 1 strongly support the Bill put in hy our ('hief Minister and

Dill, ft is ot coui^e ab^olntelv insev-aiv. Us my liiends Mr, Sulva Priyu 
lM»y and Ml Nirmal t'hiindra jlhaltaeharyja have stated, that the teaeherfl’ 
«lary in Punilia should he increiiHerl. The priiiiarv teuchers’ salary there 
JM^rtieular, is much less than what obtains in West Bengal here *By the 
nmulthm^ 18 interring here. So lomg my friend Mr. Satya Priy* 
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Roy Wflfi emphawHiutf tbatl^e scale pay in West Benpl is ^luch lower 
than what prerails elsewhere. It is interestinj? to note the admission from 
him lhat the pay of tearhers in Bihar is much lower than that in Bengal. 
But tins is only by way of digression. However, as is a fact that the 
salary <W teachers in Purulia as in other narts of Bihar is much lower than 
what obtains in Bengal, it is necessary that Government 8h9uld liave more 
money to increase their salary. Therefore, my friend should not oppose 
the proi>osal for the e.xtensioii of the proposed laws to Purulia in order to 
enable Government to raise more money there. On the contrary 
on their own argument (here i.s greater necessity for the supjiort of the 

f resent hill for the extension of these laws to Purulia. In this connection 
would draw the attention of the Government lo one thing. They have 
rightly decided to extend certain laws to Purulia in order to enable them 
to get more laves s(» that they might dcxotc greater attention to the proHwm* 
of develooinent there. But one tiling. I am afraid, they htfve fygotten. 
My friend, the Hon'ble Education Minister is here. T would submit to him 
in particular that along with these Bills, tlie Primary Education Act .should 
have been alwi extended to Purulia, for unless this is ilone. Government 
would not l>e able to levy the education cess there. Unless the Primary 
Education Act is extended to Purulia, Srliool Boards cannot be established 
there, education ccss cannot he raiseil from that area and (‘on sequent! y 
enougli money will not lie available to (Tovernment to raise the salary of the 
primary tejumers. I would therefore ash the Education Mini-'ter who is 
here to enlighten u.^ as to what tliev |uo}H»se to do with legard' to the* 
(luestion of estaldislimeut of School Ihainls iu Purulia. ,I wdulj like to 
huv(* this information from the Kduention Minister. .But the noi^-extension 
of that Act to Purulia for the present is no reason why we should oppose this 
proposed Bill. Theicforc I strongly op]>ose tlic motion for i irrulaiion. 
There is no giound tor acceptaine of th(‘ motion for (‘irculatioii. T would 
only reiiuest the (Government to .see what tliey could do tnen at this late 
hour to extend the Primary Education .\ct to that urea.

•J. K. P. ChattOfMiihyay: Sir. what our friend Shri Mahitosh Rai 
Chondhuri has said is an admission tliat what is needed for progress of 
education ha.s not vet been done. That is, among other reasou.s, one of the 
reasons why I would like to sup|>ort Shri Halim’s motion. What we feel is 
that certainlv the tax must he the some in Purulia as in the rest of West 
Bengal hut let also other things be similar. There is just now a gap in 
certain respects and all that we want is that some relief should be given 
until that gap is actually filled up. That is all we want, Sir. We do not 
•rant that the horse should be put after the cart but that tbe two should go 
together in jinqier order and progress made. 

Tht Hon'ble Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: T was really amazed at 'the 
arguments put forward by my friends opposite. Is it their proposition that 
the taxation of a particular part of a district or an area in a State will depend 
upon the development of State? Then we shall have different types of 
taxations 'in Bengal tmlay because all jmrts of .Bengal are not similar. 
Similarly, iu the case of our Union taxation the same rule holds good. I 
have never heard such an argument that unless the country is developed, 
there should be no taxation. On the other hand, in order to develop the 
country w-e Imve gvit to have re<*omse to taxation. But what are the facts? 
1 ahali be very glad if it would W i>ossihle ('onstitutionally to keep the 
present rate of taxes in Purulia which Bihar used to impose. Bihar had 
a system of sales tax rising fibm one pice to four pice, ours was uniformly 
three pice.

Th§ Hon’ble Dr. Bitfhan Cbanilra Roy: Sir, I beg to move that the Bfinat « 
JKmigui Cinemas (Regulation) (Amendment) Bill. 1957, as passed by the 
Aeeembly, I»h taken into consideration. ^ 

»Sir, Hiis Bill is intended to replace the West Bengal Cinemas (ReguJa* 
tbn) (Aiuendnieut) Ordinance of 1957 and the reasons why the Ordinance 
waa promulgatei! will appear from the Statement of Objects and Reasons 
Annexed to the Bill. It may be recalled that the State Legislature in 1964 
jMAsed the West l^eiigal Cinemas Regulation Act. 1954, as imdei entry Tl 
vOf List ]l of the Seventh Schedule to the ( ou'^titutiou the ,subje<‘t of 
•“riuema” ('subject to the provisions of entry (HI ot List I) is within the * 
legislative (‘oinpetence of the State liegishiture. Bv virtue ot section J-l of 
iJke W est Bengal Act, so inucli of the former ( inematogrHph Act* of 1918 
.tt 3 ,^np|»lyin^i t(» West Bengal .stood repealeil when the West Bengal A(‘t wa*< 
fbruught into tone from the 1st of February, HhV’). Previous to this, 
♦rilnonias wen^ governed by the rinematograpli Act of 1918 and all cinema 
iiecnces were used t(j be granted and rencued in the forms 
jimscribcd under the Act of 1918. There was. liowe\er. some delay in 
wreporiug t!ie rules under section 9 of the West .Bengal Act and the West 
Benjiil Cinemas Hegulatioiis were ultimately prepared and notified in 1958.

Sit, 
the position is that the new Act which has been passed by the Ijegialature in 
1964 enjoins the formulation of certain rules.

sufficiently protected. Althoimh as I said just now the (leiierul Clauses Act 
has gpt very wide apjilicatiou in s\n‘h eases and in the al'seiiee of any [irotee- 
tion the old proteitions mij^ht eontinne — this was the vi-w of the lawyers 
at one iimi* — it*was felt that peihajK it would be bettei to have a new Art

Besides under the Delhi Act, Sir, one day’s holiday in a week is available 
lo all sections of cinema employees. The Bengal Motion Picture Employees’ 
Association with which I happen to be connected waited on a deputation on 
the Hon'hic Minister in charge of Labour Department, Sj.‘ Kalipada 
Mookerjec, 

The Hofi’hle KalifMda Mookeriet: They have got ten years’ agreement. 

Sj. Nirmat Chandra Bhattachafyyas J admit that the conditions h^e 
slightly imjiroved, hut what I urge is that there ought to be an overhauling *’ 
of the M cvf Bengal Cinemas Act of 1954 in order to provide siiA other 
reanonahlc amenities of service which have not yet been extended to the poor 
erojiloycc".

Time and again \\,e have t;pquented 
Government to ? educe it, but nothing ha.- been done yet. Sir, the last West 
Bengml roiiferemc ot Cinema Liupl(»yees that wa*^ held urged funher that 

per cent. <0 the amusement tn.\ from cinema houses should be spent for 
the improveineiif ot the indu.stry itself and tin* conditions of the workers. 
We have not heard anything satisfactory from the Government on that 
account yet. Finally, Sir, it is desirable that the Government of West Bengal 
should move for tlie extension of ])rivih‘ge of the State Insurance Scheme 
to the cinema workers. 

These are. Sir, the Mihmissions that I would like to make and I ‘Specially 
request the llon'hle ('hief Minister to look into the whole question. We had 
the honour of waiting on him in fleinitation S4)metime ago and he appeared 
to he sympathetic. T hope that his sympathy has not ebbed away and 
while overhauling tlie Cinemas Act. 1054. he will not forget the |)oor em- 
ployees of the cinema industry.

Sir, this is a Bill which is intended to increase our resources. 1 find 
that some people begin to think that rate.s of taxes should be iiirrca^f'd for 
increasing salarv of teachers, for construction of tubewells ninl National

Baye the resources whatsoerer at the time the partition took place and 

have to struggle awinst heavy odds and the net result has been that 
t&ughotit the last eight or ten years every year our revenue bud^t shows 
a deficit and we have got to meet the challenge and criticism tjiat we do not 
take steps to increase our resources. 

Sir, the present Bill is for raising three types of taxes. One js the rate 
of tox of petrol which was being levied at 37.5 naye paise is increased to 
40 nP., i.e., an increase of 2.5 nP., one and a half pice per gallon. Secondly, 
the increase of the present rate of tax of aviation spirit from three annas 
to the full rate applicable to petrol, viz., 40 nP. Thirdly, the rate ot tax 
under the Bengal Motor Spirit Sales Taxation Act, 1941, is increased at a 
concession rate of 20 nP.

Sir, in other States motor spirit and aviation spirit are charged at a much 
higher rate for duty. Therefore, there is no reason why, when Bombay 
could raise the rate to 40 iiP. we should not do it. So far aviation vSpirit is 
oouoerned the rate was fixed at three annas when it was taxed in the first 
instance, because at that time aviation spirit happened to be one of the 
items under the control of the (Vntral Government. Xow that the cf|ntrol 
has been taken oft, there Is no reason why aviation spirit should be taxed 
at a rate lower than the (jrdiuary petrol. The thud proposition i-o ahout 
diesel oil. For this we now charge 7 nP. and thi?. we propose to *»’aise to 
20 nP. in future. As I iiave said before we have even thi'^ year a revenue 
deficit ot Ks. 10 crores. We have to raise some imu'i* additional revenue in 
order tf» finance the Plan ami to halance the Budget.

^ poor. Bicb men will bear this burden easily and gmilingly but so far 

the poor men are concerned it would be very difficult for them to bear 
^is bpden when they are actually groaning under a ^oad of taxation. As 
lOon as this amendment will be pass^ into law the bus fares wb^h are paid 
.mostly by poor men^ if not solely by them, will be dispro^rtionately 
increased. It is stated that Government has no control over the increase 
in the bus fare, but I may be pemitted to submit, the Government may 
circularise the Regional Authorities which exist in this State and thereby 
ask them to see that there be no increase in the bus fare or at least the 
increase which may be done may not be disproportionate.

Tho West Bengal Estates Acquisition (Second Amendment) Bill, 1957 

The Hon’ble Bimal Chandra Sinha: Sir, I beg to move that the West 
Bengal Estates Acquisition (Second Amendment) Bill. 1957, ns settled in 
the A‘#iembly, be taken into consideration. I believe the honourable 
membeis have by now gone into the main provisions of this amending Bill. 
The main reason for bringing this measure is that some working ditficulties 
were being ex]>erieiiced in the matter ol the Estates Acquisition Act. It is 
therefore thought desirable that to remove these difficulties, some of wliich 
were of a serious nature, the present amending Bill is being introduced to 
lejdace the ju’cjvisions of the Ordinance. 1 may antici])ate some of the 
critirisiiis. lii fact, such crificisms have been made in the Lower House. 
There have arisen very many diffirulties for the working of the Act and so 
the (iovernmeiit has bnuight forward the present Bill to remove those 
difheiilties. But, Sir, it has been my nrinciple not to make any number of 
changes in the Ordinance and then validate it by nassing an Act. There- 
fore. Sir, Ooverninent have confined themselves only to those very urgent 
matters and this Bill is therefore a validating measure and seeks only to 
validate the provisions of the Ordinanee. 1 may tell you, Sir, at the Very 
beginning that Government are experiencing ilitbculties for working out the 
Act and therefore the (fovernment proposes to bring forward a very 
comprehensive measure in the next budget session. 

Sir, the Bill that is before the Bouse seeks to introduce four or five 
ckinge.s. ( nder the law, no intermediary i.s entitled to retain land 
comprising of forests free of encunihrance which i.s vested in the State. But 
a lawyer meniher has said that there is a judgment in the High f'ourt of 
U|^cutta by which the provisions of the Act have been frustrated. There- 
fore it ha.s become urgently necessary in the interest of tlie country ami for 
maintaining the forests to bring forw'ard an amendment so that the 
encumbrances that we are facing may be removed and all tlie forests may 
vest in the State. That is the main provision of the amending Bill. 
Secondly, as intermediaries want to retain their land comprising of forests 
and non-agricultural land, it has now been mentioned that no person whetber 
intermediary or not shall be entitled to retain any land comprising of forests 
nor IS he entitled to enjoy the produce after a period after which it vests in 
the State. Sir, an intermediary may under section 4(1(1) retain land withir 
the specified time-limit, for such retention has been prescribed in law, # 
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In {fkci, fio l()nj( thin was beinif done under the rules. As there has 
^isen soaie doubt as to whether the rules have any legai validity if there 
ts no sueh provision in the law, that doubt is being sought to be Removed 
by' having a provision in the Statute itself. • 

Xext, Sir, all sums recoverable under an order of attachment under 
Section 2C will be deducted irom the amount of compensation payaple after 
the compensation ussessmeiit roll has been finally published. Ad-interim 
payment made under section 12 is not attachable, but reports have been 
received and I have seen some judgments also myself that the Court is 
issuing orflers for atlacliment of ad-interim compensation. The amendment 
is necessary to specifically provide that ad-interim payment is not attachable. 

Next, Sir, in certain urban areas, and I am sure the honourable n^pmbers 
have heard about the llaranagar area, it has been found that the rent 
assessed under section 42 of the Act now payable by intermediaries only 
exclusively on non-agricultural land in khav** possession on the basis of the 
prevailing rate of land in the locality lias become excessively high. Govern- 
ment, though perfectly has the right to do so, has however felt that it would 
he wrong to put in such a heavy iHM*ssiiient particularly on tliose who hold 
non-agricultural land exclusively in khas possession. That would be 
penalising those holders of non-agricultural land who are perhaps residing 
with a litth' homestead and so on on their lands. Therefore, Sir,* this 
provision is being sought to be amended in older to bring it^ in line with all 
the benefits tliat have l)ecu accorded to the agri(’iilt ural tenants under 
aection 02 of the Act. We want to provide a new principle of ass(*ssment 
and this section is, therefore, sought, to be amended accordingly. 

Lastly, Sir, represtmtations were being received from time to time })y 
Government for another opportunity on tlie line of .section 10(1 of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act to he given to (he tcm.inN for revision of recoids. As uju 
know. Sir, tliis revision of records of rights has hecni a irememlous })rf>l)lem 
and it was ivallv a vciy difiicult task, namtdy. the task of settlement 
ojenation all over the Province in such a shoit p«nioi], Fr«)m my ]iei’sona! 
inspection ot various settlement camps I must say that though 
the settlement record has not been liad and there is no cause 
of ajiprelieusiou that the liargadars liave been evicted in a large 
nund>er, — 1 am at least satisfied — in spite of this we think that 
instead of ftucing the tenants to go through the jirocediire of Tribunal ami 
(avil (^)urts, another riglit of revi.sion of records should )»e given to the 
UevciiiK' t)fH<er, so that tin* peoplt* who are aggrieved by the orders now 
be ng puhlished under the Final Publication Grdeis might liave auotiier 
opporlunitv to get their rei'ords revised in a le.ss costly ami more convenient 
fashijm. Tlierefore, Sir, a provision is l)eiug made, .so that the jiersoiis 
aggrieved hy such orders ma.v have another opportunity of getting th^r 
record of rights revised by the Revenue Officer. I have, Sir, asked my 
Depart Ufcnt to place more <ifficials for the revision of these records and see 
to it (hat the otfice.s are so constituted that peo])le would not have to traiiel 
a long dlNtance. I can assure this House, Sir, that everything 
administratively possible will be done to ensure a fair correction of tne 
records. Sir. we have also introduced another provision in this connection. 
The previous provi.sion was that a person aggrieved by a Tribunal award 
may als^gfo to the Civil Court. This, Sir, is a somewhat anomalous position. 
This If l^diecause you know that the Tribunal is presided over by a Judicial 
Officer not below the rank of a District Judge or an Additional District 
Judge. Now, when he hears a caSe and pronouni'es a judraeut^ it is truly 

extiected nor perhaps desirable that his judgment woiUd again go to a 
CAu Court — in reality to a Munsif who would sit again on judgment over

w-ll have their ‘Tribunal cases going on. But. Sir, those persons who 
not ^in^ to the Tribunal, they may haTe another right of appeal alter tht 
hnjil reTismn of the Revenue Officer has been done.

Same procedure was followed and 
even then theAafter a party, a })er8on aggriev^ used, to get the right of 
haring the matter decided by the Civil Court. The reason wh^h requires 
*iuch a double procedure is obvious. What is being done w the mofiissil? 
Anyone having any idea of the procedure which is being followed in the 
matter of preparation of record of rights is aware that the officers of that 
Department, most of whom have not got adequate knowledge* of land laws 
of Bengal, make the entries according to their own sweet will. Then, they 
do not record practically speaking any evidence. They do not even take 
any evidence in some cases and pass certain orders. Then objection is 
made and the objection is decided. During the hearing of this objection 
there is no proper recording of evidence and when these matters were brought 
before the Tribunal Judge the Tribunal Judge was at a loss to %ome to a 
ilecision because there was no evidence to be gone upon. So in this 
procedure of preparation of record-of-rights, in this procedure of hearing 
objections, in this procedure of having the matter heard on Appeal by a 
tribunal Judge there are practically speaking no materials on the basis of 
which a correct and valued judgment could be had from this. I think, it 
is in tlie fitness of things to say that the Bengal Tenancy Act used to give 
valuable rights to aggrieved persons to have the matter decided in a civil 
court. What I heg to submit is that the procedure which is being.followcd 
liy the settlement authorities is a sunimary procedure in which, as I have 
said, evidence is not recorded and even if it he recordefV not fulW. So the 
highest authorities, the Kevenue authorities do not have sufficient materials 
before them to see whether the record-of-rights were correctly prepared, 
rberetore in the Bengal lenaucy Act as also in the present Act opportunities 
were a vai la hie to the aggrieved persons to have their matter brought before 
the Civil Courts to give evidence there and thereafter to get a de(‘ision. 
Sir, if the Government had (he intention of taking a^u^y thi^* valued right 
from the people why this was not said in the beginning'" Whv the {leriple 
were lulled into sleep that they will have ji further right of .having their 
grievance remedied by the ('ivil (’ourt}" It is. I should say, undemocratic. 
It is, I should say, unfair to lull the people into slee]) saying that their cases 
will be investigated by the Civil (,'ourt after coinj)letion of tlie jirocedure 
laid down for record-of-rights. Why do you say like that? Why do you 
give this assurance to the people and then all on i sudden you come before 
the legislature for taking away the juri.sdiction of the Civil Court. This, 

1 heg to submit. Sir, is not fair, and if this is done a <leatli blow would be 
given to tlie civil rights of the people who will be taken unawares. I have 
in some cases given advice to my clients that you can, without going through 
this unnecessary procedure, after final jmblication of tlie record-of-rights, 
have the inatter investigated by a Civil Court and then you can get rtdresg 
there. Ihe Uon'ble Minister has stated that a Munsif is not compett*!!! to 
sit over the judgment of a Tribunal Judge. But the Hon’ble Minister 
forgets that no finality altacdies to the judgment passed by a munsif. The 
matter can again be taken on an appeal to the District Judge and af4er his 
dei ision it can be taken to the Ilon’ble High Court. So I would subnyt that 
the argument which ha.s been advances! for taking away the jurisdiction of 
the Civil Court bf this amending Bill are not sound. It will be an 
irreparable invasion of the rights of the people and in my submission this 
should be dropped. Give them a chance, tell them beforehand — 
«OD|li|^riod beforehand tnat they will not be able to go to the Civil Court for 
correction of the record-of-rightH, tor any matter connected therew’ith. If 
you do not do that, if you dJfnot caution the people beforehand, but pass 
the Bill all on a sudden, then persons will be caught .sleeping and they will 
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.iwSe getting chances of taking their Mevancesito the CSvil Ck>hrti* I trill 
to the Hon’ble Minister to consider the matter in all aapeck and m 
thJiPthere be no tylanny of the majority over the minority. I express* t&is 
beMlse that pr5vi8ion, viz. the barring of the jurisdiction of j:he Chvil Court 
wilTimpair the valonble rights of a good many people regarding their 
valuable lAds. It is inconceivable to them. If you go out from here to 
th^ mofussi), y(fh will find that people have jmt some plot of land which* 
has not been recorded. Sometimes as intenuediary they enjoy the land as 
occupancy ripht. In the summary trial they will not get justice. But 
later on in the Civil Court there will be full-drevss trial. If you just take 
awa\ the jurisdiction of the Court, they would be unaware of it. This is 
n very serious matter. If it would have been there for such a length of 
time it should not have been taken away by a stroke of pen, I would submit 
that the Hon’ble Minister should consider the matter from this standpoint, 
^ir, this niay be convenient from the administrative point of view, out I 
stiy with all the empliasis at my command that this pn)vision would give 
the death-blow to the civil right.s of the people. Then again there is another 
matter. Sir, we all know that onlinances are passed and published in the 
extraordinary issues of the ( ahutta GozcUe. We are the fortunate 
recipients of copies of the CalcutUi Gazette. We get the extraordinary 
issues at the end of (he month, althougli ordinances* may be promulgated 
and published in the extraordinary issues at the beginning of the month. 
What the results Witliout knowing that sucli an ordinance has been 

t »roiiiulgottMl, the poor people, specially those in the mofussil came to their 
aw\ers. We, all lawyers, also do not know that such an ordinance has 
been pas‘<f<l and wb have filed appeals against the decision under section 44 
(»f tiie W#^f Bengal Estates Acquisition Act. Then it is found that this 
Estates A<’(iuisitiou Act has been amended with effect from a certain date and 
the power of the Tribunal Judge has been taken away. 

The Hon’bte Bimal Chandra Sinha: N(d the Tribunal Judge, but the 
power ot tin* Civil Court.

8J. Nagendra Kumar Bhattaoharyya: Whnt I do .submit is this that 
even before the promulgation of the Ordinance what was the procediirey 
Against an order jiassed under section 44, there was an appeal Indore the 
Tribunal. All on a sudden }»y promulgating an Ordinance you stop it. 
You .say that no such appeal would lie. We in the mafassil are not aw'ure 
of these changes. We received (he extarordinary i.ssue of the CalmtUi 
Gazette long after. During this interval many appeals have been filed iu 
our district and in othei districts too. What would happi’U to 1he.se appeals, 
People have paid their lawyers. the\ have paid court-fees and tliey have 
filedgtheir apyieals in the Tribunal, llave \ou consjdercd tlii.s bid'ore making 
any provision witli regard to tlie-e mutters)' You have mil done that, So 
the matter should be taken in tlie proper light. The procedure of eliciting 
public opinion was followed even during the foreign rule, hut this juca-edure 
has fieen amenderl under our Xational (rovernmenf. AVe .seldom f/ound in 
the ]Tast that in matters of land tenure members of the Bar Association 
were not con.^-ulted. I appeal to the lawyer members who are members of 
this House to sav whether 1 am correct in this matter or not, I submit 
that mutters vitally affecting the land tenures ought to be sent to the Bar 
A.ssociation for eliciting their opinion. These vital changes are being made 
without consulting their opinion and without giving them any chance to 
expres.c tfieir opinion as to what would be the repercussion of the proposed

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eft ai^Bst proposed aiaenterat Is int a valuable tigki^k soufbt 
akec away from tbe people. Right is a sacred Uiiug and having been 
Courts of hw for a period of about thirty years I would not oerminly 
i|gjfee to people^s right being lightly taken away. At the sjnie time 1 would 
ifeicome an amendment which provides for q^uick decision of the rijht. My 
view in%i question like the one under consideration should not be allowed 
to be agitated* twice in tribunals. The object of the amendment is to take 
away the jurisdiction of the Civil Court and provide u cheap machinery. It 
has been said in opposition that Civil Court's jurisdiction should not be takeij 
awav because from a decision of a Civil Court, there is the right to appeal 
to the District Coyrt, then to the High Court and then to the Supreme Courts 
the suggestion being that unless people are assured of a decision of the 
highest Tribunals their right would not be safeguarded. With due res|>ect, 
have not the Highest Tribunals up.set their own judgments now and then? 
Are ihev always correct Having regard to the financial (‘oudition of our 
people J^thiifk in a matter like the one under considernti(m udief should be 
quickly given to them.

Dr^8ambhu Nath Banerjee: What I am saying is this: Having regard

secure jt^to the people. I have never doubted that rights slutuld not he 
hglitty taken away. Hut T say that machineiy tor tlie preservation ot the 
right must lie quick and least expensive.

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t . Sir, «l»ot flie points wised l>y Ks8«n|Ba^ I would Klw to soy 
5 ofthid grievances is that the Government are doing pieoe^meal 
on. As I made it very clear at the heginni^ I am all along against 
iciple. ‘When we should have a comprehensive amendment by way of 
Oi^ljaanoe. I deliberately restricted it myself to the most hssentiw# points 
jrhinh coxAl not be done except by on Ordinance because time was roundei. 
')Oui Tbereforet it was not unnatural that this Bill would not cover many 
;aspeats which require discussion. That is why I made it clear wlule 
.moving this Bill that a comprehensive Bill will be brought in the Budget 
Session of the Assembly and, therefore, the members would have adequate 
opportunity and time to discuss all the provisions of the Act, and there is 
no urgency about that. 

iSir, I want to make this submission to this House that the question of 
• land laws must sometimes at least requires piece-meal changes, particularly 
for this vasop that the settled order of things have been very violently 
shaken and discarded and naturally a system that obtained here for the last 
150 years has l>een thoroughly uprooted and it is not unnatural that during 
these years there have been many new occasions, many new interpretations 
of law, many new jmlgments in the courts which would demand the amend- 
ment of the law. It is certainly not desirable Mr. Bhattacharyya that we 
should sit tight over these things and allow matters to drift — any Govern- 
ment worth its salt cannot do that— wihout responding quickly to the changes 
in the situation — changes that have been brought by circumstances, by 
• forces "beyond their control. For instance, take the question of forests. 
The quejtiiui of amending the section dealing with forests has arisen not 
because the Government has not any foresight, but because there has been 
a iligh (^)urt Judgment where it has been stated that the forests vest in 
the Government but not its trees. When that section was passed at that 
time it was deemed necessary that fore.sts in their entiretv, not merely 
forests but also trees, should vest in the Government, so ttat the forests 
may be looked after by the Government. You all shout about 
the need for reforestation, etc. Therefore, vSir, when the situation has 
arisen because of this very unfortunate judgment. 1 think it is incumbent 
on the Government to bring forward an amending Bill and have the 
situation righted. Sir, Mr. Bhattacharyya is well aware, — I used this 
example in the Lower House also — that previously there was a settled order 
ot things. He of all persons surely knows that the great rent case was 
decided in 18(>5, and then after years the Bengal Tenancy Act came info 
operation in 1885. It took twenty years for the Government to make up 
their mind. There was, I think, a Committee of Legal Exj>erts presideu 
over by the then Chief Justice Richard Girth which produced a momentous 
report. They took pretty long years to mak^ up their minds. If we have time 
to deliberate over a Bill for 20 years, naturally we would produce something 
that stand.s the test of time. >ow the situation is in a flux, and, therefore, 
I tlpnk in such a situatiou it is incumbent on the Government to respond to 
the changes in the situation and bring forth necessary piece-meal legislation. 
But Sir I again promise that the working difficulties that we are eyieriencing 
witl^ regard to fundamental matters will be discussed through a Bill during 
the next session of the Assembly. That appears to be the first po^ut ruiseii 
by ^j. Nagendra Bhattacharj'ya and Sir, if I may put it in a slightly 
altered fasnion, are the Government responsible for such a change or really 
is it due to the lack of foresight on tlie part of the Government that such a 
piece-meal legislation has Wn brought.^ Sir. I remember the utterance of 
one Executive Councillor in the Viceroy’s Executive Council about thirty 
years back. At that time Bengal hod very eminent lawyers and the Govern- 
jnent of India were laying some laws before the then Parliament but all 
those laws were being set aside by the Bengali lawyers. Then in exasperatiou 


Coitiksillor lomineiited timt aoy Bengali lawyer ean dsite a" 
a law< Th&efore, Sir, so long as legal proviaions are tlierd, 
Bonae will always be burdened with amending provisions nrom time to 
The second point is about taking away the civil rights. Sir, I need 
tell Mr. Bhattacharyya that in the Bengal Tenaufy Act there was a 
primsibn for only one revision, viz., after final publication of tbar record-of- 
rights, people had possibly under section 10€ of the Beng^ Tenancy Act 
the right to to the Civil Court. Now, look at the scheme of things under 
this Act. First, there are all the stages up to the final publication of the 
record-of-rights. Then we are again putting in another stage where the 
Revenue Ofecers themselves have to correct the record -of-rights. Then 
there is a third stage where the people who aer aggrievetl can go to the Civil 
Court and there is also the fourth stage where a man, if he so desires, — as 
Shri Bhattacharyya has raised the point — can go to the Civil Court and v 
the Civil Court will take the matter into consideration. To that extent ‘ 
the Civil Court is still open and Sir, I find that after the TVibutfal passed 
the judgment, the matters can be taken to the Supreme Court under 
section 22B. Therefore Sir, there are so many legal pit>ce8se8 involved but 
I do not think that after we have provided such an elaborate arrangement 
for the revision of record-of-rights there should be anv course left open for 
the Civil Court in at least tliree matters as mentioned by Mr. Bhattacharyya 
and I feel that that W'ould be really burdening the poor people because after 
all you know that if a man has got a long purse, he can fight out cases in 
different courts. Therefore the benefit will come to those who hayt‘ only^ 
a nominal purse and as such that is not desirable. T think, Sir, these are 
the main points. I would submit to this House thaf it is not jmssihle for me 
to agree to the acceptance of the motion for circulation of this Rill for the 
simple reason that not only there is no need for its ( irculution but, as 1 told 
you at the very beginning, this Bill really incorporates tlie provisions of an 
Ordinance. Moreover, I was not in favour of circulating this Bill for 
gathering pubic opinion because you are all here as representatives of the 
public and all sections of p\iblic are represented here. We had a very long 
debate in the Lower House and I feel sure there will also be a long debate 
in this House too. Therefore, Sir, I oppose the motion of Shri Bhattachar>’ya.

Sir, if a reference be made to that clause, it would appear that in clause 
(h), after the wonls “or of n non-agricultural tenant” the words “but shall 
except in the case of land allowed to be retained by an intermediary under 
the ^rovisious of section 6, include all rights or interests of whatever nature, 
b^ouging to intermediaries or other persons which relate to lands comprised 
In estates or to the produce there<Jf” shall be added and be deemed always 
to have been added. 


In tki^ amendnieni ref«7enc« muat be made to olaiud {b} 

sec^^ 3 of th^ origiual Act which runs to this effect : *4noxunbrance in 
rela^i^ to estates rights of intermediaries therein does ribt include the 
‘ righhi of atraiyat or of an under-raiyat or of a non-agricultural tenant^*. 
Now after that this is intended to be added by the proposed Amendment. 
If this is done there would be conflict between the first jpart or the present 
part of that clause and the part which is proposed to be added. For, in 
the first part of section 2(h) it is provided that the “incumbrance” in 
relation to estates and rights of intermediaries therein does not include the 
rights of a raiyat or of an uuder-raiyat or of a non-agricultiiral tenant. So 
meaning of this part is that so far as incumbrance is concerned the rights 
of raiyat or of an uiuler-nuyat or of a nou-a^icultural tenant would not be 
effected but if you read tlie portions which is proposed to he added to this 
clause it ^111 tifke away the right ol the rui^k'at or of an nnder-raiyat or of a 
non-agricultural tenant, for it is stated, “belonging to intermediaries or 
other perM;>ns.“ Ih the words “other persons’' these people may he 
included, viz. raiyat or un uuder-raiyat or a non-agricultural tenant. So 
there wtmld be conflict in the same clause with regard to the j)er8on8 who 
would he exempted from the definition of the word “incumbrance” within 
the meaning ot the West Bengal Estates Acquisition Act. Then again 
there will be some legal complications too. For, the expression “or other 
j^^i'sou.n”. may he interpreted include those persons, viz.^ raiyat or an 
under-raiyat or a non-agricultural tenant. So the definition should he made 
clearer and the rights of raiyat or an under-raiyat or a non-agricultural 
tenant slioiJd not be given in one band and taken away by the other 

The Hon’ble Bimal Chandra Sinha: Which section.^ 

SJ. Hagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya: Please refer to section 3(h) which 
is pro]K)sed to be amended. By tliis amendim'ut it is proposed that these 
words, expre>!>.ions which are given in suh-chiuse (a) of (‘danse 3. tliese are 
intendeti to be added at the end of tljat clause. The result would be that 
\ou would b{* exempting the rights or interests of a raiyat or an umler- 
laiyat or a non-agricultural tenant in the fust part. <bi the other hand hy 
the proposed amendment you would include them in the expression “or other 
persons”. So there would he conflict in the definition of the Acord 
“incumbrance” and this conflict should be avoided or at least there would 
be vagueue.ss in the ineHiiing of the word “incumbrance” and in my humlde 
submission that should not be left to the decision of the court but should 
be cleared up. Uules.s that is done 1 think injustice would be done. It may 
be interpreted in Courts of Law on behalf of the Government that rights of u 
raiyat or an uuder-raiyat or a non-agricultural tenant although exempted in 
the beginning are also included when it is said “or other persons”. The 
expregsiou “other persons” is very vague and indefinite and capable of the 
interpretation 1 am submitting before the House. So I would submit that 
this matter is for serious consideration and I invite the Hon'ble Minister- 
in-charge to go through the original definition of the word “encumbrance” 
as denned in section 2(a) and also the proposed amendment and find 
hinwelf whether there would be va^raeness and conflict and there would ^ 
actually exempting the raiyat, under-raiyat or non-agricultural tenant in 
the first nart of the definiton and taking it away from the second part. ^ 

I think these amendments should be accepted with a view to avoid conflict 
of the provision in the clause. With these words J move this amendment.

Tfit Hoil^la Blmtl CiMfICira iffllia: Mr. Chairman, Sir, Mf. Nagendra"^ 
Kumar Bhattacharyya has raised a point which is of a vtry legal nature. 
'"Other persons*’ have been included primarily for the reason which may be 
stated as follows. We have in a certain forest a large number of contractors. 
When the forest land changed hand from the erstwhile intermediaries, they 
said they had only a very limited right. Now that they had leased out to 
special contractor after their right had vested in the State, contractors* 
rights have not vested. Therefore while their right has vested only, but 
the contractor’s rights have not vested. Therefore the contractors occupied 
the forests and unless we include these areas other persons would cut dowh 
the trees. Now if these words were deleted from action 2, the definition, 
would not prevail. It is subject to legal interpretation, but my feeling is 
that the definition of the word “encumbrance” has been used in the 
amending section rightly and there is no necessity of changing it. There 
may be various contractors and sub-contractors and you cannot cover all of 
them. 

The motion of Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya that in clause 2(a), 
line 6, the words “or other persons” be omitted was then put and lost. 

The motion of Janab Abdul Halim that in clause 2(a) in line 6, after tKe 
words “or other persona” the words ‘"excepting the rights and interests of 
a bargadar” be inserted was then put and lost. 

The question that clause 2 do stand part of the bill was then put and 
agreed to. 

Clause 3 

8|. Nagei^a Kumar Bhattaoharyya: Sir, I beg to move that in 
clause 3(b), in the proposed clause (aa), line 4, the wojda “or any other 
person” he omitted. 

Some difficulty arises with regard to this matter. Again it is proposed 
in clause 3(aa) that all lands in a State comprising of forests together wth 
all rights of the trees therein or of the produce thereof and held by an 
intermediary or any other person shall notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary contained in the judgment of any court or tribunal vest in the 
State. 

[ll.oQ_ii.3o a.m.] 

Sir, my amendment relates to deletion of the words “any other persons”. 
It may be an intermediary or any other person. The reason why I propose 
the amendment is this. • 

We are aware that there are some persons in the District of Midnapur who 
earn their livelihood by felling trees or felling shrubs and selling them to 
the market. That is the only source of their livelihood which is knbwn as 
the iThArkati right in the district of Midnapur. I do not know whether such 
a right actually exists in the district of Bankura or elsewhere. If these 
words are allowed to remain in the proposed amendment, namely, “any other 
person”, then these ^r people most of whom are Adibasis will be dei>riTed 
of their valuable right oi Jharkati and practically speaking they will be 
starring. So 1 submit in all humility that the Hon’ble Minister will be 
pleased to consider the matter and delete these words, namely, “or a^ other 
pcitfon”, and even if that is not possible at least to exclude the Jharkati 
right from the operation of this proposed amendment. 
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8]. Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: Sir, I oliall finiNli my submi«8toD 
in just one minute. The Ilon’hle Sfinister possibly is awnre that Jharkati 
right referred to by Mr. Bbattacharyya is really a right which is mentioned 
in the official record-of-rights. As such, I believe^ it is necessary to protect 
^uch persons who enjoy these rights. Secondly, Sir, there also may he any 
otljer rights mentioned in the amendment of Mr. Abdul Tlalim which has 
just now ^)een ruleil out of order by Mr. Chairman on technical grounds, 
namely, t^e rights in respect of rivers, common lands, gracing fields, etc. 
The Hon'hle Minister will perhaps he good enough to consider if it wdll not 
be desirable to exclude these rights which may he of a customary nature 
and recognised by the Courts of Law'. He would in that case he, in fact, 
doing not only justice to these persons hut also an act of kindness to these 
persons. If this amendment is passed, these persons will really he thrown 
out ot employment and wdll have to shift to another place without having 
anything to depend upcm. So this is a legal as well as a humanitarian 
question wdiich I should like the Ilon’hle Minister to consider. 


Ths Hon’bla Btmal Chaiulra Sinha: Mr. (’hairman, Sir, the point that 
has been just raised by the honourable members opposite, in my opinion, 
deserves very serious consideration. As a matter of fact, my attention has 
not only been drawn particularly from the Midnapur area to certain 
customary rights rec'orcied in the record-of-rights, but also to one Privy 
Council judgment where it was decided perhaps fifty years hack tlint such 
and such people in such and such areas had the customary rights. That wa« 
decided also by the Privy Council. Therefore I would have been very 
happy if 1 could have included this right in the nature of an extension of 
the Statute itself. But having considered the matter deeply, I felt that it 
would bring in difficulties in the matter in having this included in the 
statute. The reason is that the customary rights vary from place to place. 
In Hjdnapore for instance I have found that there are eighty types of 
different rights. In many cases, the right is in the nature of grazing their 
cattle on common grounds; that is one right. Cutting down trees fifr taking 
some timber for tlie cows; that is another right. Collection of fruits and 
leaves of trees is another right and so on and so forth. In Jalpaiguri they 
have a different set of rights. Now, it is not possible to define all these 
customary rights and to put them in the statute hook. Therefore, W'e have 
thought it best to keep these rights in general in the statute and where 
Government are satisfied that such customary' rights exist, people will 
enjoy those custonsary rights. If we would have defined the customary

Therefore thia is a complicated problent and as such it 
ban been decichfd, as I told the lower House, that striut instructions should 
be issued to officers and specially to the supervisory staff that nAere people

The exception runs to this effect ; “N^)thi ug in 
this sub-se<'tinn shall entitle an intennediary to retain any laud%comprised 
in a forest.” Now, after the word “intermediary” in the original Act, the 
words “or any other j)ersons“ are proposed to be inserted. The lesult would 
be that even if a person has got occupancy right in land within a forest, he 
will be deprived of that land.

Sir, we all know that all lands comprised in a forest are not covered with 
trtu's. There are lands and lands within a forest area which is cultivahle 
and which produces crops. If this amendment be accepted the result would 
be that these cultivators having lands within the forest area — lands on which 
trees never grow— will he deprived. What 1 heg to submit, Sir, is this. 
So fur as this amendment is concerned, vix. insertion of the words “any 
rdher person” that will divest the occupancy rights of a raiyat or an under- 
raiyat or a non-agriiultural tenant of their possession by a stroke of pen, 
I)o not de[)rive all these, people most of whom are adibasis, of their land. 
The y are very poor and very poor imleed, With(»ut investigation don’t do 
it. The eflfect of the amendment would be to lead these people to starvation. 
This is a thing which should be avoided. So I would submit this matter 
also should engage the serious attention of the Hon’ble Minister. I nave 
personal knowledge that some people have got such right and therefore I am 
•peaking with all the emphasis at my command that they should not ba 
deprived of their right and if this is done injustice #ill be done to \hesa 
people. *I am aware of exercise of such rights by the tillers in Jhai^ram 
•ubdiviaion. I do not know whether these privileges are there elsewhere in 
tbe distriot of Midnapore or in the adjacent district of Bankura but such 
right does exist and I believe those peo^e who enjoy these rights cultivate 
tbeir lands from a very long distance. Because they are very poor I would 
iqimeal to the Hon'ble Minister in charge of this Bill to consider the matter 
not to deprive them of their walunble rights. 

With these words, Sir, I move my amendment motion. 
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SJt Nymal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Tht^ llou'hle Miuister perhupH will 
ailluit that Huch customary rights do exist aud those rights are incorporated 
in the retfird-of-riglits also. He will perhaps say: I shall issue necessary 
instructions to tlie department concerned. Sir, what will he the position 
even it he does issue such instructions. The position will he this. The 
officials always deal in a sui)erior manner with these people. I have no desire 
to make any allegation against any departmental officer or any memher rd 
the pernuiMent (’ivil Service. I feel, Sir, that difficulty may arise f<»r oeojile 
in dealing with these officials. With reganl tf) these matter'* peoj)]** already 
have been experiencing difficulty and this difficulty includes certain extra 

f iayment which has almost heroine customary. In order to gain his 
egitimate rights he would have to spend some money out of his own pocket, 
With these words, Sir, I support the amendment of Mr. Nageudrr Kumar 
Bhattacharyya. 


The Hon’ble Bimil Chandra Binha: I cannot agree with what has been 
stated by Prof. Bhattacharyya because cUvstomary rights are not always 
recorded. Somtimes it is recorded, sometimes it is not. Therefore we find 
in the Act that this customary right has not been inserted. There is no 
statutory possibility about the allegation made by Shri Satya Priya Roy, 
I ha\^ only this much to sa^ that this is due to the ignorance of the working 
of my department that he had made such an allegation.

Sir, in the original Act tank fishery is excluded from being vested in the 
Government and the tank fi.shery has been defined in the explanation to 
section fifllfe). It is stated therein “tank fishery means a reservoir or 
place for the storage of water, whether formed naturally or by excavation 
or by construction of embankments, which is being used for pisciculture or 
for nshing, together w'ith the sub-soil and the banks of such reservoir or 
place, except such portion of the hanks as are included in a homestead or 
in a garden or orchard and includes any right of pisciculture or fishing in 
such reservoir or place”. 

Arconling to the Act which \s in force the tank fishery is exempted from 
the operation of the West Bengal Estates Acquisition Act. Now 
complications have arisen and these complications have led to actions in courts 
including the Hon'ble High Court, and it appears that the zemindars and 
intermediaries, have claimed fisheries in hih and in the old bed of the river 
which are now not part of the river because exemption has been given in 
res|>ect these fisheries by the expression “naturally”. In my amendment 
I have wanted that the word “naturally” be deleted so that the tank fishery 
will include tanks which were excavated or tanks which were formed by 
construction of embankments so that the big fisheries can be owned by the 
Gbvernment and the legal complications which have arisen in various courts 
in the province would be settled on the basis of this amendment. I would, 
therefore, expect that the Hon’ble Minister in charge of this Bill would accept 
my amendment so that greater rijfhts in fishery would accrue to the Govern- 
ment to the benefit of the State as well as for the public. 1 say public because 
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wlill Imow that many hshermen from East PaUataa ha^a migrated to this 
Sfpe. At least most of them are stamag. It these fisheries whibh have 
hc^ formed and which are in existence from the old bed of the river come 
u]mr the possession of the Government these people, these fishermen, chn be 
allowed to fish in ihese bib and Government revenue woOld accumnlate* 
On Ae ot%er hand that would he o source of subsistence to these j^ople, 
So I submit an<il hope that the Hon’ble Minister will accept my amendment. 

With these words, Sir, I move my amendment. 

Nimial Chamira Bhattaoharyya; Mr. Chairman, Sir, the Minister 
for Co-operation is not present here. The Deputy Minister for Co-operation 
is present here. He will perhaps s\ipj>ort this amendment which has been 
moved by Shri Bhattacbaryya. He has hinted at the formation of 
^ co-openitive societies by tlie indigent fishermen including those who have 
migrated ^from East Pakistan so that they may take advanta.*re of the 
fisheries in tlfese old river beds.

Sir, the condition of supply of fish is also 
deploralde in Calcutta and in the rest of West Bengal, fn view of this 
pohition 'it would he highly desirable on the part of the Government to 
accept ths nmeiulment of Shri Bhattacbaryya. 

Th6 Hofl’bl6 Biniil ChAlldrt Sinhu* T am entirely in agreement with 
the amendment. But, Sir, as I have told before, it is necessary not only 
to have vested in the State all the bib and tanks, but also these fisheriei 
which have been in the Sunderhau areas by construction and emhankmeuts. 

As a matter ot fact, in my opinion the greatest exploitation and the greatest 
injustice are being perpetrated on the bib and tanks. If we accept 
Mr. Bhattacharyya’s amendment and leave out the fisheries then there will 
be great injustice. Therefore I will welcome Mr. Bhattachrayya’s amend* 
nieut in the draft amendment that we have been preparing for the next 
session of the House and that will cover the whole sitnntion.

Revenue Officer shall determine the rent payable in the prescribed manner

Sir, 
which takes nwav the valued right and in my liumhle 'iihniission tips 
amendment should not be aceejded. It was said yesterday tluit it any prison 
feels aggrieveil, he may move the Hon’hle High Court. Hut it is very 
difficult for a poor villager or a tenant to come Indore the IToiThle High Court 
under seotiou 226 of the (^institution of India. It i' in my 'uhmission 
also difficult for them to move the Siihdivisional, Court, not to speak of 
moving the High Court. If a tenant residing in Cooeli Behnr feels 
aggrieved hy this matter he has to g^o all the way and to incur Sill the 
expenses with a view to obtain details. I have heard the HoiTble Minister 
yesterday to say that he wants to diminish the cost of litigation. This will 
not diminish the cost of litigation, instead it will aild to it. A TVibunal 
Judge •has the right to decide — this right was enjoyed also under the* Bengal 
Tenancy Act. But the present enactment take?' away th»‘ right of the people 
to go to the civil court.

Sir, if you had 
laid U the beginning.in 1953 and 1964 when the Estates Acquisition eAct 
ras thhen up through the Legislature that “well, if you do not follow the 
brooedure as laid down in the Estates Acquisition Act, you will be deprived 
pi the right of institution of a civil suit^*, the persons whose rights would 
be affectwl could have taken recourse to the pnH*etIure mentioned in the 
fotates Acquisition Act. but when the tenants have been lulled into sleep, 
you said by an enactment of sectiou 46 that their nght would be stayed for 
a particular period, namely, the peritKl during which the settlement opera- 
tions will he in full ^wing. So, I would submit that they were kept in the 
darkness. They were given to understand that their right is being suspend- 
^ and that their right would revive after the completion of the record-of- 
riglits. AttPr giving this hope to the tenants, some of whom at least might 
not have exercised the rights which were given to them under the West 
Bengal Estates Acquisition Act in the hope that they will directly w to the 
civil court tor the puriMise of redressing their grievances, it would be unfair 
and unjust to dei)rive them ot their right of going to the civil court. From 
whatever angle you may see the matter. I w’ould submit that it w’ould be 
doing injustice to them and in all humility I would rwjuest the Hon’ble 
Minister to accept this amendment. 

• With Regard to other two jimendments, these amendments are comple- 
mentary to the amemlmeiit whi^h T have just now moved.

The West Bengal Board of Secondary Education Bill, 1957. 

[10-10-10 a.m.] 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Sir, seven years ago it 
was lyy privilege to jdace on the Statute Book of AVest Bengal the Secondary 
Education Act. lO'iO, with the nhnndant sujijiort of the tlien legislntur**. 
Tlie Secondary Education Act, 1950, provided for a Board of 44 memberi, 
a fnirjy large Board, consisting of representalives of various bodies and 
section.s interested in education in this country, and it was ci^pferred 
large powers of administration and control. When the Board was constituted 
in May, 1951, there was au inaugural ceremony which was [iresided over 
by the then Governor and in rei) nesting the Govenior to inaugurate tbo 
Board. Sir, I bad the honour to observe as follow'S: — “A Bv'»arCso krgoljf 
representative and unofficial in cbariicter is the first to he conaiituted oir 
a statutory basis in anv State in India. We have even come forward t<r 
constitute such a Board and effect such a devolution against the trend of 
modern legislation, e.g.. when the Board of Education in England hiw bee® 



ettd and ^all powers to <^ntrol and derekp secoiulary 
have been centralised hy the British Act of 1944 in ilie Ministry 
ef « Kdtication there. Bat we have introduced this innovation with the 
I^Mt faith in the wisdom of our educationists a8S6inble<^ in the Board 
and iui the expectation of the largest measure of co-oparation from them"’. 
So, it was dennitely said that the Board of Education was an arfachronism 
in a democratic cx)untry, in u countr}^ under representative Government, 
representative of different interesti^. and of the masses. Still we constituted 
a comparatively large lioard and gave them large powers. We hoped 
and, I repeat, we hoped that with single-minded devotion the educationists 
assembled on the Board would utilise the powers in the furtherance of 
education in this country and will surely not convert the Board into a 
talking institution. Unfortunately, Sir, that single-minded devotion to 
the interests of education and education alone was not forth-coming. It 
was unfortunate indeed. 

I do not know the circumstances which arose later and which led to 
the dissolution of the Board; but 1 have it on record that the Board was 
superseded due to failure in the discharge of their duties and mismanage- 
ment also. With your permission, Sir, I heg to read the charge-sheet. 
The dereliction of duties and irregularities were detailed as follows; — 

^'(11 Affiliation of schools against the advice of respedive officers with 
or without any inH{)ection at all; 

(2l Giving oliance to the schools whioli do not conform to the laws 
prescribed for the purpose; 

% 

(3) Failure to distribute grant.s-in-aid to a large number of sihools in 
proper time resulting in hardship to those institutions; 

(4) Prescribing text-books without consultation with the authors of 
the hooks ; 

^f)) Failure to ensure a pro])er scrutiny of the tjne^fion^ >et for the 
School Final Examination with the result that various mi^take^ crejit in ; 

(6) The questions which were set were not covered by the svllahus 
and i)ostponement of examination on several occasions on itiadequate 
grounds ; 

(7) Failure to ensure the secrecy of examination with the icsult that 
leakage of questions occurred ou some subjects prioi to tlie holding of the 
examination.” 

So, exactly three years after inauguration of the Board the Government 
of 1}F*4 felt that the unfortunate state of affairs could not be allowed 
to continue any longer in the interest of students and of secondary schools 
and education alike. Government therefore appointed a Judge of - the 
Calcutta High Court for admiuistration of secondary education and an 
ordinance was issued superseding the Board to remove the difficulties felt 
bj the schools and the students at an early date. So, the Board was 
practicaHy dissolved and dead. Since then the Board has been rejdacad by 
one man. 

In the ^meantime much water has flown down the Ganges, The Board 
lyst^mi of administration of Education, in particular the administration and 
Jtt’ohlenis of Secondary education, was under the examination of more than 
Commission appointed by^he Go%*ernment. The Mudaliar Commission 
wa« appointed by the Goverimient of India in 1952 and the Dey Cominis- 
•lon wa« ap|>oint©d by tbe Government of West Bengal in 1954.

The Board of Education which was there in England ior about sevouty 
years was thus abolished by the Act of IJl-W as an anachronism. Who is

(ioveruioeiii there canimt lie an altogether autonnmoui Board. There 
caiuj(.r be an altogether delegated authority — an authority which will sot 
onoti indejifiidentlv of the (lovernmeut — an imoerium in imperio. So, 
tha I- till* position in England. It is too late, th.neforc, to say that there 
titn-t !»*,' ai« autonomous Secondary lioard here. iVe set nj) i larger 
autoii.onoiis body in IDoO and gave it wide poweiN. Wh.\ these ]‘Owers were 
not pfoptyly exercistnl!^ You have got to see what were the provisions of 
the Act ot Jf you nnlv reinemher why the Board of Ednearion was 

deeiiie<i :*ti fniachronism in England, then you will nndeistaml the tenor 
of the Mudaliar ('olllml^sion rejivjrt, otherwise not. Tin* Mmlaliar ('om- 
nii**sii)n rej»{»rts that there should he a Ihiard (d Secondary Education but 
not a statutory B(»ard. The Board of Seeondaty Edueation recommended 
by file Mudaliar Cominission can very well be s up by exeeiitive order. 
Cover nnient. under the Mudaliar ('ouimission Ib'p-ut, is not bound to set 
up a Sf,»tulor\ B(»ar(l.

That is fKissihle, But we do not want to do that without giving full trial 
to a comjiact Iboard of experts as suggestnl to suj>ervise, control and' 
administer secondary education in this province in the best way in which 
it should be controlled and administered. AVe are even prepared lo 
delegate some of the powers fully to a Board compo.sed of experts. There-^ 
fore we are going to set up this Board. As regards the nature of the Boards 
you caiT sa> that the Board i> going to he an official Board, hut how inany“ 
officials are tliere? AA’hat is the total strength of the Board? The strength 
of the Board is 27 including 8 officials. As agaii st eight officials there are- 
eleven elected memhers and University representatives.

Again Mudaliar Commission recommended that there should he 10 official

Mr. (’hairuiau, Sir, first of all 1 beg to congratulate the Hou'ble 
E<hu‘ati<»ij Minister for making a precedent by introducing this 
Bill in this House in the first instance. Some time ago I submitted a few 
questions suggesting this procedure but unfortunately the questions were 
aiaaik)wed.# 1 am now ha]>py to find that the suggestions contained in mj 
questions have been adopted. 1 hope this procedure will also Ih? followed 
in future. This procedure, in my humble submission, will help to equalise 
at Ica.'st to a certain extent the prc.ssure of work on both wings of the House. 
This pmeediare will als^i estjiblish a healthy atmosphere which is la-ing 
follow e<l with advantage at the fViitrt*. 

Sir, we all know that the West Bengal Secondary Kdueation Act was 
passed in the year 19')(l, and within a period of four years the (Joveinnient 
kwas fact^l with the firohleni of re-organisation of the administration ot ihe 
Seeoiuhir\ Ivlucatiwn in the Slate of West Bengal. The (joverument 
decided t<t tackle the jtroldeni In passing the West Bengal Secondary 
Edmaition*! Tenijiorarv Provision) Ordinance, 1954. The pixivi.sionH of 
this Ordinance weiv later on ineorporuted in Act XXI I of 1954, and since 
then the administration has been placed in the hands of an Administrator. 
This bill has been introduced after a |)eriod of 9 years anrl if is sanl that 
it is modelled on the recominendatkm of the Mudaliar OonniiisHion and the 
De.N Commission. It eaiinol l»e gainsaid that this hill is of vital importance 
and requires Muioii' deliberation. This bill, in niy bumble submisNion, 
should be based ou the eollecdive wisdom of the distinguished educationists 
jn this Provime. Ma\ I theiefore ask the Ilon’hle Minister in charge of 
Education whether he could think fit or ha<l time to consult an august 
body like the Senate of the (ailcuttu University in a matter of sneh 
im|iortance. The Hon’ble Minister in charge of Education did not think 
it fit to consult it. This is a matter which in my humhie snhmissioij i.s 
very, very regrettable. As a matter of fact, the Senate of fb(‘ (5ilcutta 
University re|)re.sents tiie intelligentsia of the edmyitionists of Bengal. 
Nothing ought in }»e done in matters relating to education without consult- 
ing .such an august Imdy. I have found from enquiry — for if we turn to 
the Act of 1950, we find that there is a .section in the A«'t regarding the 
annual grant to he made to the University of Calcutta due to msses to bo 
incurrW for tnkiug away the right of holding examination, I mean thf 
Matriculation Examination, When I make (he statement, I refer to sec- 
tion 4d of West Bengal Secondary Education Act and section 45 runs a# 
follows; “If in accordance with the nrovisiona of any law the Uni^rsity 
of Calditfa ceases from any year to nold the Matriculation Examination, 
the State (Government shall with effect from the year following such year 
pay to the said University an annual grant determined by the Tribunal 
referred to in sub-section (2) to meet the financial loss incurred by thf 
*aid University on account of its ceasing to hold the Mutriculatioi 
Examination,” Ts it the reasfin for not consulting the Calcutta ITiiversity 
^hen this provision, this statutory liability, is going to be wiped away ii 
fh© bill. After reading the bill from rover to cover. I do not find anf 
provision with regard to this annual grant to be made to the University

^Appointment of Secretary. Under Afit XXXVII of 1950 tbt Secwtary l» 
to ‘be appointed by the Secondary Education Board, ont, now it is to be 
done by Government. Why this difference, why this distinction, why not 
this B^rd should appoint its own Secretary? Thfo also illustrates the 
point which I have been trying to elucidate before the House, namely that 
the Government is out to grab the powers to centralise the powers in itself. 


Then, again, let us come to other aspects oi the matter, uamely — this 
is also a very important mutter — that in the present Act, I mean Act 
XXXVII of I9o0, provision has been made for coustitutiug an Executive 
Council. This provision is not to be found within the four corners of the 
Hill. There is the necessity of having an Executive ('ouucil, because ijt 
day-to-ilay matters a large body consisting of 44 members as uinler the 
present Act or 27 members as under this Hill (annot be culle?l and (unnot 
mu»«e deliberatir)iis. So, there is the necessity of a similar body who would 
be called ns Executive Council, who would assist, who would help the 
President in matters of day to day ailministratioii. Sir, in day to day 
administrutiou also the questions ot policy do arise and they require the 
junction of a Committee or ('ounciL So I think that the abolition ot the 
Executive Council will not be for the benefit of or will nut lead to good 
wiministiution of secondary education. 

There is amdhei matter. Sir, wliich is ot vital importance. I niakU 
njeiifinii uf it only tii illustrate how j»owei has been taken awiiy from the 
heeondary Edmation Hoard and concentrated in the (iovernment. If you 
turn ((» Act XXX VI 1 of 19oU you will find a Committee kUo^^'^l as Recog- 
nition ami (frants Coiiimittee. The function according to Act of 1950 
which is to he exercised by this Committee is to recognise suitable schools 
to sanction grants to them. Now the power of sanctioning grants or 
•van recommending grants has been taken wav'' from them and the name 
of the (Committee also has been altered to also Recognition (^ommittee. 
Sir, much is sp()ken of the Report of the ])ey (ornmission, but what the 
Dey Commission has said with regard to the grants-in-aid 1 shall quote 
from tlie Dey Commission's Report just now. The Dey Commission with 
regard to this mattei' has made the following observations. 

1 quote the reference for the information of the Hon’ble Minister-in- 
cfiurge. In jiuragruph 15 at page of the Dey Commission’s report you 
will be pleased to find this. It is said “that the Committee is to bp named 
the Ilecoguition and Grants Committee. The Recognition and Grants 
Committee will consider the applications and make recommendations to the 
Government on such applications”. Have yon given this power which is 
recommended by the Dey Commission winch you intend to follow and which 
you liave stated in your Statement of Objects and Reasons, namely, that 
♦he’ provisions of the Hill are based on the recommendations of the Dey 
Commission. If that is so, why do you withdraw this power because it is a 
matter which relates to the advancement of the high schools in the province f 
Wl^v do you take away that power? Can you not believe them, can you 
not believe the Board which, according to the provisions of the Bill, would 
consist mostly of Government officials? 

Xou . I come to the Bill in order to show who according to this Bill will 
be the members of the Recognition Committee for, the word ‘^grants’* him 
l*eeu removed from this Bill^ Xow, if a reference is made, under clause IB 
certain mumittees are to t>e (*onstituted and the first committee is tbe 
Recognition Committee and not the Recognition and Grants Committea. 
Kow, who will be the members of this Committee? The RecoguitioHl

aerftttts and th^ will be elected and the Chairman, I mean the Director of 
Public Instruction. So how can you distrust a committee like this and how 
^ you take away the power of making panta-in-aid to the setjondary 
institiLiions? Sir, if this is not centralising power in the neniianent 
oflicmls of the Government, I do not know what it is. Then, Sfr, I come 
to other aspects of the matter, vis., under the present Act, that is, the 
Act A'XXVII of 1950, whut do we find? Government under the present 
A^t take upon itself certain liabilities but in the provisions of the Bill we 
do not find anv liability. Sir, according to the ruling of the Hon’ble 
Chairman 1 shall not refer to the sections or clauses of the Bill — I shall 
f^sfev to thesjir sections and clauses later on when the question of amendment, 
clause by clause, will be taken up. \Miat I do say is this. Under the 
eiisting Act Government take the liability of making a grant of Rs. ^ 
lakhs to the Board of Secondary Edecat'cn and not only this, Sir, but any 
•ther sum which would be necessary. Sir, according to the provisiont m 
the pre>^ent Act as also of the Bill the budget is to be passed by the Govern- 
ment or rather the budget is to be sanctioned by the Government. The 
budget must come from the Board but that budget cannot have any effect, 
no money can be spent until and unless it is sanctioned by Government! 
This is. J must submit, shaking off the liability, shaking off responsibility 
and grabbing powers and nothing else. Then \ come to tlie matter which 
1 referred Mo before, namely, the power of making annual grunts to the 
CaVutU I* ni versify. 
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Then 1 come to certain other matters, viic., that the question of deciding 
disputes with regard to election, with regard to nomination, with regard to 
ajipoinliiieut. Stj tar us these matters aie concernetl you find there is a 
provision in the Act that if any dispute arises as to the legality or other- 
wiso f.f any idection or appointment or nomination or co-optioji in coiinec- 
(ion with Secoinlary Educatiem Board that will be decided bv a Tribunal. 

I '*h<ill refer you, Sir, to section—probably it is section 10 of this Bill — it 
wi.l he decided by a Tribunal, Now the Government woulil not like it. 
1^ the Bill it has been provided that it will be done by the Government. 

*//his is not grabbing power, if this is not centralising power, what it 
Is.-' 1 lie Tribunal would consist of persons having status not below the 
rank of a District Judge, So he w’ould also lie a Govennnent servant with 
trend of mind. What is the harm if the matters are decided by 
innsoijH (if tlieir standing and reputation and wisdom? If it illustrates 
anything illustrates simply that the power is being centralised in the 
^ Govcrflitient and nothing else, .Sir, when the (iuestion of amendment 
weal i come before the House I shall show clause by clause that this has been 
the poBcy of the Government with regard to the provisions which have been 
im /vrpoTated in the Bill. What I have been submitting beffire the House 
th .. that if one takes '|)ain tu compare (he existing sections with the 
clauses incorporated in this Bill he will find even the number of the sections 
snnuninies tallies with the number of the clauses. The rnly difference 
'•'hu’i has been made is to make it more undemocratic, mon* reactionary, 
yo.e retrograde, and in my humble submission, that should not have been 
done. After all there is no dearth of distinguished educationists in the 
btato of West Bengal. On the other hand so far as I am personally 
^ncemed I am proud of the distinguished educationists in Bengal and I 
think they are trustworthy, they are worthy in all respects to conduct the 





Ml&huvkftticm ot Secondary Education Board. Gire iko ^wer to tkein 
really want that the Secondary Education in UTeat jfengal should 
iwpiovc which ought to be improred, for I may say, Sir, that whenever any 
iisl i^{ Huccessful candidates is publish^ in tne newspaper by the Union 
Pub’ j Service Commission 1 cannot resist the temptawon of going through 
it wjtli the sole purpose of seeing the number of Bengalis who have 
Huceee.led in the examination. To jny utter surprise and regret I find that 
Bengal is lagging behind. In our days, when we graduated, anyone 
making application outside the province knew fully well that. a graduate of 
the Calcutta T^niversity will have preference over other universities, but 
now (he situation has altered and has altered to a great extent. We shall 
have to bring back that situation. We shall have to prove that Bengali 
stuihoOM are superior to other students and for that the basis of education, 
VIZ., the secondary education must be improved, and if that is to b« 
improved, this has to be done by the distinguished eduf^tionhts and not 
only ny the Government officials. There must be harmonious co-oiieration 
between officials of the Education Directorate of the Government of West 
Bengal and the distinguished educationists outside. If there is harmonious 
co-operation the basis for improvement would be found out. So let the Board 
of Secondary Education be given freedom so that they can find out ou tlie 
basis of their collective wisdom what is for the beuefit of secondary 
educ ation in West Bengal. 


Sir, I think 1 have been encroaching upon the precious time of this House ^ 
and J iliink 1 should now conclude. Before I conclude T shoul(j sav that 
freedom is recjuired not only in matters (»f politics and e(‘onomics, but also’ 
in tile mutter oi education. There i^ the overriding power of the Govern- 
yieut. Government can veto an.v scheme of sec()ndar\ education. Why so 
inu» )i distrust in the non-official educationists. That distrust has to be 
east away, that distrust has to be removed if aou really want to improve 
N»'‘(,ii(lary education. 


Sir, with these words 1 beg to submit that this bill be circulated for 
eliciting public opinion. As this Bill is not going to be ]>assed into Act 
in this session, there is enough time before us. So let us follow this proce- 
dur.^ and have (lie benefit (d the collective wisdom of the non-official 
distinguislied educationists.

The Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, I beg o „ -v, rimt the 
Bengal Finance j Sales Tux) (Amendment) Bill, 1957, as ,«ass-d hy the West 
Bengal Legislative Assembly and tran>miUed to the Council for its 
recommendations, be taken into consideration. 

Sij. this is a simple Bill. The main purpose ot this JMl is t(. txpiene 
the rate of taxation in terms of <lecimul coinage in a< roi liiuc -■ v ith the

Coinage Act. Tt is possible that some i»eop)e might sa\ tliat there are case* 
where nine pies will he equal to five nP. jnid in hoimc cases feu pies also 
becomes 6ve nP. In view of the fact that in future all our transactiont 
will be in decimal coinage we are expressing mir rate of Mxa •en in o rms of 
de(»imal coinage. As we are .iltering this particular thing, we have tak«]| 
sfei^of omitting a jKirtion of section 27 of the Bengal .'inatic** (Silc-; Tax) 
Acd, 1941, where the question of inter-State sale ot goods mentioned. 
Now when the Central Government has passed its own Act for inter-Ktntf 
this particular provision in the existing Finance Sales Tax Act. 1941, 
need not he there. The other point is more or le.ss conwquential. ThU

As you are- 
aware, Sir. until (hi.s House was enlarged thin was nearabout the size i)l 
thi*^ Council. What I am surprised at is that the Hon’hle Minister ever 
thought that sucli a huge Board I'ould really discharge any execntir# 
function. It is scarcely fair, after having committed u mistake and liaving 
l>usli«d through an Art with the majority at their command, to blame the 
<ll)po|ition for not being able to make the Board function or Uhming 
democracy for that matter. If a man makes a mistake he should own S 
gracefully and not try to put it on the shoulders of others. I am aware that 
the Hou’ble Minister ^ai^l that he took responsibility for putting through 
that Act hut that does not entitle him to criticise what he considered to o© 
unsatisfactory in the working of the Boanl and put the blame on tba 
^position for that. He mentioned s|iecifically the Oppsition several 
times.

1 say automatic process, because an institution has to qualify itself ha 
(jertmn ways — , I mean certain criteria have to be fulfilled by the institution. 
There is a form. You send it on to the Education Directorate and after an 
investigation as to whether the institution has fulfilled the conditions or not,- 
if it is found tliat everything is correct, then the grant should come auto- 
matically without any recommendation. Of course, I am subject to correc- 
tion, the Minister can correct me — the Educaticm Directorate does not demand 
some sort of recommendation and certificate .uid taJhir for giving grants — 
certainly that is not true. A .school, a well-deserving institutioji if it is 
perfectly qualified to receive the grant, will get that on its own merit and 
not because some sub-committee has ret'ornnuunled the j)ayment of that 
grant. Therefore, the power which, as the iiieinl>er> of the Opj^osition '<aid,. 
mis been taken away from the Recommendation .Suh-rounnittee docs not liave 
much weight so far as I am concerned.

Bhnttacharyya and have thewVice-Cbancellor on the Board. After all, in 
the interests of the students to be sent for i»ost-secondary education ibera 
miut be people wbo would be responsible for their future * education..

Mr. Chaimuin, Sir, it is really with a heavy heart that I stand to move 
the motion that stands in ray name. It is a motion for circulation. Sir, I 
think that the Minister and his supporters, and my friends on the benches 
opposite, would adopt a compromising attitude on the matter and forward, 
the Bill to the Select Committee. But I notice that speaker after speaker 
from the other side of the House is standing up to oppose the reference of 
the Bill to n Select Committee. Sir, it is well known that the Board created 
by the Act of 1950 continued up to the IJth May, 1954, when it was 
euperseded.

More than tltree years and a half have elapsed since then. After three and a 
half years the Government have at last thought fit to introduce the Bill for 
the establishment of a Board in West Bengal. We thought that during 
this time the Government would take appropriate eduwtioual iKulies into 
oonsultation in order to lay down the pnnciples of the Bill and to dist'uss 
the varifuis recommendations that hav<‘ proceeded from the Mudaliai Com* 
mission and the Dey Commission. They iiave, however, failed to do so. 
Their argument is that the Mudaliai Commi.Hsion nmde certain recommen- 
dations and the Dey Commission made certain recommendations, and after 
that the Goverainent puhlished their resolution. Kverythiiig in the matter 
has Ivcn flom* and, it is not necessary to take the edmaitional bodies into 
consultation. .Sir, in all deuKicmtic countries when a matter of u very 
controversial luiture is .sought to be resolved, the associations involved ere 
taken into roiiHdeiice. It huppeu.s in Kiigland, it happens in the TJnitod 
States of Amerifu. The Hon’hle Minister in charge of Education is aware 
of all this, hut in spite of this he did not think it fit to take into consultauon 
even the I’niversit> or the All Bengal Teocheis’ Association or <»thei bodies 
connected with education. Sir, m> oontentitm. therefore, is that the 
procedure that the Government thought tif to adopt luis been extiemely 
undemocratic. He knows that aftei the supersession of the Board a con- 
troversy aro.se in the country. This contix>versy was stimulated b} the fact 
that the Government did nut cate to enquire into the allegnlious that they 
made agaiu.st the Board. Under tlie Act of 1950 it was provided tUiit if 
ceitaiu allegations were made hy the Government the Board would be Jiven 
an opportunity to explain their position. This opportunity was hardly 
given. 

Sefuiullv , there w'oa a provision for an enquiry into the luattcT. No 
enquiry was made into the allegations. The Department put forward certain 
allegations and those allegations were the l>a8is of supersession. Sir, in 
via# of the enormity of injustice done to the Boanl, there was an ugitatioii 
in the country. It ha.s been argued from the other side of the Houae that 
fta Board was given an opportunitv to otmirol Secondary* Education but 
it had failetl. Mv contention i^ thai it has to he established that the Board 
actually faileti. ^"^hat was the attitude of the Government V The fact it 
thnt some of the very relevant recommendations that the Board sent to tfem 





nt for saactiou wore kept iu odd nirngt* 00 ver Ament* eOt tight 
oif|g those rSoommeudations for more than a year, and for that reason the 
B<|&d could not, in fact, function in the manner it wum intended under the 
Ad to do. , • 

These were the matters which were never gone into uud, therefoie, the 
matter still remains a controversial one. The controversy ceutres rouna the 
<|uestion whether the Board should he advisory. I believe, that when such 
controversies arise, it is desirable to take the relevant educational associa- 
tions and bodies into consultation and make the Bill a^ much fool-proof in 
nature as posMble. 8ir, the Bill that has emerged i- unsatisfactory and 
disappointing and I am CHjnstraiued to add that it fails to meet the needs of 
the situation. What are the needs of the situation at present}^ It is now 
necessary that education all over West Bengal — I mean tooondary 
Education — ^ould be plamied, it is now necessary that the systmn of 
jecondary education should be diversified. Sir, very little has been dona 
towards diversification and towards planning of secondary education in the 
Bill before us. There are some areas which are much too well served, 
perhaps, by schools. There are certain areas in which the number of schoobi 
u meagre. There are some areas in which there has been established a 
number of multi-purpose schools iu excess of the needs of the ureas. There 
are certain areas again in which thtue are no multi-purpose schools at all.

A friend opposite has argued that development is a necessity; but this Bill 
does not mention development anywhere; instead of that it seeks merely to 
control and to regulate, i.e., tlie Hon’ble Minister has ennced a desire not to 
develop educational system in our State but merely to control and to 
regulate ill so far as lie has flouted a definite recommemletion «)f the Dej' 
Commission. Sir, if the Hou’ble Minister bad said in the Bill or in course 
of his speech that he accepts full responsibility for fully financing secondary 
education in the State I would have mulerstood his jmsition to some extent. 
But he does not say wi. He is not willing to accept the financial burden 
of secondary education. The Ac.t ot 1950, for example, made a provision, 
however umagre it was, for Us. 30,00,000 a your. There is nothing in the 
present Bill showing the fiimncial Imckiug that the (Government is prepared 
to give to secondary education. 

Sir, the Hon’hle Minister, in 1935, wr<»te a Imok on SecMjndarv Education. 
It is one of the best iKwks that I have read on the suhjijct. In Uiat book 
Hou’hle Minister made certain oh.Her vat ions which are very relevant. 
The lloirble Mini'^ter has possibly forgotten that he wrote the very things 
which he is at juesent opposing. "(A voiCK; Was he in office then?) Sir. 
I am s]H*4iking on the finaioial lespoii'-ihilities of the (Government so far a.s 
cecondarv cflucation ••oncerned. He definitely says after having 
pointed out some of the detecU of secoiidarv e<luc«ition. “It has heeu built 
up in u very large meaeuie by the enterpiise and sacrifice of the people of 
Bengal. Its advanced po'^ition in India attributes not so much to State help 
nor t4) the eiideavours ot statut(»ry local authorities or self-governing bodies 
as to public, i.e.. non-official initiative oiid enthu.«iasin and individual 
contribution and help in the shape of benefactions 4 »nd to the silent and 
ungrudging service of iiuamhitious men — the scIuh)! teacher''. It i.s a 
monument of great voluntary effort on the p;irt of a ptnir people ". That is 
Rai Harendm in 1935 hut he is u different man now . I do not know what 
ha i nwide this difference. Sir, he regards the system ot secondary education 
in West Bengal a.s a monument of private effort hut in his Bill he is not 
prepared to say that tbe people of Bengal have done a lot. The people of 
Bengal ore much poorer today than they n.sed to be in 1935. We expected 
him to declare: “Here 1 am, I declare on liehalf of the Government thifi 
fimineial burden tif secHindiirv educ-atiou will he aicepted by the Govern- 
ment’*. He does uot Hay sh). Sir, Rai Hnrendra has adopted liow an attitude 
which 1 wmild regard as very unsympathetic towiiids the teaching com- 
mnuit> in West Bengal, juirticularly to teachers who are engaged in 
«econ ^ary education. But in 1935 he thought fit to pay a tribute to the 
ie.u her> — ‘'to the silent and ungrudging service of unambitious men — the 
•fhool teachers**, I do n<>t know what luis happened to bring about a radic^al 
chung'* in his views. Is it Ivecause of the influence of the Secretariat? Has 
he bec>ome a raeiv rubber-stamp of tbe Secretariat now? 

Sir, in this connection I canno(M)ut place before yon wdth your permissinn 
aome figures which I liave gathei'ed from the Report of the Dey Commission 
o& parts of which the Hon’ble Minister relies.

Of these 172 lakhs neorly 70 per o«%t* 
onnle from !ee», 16 per cent, came from the State ami the remaining II per 
cent, came from Lqpal Boards and other sources*'. Rai Harendra* I^ath 
dioudhurv's Government pay.s less for the secondary education compared 
#ith the contributions of other provinces. The State in Bombay pays 32 
per cent, of the total expenditure on secondary education, in Madras 23 per 
cent., in Uttar Pradesh 24 per cent, and in West Bengal under the b^lifgn 
rule of Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhiuy 16 per cent. 

I thought, Sir, that before aspiriug to (smtrol secondary etlucatiou he 
would think of declaring to the hard-pressed public anxious to educate their 
children that henceforth he would take up the financial responsibility on 
« behalf of t^e Government. He has not done so. lu the Punjab and Kerala 
defdaratious have been made that .set'ondary education should be made free. 
It has been made free in Kashmir also. Why is West Bengal lagging 
behind — this question may be answered not by tbe Hon’ble Rai Harendra 
Nath Choudhury. hut (nrhaps by his Secretariat! 

In the formation of oonmiittees the principle is that they are directetl to 
perform certain specialised tasks. The Act of 1950 created a number of 
committees, some of these committees do jMit figure in the present Bill and 
iu so far as they do not, 1 believe the present Bill becomes to that extent 
defective. For example, the Act of 1950 created a committee which is called 
the Girls’ Secondary Education Committee. Sir, 5»u are aware that girls 
are educationally backward in the census of 1951. The literacy amongst 
men was in the neighbourhood of 24.9 per cent., while amongst women 
was 9 per cent. only. Tt is exactly for this reason that a Girls’ Secondary 
Education Committee should have been given piece under the piovisions 
of the Bill. Nothing <if the kind ha^ been <loue. The Act of 1950 cTeate^l 
a Committee for the educatiofi of backward clas.ses. The backward chisses 
in fact are not only Iwickward econoniioally, but also educationally. My 
friend, Shri Siddharta Sankar Roy is in charge of the trilial imrtfolio of the 
Government of West Bengal.

He knows that the tribal people belong to the haeward classes. In the old 
Act a special provision wa-s made for the development of education amongst 
the backward classes. In his wisdom Rai Harendra Nath has omitted this 
altogether. I believe, Sir, it is one of the purposes of our Constitution to 
encourage the education of backward classes. It is incorporated in the 
directive principle of the Constitution that .special attention should be paid 
to the development of education amongst women and backward classci 
Including the tribal people. By omitting to provide for the formation of 
thes# committees Rai Harendra Nath has really flouted the implications of 
our Constitution. There was another Committee that was also created by 
the Act of 1950 — Committee for technical education. Sir, technical educa- 
tion Is the need of the day. It is necessary that wc should divert quite a 
li^gei* number of our boys to technical lines and, therefore, it w<fhld be 
highly desirable to create a committee like the Technical Committee oon- 
templaied by the Act of 1950 in order that technical education might be 
developed. 

Then, again, there is another committee mentioned in the Act of 1950 
which doee not find any pla^ here— Physical Fiducation Committee. There 
are some members who are interested in physical education and considering 
the physique of our boys and girls a Physical l^noatkm Oommittee would

Sir, I am of the opinioB that hy omitting to provide for ih 
>0<lMikm of theae committee, he has. in fact, f^one agaimt tne'^fundamemta 
of the coiintr^' «t the present ntoment. 

Then, Sir, there are home gUiriiig iiiiiecurecies. Be'fore I oome to tho« 
glariiifir inaci'uracies I would say thoi if such glaring inaccuracies ha< 
occurred in a truly democmtic country, the Minister concerned would hav< 
h^n roinpelleil to resign. If huch glaring inaccuracies had occurred in i 
Bill presented to the liegislature in British days in India then. the Secretarj 
in charge of the Department would Inue been denwted. Under the benigi 
regime of our Chief Minister nothing would happen. 

Now 1 would cite <iertain gkring inaccmracies. In section (4) th< 
Presidents of the Post-Graduate Councils of Science, etc., are mentioned ai 
ex-officio members. Dr. S. N. Bonerjee, ex- Vice-Chancellor of tHh Universitj 
of Cau uttii, wns responsible for drawing uj[) the statutes under the Calcuttf 
University Act, The statntes provided for University College oi 

Science, University (^ollege of Arts, University College of Commerce, 
University College of Technnlogy — and the University College of Me<licin€ 
has now been seated after Mi. Hiiuerjee lelt the t^iiversity. Post-Graduate 
Councils are md in existeiue vjiK-e UC>*». Now the Vice-t’hancellor U the 
ex-officio President of all the University (\)llege Councils and Vice- 
Presidents are appointed b\ the Vice-t’luiiH elloi That is the statute that 
wa» framed h> Mr. Baneijee. The iSecielanal as well as the flon’ble 
Ministei (hi not know that sinh changes were made right ^ck in 195S and 
we have bi*en working according to a new Act and the new statiltes since 
195d. Sir, there is anotlier matter which is alw equally reprehensible. I 
am referring to tlie formation of the Appeal Committee. Under section 22, 
relating to the Appeal Committee, it is stated that one of the members will 
be a member of the Managing (ommittee elec ted to the Board. From 
amongst the member^ of the Board who happen to he members of the 
Managing Committee, one will be elected to the Appeal Committee. Now, 
on the Ibwrd, the Momiging ( ommittee i.', not represented at all. Still the 
Hon’ble Minister nivs tlmt one of the members will be elected by the Board 
from amongst those wh<» happen to be membeift of the Managing Committee. 
Think of the absurdity of the situation. Sir, I repeat that in ony other 
democratic country such a Minister would have been compelled to resign 
and such a Secret4iry would have been demoted. 

Sir, T will next come to another ver>’ grave deficiency of the Bill. 
Dr. S. N. Baner.jee is one of the leading lawyers of our country. He

definition given.

Tbi'* rec<mnnendation of the Dey (’ommission 
has been flouted completely. 

Tho,\ are us f4dloW8 To 
appoint smnmittees of experts to advise on syllabuses, etc., and also olhef 
committees a> the Board may consider necessary for discharging Hs 
functions, to frame course.s of study in different .subjects on the recommen* 
dation of the expert committee whicn w'ill he appointed by it for the purpose, 
lo lay down rules for technical examination.

My friend Mr. Ghosh who is not here, Mr. Bibhuii Ghosh, has glrt^y 
pointed out that the Hon’ble Minister was not adhering to the actualities^ 
of the situation. Sir, in 194(1, wd»en the League Gqvernmeut was seeking 
to iifipose upon us a Bill whose purpo'^e was to officialise secondary education* 
completely and to introduce communal lepresentutiou Bai Harendm Nath 
took « leading part in the agitation. I am reading from the published 
procee^Jings of the Bengal Secondary' Education Bill Protest Goitferenot hold 
in Calcutta ou the 2l»t, 22ttd and 23rd of December, 19^. The maiA 
resolution wn> moved by Rai Harendra Nath. The ^ Chairman of the 
Reception Committee was no less a person than late l^r Maamatha Nath 
Mukherji and the President of the Conference was Dr. Prafnlla Chandra 
Rav. The main resolution which was moved by Rai Harendra Nath ran as 
follows : — 1 am reading just one clause for the time being. Under section 
o possibly Rai Horendra Nath is not suffering from a loss of memory, I hope

^teabhers on the Executive Council Sir, this latter part is not 

reteVant to our discussion but the first sentence, *Hl\p Bill overlooks the 
necessity of securing the services of independent educational experts” is 
f^vant. Have educational experts ell means. We do not object to 
tliat. The Mudaliar Commission recommended that out of 24, 5 ought to 
he ofiicinls. Tlie Dey Commission recommended that out of 25, 6 should 
be officials. But under Rui Hurendre Nuth Choudhury*s dispensation ont of 
27, 9 ore to be officials. In other words, he has increased the number of 
officials to u very large extent. So far as introduction of experts on the 
Board is concerned, he has changed it. The Bill entirely overlooks the 
eervioes of independent educational experts. The service of educational 
experts should be there. He has officiali.sed the Board. result the 

bureaucracy will rule the Board as it has been ruling the Departmeut of 
Education for «nme time. The resolution to which I referred and which 
was moved by Hai Harendrc* Nath Chaudhuri in 1940 asserted that the 
Secondary hklm^atiou Bill of 1940 w'as designed to officialise secondary 
education and place it (ompletely under Oovemmeut control. Sir, the 
argument that he had advanced holds ^od even now. Sir, it has been 
argued by my friend opposite that the Government may he tnisted because 
it is a democratic Government and in support of this contention it has been 
pointed out that in PiUgland the Board is non-existent. Now, Sir, com- 
parisons are always misleading. Do you think that we have l)een able to 
attain t''e staftdurd of democratic efficiency of EnglAud or do you ^hiiik that 
we have been able to develop that standard of honesty in the administration 
of public business as England ha.s been able to doP Do you think that we 
i’ure as unicli for the good of the people as the English people do? There- 
foie, the comjmrison does not hold good. 

Sir, I would not trust the Government for a very definite reason. Take 
for example, the introduction of higher secondary education. What have 
the Government done? Sir, higher secondary education was introduced in 
1957, but there is even now no definite syllabus, no text-bt>oks, no adequate 
provision for teachers. I would mention the example of Berhampore. Three 
multi-purpose schools combined to appoint a teacher on Mathematics and a 
teacher on Physics, They have not yet been able to get a teacher on 
Chemistry. 

Sir, the Education Secretariat declared according to published reports 
that the majority of the schools would be downgraded to junior secondary 
schools. There has not been any contribution yet. Are we to understand 
that the majority of 1,600 schools in West Bengal, according to Rai 
Harendra Nath Choudhuri, the monument of private enterprise in education, 
should be reduced to the position of minor schools as we call them or junior 
secondary schools. Sir, we know to our cost what the Education 
Secretariat is up to,

I happened to be a member of the Senate of the University of Calcutta and 
our experience is that we do not get replies of letters addressed to the 
Secretariat within a reasonable time. Our Vice-Chancellor who is a very 
generous person laughs whenever we speak of the Secretariat. He says 
Hi it no use writi^ to theraT. Sir, we understand inefficiency, hut if 
imfficie&cy is combined with deliberate delay and obstruction, educational 
prc^t^iess cannot take place. 
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l|ly fnend Mr. Arabisda Bone hat a^ed that it it no ate tendinis thit 
3j to a Select Cdhimittee. This Eonte may be a Select OoinmittA. 
Pombly he is ilbt aware that when the House would discuss a Bill likj this 
the House would hare to dissolve into a Committee of the Whole House 
where rules of proce<lure would l>e very much relaxetl. If Mr. Bose moves 
that this House do dissolve into a Committee of the whole House to discuss ‘ 
it, I am prepared to accept it. If you do not do that, there is no point in 
suggesting twit the Council might function as a Select Committee. Sir, we 
are in fevour of reference of the Bill to a Select Committee, IxH'ause we feel 
that there are so many things to be discussed, so many submissions \o maka 
to the Hon’bie Minister from this side of the House,— “it is for this reason 
that we press for a Select (’ommittee. 

A reference was made by my friend Mr. Bose to the glamour man of 
Calcutta, th^ Vice-Cbarn'cllor. Sir, I thought that only film stars were 
flaraoiir men and women.

A reference has also been made to Kerala Eflucation Depiirtment. That

ThP Hofi*bl0 BnimI Chandra Shihas Sir. I to move that the West 
Benaal Laud Development and IManninir (Amendneiit) Bill, 1957, as paswd 
by the Ansembly, be taken into consideration.

Sir, this is a Bill which has got two objectives in view. 'One is to 
prescribe the rates of duly in terms of decimal coinage, and {'!) to extend 
the scope of the duty to cover ele(‘tricity consumed for puiptxes other tlian 
for lights and fans. Sir, the West Bengal electricity duty is now* l>eing 
levied on consumption of electricity for lights and fans only, Imt cnii.^upip- 
tion for industrial purjioses and domestic appliames like icfrigcrators, 
beaters, etc., is totally exempted. Other Statt*s like Bomhay, I'ttar 
Pradesh, Mysore levy electricity duty on power consumed for other purjjoses. 
The Tigtation Enquiry (kimmission ajJiiointed by the (b)\ernmcut of India 
recommended extension of the duty on electricity consumption for industrial 
purposes. The House wnll recall that when the last Budget was presented 
nefore the House there was a deficit of Bs. 10 crores. In view of these 
considerations it has been proposed in the Bill to ]eyj a very small duty 
of one uaya paisa for each uuit of consumption of electricity for purposes 
other than for lights and fans; and f(»r ]oir])Oses of energy used foi cottagt^ 
and small-scale industries tor every three units one naya paisa has been 
charged, or in other words one-third of a naya iiai-^a for unit and

also for industries having ebM’tro-metallurgical furnaces where the <*o>t of 
electricity i.s not less than 20 per cent, of the cost of manufacture. Sir. 
normally in an ordinary eltHtro-metallurgical furnace usually the cost of 
electricity forms much more than 20 j>er cent, of the total value of nmnufac- 
ture,but we have said that if there is a small electro-metallurgicaE furnace 
which consumes not less than 20 per cent, of the total cost of manufacture^ 
it will get the same advantage as a cottage and smaU-s<'ale intiustry. It 
has been esHraated by the Taxation Enquiry Committee that ordinarily 
the (H)8t of electricity is only a small fi action of the cost of manufacture. 
Having regard to the taxation, whirh now levitnl on other forms of fuel, 
o.g.y p^tsrot, diesel, coal, etc., the rates proposed hert* are on the low side.

In the Statement of Objects ond llcasons (orculated to the 
memhers of the Lower House it has been stated that the piin ipal reason for 
introducing tliis Bill is that additional revenue is ingently required to 
iiiinnce )dan and to balance the Budget. Sii, witli legaid to planning, 
wi^h regard to Budget there is rmnn for difference of opinion and it is a 
mat id for consideration whether it is desirable to put into the hands of this 
Oovwnment any additional revenue.

Mr. Chairman: This i- an imp(*rtant and urgent Bill. 

The Hon’ble KalifMda Mookorjeo: Sir. I beg to move that the Calcutta 
and Suburban Police (Amendment) Bill. 1957 as passed by the liCgislative 
A>M*mbly be taken into consideration. Sir, this Bill is in reidaccmcnt of 
the Calcutta and Suburban Police (Amendment) Ordinance, 1957, which was 
promulgated by tiie (iovernor some time ago. The Bill proposes to introduce 
section 4dD after the existing section 4dC in the Calcutta Police Act, iHtib, 
similarly a new ^section 17D containing the identical provisions after 
the existing section 17C in the Cabuitta Suburban Police Act of iHbb. i)ur 
object is to control the indiscriminate use of loudsjjeakers and inicro]>hone.s 
in Calcutta and its suburbs. It is well-known that on religious and other 
festive occasions the playing ot gramophone records and othci cheap music 
amplified through microjdioues, loudspeakers, etc., at all hours ot the day 
and night create.s a nuisance which causes considerable inconvenience to 
the people in the neighl>ourhood and often has serious deleterion.s effects qa 
the health of the sick ami invalid persons in the areas iii whic Ji such music 
is played. It has lieeii found that the existing provisions in the Ac ts J liave 
mentioned are not sufficient for the jiurpose of dealing with this type of 
nuisance for the following reasons.

|;ipilfiic or fiound« hove actually eommenf'ed that the Commirtsioner can inter- 
ami order iti* discontinuance. Ity that time the miwhiet will have 
heW*d<me already and the nuiHance auifered by the people ot the locality. 
Ap^iif, action under seiction 4d() can be taken only wjien a written com- 
plaint is made to the ('onimisHioner ami not otherwise. Yet it the (^ora- 
miHsioner is satisfied that in the interest of niaintainiup joiblic peace and 
traj[i<]uillity he should take the initiative and issue orders in advance with a 
view to preventiutf annoyance without waiting to reieive inrlividual coni' 
plaints he would do so under the existinj^* section 43C. 

Further, section 43C was enacted long ago, i.e., in 1907 when loiid- 
speakers, microphones, etc., were nut in vogue. It may be asked whetlier 
the expresMion “Or other noisy instruments” can be interpreted as including 
loudspeakers or microphones which amplify noise. It has been siiid that 
the noisy instruments referred to in section 43(' should he^km and similar*' 
to horns. Again, iiiicrophnnes, loudspeakers, etc., may be u-^cd in any 
vehicle and yet cause tlie sunie annoyance or injiny to the health of the 
puhli(‘ not in any locality, bul^ thiougii all the localities tlnougli which the 
vcdiicle jiasses. Hence it is nece*t>ary to contnd the use ot honNpe.ikers 
fitted in vehieles. 

Amither lacuna is this: finder the second proviso (rj seitiou 4d(\l) no 
action can he tak<*ii in relation to music or other sounds in any phn e ot public 
worship or on occasions of any religious observance or ccremoiiv. Vet it is 
Well-known that (*ven at such pla<<‘s or on such (Hca-^ioiis clica]» granmidione 
music is often played through loudspeakers and microphones at all hours of 
the duy and night causing a greai intisance and auinuance to tin' jicoj/lc in 
the locality. All the al)o\e argtmimds apply with e(jual tofi e to vet lion 17(1 
of the Calcutta Suhurhan Police Act of IStid. It is accordingly projtosed to 
insert new* section 43]) under the ('alciitt.i Polity* Act and new section 171) 
under the Cahutta Suhurhan Police Act, IStJtl. 

With these w'ords, Sii, I coniineiid my motion for the tonvitleration ot the 
House.

Court and the suburbs means the area that was subsequent!}’ brought 
wiuiin the area ot Calcutta Coriwration. But unfortunately the area which 
has been recently included witnin the Calcutta Corporation, i.e., in 1953, 

* I mean the area of the Tollygunje Municipality^ that is not covered by the 
proposed Bill. Previously on the floor of the House, perhaps two vears^ 
bacK, I drew the attention of the Chief Minister who w’as then the Home 
3finiHter as well, that the city of Calcutta as at present con>fituted should 
be administerfMl by the same set of Polite administration. Now, Sir, 
fiortioH of the previou^ToHygunje Municij>ality, there is a small area within 
the Calcutta Police, and that is only half of 78 ward of the CalctiUa 
tjorporntioii areai hut 7h, 77, portion of 78, 79, all these warfare at presenl 
administered by the Bengal Jhdit e. It is iu my opiniowT tor purposes of 
simpifying administration and also bringing the whole area of Calcutta 
within the same adminiMration there should he suitable amendmeut 
immediately in the Calcutta and Suburban Police Administration Act 
which is in vogue, for bringing the whole area uinler the same administia- 
ticu.

What I beg to submit is that unrestricted use of force shunld 
no^ be ollovyed to the jMilif e officers fur the very purpose tor which the 
amending hill is"gf^r%g to he enacted would he fru^trateu. That very purt^f’M*- 
may be frustrated if the police are allowed to use unrestricted force and the 
result may be disastrous. If a person violates the order of the Commissioner 
of Police or of the (jovernmeuf, the jmlice would go and pivsecute the delin- 
quents and the imposition of fine would ho sufficient deterrent for repetition 
of the same. If instead of that, iKilice are allowed to use force, there will be 
breach of peart* and they may use force by lathi charge, hy using tear-gas 
or even by assault. T think such au unreHtricted power should not be given 
to the ]K)lice. At least some time may be allowed to jiass to see whether 
pn^secutieu wouhl suffice. Therefore I submit (liat the winds ‘or use mm fi 
force’’ be dtdeted from clause 2. 

My next amendment runs to this effect: 

Sir. 1 heg to move that in danse 2, after the proposed section 4dl)(r)i. the 
fidlowing he added, namely: — 

“(b) Xotwitlistanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 18J1H, or any other law for the time being in forci* an 
appeal shall lie to the High Court from any order of conviction or 
forfeiture or both passed under suh-.«ectioii (4) of this seition.” 

Sir, we all know that iii case of a conviction amounting to md more than 
Rs. HH) hy Presidency Magi.sfrate, no appeal lies to the Hon’lde High 
Court. Now, again- against the order of forfeiture, no ap)>eal lies to the 
Hon ble High Court. So in regard to thi.s elause it is intended that an 
appeal should lie on question of fact as well as of law. 

Sir, 1 heard the Hon’hle Minister to say that there is tlic right of a 
revision, but we all know that in case of revision questions of fads are not 
gone into. Only the (|uestion of law’ is considered. It is better in a matter 
[)f this kind in which there may be forfeiture that the right of appeal .should 
lie^iven to the per.sou.s aggrieved. I would, therefore, liumhly suggest that 
fflTfTadition may be made and this amendment may be acrepted. Sir, it 
may be a small matter, namely, the question of fine to the tune pf Jls. 100, 
but the* question of forfeiture may be of some imjHirtanco, proiierlies 
rained atfa considerable sum may be involved in it and the order of forfeiture 
may be made in respect of Hie same. I would, therefore, suggest tliat tlie 
matter should not be taken so lightly and there i.s no barm if an appeal is 
allowed both on questions of facts as well as on (|uestious of law. 1 would, 
therefore, apjieal to the Hon’ble Minister to consider this matter. If he 
refers to the Criniinal Procedure Code, he will hnd that my submission is 
liorne out by the provisions in the CViminal Procedure Code. 

With regard to the Question of forfeiture, there is only one section, 
namely, set'tion 520 of the Criminal Procedure Code which deals with the 
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qttesiion'of revision, but tbat section deals only with an order passed 
under sec^tions 517, 518, and 519. It does not lov^r a which ip con^ 
tj^niplnted in this connection, namely, foifeiture by virtue of the provisions 
in tfiis Amending Act. Only in thohc ca^cs mentioned above section 520 may 
be available to the aggrieved people. In view of ^11 these facts and cir- 
cuniMtances I would appeal to the llim’ble Minister to coiishlcr whether a 
right of appeal should oe given »|)Siiully regarding questions ot facts.

I believe Dr. Jiban llutau 
Dhi'r who wa^ in cliur^e ot jail initiate<i measures towards the 
liberalisation of jail regulations and prison laws. We conirralate 
tile proent 5tini>ter-in-t‘uarg‘e of Prisons for brin^iug iu another 
araeiidiient, but I feel that neither the mea.'iure that' Dr. l)uar introduced 
nor the mea.sure that Mrs. Mukhopndhyay has introduced ^oes to the riKit 
o* the matter. It is necessary to go into the whole question more deeply. 
Ills. Dus, for example, has emphusiHed the lUHessity of distiuguishing 
lietween hahitual otfenders and otliers who do not hupnen to he so. ('ertaiu 
Ollier sugge.stiuus liave iiceii made fioiii this side of the House.

^ Dw ry id MMrttarlw: Mr. Chairtnan, Sir, I welcome this measure 
a bi^ step towards jail reform. I am of one opinion wfth Prolessor 
Bhatta^aryya that while we should be eager for jail reforms, the reforms 
'^nhot be very hasty. He suggested that we should make a distinction 
between habitual offenders and other offenders and I also think that we 
should make equally accurate distinction betw^een offenders who are of the 
ordinary nature and political offenders because there is a big difference in 
the categories of both. Sir, even among the habitual offenders, the offenders 
— not always— commit a crime due to their own accord, in fact, the 
modern theologists on criminology are all of one opinion in suggesting 
corrective methods than methods for retribution of any other method. Siri 
I would just remind you of Justice Ben Lindsay ot Ameritn who in his 
famous book “Revolt of Modern Youth” suggests that in manj cases the 
young offenders commit the crimes not so nuicn out ol their own a^ conl bu/ 
due to the atmosphere in which they are placed, that ir, to a great extent, 
the society is resj^onsible for this. So, Sir, in any comprehensive jail reform 
this question should be taken into consideration. In any case it is a welcome 
measure — at least a beginning bus been made — and a ('ommission should l>e 
sought for it we go in for bigger reforms which may set the prisons ns some 
ideal places of correction for the offenders. Here of course I exclude the 
political offenders from my view because they certainly belong to a com- 
pletely different category from the habitual rriminali. With the^.e words.

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S|. Mohitoth Rti CkomNluri: Mr. Cbainuun, Sir, I have got a good or 
bad reputation of being one of the most vocal members on this side, ^here- 
fi>re. if on this occasion. I remaiuetl silent my silence might be naisrottfitrued. 
It -rflay be thought that I have no ground for making congratulation or ratlier 
adding my voice to the universal chorus of congratulations to the Jail 
Minister which we find from other sides. I ani really very glad that the 
Minister in churgt* has brought this Bill. She is following m the fool-steps 
of the prenous Jail Minister, our distingiiiNhed friend Dr. Jibau Ratan 
Bhar. 1 have discussed matters fff jail reforms with her and 1 have l»een 
thoroughly satisffeil that she is very anxious to make a comprehensive reform 
of the anti-dilnvian Jail Code. The only note of warning I have sounded 
io W ia that she must see that in her leal to bring about reforms or change 




iiot turn juil mto something like SatwHkm. Itf 
Irillid Mrs. Bas has properly sounded a note of warning that doterrant 
element in the Jail punishment must remain tliere. We must bring about 
reforms of the prisoimrs but we must not forget at the same time that t^iere 
mttst be a difference Vtween prisoners and tWe outside. Ot late we have 
been noticing, possibly following to some extent in the footsteps of the 
Soviet Government in Russia, a tendency on the part of some of our Home 
Ministers in different provinces to try to equalise conditions inside the jail 
and outside. -Only a few days ago we saw in a newspajw rejwrt that in 
r. P. jails they are trying to introduce Tail reforms with vengeance. 
Representatives even from the habitual prisoners yfere called in at ii con- 
ference by the Minister to give their suggestions about the reform, about 
the particular kinds of reforms »)f the jail administration that are necessary. 
J'here was something like a fraternisation on that occasion between 
prisoners, most of ^em were habitual prisoners on one side and the officials 
in the Jail and .some distiugui.shed members of the Legislature on the other. 

Now this must not he done. Jailkhana must not be made the Sasurhati, 
With these words and with this note of warning to the Jail Minister I would 
ask her to make good the promise which she has been making always to us 
that she will bring about a levision ut the Jail Code. 1 again congratulate 
her on this Rill which she has brenight forward.

The Hofi*bla Purabi Mukhopadbyay; Sir. with nipt atteuiiou I have 
listened to the ^peedies made by my friends opposite uud also my friends on 
the right. Sir, one sjK’ech is the reply to the otiier. The speech delivered 
h;. Mr. Pakrashi has l>een amply replied by Sja. Santi Das. 1 need add 
hardly anything more about it. The main juoblem is the laii^e ot erimes. 

I congratulate Prof. Rhattacharyva and Sj. Ihnaprusad Chatterjea for bring- 
ing the two {mints on the main problem here on the floor of this House. Sir* 
the main root ot crime is in the society. The society whii h makes ptosons 
criminals. We have always forgotten the fact that the social factors are 
Ttmiiily responsible for making men iriminals. If we come down to the 
r.>«»( of the jintblem of criminals, we will sec md only the (liminal propen- 
sity of a man, but also the social factors leading him to commit that crime. 
Society which cannot give scojie to a person for following his own desires, 
for exj)ressing or fulfilling his own minimum necessities can have no right 
to ex{)el him or [»ut him to disgrace when he commits crime. In a society 
where jwverty exi**t>. w’here the |>eople struggle for <la) to day existence* 
where jjeople have always to fight for their minimum bare existence of life* 
the main factors — are the social factors. The social circumstancea 
crystaliee the potentialities of his beliavioni. If the circumstances do not 
»K*e him any sco{)e, he <;annot be denied all the time. A day c(Mues when 
he atones all the injustice done to him. This is the nwjt cuuse ol making 
V Uian criminal in our society. It is true that handcuff, fetters and cellular 
confinement should be dispeiised with. Rut that is not a j)roblem at all. 

I havft always tried to impress these things and to p\it the emphasis (>n the 
so('ial factors which lead a man to commit crimes, 4 nese uie the T(K>t evils of 
sixiety which make n human l>eing. a citiijen. an innocent man u crimlHaL 
5^. tl»e main cause of crime is soniew'here else. We must come to the point 
in order to improve social behaviour and social justice. Not here in tliis 
House, but elsewhere these things have to he discusswi. So, the main s<»lu» 
tion of the jmddem is somewhere else. A iTiminal is a failure 
in life with the society around lum. He is a mal-adjusted personaliiy* 
He is a man who adjusts himself to a society of his own, he forms 
a society of his own in the prison. When he is released from the prison* 
we always see the uncertainty of hi.s ]x»sition and his anxieties. He is afraid 
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# the ipU, beecatiiie he knows that his society is not outside the 

.Wdm^ hi# society i# in the jail. So, it is not the pertini»nt moment to deal 
^wiih this point. If we quietly search our heart and mind^ we will realise 
whe'tfier we can brinf? about social revolution to sto}) the criminal activities 
ol a man. The purpose of this Bill is to abolish whipping and to amend 
some portion of the Prisons Act, 1894. Some of the members have suggested 
to bring forward a bill for conaprehensive jail reforms. I may tell the 
Hou^e that in the matter of revision of Jail Code I am always taking the 
suggestions of the opjKwition members as well as of the mepibers on this 

side of the House wJiile revising our Jail Code. The suggestions put for- 

ward here will duly be considered while revising the Jail Code, and we have 
always made progress in this matter. 

As regards handcuflfs and fetters and other penal measures, spoken by 
most of the members T cun assure them that they are uot.4ueant tor ordinary 
criminals. These are things of the past for ordinary prisoners. But. Sir, 
to do away with all this totally, I am opposed to it. Not only I myself am 
•opposed to it, but I find that most of the members from Ixith .sides of the 

House are (»ppoMed to it. .lust now in the speech delivered by Sj. Charu 

i^nyal it was clear why fetters and (ellular confinements were uei essary. I 
know the case he referred to. One of our jail vi^^ilors is a member of the 
Assembly. When she visited the Jail at Jali)aiguri she was not i>roperly 
received by the prisoners there. I know why it was done. That is the 
reason why in the list of the jail visitors tlie ladies are not allowed to see 
the male prisoners when they are in detention berau^e ot psycludogical 
reasons. 1 will see that in the Jail visitors list if there are lady members, 
they w'ill be allowed to see only the women prisoner^ and their welfare only 
amt not the male prisfuiers. So these sorts of actions on the }»art of the 
prisoners will justify the retention of handuifts oi hat fetters (►r cellular 
coufinement. These are meant for hardened criminals onl\ . They are never 
U8e<l in cases of ordinary criminals. 

riassifi(>atiou of prisoners is the first step towards reformative treatment. 
About the classification of prisoners I have alreiid> called a meeting of the 
meraluM’s of the Opposition w1h» last visited oui jails hy courting arrests in 
connection with the food movement, to pul forward their 8uggesti«>ns as to 
how can T classify y What will he the Ixisisy I am nlmidy doing it nou- 
officially, by convening the meetings of the members of this House, and I 
can assure you that 1 will do it officially by forming a committee lor ronsultn- 
tion W'ith all the members. 

As regards (dose clipping of hairs mentioned by Sj. Bibhuti Ghosh I 
may assure him that close clipping has long been stopped, it has been totally 
dispensed with. As regards other confinements — cellular and sepanite I 
have already said that these are meant only lor violent prisoners to bring 
them to check or in the case of hanlened criminals only. 

I think there is no other imiut raised by the honourable members. As 
regards Sj. Kohitosh Rni rhaudhuri I can assure him that though*! am 
youthful Minister according to Sj. K. K. Clintterjee, I am well-baliwiced in 
mt*‘iSmotion and sympathy. , 1 cannot be over-exuberant over the jail reforms. 
I Iknow that prisons must have some deterrent effect and there must be some 
reformative aspect also. Jaiks cannot l>e a comfortable place for a change, 
neither it be a guest-house or a hotel. It must he a place for treatment 
and otH^^tion of offenders, and with that view . I (an tell my friends that 
I am already moving the JudiciaT Minister to bring in a Bill here for 
iuttmucing the indeterminate sentence system because when they come to 
the jiiils the reformative treatments are well done in the iails. There is no 
to keep a person in custody when he has already been reformed and 
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m in jail just to paa« oot his term of imprisonment. On the other 
it is no use releasiug him before he is reformed. So there ahould be 
syitem of passiu^r "indeterminate sentence bv the Court end if we oen 
intrwiw't* a Bill* for this puriwse here in West iBengal at least, we know«Uiat 
it will be welcxmie by everbody as a g’reat achievement. This system 
reqni^ new lejfislatioii which the Judicial Minister would he kind enough 
to bring I supimse. There is hnrdjy any more jjoint on which I shomd, 
speak. I now seek the ooHiperatiou oi every member of this House, whether 
he is oil left nr on right, for bringing this change and putting it into effect. 
I have already told the house that we arc already revising our Jail Codo 
and in doing so we will ask for the co-operalou and suggestion from every 
member. Sir. I have nothing more to add. With these words, Sir, I com- 
mend my motion for the acceptance of this House.

The facts were such that the associations of the local 
edu(ntion authorities and the as'^ociations of the teachers were ut one with 
the Minister in recognising that the authority wa> wrong hut even in these 
circumstances the Minister was not prepared tt» use the ultimate powers 
vested in him. How much greater would be the hesitation of n Minister 
if ranged again'^t him wa^ the national association of teachers and local 
education authorities loming together in the interest of the particular 
authority concerned,

sja. Labanyapma Dutt: Mr. Chairman, Sir, as I have stood to take 
part in the discussion r)f the Secondary Education Bill that has been 
iiitrodueed by the Hon ’hie Education Minister in this House, I find that the 
members of the Ofjposition have put forward certain criticisms. They have 
said that the proposed Secondary Education Board is just an advisory body 
and that it has not statutory pow'ers. Another nornt that has been raised 
in regard to the Bill i.-* that it should l>e circulaterl amongst all members and 
also among the public for eliciting public ojjinion. They have also said that 
there are too many nominated memWrs in the constitution of the Board and 
these members are taken to be just the mouthpiece of the Government. 
There are too many officials — that is some of their contentions. They have 
also said that this Bill should go to a Select ( ommittee and the re|)resenta- 
tives of both the Houses should be there, and after it comes out of the Select 
(Committee it should be introduced to the Legislature. 

Sir, as I was listening to the discussion of the Opi>osition. I was thinking 
that only recently the Mudnliar Commission won set up in Oi tober 1952 and 
the Beport enme out in 195d. We find that this All-India (Commission went 
round to nil the States of India, from Srinagar, Jullundhar, Nagpur, and 
Assam to all the important States of India and they have examined Head- 
masters^ Headmistresses, Principals of colleges, IVincipals of technical 
institutions, experts on education and other members of the public who took 
a keen interest in education. If we go through the Mudaliar Commission, 
we find the list of names of all the people who have been examined and who 
have been consulted before the Mudaliar Commission in the final report.

If we go through the wordings of the Mudaliar Commission report we 
vill find a list of names of all these people who have been examined and who 
have been consulted before the Mudaliar ( ommission gave its final rejmrl.

We 
have no hesitation in introducing the views of' the Secondary ^ucation 
Commission that a Board of Se<'ondury Education will be set u]> mainly for 
an advisory function. The executive function will be in the bands of the 
^ Direotorate, but the Board will advise the Government on all matters 
[relatiM to swondary education. Here also the Mudaliar Commission says 
f “the Board is not expecte<l to function as an executive liody which is tne 
function of the Director of Education.

Here if we go through the Bill we find that the functions of the Board 
and certain other points that are given in the Mudaliar and in the Dey 
Commissions’ rejM^rts have been taken into consideration. If we see 
Chapter III on pa^ 5 — Committees and Regional Examination Councils — 
'we find that this Bill has advised for the constitution of a Recognition 
Committee. If we see page 181 of the Mudaliar Commission's Report, we 
find that they have also suggested this. Then about Syllabus Committee, 
on page 181 in tlieir refort in clause (2) the Mudaliar (Vramission have also 
advised about this Committee and on page clause (f) of their report the 
Bey Commission have recognised the Examination Committee which has 
^n put forward in the .Bill. The Mudaliar Commission have said about 
it on page 181, clauses (4) and (6) and so have the Dey Commission in their 
report on page 37, We find that the Dey Commission on page 39 of their 
report have also recommended for certain Standing Committees, in para- 
J^ph 15 on page 39 — the Recognition Committee and then Examination 
Committee on page 39, clause (d) and Appeals Committee on page 39, 
clause (c).

improve the secondary education, by trying to give more money for 
secondary education in West Bengal? 

I congratulate the Education Minister that be has put forth in this Bill 
articles which have Wn also raised by the Mudaliar Commission and the 
Dey Commission, and I hope that my friends in the Opposition will 
consider this Bill and see that this Bill is really for the good of the country. 
They need not have this feeling that this Bill wants to put down other 
members who are interested in secondary education and me GKivernment 
want to grab powers through it. This is a welfare State. I appeal to all 
to have faith in the Government that they will lead us and the country to 
the good.

Olliril OhjMI#! Sonyall Mr. Chairman, Sir, after these tremendona 
mine will fall flatHmd will lose its briskness. There is no soope 
m it, as to-day^s discussion is limited. It is about the formation of 
new Secondary Education Board, its functions and limitation. But some 
of my fneada have gone wide away from the mark. While introducing tibie 


Bducftioii Minuter said that the Board should not Im merdv • 
_ inatiiui^n, but should consist of persons who really mean busii^ 
lhat li his main idea. In this connection he cited the case of Engla^ 
where after experfmenting for several years the Government have takenup 
the management of education directly and he says also that autonomy in 
education is an anachronism in democracy. He also cited for his advantage 
some portions of the Mudaliar Commission. But Sir, if this was in lua 
mind, it would have been better for him to set up a ooininiitee as an 
appendage to the Government with some educated persons or some persona 
interest^ in education. This should have solved problem quietly and 
without any trouble. While narrating the history of the location Bot^ 
that was killed, he lays some claim over it. Whatever it may be, I find! 
that it was a child with a load of 44 pounds of fat. There were 44 members 
it could not move properly and it was killed at the age of three and a 
hKf years. But the child was not allowed to have its say. The spirit of 
such a child naturally becomes a ‘bhuC ^host) and it is hovering round 
the Education Minister. I hope by this time the spell of the spectre has 
pue and he lias come to normalcy. With this expectation I beg to lay 
before the House some of my observations. A democratic mind of thw 
Education Minister could not be autocratic even at this stage while batching 
out a new child. This child is proposed to have only a load of 27 pounds 
; of fat and he expects that it would move more freely within the iron cage in 
which it is about to be put. Sir, I should admit ‘that the lost idealism in 
.education, should be brought back and real type of persons should hn 
^gaged to conduct such an education. But Sir, this should not lie done 
by taking away freedom, but by putting in more responsibility. Our 
Government committed mistakes, squandered away money and in somw 
instances are guilty of mismanagement. But still our (lovernmeut in 
progressive amidst all these imperfections. So, Sir, if responsibilities arw 
conferred upon the pwple they will soon learn to work properly, our mind 
wiU be so trained. So, on this score of management our freedom should 
tiot killed.

Sir, the present Bill limits the functions of the Board to advise the StaU 
Uovernment in matters relating to secondary education referred to it by th» 
estate Government, that is this Board shall have nothing to do witli miittora 
that are not referred to it. The secondary education includes general 
edUMtion, technical education, etc. But, Sir, the Government reserves th* 
rignt to take away from the scope of secondary education any subject it 
uaes, that means excepting general education all other matters are in a fluid 
state, may not come within the scope of the Board. That is a danger. 

Then, Sir, a few committees have been proposed to be set up and they 
^ semi-autonomous bodies. This further limits the scope. Thus the 
TOart IS practically reduced to the state of a post-box. It will have not 
tne liberty to deliver the letters in the way it likes. It is also limited by 
sub-«eotion (3) of article 27. It says that no regulations shall be valid 
^ess and until they ere sanctioned by the State Government. Thi* 
completes the iron cage for the child. 

The question of grants to schools has been raised by one of my friends.

The little children I havo 
seen in Classes IV, V and VI are made to learn history of the world and 
geography of the world whereas the histoiy of their own country is relegated 
to the Wck bench. This reminds ^e of u very old poem 

wtfR 5Tr Hm, i” 

Children know the history and geography of the world, but they know 
nothing about their own country. If you look into the l>ook8 that are 
prescribed to the boys and girls of Classes III, FV, V and VI you will bear 
with me. These facts, 1 hope, should be look^ into, and 1 expect that the 
Oovemmeut should stop the business that is going on with text-booki. 
That is a very bad thing and that should be stopped anyhow. Technical 
education has been mostly theoretical, and teaching in many i^tiiuMons 
never ,goeH into the local needs. Bo many of the students passing these 
courses arc swelling the ranks of unemployed. That also should he properly 
looked into. Sir, it is better to teach less and to teach well. 

Then, Sir, before 1 close 1 come to some suggestions regarding the Bill. 

I do not like to go into the anatomy of the Bill that the exjierts have done 
and more exiierts will do it more properly — thev are educational surgeons 
and of course I am interested in that. But I will speak on something e£e. I 
entirely agree with my friend Itamlugnn Singh that the analogy of this 
country with other couiitrieM should not he brought here. The educational 
policy must be formulated according to the requirements of a particular 
<‘ouiitry. The conditions of other countries may be entirely different from 
ours. So we must orient our education according t(» our needs. Now, I 
come to some definite suggestions. The number of elected members be 
increased, the Ohairmaa should he elected and not uominated by the 
members of the Board. A jKist of a Vice-Chairman should be created and 
he also must be elected by the memhers ot the Boaid. The Managing 
Committee of the secondary schools should have a chance to represent on 
the I^ard. And lastly, Sir, the inaccuracies in the draft as pointed out 
in this House by my esteemed friend should be corrected. I would advise 
the llon’ble Minister to repair this Bill on the basis of discussions in this 
House and finalise it with the advice of a Select Committee composed of men 
engaged in or interested in education. That will save us from discussing 
20o and odd amendments on this Bill. Thank you, Sir. 

•J. Kamilli Kllintr Chose: Sir, the Ilon'ble Education Minister has 
stated various charges against the Board of Secondary Education which my 
friend Sj. Satya Priya Boy has also dealt with some time back. Now, it 
was for these charges that the Board was dissolved in 1954. I happened to 
be a member of the Board and as my friend Satya Priya Roy has said, I was 
also a member of the Examination Committee and also a member of the 
Knauiry Committee which submitted the report later and I was a signatory 
to tnat report. Still I think that no useful purpose will be served by raking 
up old ashes. The chapter is closed, — the dissolution of the Board is a 

settM fact. So I would (Dr. Momndra Mouan Chakrabahty : Were 

you innocent or notP) I do not want to go into those facts now. It is a 
matter of ^e past. I do not want to go into the merits or otherwise of 
th<^ «har^ but it is on tu^eniable fact that the subse^ent arrangement 
m^er6 hr the State Government for the working of the Board has proved 
unsatisfactory and therefore Government has thought it proper to set up a 
new Board. We all know that there are various defects of present 
system— schools do not get grant-in-aid in time, teachers* grievances are not 





ftitended to, there has Wu unusual delay in replying to urgent 
dttefi^ons and the fixation of the salaries of teachers has not been done. SSo 
there bas been tyi insistent demand from all quarters for the constitut^n 
of a new Board and it is to meet this public demand that the Education 
Miniater has put forward this Bill in this Houm. It is for this reason that 
1 welcome this Bill and I congratulate the Minister for bringing up this Bill 
in this House.

Now, there has been a gieat <leal ot criticism regarding the pru})osed‘ 
constitution ot the Board. The former B(»ani was aii autommious body and 
the criticisms have center^ mainly round the advisory character of tbe 

S Mird. In the Dey Commission’s report at page 36, sei'tion 8, we find “with 
e termination of alien rule the main grounds for distrust of the Govern- 
ment have disapjieared. In the altered circumstances of today, therefore, 
a Board whicli a ill be advisory in its function but authoritative in its sphere 
although not assuming executive duties should be welcomed and not looked 
upon with suspicion’*. The Hon’ble Mdnister of Education has uuulioned 
the Act of 19^1 in England and he has also defended his proposal on the 
gn>und (»f the recommendations of the Mudaliar and Dey Commissions. In 
this coiiiieotion I would like to state that there has been u heated 
cout^ove^^y, as my friend Shri Satya Priya Koy has said, regarding the 
constitution and powers of the Board and this controversy has not been 
confined to teachers alone. References have been made to the various 
recommendations ot the Mudaliar and Dey ('ommissions. I think that a 
eouiparative ‘itudy (»f the recommendation- of the two (.ommissions and of 
the pro)M)sed Board will be helpl\il to come to a correct decision regarding 
the [K)«ers. At page 181 in the Mudaliai Commission Report we find. 
consider that if secondary etlucation is to progress in right lines the 
B«jard must have a compact body emiiposed mainly of experts whose function 
will bt^ limited to the formulation of broad iKdiciiis. The Board is not 
expected to function as an executive body.” Then again in the Dey Com- 
mission Repoit we find at page 36, “IVe have no hesitation iii endorsing the 
views ot the Secondary Eciucation (Vmimi-sioii and commending the setting 
up of a Board of Secondary Education mainly with advisory i unction , 
What do we find in the present Bill so far as the powers are ooncemedf 
It is stated that it shall be the duty of the Board to advise Government on 
all matter-' relating to secondary education referred to it by th<< State 
Government. So we find in both the Mudaliar (\)mmiH8ion and the Dey 
CommiM^ion the functions and powers of the Board liave been «lefint*(l aa 
advisorv'. The same policy is being frdlowed here as well. Besid»^s the 
decisions of the Recognition Committee will be considered final. Then 
again there are Boards of Secondary Education in almost all the States of 
the Indian Union, such as U. P., Bihar, Delhi, etc,, and .vlmt do ve find 
there!' AVe find that every wliere the Boards are working satisfactorily in 
spite of its advi-ory character, and we know that all these Boards have been 
formed qfter the ideal of the Mudaliar CJoramission, and here we find that the 
Mudaliar J’ommission has recommended that the Board should lie odvismy 
in its character. So, our Government is doing nothing that i- unusual,^ 
that is out of tune with the system prevailing in other provinces of the 
Indian Union, We all know that all these Boards are working very 
eatisfactorily and nowhere has the Briaid been found unworkable in spite 
of the advisor)' character of these IV>ards. Now, complaints have been 
wade regarding the official president. We find in setdion 7, page 3, that the 
Stable Government will appoint any iierson it finds fit as the president. 
Wliat do we find here? This Bill provides not for an official presi^nt aa 
^oconimended by the Mudaliar Commission. Bui it is left own either to

4lumini tttt official or a non-official president. I am sure the_ Ooverniaeai^' 
laifi use its discretion and will appoint a well-known monmfflcial president. 
l«e ought to remember that oufh is a National GoTemm^nt and therefore 
we <’an expect thie naturally. West Bengal Headmasters’ Associttiion jf 
which I am a Vice-President has welcomed this Bill subject to certain 
modifications. One of them is that the president should the ex-officio 
‘ Chairman of the sub-committees. 1 have reasons to believe that this 
recommendation as well as some other recommendations of the Assoc ia- 
Hion will he accepted 1^ the Government. As regards criticisms of the 
preponderance of non-official members, I wdl read out the recommendations 
of the two (.’ommissions. In the Mudaliar Commission we find there were 
25 members and out of these 25 members, the total number of official and 
nominahMl members is 18. As regards the Dey Commission there were 
t5 nieml>ers and out of 25, the total number of official and nominate 
members is 15. In the present bill provision has been made for 16 official 
and nominated members out of 27. It will he apparent therefore that 

S ^rsonuel of the official members has not been increased in the present Bill. 

y the Calcutta University Act of 1904 we all know that 80 per cent, of the 
memliers of tlie Senate were nominated by the Government and that was 
not a National Government. But it is an undeniable fact that in spite of 
the pre]>onderauce of the nominated members the Senate has not failed in 
the discharge of functions. On the oth3r hand, it has proved its mettle 
and acted fearlessly. So I have faith in the ability and w'orth of the 
nominated members. In the actual working of the pro^sed Boahl, fears ' 
that have been expressed will have no real basis. Besides, we ought to 
remember that ours is a national Government and the members of the 
Oovemment have full interest in the education of the country. One of in> 
friends has said the other day that the Vice-Chancellor of the (Calcutta 
University should be a member of the Board. Those of us here who were 
members of the previous Board, my friends Sja. Anila Debi and Sj. Hareiidra 
Nath Mozurnder know that during the three years of the existence of the 
Board the Vice-Chancellor never attended a single meeting.

Now, Sir, I will say something about the projiosod new scales oi vsaiarv 1 
think there lia.> been made an improvetacTii on the present .scales, but there 
is still room tor further improvement. 1 hope, however, that it will be 
possible for Government to accept modifications suggested by us. Some of 
the moditicalious that 1 suggest are in the case of third rla.ss untrained M.As. 
and Hoiunii's graduates — ^as Headmasters — tlieir initial i>uy should be Rs. 200 
and the minimum special jiav of headmasters should lx* Rs. 200, etc. In 
this connection 1 am temptei^ to compare the present .scales of salary oi 
teuclieis with the proposed scales. The present scale so fur as AI.A , B.T. 
teacliers are (MUiceriied is Rs. 125 — 150. The proposed scale is Its. i:t0 — 5— ~ 
150 — 10 — ii.'iO, First and Second Class M.As. will start at Rs. 140. The 
existing third class M.A., B.T., teachers will get the same scale. Thus we 
find that the scales which are given are better than the scales that are 
obtaining for the last three or four >ears. The proposed scale does not say 
„ mnj'tliing alMiut untrained second class, third clas.s M.A. dr honour# 
graduates. I hope the Government will clarify tliis point. 

Sir. I should like t4» read out the rejiort of the Bey Commission. At 
i^e 54, se<*ii()n 19, the Dey (ommission says : “Before we pass on to the 
niscussion of the basic scales^ teachers there are a few things which should 
be mentioned. We entirely agree with the views of the Secondary 
£d nation Commission that for the same w^ork there should be a# far at 
|?OMible the same paj^. Acting on thw nrinciple we recommend that tlM 
gieaent diatinotion in matter# of emolument# of teacher# and their 



iMtw^en State, i.e., OoTenmieiit iohools^ utded eel^tolii and 
jaiidw achooli ehouid be abolished. There is no jnstifioaiioii for 
< laintaibiiiig this difference.” In the Dey Commission's report the salaries 
.f he.afemsters are re<«mn>euded like this: — The wales vary. In some 
'.aees the scale is from R«. 17o to 450. In some other cases it is Rs. 200 to 
iT5; in Higher Secondary Schools from Rs. 260 — 600 and in special oases 
p to Rs. 760. Over and above that an additional allowance of Rs, 50 wai 
icommended. But this is the recommendation of the Dey Commission, 
iut what do we find in the present scaled*? In the present scales, we 
/nd that the headmu.sters will get from Rs. 150 to Rs. 400 whereas in 
Joverument schools the scale vanes from Rs. 250 — 750 and in multi-purpose 
schools up to Rs. l.^X). (Sj. \.\OKNJ)RA Kl MAH BHArfAl^HAHYYA ; Is the 
scale of pay included in the Billl^) Not in the Bill hut it has connection with 
th% secondarA' education of the province. I would like to laiint out one thing 
in the present pay scale of the Headmasters and Assistant Teachers. W© 
find that for secondary s<'hools Mt.A., B.Ts., and Honours Oruduute B.Ti. 
will be entitled to become Headmasters and Assistant Headmasters. But we 
find that after five years, the salary of the Assistant Headmaster will be 
Ra. 160 and that of the Headniaster will be Rs. 180, but at the end of 
14 years the salary of the Assistant Headmaster will b<‘ Rs. 250 and that 
of the Headmaster will be Rs. 240. I would draw the attention of the 
Education Minister to the fact th.nt this is certainly not satisfactory and 
that it should be looked into. 

• • 

Xow, I shall say something about the Public Service Commission. The 
other da\ my friend Sj. Satya Priya Roy led a party of teaeliers and one of 
thei: points for agitation was against tlie system of appearing in the Public 
J^ryice CommisMiou. Teachers in general feel that this system should b© 
abolishcil, particularly with regard to those who are permanent teachers or 
who are approved teachers. So far as this point is coneomed, T agree with 
Mr. Ro> and 1 think that if this suggestion i.s accepted, the grievances of 
the tcaclier^ will disappear. 

Mrs. Tiahanyaprova Dutt has rightly j)oiiited out that no useful purpose 
will he served hy circulating this Bill for public opinion because we all 
know that the Bill is ntainlv hasnl fui the recommendations of the Mudaliar 
Cominis-ion and the Dey Commission. The Mudaliar C'mnmission was set 
up hy the Centre and incluiled munv eminent educationists and gathered 
the valuahle opinions of all the educational organisations a!) over the 
country and their recommendations are recorded in this book. The Dey 
Comnii>sion was set up by the West Bengal (iovernment. They also invited 
the oj>inion of eminent educationists ami teachers’ organisations here and 
th«\ have nl.so recorded their recommendations in this hook. All the 
educational organisations appeared before the Commission and gave their 
opinion. It was only the All-Bengal Teachers’ Association of which my 
mend Sj. Satya Priya Roy liappen.H to be the honorary Secretary, which 
refr.'um^d from appearing before the Commission or rather boycotted the 
Commission. Xow. it does not lie in their mouth to say that the Bill should 
be etrculnfed or that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee. It is their 
nanire — not*to co-operate with the Government hut to oppose Government 
f»n .<av subject whether there is any reason or not.

is the same as my friend Sj. Satya Priya Boy has suggested, nanwlv, 
advancement of education in the country. So, thi^ kind of threat, I thinki 
though it is usual with him, is mot proper, particularly on the part of the 
educationists for whom education is very near and dear, and I horn that my 
friend will try to co-operate with the Government so that the Bill that has 
come forward before us may be proved successful. 

With these few words, Sir, I oppose the motion for circulation. 

danab tyed Naueher Alls Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am sorry I have missed 
some of the valuable speeches during the debate and I feel I am not properly 
posted. 1 would, therefore, ask the indulgence of the House through ^rou 
if I make any statement that may he a repetition of what has already h^n 
said by other members nr if I make any statement that may not he quite 
consistent with facts. 

Sir, I heard attentively the speeches delivered by the Hon’ble the 
Education Minister, and to be surer T got a copy of his speech and I it 
through. It appeared to me after reatling the speech that it was a confe.seion 
or admission of a mistake of policy made by him. 

Sir, India became free in 1047. The Secondary Kdiuation Act was 
passed in 1950. The first Board was constituted in 1951. I undt^r‘«tand thb 
Board w'as superseded in 1954, May, and after three years this Bill has been 
introduced. It has given the go-by to the entire democratic constitution of 
the Board. It has given the go-by to the functions of the Board. A new 
Board is propo8e<l to be constituted under the present Bill which is the 
shadow of the previous Act. All the contents of the Act have l>een taken 
out. It is called the Board* of Secondary Education Bill. But I am at a 
loss to understand why this Board should at all be formed. 1 will presently 
show that this paraphernalia of the Board is simply unnecessary and is a 
sheer waste of time, money and energy. It could have been done equally 
well, hut perhaps better by making the Board by an executive order. That 
would have saved the exchequer much of the money that is going to be 
spent on the so-called Board and it would have served the same purimse. 

Now', what is the constitution of the Board? Before I go to the 
constitution of the present Board, I will just say one word with regard to 
the past Board, the Board which is proj>osed to be abolished by the present 
Bill. In that Board there were 44 members of which there was not a single 
nominated meml>er as fur as my recollection goes. There were some 
ex-officio members, but there w'as not a single nominated member. Now, 
we have got a Hoard of 27 out of which I see six are elected members only. 
Now*, of this six, I will ix)int out to you how it could have been that only 
two are really elected anu the remaining four could have been asked by the 
Government to he sent by the executive bodies. Two of the elected members 
are from heads of high schools or multipurpose schools, twq shall be 
nominated by the State Government and the two by the execqtive body of 
the Headmasters' Association recognise<l by the Government in the manner 
prescribed by the rules. One of the two elected by the head.s of high 
schools or multipurpose schools could very well have got themselves 
nominated in the manner prescribed by the rules. They are the fitteat 
pefa^Bs of the Headmasterai, Association. One representative of All-Bengal 
Taaahers' Association recognised by the State Government is elected by and 
bom executive council of the committee or association in the manner 
prescribed by the rules. The election is to be made from the ezecutiee 
oounoil or the oommittee ji the Aseooiation. So this body could have been 
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to send a man. Similarly, with regard to the other hodf^ on# 
reifeeentative of the Went Bengal Teachers Association reeogniaed oy the 
suite Government is elected by and from the executive council or committee 
of the Association in the manner prescribed by the rules. So they muldl 
hate easily done it dnd the same purpose wonla have been serred.

The only two representatives that I find here are the two representatives of 
the West Bengal State Legislature, one of whom shall be elected in the 
manner prescribed by rules from and amongst the members of the West 
Bengal legislative Council and one of whom shall he elected in the manner 
prescribed by rules from and niiiongst the members of the West Bengal 
legislative Assembly. Now, here it is a patent fact. They know whom to 
• send and they will positively send men of their own choice. So tliis election 
also is virtually a nomination. Therefore, what is the necessity for this 
Clause at all, I for myself, cannot understand. It means — if I may use a 
very stiong expression which may be painful to Government — finding some 
employments for some unemployed people. For example, you may have 
some people who want employments, and you will give them employmenta 
saying ‘you go there, you will be members of this Committee’ and thus 
oblige them. These people will, I think, mostly be superannuated people. 
That is what has been the policy of Government. 1 have ob.served it very 
carefully tliat this is the policy of the Government of India and the policy 
of this Government also. 


Now, Sir, the first thing that 1 want to emphasi7.e is that it would have 
been better if this Board had not been constituted. This could be done 
easily by Government by an executive order for their assistaiUT, for getting 
their advice. That would have been best. 


Sir, I began by saying that it is rather an admission of a mistake of 
policy by the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Bill. What was the mistake F 
As I have said in 19)0 this Secondary Education Art was passed 
unanimously. This had the supjMirt of the entire country behind it. A 
repre.sentative Board of substantial autonomy was approved by the entire 
country, I should say unaiiimnnsly. That Board was constituted mw>u after 
India became free in lOoO. At that time the English law on the subject on 
which my friend the Hon’ble Education Minister relied so much — the Act 
of 1944 — was also in force. India became free in 1947. So either he was 
not properly advised or this was not brought to bis notice at that time. Ho 
now comes forward and says that an autonomous Education Board is an 
anachronism in a democracy. I have found it stated more than once in bis 
spe^h. If an autonomous Board was anachronism in a free country in 
1^S7, why was it not anachronism in 1900 passes my comprehension. Now, 
Sir. the English Act — as already stated by my friend — for abolishing tho 
Board has been elucidated by Mr. Roy very carefully and on this subje<jt 
I wanted to say something. That Act was passed in 1944 so that hix 
comiiyr today in 1957 — after he has passi^d the Bill in i950 — to say that if 
my autl^ority is, I should say, futile. Thel•efo^^ his argument that it is an 
anachronism, that it is supported by the English Act does not supjmrt hint 
at all. piere must be some other reason for it. What that reason is, 
knows himself better and I expect that he will give up that reason. H« 
c4iunot rely on these things b^ause these things were there when the 
previous, Act was passed. Now, this Act was passed in 1950. The first 
Board was constituted in 1951 and the Board was all on a sudden superseded 
m May, 1954. It had three years and a half — a life of three years and a half 
'^-;Wtually three years. Now, during these three years they did nothing but 
nuiiakes, nothing but things which ought not to have been done. WeJl^ 






li>t IcBOW iHMliiiet tiie C^ove^lment ever drew tfee attention of file 
to the nniatisj^tory condition of the Board, 1 do^not know whether 
Ott occasion this was ever done. This short wriod of three years wu 
Ihe liie of the Boa^ and during this short period of three years they did 
all sorts of noosensioal things and who did these things? Tou look at any 
committee in. the Board. They are the men of Gorernment and nobody else 
* and who are these people ? The President and Director of Public Instruction 
is an officer of the Board. Was he sleeping? What was he doing? They 
could have even confidentially rejjort to the Board that such and such is the 
condition; what steps are you going to take, what steps should we take, 
advise us. We did not find anything; we simply found f>ne fine morning 
nsing from sleep that the Board was nowhere. In spite of definite provision 
in the Act prescribing as to Low the Board is tf) lie dealt with in cjise there 
be any deficiency in the Board, no notice was taken of tliis provision and 
all on n sudden the Board became non-existent. It has been rightly 
pointed out by one of my friends that even the worst criminal has got his 
right to say what he has to say in his defence. This was, I understand, 
denied to the Board. I cannot conceive ot a more autocratic function of c 
Government whatever that Government may be.

Now, Sir, I was laying emphasis on the three short veur^. It is a humat 
institution. Which human institution is perfect? AVe commit mistakes, 
we commit blunders. It is through blunders and the mistakes that we 
proceed to better and better conditions, to more and more i)ertect conditions. 
Is the Government free from any blame? Can the Government claim to l)e 
fr^ from any mistakes, any blunders? 1 hope no Minister, no Government 
will ever claim to be free from mistakes and blunders. Only the other day 
I heard here in the other llou.se, .some talk a)>out the f(M>d situation. 1 
understand there is going to be a di.scussion on bnid here. Therefore, I 
should md have mentioned it but then who can claim to be perfect? All 
institutions, institutions of flesh and blo<id, they are prone to mistakes — to 
err is human us it is plainly said. 

Now, Sir, within tliese three .short years tliis institution should not have 
been sujM*rs<*ded, sliould have been given wuriiiiig, shoulil Irnve betui given 
opjmrtunities to correct mistakes, if there was any. If I mistake not and if 
I urn projierly told, I have been told by people who have been members of 
this Board, that they brought counter charges against the Government. 

TOose charges may be false absolutely, but the member who was speaking 

just before me, lie, I understand, wa^* a member of the Board. lie could 

not support it. He simply says, “it is a rlo.MHl story”, lie knows things. 

He could have said what hajifiened. BeeauM* (he blame comes upon himself 
be would not sa\ . So, we cun .Ma\ and .say with a certain amount of 
conviction (hat the Rounl was not ju^t what it is descriheil to be by th* 
Government. There was .something else. '! here was somr «»ther reasoi 
also. 


Now, with regard to the secrecy of the questions, about the ifuestiont 
^ing out — I do not know the method of preparation of questions and all 
tnot, Init have not the questions been out after that even? Have not the 
questions been out fiann the Taleutta Tniversity itself? Have not the 

f aestious l>een out from other universities? And therefore supersede the 
— is that the proctnlure? '^bat is not the thing that has got to be 
4one. And w ho is resplinsible ? The Board is res|)on«ib]e. I do not under- 
stand how* the Board could be made responsible for leakage of question 
Ijcakage of question papers can never be a charge on which a 
he superseded. 
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tb«Fe are one or two other charges — I have just now forgotihft^ 
roo^|b^ing schools which do not come up to the standard. That is one ol 
^ charges, as il the same standard has been followed in every oasesri 
recciflution when the poard was not in existence. 

1 know of an institution — I happened to be the Headmaster of a Hig^ 
8ehool once in my life for a short period — it had temporary recognition and 
th^ when it apolied to the authorities, they said that until you get the 
building we would not give you the recognition and I wrote by saying that 
these are things that came from the brain of people wlio trumed the rules. 
While sitting in the cool shades of Darjeeling, they had students coming fro» 
poor locality and 1 said that they could very well learn sitting under the 
tree. And they said, ‘Well, we grant you recognition again temporarily f<ir 
^pme time.’ Now, Sir, this is the standard that wn.'j used to bo maintain^ 
when the schools were to be recognised by the Calcutta rniversity. I do 
not think that the same standard is followed everywhere and there may be 
exceptions. Then there is the prescribed text-book for study. The stanaardf 
I would rather say, is the same when you want to get text-lKKiks approved. 
1 have known a particular teacher of a particular school has bnnight out a 
book. He has mana^d to get it in the approved list. Sometimes students 
aro compelled to study books which are not approved. Students are some- 
times comiielled to buy text- books which are prescrilx*d by the (lovernmenl 
Secretariat. You go to a f^ollege S<|uure hcwkseller and he says ‘you 
cannot get it unless you buy its note along w^ith it.’ 1 specially know this 
from my personal experience. This is a scandal and this should etime to an 
end. Therefore if a Board did something w’ith regar<l to text-books it should 
have been corrected. 

Sir, I have wasted a bmg time (»ver the dissedution of the Board. Now', 
in short, m\ .submission with regard to the diss<dution <d the Board is .simply 
this. Three years’ time is ((k> ‘*liort a iHuiod tor judging the nuM'its or 
demerits of a Board, My friend, tin* Education Minister has recited from 
English law. I have already said tlmt it has been dealt with very ably by 
my friend. Sj, Satya Priya Uo} . But I would only say that tile Act he 
has quoted was in force in England for oO years and then (tovernment took 
it up for separating it. It was done for the spread (»f education and not 
for contndling private schools and for legubiting thenj. ll wu'^ done for 
spreading education throughout England.

Now. it has Ireeii said by m.\ frieiuK here that etla*;ttifui i-^ the fole 
responsibility f»f the (lovernment It lias been voicwl for several times in 
the IIou.se tlmt education is exclusively the res|M>nsibility of the tioveriiment. 
Who denies that? Why eihirution only? FckmI, education, sanitation and 
every bit of things that g(K*s to make up for the welfare of the people in a 
welfare State is the resfamsibility of the (foveriunenl and. therefore, 
you wajit to have a little more centralisation of istwers in tht 
Dovemmeut in respect of education. Why not then alMdidi all th< 
local bodies? The L.S.-G. Department is there and Mr. .Talan is sifting 
there. So abolish all these local Isidies and you will be able to make what- 
ever you like about these things. Similarly, it may l>e said 'well, this is 
a responsibility of the Gc»vernmenf a»id, therefore, (loverninent should have 
every power for themselves and nolwdy else should share that jjower.’ SiTj 
this is a conception and this is an inteipretation of democracy which I have 
never heard Wfore, and I can say this that this interoretation will not be 
accepted by anybody anywhere in the whole world. Well^ Sir. d«moc||usy 
meant deoentrautation of power. Autocracy means ceotralitaiion of power. 









, uaderstood it. If a new interpretatioii ia giTen by 

iBbn^le Miniaier in charge or bv any Government ^at may be obaervea 
fik ihe time being, but then time wifi come when it will work aa a boomerang 
over them and ^ey will have to pay dearly for it. Democracy means 
decentralisation of power. Autocracy means centralisation of power. I 
could understand it if the Governmeni had taken steps to say that they are 
rang to make education free ana compulsory as envisaged in t^ 
Constitution. The Constitution in its directive principles ^ys that within 
t«i years from the date on which the Constitution is coming into force — to<lay 
is the day when it has completed the 8th year — children up to the age of 
14 years should have free compulsory education. I have not heard anything 
about that in the debate. You are thinking of centralisation of power. 
For what purpose? Not to give recognition. The schools have grown up 
through the efforts of private individuals. They have given shape to thw 
sohooia. You should encourage that. There should be a development and 
planning about it. I am in favour of planned education and that planned 
education should start at once. Sir, I have taken up a lot of time and 1 do 
not think I should take any more time of the House. 1 should like just to 
say a few words and then nnish. To be brief and at the same time also' to 
speak everything is very difficult, because I am not prepared for it and I am 
not so well. 


Sir, two things matter in a Board like this — the constitution of the 
Board und the fun* tion of the Board. These are the two eNsential^things. 

As regards constitution, this is a hopeless piece of legislation, as I have 
already pointed out, and it gives no pow'or to the H<mrd; it gives power 
to the (iovemment. 


As regards its function, that is a curious thing. Only those things that 
are referred to it will be considered by them. Not a word about development 
has been stated and the llon’hle Minister was please<l to say that we have 
given the Board a certain amount of autonomy, that is, in the matter of 
recognitiou of schools. Hut look at the Recognition Committee and you 
will be disillusioned — what is the Recognition Committee. The Report will 
come from the Ins}>eotorate and the Director of Public Instruction is the 
Chairman of that (committee. You can at once see what the result will be. 
Therefore, to my mind that sort of autonomy is a farce. Now, Sir, 1 do 
not want to take any more t)f your time but before I conclude I will just 
ask the Hon'ble Minister, on a point of law, just to consult his legal adviser 
with regard to expressions us^ in two sections. One is in section 3(2), 
via,, ‘'subject to the rules made by the State Government” and a similar 
expression also occurs in another place, via., “.subject to the provisions of 
this Act and any rules made thereunder”. Now, I doubt whether these 
expressions would not make the sections ultra vires. This may be looked 
into. I have got great doubt on this and if the legal advi.ser wants, I can 
give him iwme authority which I hope, will show that a .s^ tion (anuot be 
m.'ule subject to the rules to be made by Government. That is a 
delegation of power which is not authorised by law. That is oue 

g lint. The only other thing that I should like to say is^ that this 
Ouse is not everything. There is a vast population outside this 
House. ^ This Bill will, I am convinced, not be easily accepted if 
paased into law in this fona. There is a tendency — I have 
ob^rved that there is a tendency — in the Government not to do a right 
thing unless compelled. Now, tins compulsion of circumstances seems in 
this case also to be gathering strength. It appears to me that the cloud is 
appearing outside this House and that cloud may overtake the Government 
an^it would ^ wise on the part of the Government to yield to the demands 
of^llie Opposition as far as practicable. But if these demands are not 
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«on<|i^ to, 1 am sure, eduoatod Bengal will not take tku totalled Board 
down; they wiU rise in reyoU even if this Bill is passed into law and 
is p5t on the statpte book. I think it will not be there tor long and it in|0r 
be that this Bill will not work at all. 

• _ 

Because simply passing a Bill won’t do. It has got to get the co-opera- 
tion the people who will work it. Therefore the Government will be well 
ndvised to listen to the remarks made by the Opposition, Unfortunately 
in this country the relationship between the Government and the Opposition 
has not developed in the way in which it should develop. Opposition is a 
form of co-operation the Government should accept, and 1 hope the Hon*ble 
Minister in charge will consult the Opposition, will trs to accept their view 
points sympathetically, and try to mould this Bill in a way which will be 
acceptable to those who will be required to work this Act.

Obituary

Mr. Olliinnaii: 1 have to refer with sorrow to the deaths of a lumlw 
of prominent persons connected with the Legislature in Bengal and with tna 
freMom movement in India who passed away since the termination of the 
lost session of our Council. 

Ctiulam Hamitfur Rahinan, an ex-membei of West Bengal Assemblyi 
died on lOth July, 1957, at Uie a^c of 55, at his Calcutta residence in Park 
CirfU'*. He roininissioner of AVakf*^ in West .Bengal. Shri Rahman 
was fits ted a nieinluu- ot tlie Assembly on 28fli April, 1949 and was re- 
elected in the first General Vdeeiiou ot 1952 from Raigattj, West Dinajpur 
CoustiTueney. He resigned on Jtb September, 1950. lie was (‘onnected 
with many social organisations td his locality and was liked by all iox hU 
amiable manners. 

ihrt Amarindra Nath Ohattarjai, one of the leaders of the freedom move- 
ment, died of thrombosis on the 4th September, 1957. at his residence at 
Uttarpara at the age of 78. He was Imrn on 1st July, 1880 and was the son 
of the lute TJpendru Nath Cliatterjee, a reputeil lawyer of Uttarpara. He 
was a graduate of the Calcutta University. In 1905 he joined the anarehist 
movement, and worked actively with the leaders of the movement like 
.Shri Xurobindo, Barindra, Ullaskar, Jatindra 'Nath, etc. The Britiek 
Government of that time issueil warrants for his arrest in 1.914 and declared 
a reward for his arrest. He went underground for 5 years from 1914 to 
1919; and during this period he established an ‘Asram’ at Tanjore. The 
warrant of arrest was withdrawn in 1920; but he was arrested in 1922 under 
the Defence of India Act, and was released in 1924. He was again arrested 
and imprisoned from 1927 to 1929. He was then elected a member of the 
Bengal Legislative Council in 1929. He joined the Civil Disobedience 
Movement of 1930 led by Mahatmaji, and waa again arrested in 19^, and 
released in 1931. He was elected as a member of Central Legislative 
Assembly in 19^17 and continued a member until the Assembly was dissolved, 
in 1941 he left Congress and associated himself with the Radical Democratic 
Party of M, N. Roy, with which he was connected for the rest of his life. 
He was a fearless worker in the cause of India's freedom, and although 
physically disabled during the last years of his life, his mind was as alert 
and active as ever and he had his country's interests foremost in bis heart. . 
He wrote a histo^ of the Freedom Movement in India in three volimei. 
He was connected with several patriotic periodicals and papers like the 
'^Atmasakti".

It says: “We should however like 
to add that it is not only knowledge that is retjuired, but also the right 
kind of social training and the inculcation of ri^t ideals without which 
knowledge by itself may be sterile or worse. Training for demoiTacy 
postulates u balanced education in which social virtues, intellectual deve- 
lopment and practical skill all receive due consideration and the pattern of 
siuh an education must be envisaged on an all-India basis”. The present 
Rill has l>een conceived on the basic principle underlying the above ovserva- 
tions mentioned by me. It is a great misfortune, Sir, that some reputed

Sir. that the 
perfonnances of the .Board constituted under the Act of 1950 have come to 
le- criticised in this fashion. Sir. I really feel pained that such remarks 
mild be made against the Board ot 1950 hecau.se after all. the Board was 
aiy creation and I do take entire responsihility for creating the Board 
although the Board has come to gr»ef”. These are the wonls of the Kduca- 
tio*h Minister for which we should sympathise with him. Sir, in another 
pari of his sjieech — at page 10 — he has complained thus regarding the work 
of the defunct Board “unfortunately that single-minded devotion to the 
interests of education and education alone wa.> not forthcoming”. 


Mr, Chaimians Mr. Chalterjee. 1 understand that the speech of the 
Hoi 'hie Minister is with all the members and so von need not quote from 
hi^ speech tn e.rten^o-

SJ. Krishna Kumar Chatterjee: Xo. Sir, I will not do that. Sir, I was 
ama>ied to find my revered Pi(de.'*.^or ('hattopadhyay j)lending seriously on 
oeh.ilf oi the defunet Board with the strange arguments that even after 
supersession certain irregular! tie.s continued. 

This is rather unfair to the |»oor Admiulstratoi , himself a great professor, 
who had to carry on with the lt ga( y of the past under trying circumstances. 
Who can deny that he ha^ ht en dcfinitei> firM-lioning belter than the 
Ihjanl? (^iiite apart from this unfortunate iniidence of dismissal of the 
Board the l)ey ('(uiiinission wlii4‘h was appointed I v the (iovcrnincnt ol West 
Bengal to examine the working ot the recognis'd Seio'idarv Sclnads in West 
Bengal de»lared that the Act ot 1950 '•hould he thoroughly revised and 
aini'iided, liook at page *10 of the l)ey (’oinmission Heport. It sjtys, "We 
Lava dc.'.crihed here in outlim tlic const itut5m and functions of the Board 
of Secondary Education a.s we conceive it. We have not gone into details 
whi(di must be left to the Board when it comes into existence. The Went 
Bengal Secondary Eilucatoin Act of 1950 will obviously have to be 
thoroughly revi.sed and amended.” The (Commission further observed that 
there had been progres.'tive deterioration in the sphere of secondary edtica- 
tiou in the State and if you kindly refer to page 50 of the l)ey (Commission 
RefKirt you will find corroboration of the statement of mine. The I)ey Com- 
missif»n say.s, “There i.s no doubt, however, that the standard of .secondary 
fwlncaiion in West Bengal is lower today than it had been in the past, and 
that the deterioration is progressing rather rapidly,” The Commission 
exfiressed «tlii8 view' when the Secondary Education Board was fumdioning 
ill West Bengal. The Dey CCoromission was quite emphatic on the jioint 
that the secondary education in West Bengal should he reconstructed and 
reorientated in a manner so os to suit the requirements of the State and the 
pwiple in the present context of our national responsibility. This is what 
the l)ey Commission says on page 50, “We have stated elsewhere that in 
India Hhe State munt take upon itself directly the entire task of plan- 
ning and providing Secondary Education. It cannot be left to the public 
n* in the past, for then its growth will be hampered and tend to be bapha- 
•ard and its quality poor, nor can it be banded over to some other agraoy 
in which case, the oontrol of the State being indirect, the growth and quality 






«d^atioii AT« likely to stifier. There are certain thin^, of which ^neo^ 
4l(m is one, which cannot be left to the chance decisions of a majority, 
khecause quality matters here more than anything else. .Moreover, planning 
has to go with finance. It is only the authority which provides finance thi& 
(jin plan and put the fdan into action/’ • 


’’We may be permitted to make one observation about the demand for an 
autonomous Board. With the termination of the alien rule and the end of 
the days of coinmunal Governments, the main grounds for distrust of the 
(tov( rnmeul have diwippearetl. In the altered eircumslances oi today, there- 
fore, a Board winch will he advisory in its iunciioiis hut authoritative in 
ils sjduie, ulihotigh not assuming executive duties, should he Mtd(‘omed and 
!v»{ J 0 ()kr(l u)K»n with hiispifion. In fart, it should piovide a ciieck on the 
action oi otticials of the (foveriiiiient ami on tl)e (in\ eminent and on iindesir- 
nhlf inriuence.s on teachers. It will also have the advantage of making' the 
Gov. rninent of the day directly responsible to the Ijegislature for the 
conduct of fM*condary Education.'* 


“In view ot the alwive, we liave no hesitation in emlorsing the \iew8 of 
the Secondary Education (’ommissiou and commending the setting up of a 
Board of Secondary Education mainly with advisory functions. Tlie execu- 
tive functions will ]w‘ in the hands of tlie Directorate, but the Board will 
ndviM* the Government on all matters relating to Secondav\ Education.” 


Gn page ()7 the (’ommishion furtliei says, “We liave consitlered tly* 
position very carefully, and lunc come to the conclusion that a thorough 
reorganisation of the entire system of secondary education is an urgent 
tU'Ct>s«ity, that no piecemeal reform would do. and that (he wlnde of the 
administrative macliincry in cliarge of Secondary Educalimi will have to 
he reorganised. W’e have recommended the reconstitution cd tlie Board of 
Secondary Education with a non-officia! ( hainuan wdth mainlv advisory 
functions and the setting up of a number of Beirioual Advisory ('onimitteea 
to assist the (’entral Board.”

Sir, the otKcial recumiuemlaliou of the (’ommis^iou categorically 
meutious at )iage (iJ) id’ the i)e\ (’ommi^siun Heport “There should be a 
Boani (d Secoudary Kiluiation with a non-ofiic'al ( hainuan and with a 
prcp'Uideiance of uun-Governmen* members mainly witli advisory luuetiona 
h) advise the Government in all matters i elating to secondury education.

Sir, it will he rather profitable to note what the Mudnlinr ( ommission 
has to say on identical issues. At page ISO, the Mudal ar Commission 
lefers to the formation, constitution and the funetions of the Secondary 
Board of Education pmposed by them. “We recommend that there f«bonld 
he a Board of Secondary Education under the chairmanship of the Director 
of Education to deal with all details of eduent'on at the secontlary stage. 
This Board should be comt>osed of persons w'ith the wide e^Tjierience and 
knowledge of different asjiects of seiondary’ education. We reimmmeud that 
it sh"uild consist of not more than members, ten of w'hooi should be 
^pe ially epnv^ant with matters ]>ertainiiig to vocational or technical 
eilucati^^^^^, Then Imik at p'^e 181 of the Muclalinr Commission Report 
m’her^l|AVtate<l thus: "Tn this i-onnection, we wish to point out that 
ilk abpir States the Boards which hav.* been recently constituted for the 
purpose are unwieldy in number and some of the interests represented on it 
are not likely to promote efficiency or harmony.” Referring to the nahira 
of the Poard we should hare in West Bengal, it says further *‘We conaider

if secondary education is to progress on right lines, the Board mast he 
i^^niljact one mainly composed of experts whose functions will be limited 

t the formulafion of broad policies. The Board is not expected to funflion 
an executive body which is the province of the Director of Education, 
e executive poweft needed to implement recommendation of the Secondary 
Rducatiou Board will be vested in the Chairman of the Board, the Directoi 
of Education. This Board shall ordinarily meet at least twice a year, lul 
may meet on other occasions.^’ 

Sir. look at page 204 of the Mudnliur Commission: “There should be o 
Boarvl of Secondary Edu(*ation consisting of not more than 25 luemlM^rs with 
the Dire« tor of Education as (,’hairman to deal with all mutters of Muondary 
odueaiioii at the secondary stage and to lay down general princijiles. “ 

Prof. BhattiU'haryya made a rather sarcaritic reference to the portions oi 
a speech delivered in a conference on educational prohleius oi the day by out 
Education Minisicr in lO'lo not as Eduiuition Minister, but ns u putdic man 
of grenf importance. The great professor was committing an error of 
judgment and ajipeaied to he a Hip Van Winkle of the ]iresent age. We 
nav-* aliiio>t < rossed 1057 and great changes have since taken place in the 
count i> — a slave nation has acijuired its hirth-right of fiecdom at a heavy 
cost. My learned professor perhaps lingers in psychological slavery even 
now,

Sir. 1 shall answer him in the words of the Mudaliar Commission. Please 
look uji at page 7 of the Mudaliar Commission Deport and you will find the 
following words “India is now free and in(le])endent. The edmational nccdti 
ol a free (‘ountrv aic’ different and ought to be difVerent fiom what they were 
under foreign domination.” If public opinion, therefore, proclaims clearly 
that a new educational jioli«y is needed, the report which we are jircscnting, 
if apjiroved, will he preliminary to action and not as repoits have loo often 
been in the pa«.t an alternative to action. We are not inclined to take a 
pessiniislK- view of the matter, and although we are uwive of tlie I'onditions 
under wliicli the States and tlie (Vntral Government will have to ( xamine 
the reports, we believe that the States and the Centre are most actively 
inteie>lcd in the problems of education, more particularly of secondary 
eilucaiton. 

Then at page 24 you will find again the following “as polilicu], social, 
and e<(U)omic conditions change and new problems a^i^t^ if liecomcs nece»- 
8ar> to le-cxamine carefully ami rc-statc clearly tlie objectives which edu- 
cation at each definite stage should keefi in view. Moreover, this statement 
must take into account not only tlie facts of the existing situation hut iilsO 
the direct ’on of its development and the nature and type <»f social order that 
we envisage for the future to which education has to he geared”, I think 
Profc^s<u• Bhattacharyya has been sufficiently rcjdicd to. 

Sir. a champion of the women’s cause Professor Bhattacharyya has tried 
to accuse the Education Minister for not making in the Bill special provi- 
sion for* women's education in the constitution and functions of the pro- 
posed Secondary Educnation Board. I will presently reproduce what the 
Mudaliar Commission says on this particular matter. Plca.se refer to page# 
57-5H ot the Report. ‘*Tbe Commission feels that at the present stage of our 
social evolution there ’s no .special justification to deal with women’s educa- 
tion sc^)arately. Every type of e<Iucation open to men should also be open 
to women. During the course of our visits to various institutions and 
Universities we have noted that women have found admission to practically 
all the faculties which a generation ago might have been ctmsider^ aa 
Uttfuitable for them or beyond their easy reach.

again, Sir, at p^e 67 it ig stated: ‘‘Our attention has been drawn 
iii the Constitution that while special* arrangements may 
li«\hi»de for women and children, there shall not be any discrimination

’ Prof. Bhattacharyya has further struck a note of regret regarding 
ahsence of any mention of physical education as such in the Pill. Here 
also our ^ Professor will feel reassured to hear what Mudaliar Commission 
noticed that we have not included physical education 
in trie i^ove list of subjects. This is not due to any lack of apjireciation 
■of its nlace and ini|K)rtance in the educational programme. We consider 
it much more than a subject in a currictulum. One of the main aims of 
^^fliication is to provide physical development of every pupil so essential for 
building up a healthy and balanced personality. As intellectual deve- 
lojjment comes through the study of various subjects, so physical develop- 
ment comes through various forms of activities. It is much wider thnu what 
IS usually denoted briefly by the term ‘P.T.’. So idiysical education as 
^ries of activities will forn) u part of the curriculum hut the a]>proaeh to 
it will he somewhat different from the approach to other subjefts.” 

At ]jage 1'17 tlie Mudaliar Commission refers to the same subject again 
in the following terms. **We shall now refer to some considerations that 
may he borne in mind in regard to health education. Every student iji the 
^hool requires to be trained in sound health habits both at scliord and at 
nome. The instructions should be practical, .so that he may not only 
ap])reciate the value of health education, hut also learn the ways in which 
he can ‘^ectively maintain and improve his health.

This IS essential not onlv for phys!cal reasons hut heiause sound mental 
health depends on good physical health. It should therefore he a responsi- 
bility of all scluxds to see that their chil<lren keep healthy so that they can 
ge.< the ninximuTU benefit pi.ssihle from their education”. Tlint i> what the 
Mudaliar C’omnrssion said regarding |diysical education in the 'Schools. 
On page ld9, there is a slight uiciitHui of it which will he profitable to note. 
The Coiinnissinu says : ‘‘In regard to the health of school cliildren. it is 
liei’cssnry to realise that it is the t.'acher who can dett‘ct at a very early 
stage any deviation from the normal, such as defective vision, jiostural 
defects, deficient hearing, etc., because be is in constant contact with the 
child, We have therefore emphasised in the chapter on teacher training 
that training in first aid un't fniidnmetitnl princiides of health as well as 
the (h tectioM of diwi'itions irom noimal standnnls slionld form a part of 
the instinct on prescribed for all teachers in Training (’olleges. If such 
trailing is g van in tlie first principles of health maintenance, teachers can 
plav a valuable part in bringing to the notice of the 'achoo! medical officer 
sir other authorities concernni any cases of deviation from the normal at 
a fairly earlv stage**. It is for the teachers to see that this august ho<j.v the 
ociitemplated Board should become effective in the phys Cal educ^ition to 
Iloyi and girls by discharging their duties in this connection.

Mr, ChiirinanS Mr. rhatterjee, (hese extensive (|uotntions are taking 
a lot ot the time of the Rouse and so please try to he brief. 

SJ. Krtshiii Kumar Chattarjaa: Sir, I will take only a few minutes 

more and finish my si>ee<‘h. 

Sit*, I bad the privilege to listen to the speeches <lelivered by honourable 
members on the other side and was in grief to find the almence of any 
constnictive approach from them to the questions before the House. It i» 
rather tragic that quite a few of them ore men belonging to the teaching 
profession and it apj)ears to me. Sir, that they were perhaps talking with 
their national and ])atriotie conscience relegated to the background just 
for some political advantage. Do they really believe that the recoininendn- 
ti(»i-s ni the Dey and the Mudaliar Commissions were not accepted by the 
(loTcrnmcnt of West Rengal? Sir, let them hear what the Dey (’ommissioii 
says alK.ut it. Please refer to page 2 of the relevant Report and you will 
.see— “The (lovernment of West Bengal having generally nceepted the niain 
principiei^ underlying the reeominendations of the Scrondnry Kdneation 
Commission presided over by Dr. A. Lakshmannswami Mudaliar, the 
(iovcniment desire that the West Bengal Commission do also recommend 
suitable steps for the impn)vement of the present administrative machinery 
in conformity with the recommendations of the Mudaliar Comiiiission. The 
recommendations of the Mudaliar Commission being generally ac(!eptable to 
the Government of West Bengal, the Government further desire that the 
Wes* Bengal Commission do also eonsider the extent to which the financial 
provisions could be given effect to within their resources. The Dey (Com- 
mission presented their report in January 1955 which has since Wen care- 
fully considered and decisions arrived at by the Government. The Govern- 
ment are in general agreement with the recommendations of the Commis- 
sion subject to certain modifications recorded below. Government agree with 
the recommendations of the Commission that a Board of Hecandary Kdiica- 
tioi should be set up with advisory funetions only to advise Government, 
in all matters relating to secondary education. It should be a compact body 
of experts to whom Government would look for competent advice from time 
tp time. The executive functions will be the responsibility of the Kduca- 
tion Directorate”. tSir, this is a clear answer to what the opposition 
says alumt the Dey and the Mudaliar Commissions’ reports not being 
ateeiR^ by the Government. 

Sir, !• will presently refer to some of the provisions in the Bill to show 
that basirally the recommendations of the Dey Commission and Mudaliar 
Commission have been adhered to by the Education Minister in the matter 
of the proposed formation of the Secondary Board and their functions. If 
we refer to clause *1(2) of the .Bill we fin^ that the State Government has 
vested in the Board the power to acquire and hold movable and immovable 
property, to transfer such property when held by it, and to do all other 
things necessary for the purposes of this Act, and shall sue and be sued by 
the said name; and clause 4 deals with the constitution of the Board. Sir, 
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mfit » memomidpro just d]«tdb%ied here by ibe 
Assocmtioii. In tbe comfjoftiiibti of ib^ Bo&i^ recofimiiettdf^ bjf 
CommiBsioii repreBeBtation Hqb to be on the following basis 

%x*offieio members — 6; 

Experts nominated by GoTemment— 7IO ; 

Eepresentatives of the University — 5; 

Elected members — 2; 

Co-opted members — 2; 

80 , official and nominated members are 18 out of 2 o. 

Then again, ^’ir, we find in the Dey Commission Report that there are 
26 members — e*x-offieio members 6 ; expert nominated by Government includ- 
ing Chairman 6 ; representatives of the University 3; elected 7; out of a 
total of 25 members, 6 members are official and nominated 6 . In the pro- 
posed Bill out of 27 members ex-officio 7 ; expert nominated 5 ; representatives 
of the University 3; elected 6 . Therefore, out of a total of 27 members 
we have got official and nominated members 16, which compare favourably 
with the Dey Commission and the Mudaliar Commission. 

Incidentally 1 may just mention the constitution and functioning of 
the Board in the Kerala Bill, which was introduced by the only Communist 
State in India. We have got the re|)ort of the Select t’ommittee befive us. 
I want to mention this as some of the members here have been advising the 
Oovernment to refer it to a iSele<*t Committee. If we look at page 7 of this 
report we find the dissenting note of some of the members saying “We do 
not consider that reasonable opportunities were given to those who wer^ 
interested in nlmation and w^anted to present their views before the Sele<’t 

Committee. The Select Committee met only a few Imm among the many 

prominent educationists who wante<i to give evidence before it.” 

So, the fate of a Select Committee functioning in a Communist State 
is also before w. Even with a Select Committee functioning in a Communist 
State what do we see in the dissentient note?' The Select Committee was 
more or less a farce not achieving anything of real value. 

I would just mention one other thing w'hich will he of some importance 

to this Bill. Sir, it is not true that the Bill has been brought before thi.< 
Rouse in a haphazard manner. In considering the present Bill we ought 
to know the hackground of the present system of secondary education for 
our clear understanding of its various characteristic features in the process 
of its steady growth and development. We have to understand also on what 
lines the problem of the reorganisation of the secondary education has been 
envisaged by the educationists during the last fifty years or .so. 

In 1835 we had liord Macaulay’s minute regarding the educational policy 
of the future; we hod Wood’s desjiatch in 1854 reviewing the develQ]iment 
of education to date and proposing some new schemes for adoption^ in 1857 
^ the establishment of Universities had far-reaching consequences espe<;ially 
on tl c range and scope of secondary education; in 1882 Hunter Commission 
reported on whole question of education in the country ; during the period 
l88v*ltt05J considerable expansion in the field of «e<^ondary educa- 

tli%. report of the University CominisBion of 
1902. fw Universities Act of 1904 brought secondarv education mtm* and 
tftore under the domination of the Universities; and then the Calcutta Uni- 
V^raity Commission of 191T, popularly known as Sadler Commission, went 
the queetion of secondary education and its all round improvement. 





In bad tbe liartog Couimitti^ and in 19d4 we bad tbe 5apm 

Oomn^W apjiointad by tbe United Provincea Government and then tbew 
was tie Abbot-Wood Keport all on the progress of secondary education it 
Ibe country. Another significant step taken on tbe part of the Commission^ 
investigation into the system of secondary education in tbe country was that 
a very large number of Hlucational experts were examined and if you will 
kindly cast a cursory glance at the list of such persous \uu will see how many 
thousands of people were interviewed and bow many great eihicatiouists and 
eminent experts were consulted by the Miidaliar Commission inviting their 
valued judgment. Many prominent persons m the educational field were 
also interviewed by the Uey Commission to bring out the effective process 
of reorganizing and reorienting the secondary education in the country. 

•Sir, 1 will finish presently. In the last phase I Imve to mention to you 
that after all we are not afraid of any criticism. We can face criticism 
because we are inspired by tlie noble words of that great Indian, Habindra 
Nath Tagore: “The essem'e of a democratic so< iety is not only the tolerat- 
ing but tbe welcoming of differences which make for the enrichment of 
life. Dragooning difterent beliefs, ideas, opinions, tastes and interests into 
uniformity may jmssiblv make efficiency in a narrow and inferior sense, but 
it inevitably imtmverisnes life and euros the free expression of the human 
spirit. It a democracy like ours is to survive, we have to st*ek uniformity 
«in diver^ty, concord admidst clashes, peace in the midst of strifes’ . 
Inspired by these noble words we are not afraid of any criticism, if it (*011108 
in a bona ftde, constructive manner. 

Sir. I will just uieutiou to you that the All Bengal Teachers’ Association 
did not take part to help investigations carried on by tlie Muduliur and the 
Dcy f'oinmi.>^ions and refused to give any co-operation to the said t’ommis- 
sions. The Dey Commission reports thus: — “Except for t]je All .Bengal 
Teachers’ Association which could not be persuaded to co-operate with the 
Commission, most of the others responded to our invitation”. I shall now 
finish my speech expecting that good sense will prevail with the Op^msition 
on a question which is of vital importance to the State of West Bengal. 

Then, Sir, look at page 22‘2 of the Mudaliar (JommissioD Report which 
postulates, “Teachers must develop a new orientation towards their work. 
They will not look upon their work as an unpalatable means of earning a 
scanty living but as an avenue through which they are rendering significant 
social service as well as finding some measure of self-fulfilment and self- 
expression.” No scheme of e<lucationai reconstruction can be implemented 
with success without the active co-operation of teaching profession and the 
sustained interest the tencher> may take in such a task. We therefore 
appeal to them from this .side of tlie llonse to give their unstinted co- 
operation and supjwnt to the si heme of educational rei'onstniction that may 
hi finally made by the State concerned taking due note of the recommenda- 
tions that we have made during the present dedmte. We have not taken 
recourse Jo the sweeping mea.sures that the Kerala Government took in 
framing Education Bill there. If you look into the Constitution of the 
Board proposed in tlie Kerala Bill, yon will find that 15 members are to be 
Bp^inted by the Government and their functions have been defined as part 
and parcel of the Governmental routine duties of the Education Ikqiartraent 
attached to the Government. 

Sir, inr clause d5 of that said Bill special powers of a totalitarian nature 
have been reserved in the hands of the Kerala Government hut our Bill does 
not contemplate any such reservation. If aiw difficulty arose in giving effect 
to the provisions of the Kerala Bill, the Government may, in accordance 



, ptcmtiim tak« laxf^e powers if it thinks to be necessary or expecUiat 

:Mmt removing the diMcalty. If the Govemment feels that there is some 
^yjSfficuIty to impl^ent the provisions in the Bill, Ihey can enforce the 
implementation without any hindrance. Sir, with a personal note I will 
end my speech. I am one of those who can claim, that blood of a teacher 
runs in tlieir veins. My father who had been a Professor in a Calcutta 
Collei^e for 14 years served as Foui^er-Headmaster of a high school at 
Howrah for huff a century^ Naturally, therefore, as a teacher’s son and 
Os a bom teacher myself I claim that the Education Bill, as has been pro- 
pounded by our Education Minister is a move in the rijfht direction, and 
1 would inform my friends in the Opposition to come and lend their helping 
hands to bring forth a new and health ly educational system in the country. 
Sir, we should remember that we have got a sacred duty to i)erfonn. Let 
the Opposition play a constructive role taking in view the educational needs 
of the country nnn it would be a good an^r>' for this unfortunate State 'of 
West .Bengal, if we all work for the educational uplift of our sons and 
daughters. 

With these words, Sir, I resume my seat.

7’herefore we want some i larification from the Finance Minister as to the 
work of tlie Department. It appears that there was a delay in the compila- 
tion of the departmental accounts and the excess is really due to llie failure 
on the part of the dejuirtmeut to comjdeie the accounts in jiroper time. 

Secondly. Sir. it appears that out of the total money demanded, namely, 
Its. ‘J,20.0d.t>90. Its. d,io,00,0(K) is covered by public debt. In the explana- 
tory memorandum to Drant No. 42. namely, Public Debt, be says, “tlnH 
represents the amount require<l to enable repayment fif advances taken from 
time to iime from the Imperial Bank of India for financing procurement 
operations fj this Government.

tie" Comptroller and Anditor-Oeneral commented that there wa» marked 
improrement in the year under review in the voted as well as in the charged 
section, that is to say, compared with the previous year. The budgeting 
in their opinion appeared to be accurate In 1952. with regard to the appro- 
priation and expenditure of J95U-51 the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
was pleased to remark that the votwl as well as the charged sections in the 
, pretteding year were not maintained in the year under review. But in the last 
Beport^at we have received from the Comptroller and Auditor-General, the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General says that the almre table shows on page 7, 
paragraph 10, marked improvement in the voted section. That is to say, 
so far as voted section is concerned, there is not much of a discrepancy 
between the amount voted and the amount needed for expenditure. But 
with regard to the charged section, his views are not very favourable to the* 
Government. The (\»mptroller and Auditor-General says that the excess in 
the charged section is still too high. So I would request the Finance 
Minister to draw the attention of his department to the remarks of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, with regard to the excess over voted grants 
and charged appropriation as compared with previous years. We hope, Sir, 
in future the Comptroller and Auditor-General will not have to enter in his 
lte))ort a remark of this nature. 


8Jt Nigandra Kumar Bhattacharyyi: Mr. Chairninn, Sir, items of 
expenditure for which the Bill has been introduced were incurred long ago, 
that is. within the year 1051-52 and it is only necessary to regularise this 
expenditure, for the expenses have already been incurred. But the ])rin- 
cipal part of the whole thing is that these items were spent duriuj^ tlie year 
1961-52 and that there was so much delay in placing it before the [Touse. 
Now, Sir, tliese items of e.xpenditure are not small items so as to escape 
the attention of the Finance Department and the explanation which has 
been offered by tlie Hon’ble Minister is not, in my humble submission, 
quite sufficient. Let us come to certain items. S'o far as grant No. 42 is 
concerned, the huge sura, viz,, 3 crores and 10 lakhs of rupees is involved 
therein. This is a very huge amount, it could not have escaped the atten- 
tion of the Finance Department. Therefore there is no reason to suppose 
that they should sleep over the matter for such a length of time. So I am 
saying that the introduction of a Bill like this in 1957 is not proper and 
therefore I submit that such a delay should not in future be made and that 
the Bill should be placed before tlie House within a year or two. With 
reference to other items of expenditure the same remarks can be made. 
1 would submit that such delav should not in future be made and the Bill 
should be placed before the Ttonse within a year or two, otherwise there 
will be no meaning in placing the Bill before the House so long after the 
actual expenses were incurred.

Th« Hon’Mt Or. Bitfhan Chandra Roy: I have said that it is no question 
■of five years. We have got the Accountant-General’s lte])ort tor 1954 and u 
was incorporated in the Kill in 1950 and to-<lay it is being discussed. Of 
<?ourse, this delay of two or three years might be (juickened. As you are 
aware, there is one system which has been introduced by tlu* Amlitor-Generul 
last year and unfortunately be liad to withdraw it in order to avoid this 
period of delay. He suggested that certain nayments may be made te the 
districts only after the hills are received, tnat is to sa\ , the accounting 
would he done ])reviouH to payment. After one year’s exjierieiice the 
Amlitor-Generul has informed to say that it is not satisfactory, it could 
“Ool be done. He himself said that it was not possible at the present moment 
io a-ive effect to it. Kut so long as the present system of accounting 
expenditure goes, it is impossible for either accounts to be adjusted in the 
course of the year or very near the year or for tbe Accountant-General to 
give his opinion witliin two or three years after the year is over. I have 
told you just now that I have got here the debits which we received and 
the Accouutanf-Generurs Re{K)rt from year to year and you will find that 
the Accountant -(General’s Report i.s two or three years delayed before it 
reaidies the Government. Then the Government has got to look into it. 
Then the Public Accounts Committee has got to submit its report, and that 
report baa got to be placed l>efore the House. Then the discussion takes 
place. We are trying our best to see that things mav be quickened. I must 
■•ay that there was some delay but that was unavoidable.

Nlraotl Otion*a Bliattaoliaryiro: Sir. before we pass on to the next 
Itm on the agenda may we Truest, through you, the Finance Minister, 
about an important matter. The finance Minister told us aometime ago 
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tiiat ila would eoasulrr the desirability of givihg represeatation to thw 
xnemb^fs of the Couuc^l on the Public Account Committee. The matter Is 
before iw for thfe last three years. I raised this point three years ago^

Dr. Moaindra Mohan Ctiakrabarty: And be gave an assuram^ to this 
offect that he would consider the question.

There is no new formation of the Accounts 
Committee yet. When this question will come up, we will consider the 
matter.

The West Bengal Board of Sooondary Education Bill, 1957 

Dr.*8ambhu Nath Banerjee: Mr. Chairman, Sir, when I was thinking 
over this very important matter, viz., as to whether the Secondary Ednca- 
tiou Bill should he circulated or not for eliciting public opinion, I kept in 
view the main features of the Bill. They have ftptly h^en called the 
essential features by my friend. Syed Xausher Ali. They are, according to 
him, (1) composition and (‘..N function. But 1 would put tliem in this 
order: (1) function and (‘i) comjmsitiou. Because it is function that 
mainly matters. Kven a wrongly composed Board may function well, and 
it does not matter whnt the compo.sitiou is; on the other hand a very well 
composed Board may function badly; and surely that does matter. Does it 
notP 1 have not overlooked the fact tliat a Board not properly constituted 
is not likely to do it.s duties properly. 

Therefore, it i.s with “function” that 1 shall deal first. AVhat are to be 
the functions of this Board, Sir? The functions are to he advisory; the 
Boa id ^^ould liavc no executive power; it is not to he autonomous. 
<Sj. Niumal (hiANoii.v Bhvit.\(’Ii\hyva : No.) 8j. Xirmal Chandra 
Bhattucharyya .sa\» “No. '. But I have read with care the speeches made 
by Shri Satya Priya Boy and Shri Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya. They 
have discussed the clauses to make good their point that the functione of 
the Board are to l>e siicli that the Board would not be autonomous and would 
have no executive function. This is my understanding of what they have 
said. 

Sir, the question i.s not whetlier the Board would he autonomouH or would 
have executive powers. The question in my view, is whether the Bill has 
follow^ tl)i^ recommendations of the Mudallar Commission and of the Dey 
Commission. Sir, T have taken note of your remark that the Commissions’ 
Beports should not he exten.Hively read. So. I shall briefly refer to them^ 
My approach is slightly different fnim that of the i>revious speakers. I may 
say here that the Dey Commission has accepted the basic principles under* 
Iving the Mudaliar Commission.

^ To illustrate my point I begin with the histoiw of the matter from 1902, 
in order to find out what recommendations the Mudaliar Commiiiion has 
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SJir, I wa« wondering a# to why on the same ohj^enrations of iW 
nmimion there hag been divergence of opinion in this Honee, via., as tb* 
jrhetber the Board has l>een recommended to he merely " adviaory or not. 
ome mem hers have quoted certain remarks of the Commission to show that 
the Board is wot to he merely an Advisory Board, Vhile others relying oa 
the same remarks, say that the Board is to he purelv advisory. Sir, there 
should not be this divergence; therefore, it seems there is some ambiguity 
somewhere. In order to remove the ambiguity I shall go into the history 
of the matter and I begin with the year 1902. 


Dtiring tlie period 1882 to 1902 there was a eonsidera)>le expansion in the 
field of secondary education. It was due partly to the entliusiasm of private 
enterprise and partly to the system of grants-in-aid. This unwieldy 
expansion without proper consolidation led to certain obvious defects. In 
1902 a (’ommission was appointed (Sir (turudas Hanerjee was one of the 
members), and on its recommendations the T'niversity Act of 1904 wan- 
enacted. Ciider that Act schools had to he recognised by the Universities^ 
and rules and regulations were to be framed for this purpose. Secondary 
education came completely under the control of the T^niversities. Later the 
feeling grew that the T niversiiies weie dominating Secondary education and 
that an attempt should he ma<le to see tliut S<M(indaiv ethic. »tion was con- 
ducted imlependeiit ly of tlie T^niver^^ities and it lc<l to the cieition in ceiiain 
States of Boards of Secondary Education, which were responsihie for laying 
down syllabuses and for conducting examinations at the school final .stage. 
Some of tliese Boards were only advisoiN. while others h;td executive^ 
funciions allotted to them, as has lieen said in the I)ey Commission report. 

The next imi»ortaiit stage in the liistory w the appointment of the 
Calcutta University Commission in 1917. It was presided over by 
Sir Michael Sadler an eminent educationist. That Ltunmission nunle 
.several reconnnendations. One (»f them was that “A Board of Secondary 
and Inttu’inediate Education, consisting of the rcpie^entatives of Govern- 
ment,^ fhiiversily, High Schools and Intermediate Colleges, should he 
established and entrusted with the admini.stration and control of Secondary 
Education.^’ The words “administration and contror’ aie imiiortant. The 
words suggest “executive functions” and probably also “autonomy**. I 
say, “probably” because I do not find nnyw’here in the Sadler Commission 
RejKirt the wau-d “autonomy” or ‘‘autonomous”. It did not say anywhere 
that the Boaids w^ere to be autonomous bodies. 


Then came <he Hartog Committee Report, the Sapru Committee Report, 
the Ahhot-Wood Rejiurt and the Sargent Report. None of these leport^ 
appears to ha\e taheu difterent view as to the functions ot a Board. 


The Central Atlvisory Board of Education, at their 14th meeting held in 
January 1948, considered the. question of Seeondarv Education in this 
country, and in view of its importance resolved that a Commission be 
appointed by the Government of India to (1) review the present position of 
Saoondtry education in India, and (2) make recommen<]ations in regard to 
the various problems related thereto. The Union (rovernment, accordingly, 
appointed a Committee known as Tar.irhand Committee. This' Committee 
made some important recommendations on different asjiects of Secondary 
education. The report of this Committee wa.s further considered by the 
Central Advisory Board of Education at its 15th meeting held at Allahabad 
in 1949, and it was resolved that “the Government of India be requested to 
apjmint a^.^mmission for Secondary education to which the questions raised 
bv som#^ the conclusions drawn in the report be referretl. and that it 
should aW go into the wider question of the aim, objective and nurpose of 
BtMMdary education and its relation to ba.sic and University enucation**. 
In 4lm meantime, the University Education Commission, which was presided 



^•r IMDt. S. BadliakriflhBaa, was appointed, known as the Badhwiduuta 
0oin2^iion. Although it had to deal with the UiuTersity edncaUon it had 
aeoeewily to review the position of Secondar}* education as well and it made 
some notable sug’jrtvstiou^ ou this branch of edueattou. •

Though several ( oiiunissiuas dealt with the question of Secondary 
education, there was none which dealt with that branch of education 
oomprehensively. Therefore, the Mudaliar Comiuission was appointed in 
1952. Its terms of reference were very wide. The Commission was ask^ 
to enquire into and rej)()rt on the juesent position of Secondary education in 
India in all its a'^pects and suggest measures for its reorganisation and 
improvement, with particular reference to the aims, organisation and 
< 3 ontent, so that a sound and reasonabix uniform system of secondary 
education Miited to the needn (»i independeut India ami resources may be 
provided foi the whole tounirv. Tins Cominission was inaugurated on Gth 
October 19-V2 and it imme<lialely proceeded to consider its programme of 
work. Its Chairman and the member Secretarv, with the assistance of some 
experienced Headma^ieTs ami others insterested in eilncation. fraJiied a set of 
suitable questionnaire, keeping in view the main functions which the 
Commission had to disi h.irge under its terms of reference. The questionnaire 
aiT set ftut in an .Xppendix to the reiwut of the Mudaliar Commission. Sir, 
its Chairman. Dr. Mudalt.tr, is a ver\ eminent educationist. He was for 
aeveral ^vears Vice-Cdiancelloi of the Madnis rniver.sity. There were other 
eminent etlm’ati(ini'*>ts as well, including tlie \ i<'e-( hancellor, llaroda 
University, the IVincipal. -lesuH Ctdlege, Oxford, the Associate Director, 
Southern Regional Kdmatit'U Hoard ami Principal A. N. Basu. Principal 
]l,i?ju was the Secrelaiy ot liie Ctmimi'sion. 

The (juestionmiire were groujied, inter alia, under the following heads; 
Aims. Olijet fives, Ailmini'-tiat on am! Supervisiim, Organisation. (5irri- 
enlum, Fiuanee. Cmler the head ‘’Administration and Supervision” mies- 
lions asked were: Should Sectmdary Kducation be tbe responsibility of the 
State (ioveinment- ami or local lK^<lie^ and/or private bodies ^ (piestions 
were nKo asked rehtting to the responsibility of detenninntion oi standard*^ 
et\ 

This Commission touretl practically all over India. It visited Calcutta, 
Bombay, Allahabad, etc. In tbe report it is said that wherever the Commia- 
sion went, people evincetl great intere.st, came before the Commission and 
expressed their views on Secondary education. In most of the States which 
the Commission visited other educationists were co-opted. 

The names of per.sons who were examined or who.se evidence was taken 
cover nearly thirty ]»age^ of the report (250-28d). In the State of West 
Bengal views of tin* representatives of All-Bengal Teachers’ Association, 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce, Bengal National fTamber of Commerce, 
Board of Secondary Education, Calcutta Univeisity, Headmasters’ Associa- 
tion, National Council of Education, Viswa Bliarati and Womens’ Organisa- 
tion were collected. I, as tbe then Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta 
University, gave evidence In^fore this Commih.Hion along with at letist twelve 
eminent educationists of this State. We gave evidence, 1 believe, for six 
or seven hours on different aspectn of Secondary education. The same 
procedure, I think, was adopted in other States. After collection of this 
great mass of evidence and perui»l of the entire history of Secondary 
educatioxi> the Mudaliar Commission made its report. Sir, it is not for me 
to aty whether the n^commendutions made by the Mudaliar Commission are 
right OI wrong. It was a very important Commission which stood on the 
same footing as a Royal Commission appointed in England. Therefore, 1 


itty remrlu an ibe basig that the report ia correct. This report 
accepted hy the Central GoTemment and the $tate of West Bengali 
Whether the Government of any of the States is bound to accept the report 
Is a different matter. But surely the report is entitled to great respect. 

Sir, there is an observation in this report wMch is as follows: *‘We 
consider that, if Secondary education is to progress on right lines, the Board 
must be a compact body mainly composed of experts, whose functions will 
be limited to the formulation of broad ])olicies. The Board is not expected 
to function as an executive body which is the province of the Director of 
^ucation.’*. Sir, the Mudaliar Commission was not likely to differ from 
the earlier rejjorts, particularly the report of the Sadler Commission as to- 
the nature and function of a Board, unless Mudaliar Commission had good 
reasons for doing so. The Commission must have noted the words “adminis- 
tration and control’^ in the Sadler Commission Report, yet Mudaliar Com- 
mission made the recommendation which I have just quoted. 

It is quite clear, therefore, that for some very good reason the Mudaliar 
Commission thought that it w'ould be in the best interest of Secondary 
Education that a Board should not have any executive function. If the Bill 
l)efore us has been framed on the basis of this recommendation, I may say, 
Sir, the right thing has been done. Why should the Bill be once more 
oiroulated for public opinion ? The opinion of the public is already there — 
opinion of those who can say with confidence and authority. Do you want 
the oplinou of all the people in Bengal, e.g., of carpenters, of 
agriculturists ?

9J« Satyt PriVi Roy? What about policy making ^ Who will do it — 
Government or the Board? We do not want executive power, but the 
policy making power has been taken away. 

Oft SambhUlllth Banff|Oi? The policy making power has not altogether 
been taken away. See clause 27(1). The powers and functions of the 
Board are in clause 27. It runs thus: “Subject to the provisions of thia 
Act and any rules made thereunder, the Board shall have power in accord- 
ance with such regulations as may be made in this behalf and subject to tbe 
provisioim of sub-section (4) of section 19, to grant or refuse recognition to 
institutions for such purposes as may " 

Dr. Monindra Mohan Ohakrabarty: Kindly read clause 27(1). 

Dr. Eambhunath Banarjaa? Tes. It says “It shall be the duty of the 
Board lo advise the State Government on all matters relating to Secondary 
Education referred to by the State Government. “ 

Dr. Monindra Mohan Ohakrabarty: When the matter is referred to it 
by the State Government? 

Dr. Sambhunath Banarjaa* That must be so, as the responfubility bag 
been placed on the Government. The Dey Commission says:^ ‘^Secondary 
education cannot be left to the public as in the past, for then its ^wtn 
would he hampered and its quality Womes jMwr. F.ducation cannot r>e left 
to the chance decisions of a majority, because quality matters here more 
than anything else.’^ If the report is acceptect, as it has been and must be 
accept e^^^^e Board cannot haw independent policy-making power.

IJ. Nirmal CImiidri BhitUehtryya: Sir^ Dr. Bunerjee is one of'ihe- 
foremost edueationisfs of India and we would like to hear jbiim. 


Mr. Chiimiaii: All right, Dr. Banerjee, take your time and go on. 

Dr. Bambhu Nath Banarjoo: The whole history of Secondary Education- 
was before the Mudaliar Commission : the evidence of educationists was there. 
On these mate^ial^ the Commi.ssion made its rejiort. It was completed by 
the end of 195d. Has there been any change in public opinion since then r 
What is the necessity of again obtaining public opinion? The reports were 
published about two or three years ago. No exception has been taken to 
any portion of them. Therefore they should be deemed to have been- 
a('ce])l cd 1>\ tlie public. If the public had not accepted them, they would 
have protested against them just as they have protested against the 
^janguage (Joinmissiou Report. 

There is another point of view. Suppose you circulate the Bill for 
public opinion — how will you obtain it ? You will have to frame question- 
naire, take evidence and the evidence has to be placed before the House. 

8|. Satya Priya Roy: Whatever that may he. should not the opinion of 
the University, Board of Secondary Education, Jadavpur University and 
otheT academic bodies like tliese he taken? 


Dr. Sambhu Nath Banarjaa: The opinion of the Calcutta University is 
very valuable; nobody denies that. But the University has expressed ita 
opinion already. 

ij. Satya Priya Roy: But it is not 

Mr. Chairman: Mr. Roy, there should be no interruption. 

Dr. Sambhu Nath Bantrioa: What 1 do say. Sir, is that the Calcutta 
University has already expressed its views when it gave evidence before the 
Mudaliar Commission. The Commission must be presumed to have taken 
the opinion of the Calcutta University into consideration. 

We- 
do not know wliether that was the basis of the Commission’s report. 

Dr. Sambhu Nath Banorioa: There is no force in this contention of 
Sj. Satya Priya Roy. Evidence was given before the C/Om mission. 
Assume tliat the rei>ort is not in accordance with this evidence. Could it be 
said that the evidence has not been taken into consideration? Take this 
Bhiatration: Evidence is given before a Judge. The Judge decides 
contrary to the evidence. Can it be said that the Judge has not taken the 
evidence into consideration? All that I say is that the Calcutta University 
expressed its views before the Mudaliar Commission. Why should one 
think that it was not taken into consideration? It is not necessary to take 
the opinion of the Calcutta University over again. The opinion was taken 
only the bther day. I have no doubt that when the Bill is considered clause 
by clause whatever suggestions the University may further make will be 
considered,

1 fnake a difference between the two sets of amendments; (1) amend- 
ment for cinmlation of the Bill or sending it to the Select Committee, anif 
(2) other amendments which have been tabled and which relate to parti- 
cular clauses. If the amendments for circulation or sending the Bill to » 



Tejacted hy the Houee, then the clauses will be 
teSlIired one by one and at that time the Honae wiU undoubtedly take 
into ooaeideration whatever views the Calcutta University or other academic 
bodies may expreaa on the matter. But as 1 take the view that the Bill 
baa been framed on the recommendations of the Miulalipr (V»riiinis8ion, there 
is no case for circulating it for obtaining public opinion again. If, how- 
ever, there i» difference between the Bill and the Miulalinr Commission 
recommendations on basic principles that Womes a relevant consideration 
in the matter of these ainendmeuts. The ditferenre l>etwet*n the two sets of 
wmendmentft should be kept in view' to avoid contuH.on. 

Take clause 4. It relates to the composition of tlie Bf>:ird, I say, Sir, 
the fundamental principle underlying the clause is practically the same as 
has been recommended by the two Commissions I should liave l»een happy, 
Sir, if the number had been twentv-five. But whether the number should 
be 25 or 27 is a matter which relates to amendments to clause 4 and may be 
discussed when that clause is considered. The only amendment we are now 
considering is w'hether the Bill should he circulated for eliciting public 
opinion. The mover of the amendment naturally very pertinently took oniv 
tnree clauses of the Bill pointing out tin* defects in them to support his 
motion. So did Profess(>r Bhattachary va. Shri Nagendra Nath Bhatta- 
charyya has, how’ever, rather exhaust i\el\ dealt with the clauses. T believe 
he dm it with a view to support his conienlion that tlie Bill should he 
circulated for piildii- opinion. 1 d(' not think at thi^j >tage any of these 
gentlemen wanted to discuss the paiticiilar clauses. 

Now, w’hat are the basic principles which underlie clause 4P What are 
the recommendations of the tw<) ('ommissions on wliirh that clause is based? 
The basic principle is thin: There should he a luajorit.N of non-officiul 
members on the Board. Clause 4 ))rovides f<»r that. Hut one of my friends 
said “Don't yoti know tliat ot (he non-ofltcial meinlw'rs many of them are 
to be nominated’'. U it suggested. Sir. that all nominated members wottld 
he subservient to the w islies of the (b)vernmenl? If that is so, 1 would he 
sorry for the State. The ordinary meaning of “nomination” is “appoint- 
ment”. The Stiprenie Court ludges are appointed, the High Court Judges 
are appointed. Are the\ subservient to the wishes of the Government? 
Take again the case of the Calcutta Cniversity itself. Cnder the Incorpora- 
tion Act of 18'>T members of the Senate were nominated. There W’ere no 
elected members. In IfltU the ]>rinciple of election was first introduced. 
Out of the hundred niemhers twenty were to he elected; the rest to he 
nominated. Was the Senate as then constituted worse than the present 
Senate? From 1857 up till 051. tlie University functioned with a Senate 
constituted ns nhore. I do not say or suggest anything against the present 
Beuate. But was the old Senate W’orse than the pre.^cTit S4'nate — 1 ask 
with all humility? If not, wh> this apprehension about nominated 
members? University fum tione<l ijuite well up to 1951. Sir, I had not the 
honour of presiding over tiie new' Senate — the elected Senate. Professor 
Bhuttmduiryyn is a meiiilier of tlie new Senate. He will lie able to speak 
with greater authority than myself as to how the present Senate functions. 
I do not vsay anything against anvhcMly. 1 am only putting this question 

you ; “Was the ‘nominated Senate’, if 1 may use that expression, worse 
than the ‘elected Senate* **P

it suggested that if all tht^nenihers are elected it will be a very good 
Boartl? But if the meml>ers are nominaterl, it will not be a reliable Board. 
1 can mention names of many nominaterl iiiemWrs whose integrity is well 
known. Sir, I am told that it is not a rnstom to mention names on the 
floor of the House, So I do not mention names. Neither do I say or 


kt that jlaotton should not take place. I! all the members are dected^ 
voipd it be a better Board? Has election no vice at all? 1 ahall r^td a 
paajllr® from Dey Cdmmission report (page 44. parajfraph 2) ; “Every 
rec^gtiised High School in West Bengal has a Managing Committee^ the 
coiOTtution of which is laid down by the authority granting recognition. 
This authority was foftnerly the University of Calcutta, but later on it 
devolved on the Board of Secondary Education. DetaOed rules were laid 
down for the constitudou of the Managing Committee. Except for a 
member to be nominated by the Department of Public Instruction, and that 
too only in the case of aided schools, all other members were to oe elected 
from various constituencies defined under the rules. The rules were quite 
elaborate, and as a result the election of the Managing Committee of the 
local school had become quite a big affair, almost lixe a municipal election 
with a number of parties contesting one another and carrying on all kinds 
cf propaganda for obtaining votes. These elections thus became veritable 
battle grounds for local party polilics. The teachers and sometimes even 

the pupils were drawn into this vortex. It may also be noted that as a 

result of this system, the recognising authority was faced with election 
disputes which were quite frequent and over which it had to sit in judgment. 
Sometimes these disputes were even dragged into law courts. AU this 
could not but have a deleterious effect on the school. Everyone with whom 
we discussed this point asserted that it had indeed been so.” This is an 
observation made by veteran educationist. Sir, my view is that you do not 
get always the best men by election, nor should it he apprehended that if 
members are nominated they would not be independent persons. One of 
the previous .speakers referred to the Kerala Education Bill. Professor 

Bhattachar\ \ a said “Kerala is Kerala. West Bengal in West Bengal”. 

That ma> he true in the modes of living, but emotions and passions of 
Kerala ])eope are, 1 think, fundamentally the same as of the people of West 
Bengal. Are they not? Is their love for education less than our love for 
education ? 

Or. Monindra Mohan Chakrabarty: AVhut about tlie iii.story and 

traditions of these two States? 

Dr. Sambhu Nath Banarjea: The history and traditions may be 
different. But I do maintain they love education to the same extent aa we 
do. They are very progressive i>eople. yet in Kerala Education Bill all 
members of the Board are to be nominated. There is no provision for 
election at all. This is the point, I believe, the previous speaker sought 
to emphasize. 1 do say, Sir, that the Board will not be a bad Board 
because some of the members would be nominated. 'As to the number of 
members on the Board, I think it has been increased with a view to taking 
one representative from the Jadavpur University and another from Viswa 
Bharuti. Be that as it may, Sir, this matter may be discussed when clause 4 
is considered. Suitable amendments may be suggested then. Any 
member may move that the number should not be 27 but 25 or the 
representation of the Calcutta University should be larger or the represen- 
tatives of the teachers’ association should be larger than what has been 
provided Aor or that somebody who has been included should be removed. I 
do submit fbese do not come within the purview of discussion on this 
motion which deals with principles only. 

So also with other clauses. One of the speakers said that a dispute 
between a teacher and a Managing Committee should he decided by a 
tribunal composed of three judges and not by a Committee as suggested in 
the Bill. This again relates to amendment to a clause. The ondy amend- 
»||eQt we are now considering is whether the Bill should be circulate*! f«ir 
*iblic opinion. 
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5?^.^0theT pointg mentioned in the speeches of rariotis speakers are: (1) 
snptfTsesiiion of the previous Board, (2) Education Minister’s statemenii 
made in 1935 and in 1940 being contrary to what he is saying now, and (3) 
^ammatical mistakes and ambiguities in the clauses of the Bill, etc., etc. 
Iliese points are not in my view relevant at this stage. 

Another point has been made against the Bill. I better deal with it. 
It is said that no step should be taken before the organisation has been set 
nj;) in terms of the recommendation of the Dey Commission. If this sugges- 
tion is accetped by the House, it would take a long time before anyming 
could be done in the matter of Secondary Education. The Mudaliar Com- 
mission says at page 8 of its report: “We are anxious to see that our 
recommendations are of such a nature that they can be implemented. For 
this reason, we have divided them into short-term and long-term recom 
mendations. It is, however, essential that the general orientation of policy 
should be clear from the outset so that the refashioning of the educational 
pattern may proceed on right lines and, even where we are not able to put 
certain suggestions and recommendations into practice immediately, we 
should know in what direction we are moving.” Sir, this is a very 
important statement. The Commission made this statement, keeping in 
view the existing defects of the present system, educational needs of a 
democratic India and poverty of the people. Takiiig al] these things into 
consideration, the Commission divined its recc.mmendations into short- 
term and long-term recommendations. The rejiiMt says on page* 23: 
“The most outstanding and educationally relevant facts that haw to he 
taken into account may be briefly summed up as follows: India has 
recently achieved its political freedom and has, after (areful consideration, 
decided to transform itself into a secular democratic repuhlic. This means 
that the educational system must make its contribution to the development 
of habits, attitudes and qualities of character, which will enable its citizens 
to bear worthily the responsibilities of democratic citizenship and to 
counteract all those fissiparous tendencies which hinder the emergence of a 
broad, national and .secular outlook. Secondly, though rich in i»otcntial 
resources, India is actually a poor country at present; a large majority of 
its people have to live at an economicallv sub-human level. As a result of 
this oppressive and widespread poverty, there is a serious lack of educational 
facilities and the bulk of the people are so obsessed with the problem of 
making some sort of living that they have not been able to give sufficient 
attention to cultural pursuits and activities. Hence there is need for 
reorienting the educational system in such a way that it will stimulate a 
cultural renaissance.” 

Sir, when it made short-term recommendations, it had the poverty of the 
country in view. Poverty hampers progress. Sir, it was during my Vice- 
rhancellorship of the University that teachers’ salaries were increased. 
The Syndicate had a mind to give further increments but nothing could be 
done as funds did not permit it. Again it was in my time that the service 
of part-time teachers was placed on a sound footing. But nothing further 
could be done for want of funds. ^ 

Sir. during iny term of office, I tried to remove the University away 
from the din and bustle of the city to a suitable place. Professor Bhatta- 
charyya will bear me out. The Registrar, late T)r. Snehomov Dutt. a very 
ab^i^Jinan, drew up a plan, Ife approved of it. But when I showed it to 
. 1i^>Ute Dr. Meghnad Saha he said it would cost about four crores of rupe^ 
io im)dement Ihe plan. Sir, the assets of the University would have fetched 
about Rs. I crore. I was promised another crore of rupees by the autho- 
rities. There was a deficit of Rss. 2 crores and I had not the courage to 



tuidpUe it then. Sir, to make up the deficit I sug^sted in oae of itt^ 
Oon^feation M>eeche» that graduates of this university should contribute 
Re. 10 each for^ve years and under-graduates 2 rupees each, so that m 
couite of time the deficit might be made up. The response was magnificent, 
indeed! I got a contribution of Rs. 10. That amount is still lying in the 
suspense account. 


I believe, Sj. Satva Priya Roy, is at the head of the administration of a 
school. Is he able to do all that he wishes to do for the teachers? Doe# 
not want of fund stand in the way? 


I am not going into the question whether or not fund at present is avail- 
able in our State. This is a matter which will be discussed when the budget 
will be discussed. 


• You cannot say, Sir, there is no desire on the part of the tiovemment 
to spend money on education. The Government fully knows that more it 
spend.s on education, the less it would have to spend on police and army. 
Rut the questiou is. has it the requisite fund for carr^ag out the enti'f# 
recommendations of the Dey Conimission ? 

None would be happier than myself if all the recommendations of th# 
Mudaliar Commission and the Dey Commission are carried out. But that 
is not possible at the present state of finance. AVhy .should we not take the 
first step, and I say, Sir, this Secondary Education Rill is the first step 
towards reorientation of Secondary Education in the State of West Bengal. 
Or will you wait till the entire organisational setup is completed. 

1 repeat that the nrovisions relating to the composition and functions of 
the Board substantially accord with the recommendations of the two Com- 
missions. I do not suggest for a moment that the elauses in the Bill ar# 
Mrfect or that they are free from ambiguities or grammatical mistakea. 
But if ambiguities are there, and mistakes are there, they may be corrected 
when we discuss tlie clauses themselves. 

Sir, I shall say one word more and take my seat though the discussiou 
does not strictly arise now. You have clause 4 which provides for composi- 
tion. Clause 5 onwards are ancillary clauses. For if we have a Boara we 
must have a Secretary, arrangement for voting, etc., etc. The clauses may 
have blemishes. But let us correct them. 


Framing of an Act is a very difficult task, 1 know it from my own 
experience. As Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University I had to draw 
up the First Statutes under the Act of 1951. They are not perfect. No 
auman institution is ever perfect. Modifications are being made now and 
uo doubt some move will be made in future. If there is anything wrong or 
myierfect in the Bill amendment will make it right. But let us accept th# 
principle of the Bill. 

I have expressed my views on two fundamental questions. It must not 
M supposed that I expect everybody to agree with what I have said, hut I 
nave given, my views according to the lights I follow. 

Six, it is tay earnest hope that all of us should work together, and that 
pondering upon the past may give us guidance in days to come to enable u# 
to repair some of the errors ot the former years and thus govern in accord- 
ance with the needs and interests of students, the unfolmng scene of the 
future.

•.pAakei on behalf of the Opposition I face a difficult task. 


Sir, as the lust 
Although I azn 
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llMi ifp^ker, 1 «!uill be the ieast unwilling. Sir, to oonvey to Uie E^on* 
MinUter his share of praise for bringing this im|g>rtant Bill b^ore the 
^uncil. 1 do think that he has really created a very important Bffl. Sir, 
my friend the Education Minister has framed the Bill in such a fashion that 
it haf* raised a great deal of controversy. We havp had the honour of 
listeuing to the honourable members from both sides of the House for the last 
on<^ hour or so. We had almost a dissertation from no less a person toan 
Br. Baneriee. We have also heard with rapt attention the various points 
'that have been made by my friends opposite. 


Sir, as I look at the Bill, 1 find that the Hou^ble Education Minister has 
advanced three main arguments in support of his Bill. 1 shall come to the 
provisions later and I snail try to meet the various points raised by honour- 
nble members opposite. But to me, Sir, it seems tnat there are only thr^ 
arguments whicn the Hon’ble Minister has relied upon in support of this 
Bill. The first of them is that although he is the architect of the first 
Board in 1950, he allowed a new type of Board to be created. The Board 
could not function properly and therefore that is the justification for bring- 
ing iti u different type of Board. His second argument is that this type 
of Board has been abolished in England after fifty years or so in 1944, and 
his third argument is that he has adhered to the recommendations of the 
Mudaliar and the Dey Commissions in framing this Bill. Sir, let us for a 
moment, even at the fag end of the debate, consider how far these three 
arguments hold good and whether they will bear any fruit. His main 
argument i.‘ that tJie original Board did not fvinct'on and could not tunctinii 
because ot (he comi^fosition of the Hoard, to say the lea^t it does not hear 
•sfTutin.s at all. The real fact of the matter is that the Education 
TlinH-'torate was unwilling for more than one reasons to allow that Board to 
Tunctioa and they did not — I .shall not go into tlm details, Sir, at this last 
nionient — but the fact is there that they did not invoke section 55 of the 
West Bengal Secondary Education Act of 1950 for reconstituting the Board. 
•Sir, 1 sliall not try to quote at length once again some of the provisions. 
;l am reading only section 55(1) of the West Bengal Secondary Education 
Act of 1950. That will prove that the Government ot the day or the 
Minister-in-charge of the Education Department at that time did not want 
tlie Board to function. Sir, the section slates that “if in the opinion of the 
State Government the Board has shown its incompetence to perform or 
^)eisisiently made default in the performance of its duties imposed or 
tjxceeded or abused the powers conferred upon it by or under this Act, the 
‘^tale Government shall formulate in writing specific charges against the 
Board in resi>ect of those matters and shall forward a copy of such charges 
to the Board with the direction to the Board to submit any comments or 
exjda lint ions in re.Mpect thereof to the State Government within such period 
ns may be specified by the State Government in this l>ebalf. If after the 
Board has submitted such commeuts or explanations the State Government 
is of opinion that they are not satisfactory the State Government shall 
refer the charges formulated a^inst the Board, together with the com- 
ments and explanations so submitted, for opinion to an Inyeetigation Com- 
mission appointed by the State Government and the Investigation Commis- 
isiou shall thereupon inquire into the said charges in accordance with such 
^procedure as may be prescribed by rules and forward its opinion thereon to 
xhe Btato Government.” 


I ask whether this provision, as laid down in this section, has l>een 
d and in connection with the debate on West Bengal Secondary 
.Jf^cation (Temporary Provisions) Bill of 1954, the things which were brought 
^tmt then, I will presently quote from the replies of late Pannalal Bose, the 
then Education Minister^ and my speech in the debate to show that toeee 
lirocedures were not adhem to. Now if these procedures were not adhered to. 





if W inyestigation as provided for in tko ikm Act Were not adopted, dwtt 
it iS bn the part of tins Hon'ble Edncation Minister to say now that the Ibard 
did^t function properly, so the Board should not be allowed to function. Jt 
is ^st a case of uivinir the dog bad name and to hang it. I do not know 
what would have Wn the fate of this Board if the present Education Minis* 
ter was in eharjre of the Education Department at that moment, hut the fact 
is that the provisions of the original Act were not adhered to, and there were 
serious irregularities. Nobody doubts that. I shall come to those irregii* 
iarities later.

But this argument of the honourable member does not hold. His 
second argument has been effectively relied to by my friend, Mr. Satya Priya 
^oy, from this side of the House. He has proved to the hilt that so far 
at the Board of Secondary Education in England is concerned, the Minister 
apparently relied on information which cannot be called up-to-dete and not 
only that. He chose to constitute a Board of the nature of 1950 six years 
after the Board of Education was abolished in England. Sir, therefore, his 
secoml argument is not decisive or cannot be called for support in the- 
present instance either. And whether the question of autonomy in a 
democratic country is an anachronism is not and cannot be cited in relevance 
to tliis particular fact. Sir, his third argument is that he has adhered t(v 
the uumeiidations of the Mudaliar and the Dey Commissions. Sir, my 
learned friend Dr. Banerjee has just now tried to show that he has 
materially adhered to the provisions of the Mudaliar and the Dev Commis* 
sions. He has spoken at length about that. He is an ex-Judge of the^ 
Calcutta High Court and everybody will agree that he has a judicial mind. 
Bu; <0 me, Sir, it apiicius that sometimes he allows his judicial mind to- 
recede to l!ie ha< kgrouml. Sir. I shall (|Uote for su])|'ort the o])inion of 
another learned jmlge of the ITigli Court w’hich he has expressed in tho 
meeting of the Senate on tlie 11th December. Sir. may I with your 
permission quote from the remarks of Mr. Justice Bamaprosad Mookerjeo 
w'ho said that it was lamentable that the Bill had been framed without 

consultation with the University which had been cited by the Mudaliar 

Comniis.sion. But that Commission had made certain recommendationa 

will, the proviso tliat thi> should be considered with reference to the needa 
of the University. Tlie T)ev Comniis.sion itself has suggested that the 

lecr mmendations of the Mudaliar Commission about the functions of the 
Board differed in ver> material particulars. The ipf ommendations have not 
been ineorjMinited into the Bill .md he also proceeded on to say that none 
eould tliink that it was possible for a democratic government to introduce rk 
Bill of such importance in the manner in which the West Bengal Govonk* 
men^ has done. 

8J. Mohitoth Rai Choudhuri: That may be a digression. 

Dr, Monifidra Mohan Chakrabarty: That is a different point. But 1 
do not sky that he is right. I shall reply to all your charges. T shall not 
be guided by others. 

Sir, the point is that the two leanied Judges somehow or other dissenUil}. 
Like Dr. Banerjee I shall say that I do not know who is exactly right. 
But to me he appears to be right. Not only Mr, Justice Mookerjee, but 
other members of the Senate also did take a similar view. Sir, 
Dr. Banerjee. my friend Shri Krishna Kumar Chat ter jee and many othmr 
lcarne<l and honourable memWrs of this House have quoted extensively 
from the Beport of the Mudaliar Commission .and aleo from the Dey 
Crinmission Beport. The reason why the Dev Commission had to tin 



Government of West Bengal found that the reeooi* 
^^da^pne of the Mudaliar Commission were .perliaps not to^y 
ii^jlicable and special features of education, particularly in secondary 
HfSut atiou existed in West Bengal. That is connected with the history of 
the development of education in West Bengal, with .the political conditions 
of Bengal and many other things. But the fact is there, Sir, that the Dey 
'Commission had to be constituted after even the Mudaliar Commission had 
submitted its report. The Government of West Bengal tried to consider 
^hese two rei>orts, but if you look at the provision*^ for the framing of the 
Board in the two Commission reports, it will be patent to everyone who 
cares to scrutinise, that there are material alterations. The Mudalmr 
Commission described the functions and com^sition of the Board in one 
manner and the Dey Commission did it in a different manner. I shall not 
Ibe able to say, as iny friend Dr. Banerjee had said that he does not 
^ivc the composition of the Board that importance as the functions of the 
&ard. Sir, to me Dr. Banerjee says, function first, comiiositioii second. 
To him it appears that it is tlie function which niatters most but how can 
the function precede if the composition is defective, how can the thoughis 
come out from the brain if the brain is defective? That is an argument 
which I cannot follow. 

Sir, the present point which is under issue is as to whether a cause 
t'xists for sending the Bill for public opinion, or as some of the members 
have agreed, for sending back the Bill to a Select Committee. Ample 
evidences have been cited to show that the drafting of the Bill has not 
been properly done. There are material irregularities on points of law, 
etc. Dr, Banerjee himself, an eminent lawyer, has just now jmiiited (»nt 
Home of these things. But we find that in spite of that, and in spite of the 
fact that there is u demand for reconsideration of the Bill from all its 
ivcnicts not only from the members of the Opposition of this House, not 
onlv l'(s*ause tlie newly elected Senate of the Caleutta I niversilv feel that 
thev should have also an opportunity to consider the Bill ami to submit 
their opinion, but also opinions have been expressed in newspapers about 
W’hich my friend Shri Mohitosh Kai Chaiidhuri is so enamoured that 
reconsideration is a necessity, but still my friend Dr. Banerjee, or the 
Minister-in-oharge of the Bill or for that matter Dr. Bov feels that tl»ere is 
no scope for such reference. Sir, Dr. Roy said effectively the other day 
that he could not refer the Bill or rather he could not give his assent for 
referring ihe Bill to a Select Committee, because if he had received the 
letter before the Bill wuis introduced, then lie could have considered the 
proposal. He does not think that the Select Committee would have served 
the purpose better

The 
BiU might nave t^n framed on the basis of the recommendations of the 
MtS^Aiiar Commission and the Dey Commission but that is no reason why the 
University, which can*lay claim to a great fund of experience having been 
in charge of the school final examination till very recently, should not have 
been consulted by the authors of the Bill”. Then they ^ on to say how 
the Bill is bound to affect materially higher education m mngal. Then it 
gives the opinion “the Goyernmeiit should l>e left in no doubt that the Bill, 
the declared object of which is the regulation, control and development of 
Secondary Education, has proved an extremely controversial piece of 
legislation. A Bill of this nature should command a large measure cf 
popular support. If the Government so will it, they can certainly have it 
j)as8od. But the setting up of a Board is only the first stage. If the Board 
IS to work successfully, if it is to restore order where chaos at present 
prevails and to enrich and imnrove the content and quality of secondary 
education, it must be broaabased on popular support” and they ask for 
referring the Bill for eliciting more opinion and advice to be taken by tbe 
Government. Sir, the “Statesman” of today has editorially advocated for 
rcfcn'ing the Bill to the Select (’ommittec. Sir, we are also in possession 
of the fact that the present Administrator of the Board of Secondary Educa- 
tion was not consulted in the manner in which he should have been consulted 
about the provisions of the Bill. In the face of all these evidences, if the 
^lirisher or those in the other side think that a case has not been made out 
for referring the Bill to at least a Select Committee for correcting the obvious 
mistakes, mistakes in dratting and other things, then I cun only say that 
they are taking (lie attitude of the EngliHlmiau in Barnard Shaw’s play. 
Thev are thinking that they are doing the right thing but they are aoing 
the wrong thing on the face of it. 


Sii, 1 shall refer bnefl.\ to >ome of the points made by members on the 
ollit: side apart from 1)!. Bauerjee. My friend Shrl Mohito.sh Rai 
Chaudliuri is a veteran edin atioiiist and naturally we alwuy.s listen with great 
respect to his opinions. There is no doubt about it. I have great 
personal regard for him. Sir. he went to show and he quoted these lines irora 
page 36, if I remember correctly, of the report of the Dey Commission, “that 
it cannot be left to the public ns in the past.” — section 7 of that chapter 
dealing with administration of Secondary Education. — “For, then its growth 
will be hmpereil and tend to be haphazard and its quality poor, nor can it 
be handed over to some other agency in which case, the control of the State 
being indirect, the growth and quality of education ore likely to suffer. 
There are certain things, of which education is one, which cannot be left to 
chance decisions of a majority, because quality matters here more than any- 
thing else.” I say exactly the same thing, Sir. We cannot leave these 
things to the chance decisions of the majority, but this is what they want 
to do, to leave it to the chance decisions of the majority of this House, just 
without inviting or without caring for opinion of educationists, — the jmnlic 
opinion. That is what we exactly say. 


Sir, my friend Shri Kamini Kumar Ghose, who was .a member of the 
lait Board, and found time to speak at length on the proposed salary scales, 
but whan we questioned him as to wliut steps did thev or did he take on 
behalf of the Board — he wii** a meml>er of the Inquiry Committee and^ also 
of the Board — regarding the action of the Government he was silent. 
(Sj. KAMm Kumab Ghose : We did take steps, and we did what we 
thought proper at the time.).

y ^ Sir, it ha* been pointed out by my friend Sj. Satya Priya Boy, and I 
ban quote from my own speech on the occasion df the West Benjgfnl 
Secondary Education (Temporary Provisions) Bill, 1954 — I am quoting 
from the Council proceedings of 3rd September, 1954, that point by point 
the Board repUed to the charges made and not only that, Sir, there was an 
Inquiry Committee under the Presidentship of Dr. Shrikumar Banerjee, and 
certiiin officials, Shri Abani Mitra, Shri Samar Sarkar and others, were 
found guilty for leakage of question pajpers. Not only that leakage took 
place, according to the evidence before the Inquiry Committee that because 
most of the papers were moderated in the house of the President because of 
the Jack of suitable room in the Board office, and the leakages took place 
afte<* that. Because the then Ministry wanted to absolve the President, 
because the then members of the Board like Shri Kamini Gbose did not 
produce any evidence against these men although they knew the fact, — my 
mend Shri Harendra Nath Majumdar was also there, — they did not say 
anything, the functioning of the Board has been criticised on these grounds, 
that such a Board cannot function, and the Minister now comes out with 
that argument.

If 1 now that thne has coma 
aft^ all that has happened to go into* the question again de twro and to 
see how far the Opposition viewpoints and the Government viewpoints can 
he reconciled, that will not be a very excessive demand. So, Sir, even at 
this stage 1 hope that*the Education Minister will consider this matter. It 
is BO question of riding roughshod over the opinions of the few. Some 
meml^ers on the other side have taken exception to the fact that some 
friends here have said that they would start a movement or start creating^ 
public opinion against the Bill if the Bill is accepted in its present form, 
in a democratic country it is open for the members of the Opposition or for 
that matter the members of the public to create public opinion by means 
of agitation, by means of meetinjfs and protests, and so on. There is 
nothing wrong in this matter. !No threat has been expressed.

The c<mditions *in Kerala and the 
ccndinons in West Bengal are entirely different and^ therefore these 
coiuparisons do not hold good. But the point is that the condition, the 
history, the tradition, the various other activities of the people of Bengal 
for the last hundred years have heed entirely different and therefore how- 
ever you may seek support from the Mudaliar Commission, however may 
the Dey Commission have recommended only advisory capacity for the 
proposed Board — although the functions of the Chairman and the appoint- 
ment of the Chairman are different in the Dey Commission report and in the 
Mudaliar Commission’s report — the fact remains that none of these 
Commissions have gone into the question of the special conditions of Bengal. 
Sir, look at the composition of both the Commissions. 1 will take the 
Dey Commission only for the present moment. Of the three members of the 
Dey Commission, two are ray teachers — Dr. B. B. Dey and Dr, J. N! 
Mukheriee. They are great educationists and eminent scientists but their 
knowledge about the conditions of secondary education in Bengal had to be 
limited. Dr. Dey knew more about tlie conditions in Madras and although 
Professor Anatli Nath Basu wag there, they have admitted that they co\3d 
visit only a limited number of institutions and the number of persons inter- 
viewed nad to be limited for obvious reasons. So if we rely only on the 
recommendations of the Dey Commission or the Mudaliar Commission, it 
would be wrong in the context of the situation of Bengal. That is why it 
is necessary even at thi.s stage — with all respect to the learned reports of 
th?H? two Commissions — to reconsider the matter and at least to refer the 
Bill to a Select rommittee composed of the members of both the Houses of 
liCgislature who can also call in sup]>ort evidences if they find that neces- 
sary and also to allow time to those who are affected on secondary educa- 
tion, viz., the universities in West Bengal, to give their opinion, and thereby 
arrange for the measure a large volume of public support. 

With these words, Sir, I will request the Education Minister to refer the 
Bill to a Select Committee of both the Housers of tlie TiCgislature.

It i« too late in the day, Sir, to say now that the problems of secondary 
plication were not scrutinised and investigated. They were carefully 
investigated and opinions of all persons who could possibly be interested in 
education were taken into consideration by these Commissions.

Tha Hon’bla Rai Harendra Nath Ghaudhuri: You have already 
expressed your view's and 1 have got to answer them. The second of the 
motions is to refer the Bill to a Select Committee. Each and every member 
of the Opposition who is luesent has not only criticised the Bill, hut they 
have all opposed the Pill. They do not agree with any of the principles 
and not only they have ojiposed the principles, but said that there would be 
a revolution in the country if the Bill was passed [Inter- 

ruptions]. In the circumstances there is no parliamentary practice which 
will support the reference of the Bill to a Select Committee. Bather it will 
ha the height of inconsistency on the part of the Opposition members to put 
forward motions to refer the Bill to a Select Committee.

Coming to another point, Sir, they have criticised me for saying that 
an autonomous Board of Education in a democratic country is an 
anachronism. Sir, in England the Education Act of 1944 abolished the 
Board and vested all the powers in the Minister of Education for the promo- 
tion of education and to set that education is carrie<l on on right lines. 


8J. Satya Priya Roy; Did the Board ever meet in England? 


The HOfi’ble Rai Harendri Nath Chaiadhuri: The Board was consti- 
tuted in 1899. It not only met but it recommended and provided for the 
distribution of grants from the National Exchequer and by the abolition of 
the Board quite a silent revolution was effected bv the Act of 1944. 
Mr. Satya rriya Roy Quoted certain expressions useJ by an interpreter of 
the Act. That might be his own opinion. Let me quote from the Act 
itself. The Act is more authoritative than any interpretation of the Act. 
1 icfei here, Sir, to sections 1 and 2 of the Act. Section 1 runs thus: — 

“It shall be lawful for His Majesty to appoint a Minister (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Ministei;”), whose duty it shall be to promote 
the education of the people of England and Wales and the progres- 
sive development of institutions devoted to that purpose, and to 
secure the effective execution by local authorities, under his control 
and direction, of the national policy for providing a varied and 
comprehensive educational service in every area.*' 


Section 2 says: — , 

“All property which, immediately before the date declared by His 
Majesty in Council to be the date on which the first appointment 
under this Act of a Minister of Education took effect, was held by 
the Board of Education constituted uuder the Board of Education 
Act, 1899 and all functions exercisable by that Board or the 
President thereof immediately before that date, and all rights and 
liabilities, whether vested or contingent, to which that Board or 
the President thereof were entitled or subject immediately before 
that date, shall, by virtue of this Act, oe transferred to the 
Minister; and except where the context otherwise requires, 
references in any enactment or other document to the Board of 
Education, the President of the Board of Education, the Education 
Department, or the Department of Science and Art shall be 
construed as references to the Minister, or, where the case so 
^requires, as references to the Ministry of Education.''

Sir, it has been remarked that what I said was absurd. Therefore, Sir, 
1 have bad to take the trouble of quoting all these sections to remove any 
misapprehension that might have been caused by the misrepresentation of 
the Act and misrepresentation of its intention by Sj. Satya Priya Roy. 
Th'it disposes of the point about autonomous Board, Sir. 

Then, Sir, another question has been raised, not here but outside, that 
if an autonomous Board is an anachronism, should there be in West Bengal, 
then, corporation, municipalities or district boards? Surely, Sir, it may 
be an absurdity to raise such a question but it is the absurdity arising out 
of ignorance in those quarters from which such criticisms emanate.

Sow, I have been asked “you dare compare our Government with the 
Government in Englaifd? They render vast services and spend millions of 
money on education and you dare compare the Government in this country • 
to that of England?’’ Sir, 1 submit in all humility, that comparison may 
not be quite appropriate, but we are also doing our best in these matters. 
(Sj. Satya Priya Rot : Question.) You may question but 1 am going to 
quote figures and tlinf will dispose of your question. The first Education 
Act in England was passed in 1870 and school education was made 
completely free there only in 1918. So it took about lialf a century for 
England to make education conipulsorv and free for children up to the age 

14. Our Constitution has also laid down that this has got to be done 
*and it h i> got to be acknowledged that we are proceeding apace. Anyliody 
who has got the report of the Education Department will see that so far as 
Primary Education is concerned we in West Bengal ha\e been able to make 
62 to per <‘ent. of the boys reading in primary schools in the 
rural areas free students.

Now, Sir, the question of supersession of the last Board. One speaker 
said that it is irrelevant and another said that it is a* very relevant question 
nnd he waxed eloquent on that. Only to state matters historically I 
referred to the supersession of the last Board. I frankly said in my opening 
speech that I was not aware of the circumstances in which the Bboard was 
superstMled. All that 1 had said was that such were the charges levelled 
against the old Board. It was said that the Board should not have been 
•upers^ed otherwise t^u under section 55 of the Act of 1950. Sir, it is 
not relevant to bring in this matter at all. Whether the Government of 
the day should have followed sectiou 55 of the Act of 1950 is a Question 
which should have been put to and answered by the Government of tne day. 
It is not for me to answer that question. Not only that. I referred to* 
one more thing, vii., supersession which took place was effected not under 
that Act, but under the Act of 1954 to which Mr. Chakravarty has referred. 
After the passing of that Act I fail to understand how can he say that the 
country was not prepared to accept it. Sir. ‘though vanquished he would 
argue still*’. He admitted that the Bill which resulted in the Act of 1954 
wss before the Legislature. They fought over that and they failed. Still 
they would say "Well, that should not have been done.” Whether that 
should or should not have been done or done otherwise it was for the Tiegis- 
lature of that time to decide. Not only that, after that they could have 
raised that question at the time of general election and could have turned 
out this Government. Why did not they do that, may I question? 


Sifj there are some small points which I have got to reply to in order 
to avoid any misunderstanding. In the first place I should say that when 
it was said by Mr. Satya Priya Roy in answer to Kamini Babu that so far 
as West Bengal Teachers* Association was concerned, it was a body of one 
thousand persons only. 


S). Satya Priya Roy: Is that relevant, Sir? 


Mfi Chaimitfi: In the course of his reply he is entitled to say anything 
he thinks proper. 

ijt tatya Priya Roy: Even though it has nothing to do with the 
Council ? 

Mr. Ohairmtn: In course of his reply he can say whether a statement 
made is correct or not. 

Tho rion'blo Rai Harondra Nath OhatNiburi: The number of members 

of the West Bengal Teachers’ Association was 5,500 and not 1,000, and 
West Bengal Teachers’ Association is a younger body, there is no doubt 
about it. The enrolment in the All-Bengal Teachers’ Association in United 
Bengal was, I am informed, about 1,000, when it was three years old. 

Then, Sir, as regards Uie questions about the constitution of the Board 
all those rolate to the provisions of the Bill.

Sir, Jthis .Bill has been introduced in the Lower Hou.se and ihc Ixiwer 
House has^ppoiuied a SeUct Coiiimittee to go into this Bill and I am now 
asking for concurrence of this House to the same and for nomination of its 
menebers to join that Committee. Sir, it is needless for me to say that the 
question of slum has been engaging the attention not only of this Government 
but of the people for a long time past. Now a definite step is being taken 
in order to tarale this problem and this Bill is one of the step.s which have 
been taken. The Bill provides for certain areas to be declared slum areas iU’ 
which acquisition will lake place and the removal of slums within that area 
will'take place. At present it is applicable only to Calcutta but it can be

0 tiw WM. The reason ’wky we have confined it to Calcutld 
Ifcf f]i 0 tinie heii^ it that the problem of Calcutta is a very difficult and 
Important one. There are about 5 to 6 lakhs of people residing in these 
slums with 4,500 bustees. It will take many years and a colossal sum of 
money in order to do away with these slums and to provide reasonably good 
accommodation for living for the bv|#tee-dweller 8 . Therefore we have con- 
fined it to Calcutta alone for the time being but we have got this provision 
as it is in the Calcutta Improvement Trust that it can be extended to other 
areas when circumstances permit. The next thing is that we have provided 
that whenever a slum-dweller will be evicted, then an alternative accommoda- 
tion will be provided. We have provided in section 5 that eviction will take 
place only when the State Government is satisfied that the slum-dweller has 
Deeu provided with alternative accommodation at a rent which is compar- 
able to what was being paid by the occupier and then and only then we shall 
take up the slums and bustees, and the structures to be built there, etc. ^ 
We have also provided that instead of demolishing all huts and structures 
completely Government may take measures to rebuild the slums in such 
manner and subject to such conditions as may be prescribed. The mam 
clause is in regard to compensation that is to be paid in order to acquire 
these slum ureas and that is provided for in >ectiou 7. We have provided 
sufficiently for those who are interested in the ^lum areas — slum owners and 
others. As a matter of fact, the Central Government has passed a Bill for 
acquisition of slums which provides for much lesser amount to be paid to 
those interested in them but taking into consideration the conditions prevail- 
ing in Calcutta, we have provided for a more liberal compensation to be given 
so that we may be able to acquire the.«e lands. .So far us putting into effect 
of the slum clearance is concerned, though we have nothing to do for that 
in this Bill, I wish to inform the House that during the Second Five-Year 
Plan the Central Government has allotted to u> Bs. 2 crores 80 lakhs which 
in our ojiinion is cjuite insufficient. But at the saiiie time they have accept- 
ed tliis principle that whenever a slum area is to be acquired, the Govern- 
ment will pay 50 per cent, as loan, 2n per cent, as subsidy, provided a 
matching grant of 25 per cent, is paid by tlie State Government. Tbe State 
Government has agre^ to these terms and has started to put into practice 
the proposals. At present we have submitted proposals to the Government 
of India to the extent of Rs. 86 lakhs and I am glad to say that the Central 
Government has agreed to it and the work is goinir to be started very soon. 

A part of the scheme is to he imulementeil by tlie Calcutta Improvement 
Trust because certain areas are fulling intc an alignment scheme and the 
House will remember that about two years before it jias^ed an amendment to 
the Calcutta Improvement Act that alternative accommodation will have 
to be provided before a slum is taken up and that scheme is being held up 
for providing alternative accommodation. Now we have arranged for 
construction of a suitable building in order to provide alternative 
accommodation. The next scheme is by the Government of West Bengal 
for providing alternative accommodation. ATe liave got to erect buildings 
first before we take up any other slum areas. With regard to other j)lan 8 
we have submitted scliemes but as yet Goverument have not accorded 
sanction. We should wait till the sanction is given.

Sir, the Bill is a very short one. The House knows that in Chapter III 
of the Land Reforms Act certain provisions had been enacted for regulatinf 
the right of Bargadars and the owners. Sir, the House may also remembe 
that in the old Bargadars Act there were two provisions in case somethinj 
was done illegally or in case a fraud was practised. There was a provisioi 
for restoration as also a provision for penal measure. Now, in the Lam 
Reforms Act there was a provision for restoration but the penal measure wai 
not there. Therefore it has been decided to r?-introduce jienal measures 8( 
that now that we are passing through a state of flux and that settlemen 
records are being prepared, there might be no effort for eviction of Bargadar: 
and as such this Bill has been brought forward. There are really tw< 
sections, viz., 19A and 19.B. Section 19A relates to all sorts of breaches o 
order and 19B only covers those cases where there has been no order but th< 
owner forcibly wants to evict the Bargadars. The provisions make sufficient!; 
clear the way in which penalties are to be imposed. I believe it is no 
necessary to expound them any further.

The Hon’bte ,Df. Bidhaii Chandra Roy; Sir, section 10 ot the present 
Act ^nys; “that agricultural income-tax shall not subject to the provisions 
of section 17 he jiayuble on the part of total agricultural income ot a person 
which is any dividend which certain person receives as a share-holder out 
of agricultural income. 

The whole tax structure is divided into agricultural income and ordinary 
income. My friend Sj. Ilaren Rai Chaiidhuri knows very well that the 
income tax on his income is different from that on his agricultural income. 
AVhat used to happen up till now is this. The dividend which the company 
used to give to a shareholder, in view of the fact that jiayment was made 
by the Company on behalf of the shareholders, used to be added to his other 
ai-'ricultural income tax. By this judgment of the Suiireme Court it was 
held that dividend is not an agricultural income and therefore section 10 
has been altered. The first part of section 10(a), viz., “any dividend which 
smdi person receives as a share-holder out of the agricultural income of a 
Company which has paid or will pay the tax in respect of the said agricul- 
tural income”, has been omitted, but the remaining imrtion of that section 
remains, viz., “any agricultural income which he receives as his share of 
agricultural income of a Firm or as.sociation of persons, which has paid the 
tax in respect of the said agricultural income”. Supposing a member 
belonging to a Firm or association of persons has his agricultural income 
taxed but the firm has already paid the tax in respect of its agricultural 
income, then, of course, he wfll get the refund. Section 49 of the Agri- 
cultural Income Tax Act says “the State Government mav, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, make provision for the granting of rehef in respect 
of agricultural income on which both agricultural income-tax under this 
Act and other income-tax have been paid”. So the provision of relief is 
there in the Act. With lagard to the other question that has been raised 
by my friend Mr. Halim about co-operatives, I had mentioned the word 
“o(S|(gperative” in my opening speech and I did it deliberately, because we 
are l^ng to formulate a principle which will relieve the co-operatiTe 
aoeieGes which are engaged in agriculture. At the same time there should 
not be any loophole for any person to take advantage of such arrangements

m tiyiiiR to make for such societies. We caauot do this wii&in 
• alpll time but 1 pi^pose to do it during tbe next sestsion. I know the 
cue# of Burdwau which have been referred to by some friends here and 
wbi^ deserve our cousideration. What Mr. Xirmal Bliattacharyya said i/ 
perfectly wrong, that i>,/in the one hand we give them free seed and manures 
for little land and on the other hand we take away their income through 
the agricultural income-tax. That will have to be dealt in a different .Bill 
altogether. We may bring up an amendment next session because these 
questions are not quite clear in the Act. It may happen that a person 
who used to pay agricultural income-tax for, let us say, 50 bighas of land, 
now forms a co-operative and gets two. three, four, five or ten jiersons on 
half a bighn or so and manages to evade the tux in the name of eo-operative. 
Sei'ondly, to a cr»-operative which is not prejiared to incraiise the produc- 
tion — because that is the most imjmrtant part — which is not pre|mred to 
thow that it can increase production by means of c(»-o[»eralive, we may 
not give any relief. Therefore there me two things, first, there should 
not be any i)erst)n who under the cloak of a co-operative tries to avoid 
paying the tax which he was paying before and secondly, if a co-operative 
IS to get the full benefit ot the amendments that we want to put forward, 
it must show increased prodiudion.

The motion of the Hon’ble I>r, Bidhau (’handru Boy that the .Bengal 
Agri ci^tural Income-Tax (Ameiulment) Bill, 1957, as ]*ass«Ml by the West 
" HfKgaT Legislative A.sseinbly and transmitted to tlie West Bengal Legis- 
lative Council for its recommendations, be taken into consideration, was 
then put and agreed to. 


Clause 8 

Dr. Chini Chandra Sanyals Sir, I beg to move that the Council 
recommends that cIuum* 8(2) be omitted. 

Sir, by this I menu that the tax .structure of four annas jht rupee 
ehould remain as it is. It should not lie iucreustMl. The Bill is a Money 
Bill and so no amendment can be proposed, and therefore, a recommenda- 
tion has been brought forward in this House. Sir, the Government of 
AV’^est Bengal is increasing the agricultural income-tax in case of every 
Firm, Company or icsscu iatioa of individuals on the whole of total income 
to six annas six pies a rupee, i.e., on Companies, Firms, co-operatives, etc., 
the tax will be increased. In 1944 the tax was two annas six pies, lu 
1953 it wa.H raised to four annas and in 1957 it lias been projiosed to raise 
it further to .six anna.s six pies u rupee. That is, in course of 13 years 
the tax [a being trebble<l. The Tea Companies come under this Act and 
hence I propose to speak something about the Tea Corajainies with regard 
to this amendment. Tea is the biggest money earner agricultural rum 
industrial crop of We.st Bengal. \ou should please mind the words *‘ou 
the whole of agricultural income'^ Even if there is an income of hundred 
nipees it is 8ubje< ted to tax. That is the whole (|Uestiou. I do not want 
to raise the question of f o-cqieratives as it has bi^eu disr’ussed in this House 
a few minute before. I i^ime to the subject of taxing the tea estates ami 
tea companies. It is not always that only the dividends are taxed by this. 
Any income, any agricultural income derivwl from tea is taxed. According 
to the present custom GO per cent, of tbe income from tea is subject to Ktate 
Agrictutural Income-tax. There are olaint 250 tea companies Hn West 
Bengal. The average income during the last two years comes to 250 lakht 
approximately of which TOO lakhs are sobjeet to Indian income-tax — tax 
at the rate of eight annus to four^n annas in a rupee and the rest 150 
fekha are subject to agricultural income-tax at the rate of four an nan. 
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hsft now been proposed to raise it to six annas six jnes to gain ^ laklM 
rupees. So, Sir, .Bengal Government wants to increase the income hf 
)lo lakhs of rupees ami what is the effect of this increase The taxes oil 
tea have been calculated to have come up to annas twelve per poinul. West 
Bengal profluces nearly 200 million pounds of tea and this increase of 
25 lakhs will increase the cost of prmluction by annas two per pound.

Now, the cost of i»roduction of black tea is Ils. 1-8 per ])ound. if this tux 
amounting to annas 14 be added to the cost of production then the price 
at source comes to Its. 2-0 per pound. In that case the wholesale price in 
the internal market should be at least Its. d and tlie retail price should 
yfo uj) to its. 4 per lamnd and that is happening to-day. As a result, nn* 
aholesonie dusts are heiug sold in the market as tea and adulteration 
has become rampant and this price of the internal market has caused a 
shrinkage of internal consumption of tea. And what is the result? The 
world produtdion is 14 million pounds of tea and the world consumption 
nearly balances it. Burmah, Malaya, Viet-nam, China, South-Africa, 
Brazil and Japan liave started producing tea at a cheaper rate and very 
soon they will glut the world market, (nina is '^tartiuii export. U.S.S.R. 
has made tea plantation and can jiroduce 40 pounds oi black tea i>er acre 
whereas our average production in India comes only to Ki maunds of b lack 
tea per acre. Tlmt is a huge difference. So there is the possibility of nig 
competition in the near future. Unless we can inodme better teas at 
cheaper rates we are sure to lose the external market. 

Then what is the position of India tonlay? Imlia juodm es (>50 million 
jKjunds of tea of winch 450 million jKiunds go out io the world tor sale 
and of which Kngland alons buys d(K) million j)ounds. So England buys^ 
almost half of our total prodmtion of tea. West Bengal produces 200 
million iminds of tea of which 150 million pounds ^o out to the world for 
sale and of 150 million pounds going outside 100 million jKJUiids are 
])urchased by England alone. Unless we (‘an give them good and cheaper 
teas, India will lose that market. It is found that the home consumption 
of India is only 200 million pounds of tea. At that rate 50 million luinudii. 
of tea are produce^l by West Bengal for couMumi»ti<»ii within the country 
and if this tea is not within the purchasenble power of the people in general,, 
other commodities such us coffee from other states will take its place. 

So, coffee hou.ses are going to he opened everywhere in Imlia aud outside, 
be(’ause of high price of good tea. 1 submit, Sir, while imposing this extra, 
tax we should consider these factors. We should uot he mio])i(‘ in our 
vision, we should look to the remote effeet of this immediate gain which 
we are going to have. This tux will no doubt be iuii>osed as there is a 
large majority in its favour, but Sir, it should be remembered that the 
increase of the tax will increase the price of internal tea and will hit the 
consumers of our Province, Tea is an essential product of W est Bengal 
and the prosperity of this State depends largely on tliis crop. At present 
Centre is taking away the major portion ot the profit, hut very soon large 
amount of the profit is sure to return to West Bengal for the development 
work. 8o, S?ir, this industry of West Bengal should be saved at any cost. 
The phti^rs, spei'ially the fiurOjieans have been accused of mismana^ment 
featlpi# to deterioration fff tea. From my exjierience in tea for the lant 
tl^^”3rears 1 can say it definitely that such a deterioration is sure 
Ip^TOe because ot constant labour troubles, strikes and lo<*konis, bad work, 
go-slow, etc, .All these things are contributing largely to the deterioration 
of tea. tJnlesa these are looked into carefully tea is sure to go down*^

We must produce mjod tea at cheap rate; otherwi;^ 
the market will go down and profit will be no more. Sir, (iovernment 
want money certainly, but it should not be the process of phooka. and this 
is exactly what is being done. Here I hope this must be adminis- 
tered with caution, so that the cow docs not die. Sir. before or soon after 
it becomes an Aet I would re<iuest the (lovernnmnt to set up a committee 
of expert planter^, scientist'^, lea businessmen ami accountants to go into 
the causes of the deterioration of ten, and to timl out the ways and moans 
to siive this imlustrv irom impending ruin and to impro\e this projuu.ty 
of AVe>t Heiigal, so that West Hengal may derive large heneft from this 
plantation for her development noiks. .Such a t’ommiltce should be very 
independent. They should not be guided by sentiment and they sbbuld 
not lie the guests of tea plaulcrs. They must be as imlependcnt as possible 
in all respects.

They useil to put them in the market, and I have seen 
aam])les myself, and they were getting on merrily. Wlien they tound that 
the people outside India w'ho drank tea likeu ii to Tie ot a better quality, 
a Committee was appointed by the (loverument of India three years ago. 
They reiairted last year. One of the iwommendatious of the (.'ommittee 
was that in order to develop tea industry the tea industry should set apart 
fifty rupees per acre for a development project. The Government of India 
w’as also prepared to give some help in that matter. I understand that 
very few of the gardens have taken advantage of it.

Excavation of AroNMlogieal SHat Bill, 1IS7. 

Tha Hon*bla Khagandra Nath Das Gupta: Sir, 1 Img to move that the 
West .Bengal Preservation of Historical Monuments and Ohjerts and 
Excavation of Archmologioal Sites Bill, 19o7, as passed hy the Assmibly, 
he taken into consideration , 

Sir, before independence, “Ancient and hihloriral monuments” and 
“archmologicul .site** and remains" were (Viitral suhjerU under the 
(iovernraeut of India Act, 1935. Fnder the oresent ron.stitution of India, 
vide entry 67 in List I of the Seventh Sche<ttile, the (Vntral Government 
can have control only over “Ancient and historical monuments and ref.*ordH 
and archteo logical sites and reiiininH de<dared by or under law made by 
Parliament to be of national importance”. The State Government have 
been granted legislative powers in respect of the rest of the "historical 
monuuients and records under entry 12 of the State List and of the archceo- 
logical sites and remains” under entry 40 of the concurrent List. The, 
Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 1904, as at present stands, applies 
only to those declared by or under law made by Parliament f-o be of national 
im]K)rtance. But there i.s no provision for the jircservation of those in 
reHf>ect of v%hich no such de<*laraiion has Wn maile. As the State Legis- 
lature has power to legislate on the subject, it has l)eeii considered desir- 
able to eliminate this lacuna and remove a long-felt necessity. The Bill 
has been presented before the lyegislature with this end in view’. It has 
Wn framed on the lines of the old Act — the Ancient Monuments Preserva- 
tion Act, 1904, which has worked sm<xithly for over half a century. Indeeil 
of the provisions in this Bill have been copied verbatim from the 
older Act. Where it has deviated, as indeed it must as the title of the 
Bill will show. ^ has done so to have a more progressive outlook, a wider 
•cope and a greater stress on historical association rather than on meagre 






Bi« C^iiral Aet in desiffoed to protect buildings, eaves, 
foulptores, inscriptions, etc., of historical, archceological and attistic 
interest and as also images and other movable objects with historical or 
arcbaH)logicol interests. The bnildiugs and niovahle objects thus sought 
io.be protecteil are all centuries olu. In framing can Act for the West 
Bengal State, we have in view, the nature of the buildings and things also 
that the people of West Bengal will want to be protetded. The words 
‘‘historical association” are wide and comjjreheusive terms and they will 
include anything which has passe<l the test of history. That history need 
|ujt he ancient history nor need also be merely urchoeological or mediaeval 
but may mean also the history of more modern times and should also be 
^jcen to include subjects pertaining to literary and cultural history of 
the nation. The Bill also confers more power on the Government in com- 
pwison to the old Act in order to give effect to its object. It is under 
coHtomj)lulion to set up a separate Branch to be known us Arcboetdogical 
with a Director of A^hoeology at its head who may be assisted 
by an Advisory Board consisting of eminent scholars. 


, Now, Sir, the projKised enactment has its financial aspects too. The 
present position is that tlie TTnicm Government slionlders all the burden and 
the State Government not having any monument, etc., to look alter on its 
own, Hoes not have to incur any expenditure from its own revenue. With 
the passing of the Act, however, the jmsition will change, but it is too early 
to visualise the finain ial picture of the measure. ^ 

8ir, I will resume my seat utter saying that not only have tliere been 
persistent demands from (he puldi<^ and tlie press in West Bengal for the 
])reHer\^ation of historical monuments, relics and records ami delving into 
Wrclneologioal sites iu M’est Bengal by scholars ami historians, hut (fieie 
was such a demand last year ou the floor of the House iu rejily to which the 
Ghief Minister assured the House that u measure containing comiirehensive 
provisions to meet the demands voiced in difterent quarters was being 
Boriously considered and would be jiresented soon enough for enactment. 
The present Bill is in fulfilment of that jiromise of tlie (’hief Minister ami 
iti respect to the ]»ublic demand.

9J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattaeharyya: Mr. Chairman, Sir. I feel very 
happy indeed to he able to welaime this measure which has been so ably 
moved by my friend Mr. Das Gupta. In 19od on the 7th of April I had 
the honour of moving a resolution on the floor of tlie House which ran as 
follows; — ‘‘This (’oumil is of opinion that the Government of West Bengal 
rimuld take adequate ftte}»s for the preservation and maintenance of the 
ancient ami historical monuments as wtdl as of archo'ological .sites and 
l|ir remains other tlian those declared by Parliament by law to be of 
Rational importauce.”

lor tliia purjwse and he lias asked the West Bengal Government 
to ^ntribute towards this. We hove agreed to contribute one lakh of 
rupees lor this from this State.'* Sir, we have not hennl anything about 
I be ffnancial aspect of the measure. We would like to know when the

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t^if. the resolution that I uioved was eonfined to the archeological sites 
and historiral monument'*. The Chief Minister, in course of his n^ply to 
the resolution tliat 1 Tiioved in 1954 added that it wivs desirable to provide 
the (Government with powers to acquire historical objects also which are 
in private iKKsession. In this connection he 8|Hike n.s follows: “I am 
intoniuMl on good authority that there are large quantities of archfieological 
remains as well as records, etc., in the hands ot private persons who are 
utilising them as private pniperties. It would W necessary to get the 
Lesrislature to give iin ])ower to reiovcr them from private ownership of 
smli individuals; otherwise they will he lost to the country”. “There- 
fore”, he added, “I would suggest to my friend that as Government is 

peifei'tly in seisin of tliis particular aspect and as we are moving in this 

matter, he need not press this resolution to vote because we have accepted 
the principle hehind tliis Bill”. Sir, we feel very happy that the (’hief 
Minister has pu*.hed it through. From this side of tlie House, in the 

Session in subsequent ynirs we drew the attention of the (jjiief 
M in is ter to the necessity of organising an Arclneological Department. 
There are some who stvin to think that there is mi much by way of archnu)- 
lo^'ieal tre,isuie> .ind aicli(eologleal iMonumtMit.s that \ve (an think id 
preserving. Tlial is a misi'onceptiou. There was a time when it was 

thouglit that Bengal is a deltaic province and that the history of Bengal 
does not go very tar lia( k in history. That is a mistaken notion. Sir, due 
to the researches of ihe scholars of Calcutta TJuiversily, some of whom are 
personally knovii to Dr. S. N, Banerjee who was one of the distinguished 
Vice-ChacelloiN of the ruiversity — under the auspices of tlie Ashutosh 
Museum our ^(holin'* (d the C'alcutta I'niversity have larried on arclimo- 
logicul excavations — and as a result of tlo*ir aefivifies, lUMilitlnV implements 
have been ac()uired at Durgapur. These neiditliii* implements came to he 
<iisi o^’ered in the Durijapur area duriii;,'^ the excavations that were needed 
in 'onneetioii with the Durgajmr Beriiuic scheme. Then, again, in llie 
Dinajpur di.strict an loeological remain', including tena(‘ofta vases lielonc- 
ing to the Sunya Cei iod have been discovered ; soiin* (‘iKicli-making dis- 
cn\ fines have also been made at Tamiuk wdiich go to establish the close 
commercial relationship between the peojde of Bengal of very ancient times 
and the Romans. Then, again, Sir, in very recent times, within the last 
six or seven months, the nrchnpological jiarty of CalcuHa 1 niversity carried 
on investigations at Chandraketugarh near Basirlmt and the discoveries that 
have }»een made are really startling and the history of Bengal has really been 
taken hack to ‘•econd century Indore the Christian era. Sir, besides these, 
wc have maney mediaeval luonumeiits to jueserve particularlv in Ihe districts 
of Malda and Murshidahad. The Hegmiial Records Survey Committw 
flop our f'hief Minister created wuue time ago, in tiieir rejmrt in 1952-511 
emphasised the necessity of establishing an arclueological department. 1 
referred to their resolution in course ot mv humble suhiiiissions in connec- 
tior: with my speech on my motion in 19 '^j 4. Sir, it i‘ neceJisary t^t we 
j*hou!d establish here in Bengal an Arch (eoh»gi cu 1 * Depart men t . It is well 
kimwn that at least thiee Provinces have already estaidished Arehceologienl 
Departments of their own, namely. Orissa. Fttar Prnd(*sh and Bombay. 
We feel very happy indeed that the Minister in charge has artwl up to the 
iHfipiration that he mnM have re(‘eive(l from our Chief Minister. 








Sir, rri^ regard to tlie prweaaee through which the meBBure waa lak^ 
Wfore it came to b« pl8<'e<] before the L^iniatiTe Council I have certain 
pbfterrationR to make. When a Bill like this is considered it is desirable 
that it should be referred to learned bodies — the Asiatic Society, for 
example, is devoted to archeological studies and historical research — it is 
desirable that a Bill like this^ before it is placed on the legislative anvil 
should be referred to such bodies. There is .Bangiya Sahithya Parisad, and 
there are experienced archceologists and historians in the University of 
Calcutta. I do not know if references were made to tliem. 1 believe that 
the Bill might have been improved materially if these learned bodies were 
consulted in the matter. 


The Hon ’hie Minister in course of his si)€ech lias referred to the neces- 
sity of establishing an Archoeological Department. I am not sure if under 
the ttowers providcsl to the Government in the Bill he will be able to do so. 
Since he has assured us that it will he jossible for him to do so under the 
rules that may he franie<l I feel much reassured. 

With regard to one or two sections I may have to make certain observa- 
tions at a later stage but at this stage I heartily welcome this measure, and 
I on behalf of the members of the Gpposition, some of whom I am sure will 
he H]>eaking, thunk the Chief Minister in particular for Ihe interest that h«‘ 
has taken in the promotion of this measure. 


tj. AribiiMla Bom: Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to support the W'BSl 
Bengal Preservation of Historical Monuments and OhjectN and Excavation of 
ArchoBological Sites Bill. l9o7, as moved h\ Ihe Minister in ( harge. 

Sir, it is n happy day for us, sjiecially those ol us who belong to tliis 
side of the House, tlint members of the Opjiositiou, at least Professor 
Bhattocharyya, has weh'omed this Bill, and I am sure there is not going 
to he much coutroversy with regard to the passage of this Bill in this House. 

Sir, a country, a^people, has to know its past, it> glorious past, even the 
defects in its post, in order to march forward. There is no doubt about the 
fact, that Bengal’s history does go into the hoar>' post. Prof. Bhatta- 
cliaryya has referred to the recent results of re'search conducted by the 
University scholars and professors, who have disooverfHl that Bengal’s past 
could very well go to the neolithic age. Well, however, much we may go 
back to the past we feel that from tlie immediate ]>a8t to the remotest past, 
our land is nallowed by the footsteps of our forebears who wrote history, 
who achieved very great thing in soidety, in culture, in economics, in trade, 
even in warfare. The new generation of Bengalis today. I am afraid, are 
not at all aware of all the.se things. Thev have not been introduced t«» tliis 
past, mainly hei^ause of the fact that, as Dr. Snnyal had said in this House 
a few days back, we know much more of British liistory. English heritage, 
etc., than of our own country, 
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So we all feel that this Bill is not only timely, hut it is goipg to fill up » 
long-fftlt gap. That is why I rise to support the Bill as moved by t^e 
Hoi^lpMinister. I have a few observations to make. It is really surprhi- 
iug|||ppetrange that uptill now Government did not hove any power to 
prevent the decadence or deterioration in the condition of historical monu- 
menta or documents or pid^es of art and beauty, etc., in the State. Uptill 
now it was mainly left to the big zemindars of our countiy. who were patina 
and under whose }>arirouj^e fine arts and culture and certain other thingB 
developed and fiouri.shed in our country. Even a few years hack going to a 
big aemindar’s house would naturally rake up the old beautiful past of the-

lemindars. Tne semiiuiarK are neekiuK rehabilitation to-day, ecouqtni-

tion which came from these zemindars will not be available now. It is in 
the rightness of things that the historical monuments and documwts and 
things of beauty and culture should be preserved. That responsibility has 
to be taken over by the Government. 

Sir, I have a few more ohser^'ations to make. Having been a student, 
of history, I feel that our Minister does not only intend the setting up of 
an Archoeological Department— A n ha'ological Department will In* a neces- 
sity — ^hut simultaneously he will also set u]> a research bureau that will be- 
absolutely essential to size up the whole past. To divide scieiilificully, take 
for instance, I will suggest that from the hoary past till the British came 
and tcM>k over this State — this ]>eri<Ml should he in eue category and then 
trom the Battle of lMli^^ey or after the victory of lionl Clive to Ham Mohan 
Roy should be the second period and from Ram Mohan Roy to 1947 slmuld 
he the third period. I am making these suggestions to the HouMile Ministcr- 
in-charge ot this department and I shall be grateful if he will kindly 
consider these |K)ints. Dividing history on scientific lines is the sine (jiui 
non of any systematic achievement and that is why I suggest that th(‘ pre- 
British i)erio(l should be sei)arate<l from the British period and the Britisli 
period should be divided thus:— from the beginning up to the advent of 
^Wn Mohan Roy and trom Ram Mohan Roy to Netaji Subhus Chandra Bose. 

I would like to lay special stress on the latter period because Bengal’s oontri- 
but ion .since the advent of Ram M<dian Roy in the juditical and socio- 
leligious spheres has been remarkable. Similarly. I would like that the 
subjects of investigation should be jdaced in sejmrate cutejft>ries. Of c'ourse, 
you cannot make water-tight compartment** in this. Politics is all-embrac- 
ing, sociology is all-embracing and economics is all-embracing. Kven then, 
let us divide the subjects on the following lines, it can he done better by the- 
people who would be in charge of the depart meut — take for instance, if we 
lump together political, social and religious, then in the second category will 
come economic*, commercial, trade and imlustry. Professor .Bhaftachuryva 
has just mentioned ot our cont.a<*tM — contacts whicli Bengal had with tne 
western world. Even one of our poets has told us — I do not know how muclr 
hi.storical truth there is in that jM>em— that one of our kings went and 
conquered Ceylon. He not only gave expre'*‘»ion to his thought in that 
manner, but he made u-* (onseious that Bengal was <!o powerful a long time 
before and that Bengal was a great naval jKiwer, The Gujerutis My that 
people from Bengal went to Ceylon and therefrom they went into the' 
Arabian sea and reached Gujerat. ff we have to tl*>h out of our past another 
glorious nspe<*t. then in the third rategory, I would i)la(‘e art and culture. 
We are proud of the Bengal school of art, and the temnles still bear testi- 
mony to that with beautiful designs and symbols which are repre«ente<l 
there. So in this way the subjects ‘ihould be divided and separately dealt 
with. 


Sir, I am happy to learn that the Minister is thinking of setting up of an 
Advisory B’ody to advise the officers or the |»eople who would la? in charge of 
this work. They must have the assistance and help of sj»er*ialiBts and of 
scholars who have dedicated their lives to researcli work. 

Then probably Professor Bhattacharyya and Dr. Banerjee will agree with 
me that tiiere is no house where we can place these memorable thinn which 
will be received by the Government or excavated in future as a result of this 
work. We must have a national museum. Tnless we have a national 
musemn — suppose the working parties send on to the Government certain 
valuable documents, manuscripts or instruments or statnefl of historicaf 







would you keep tliemP It u really very strange iJiftI 
Iki tiie Asbutosh Muneuni things whu*U liave l>een ex(favnted ny the stdudars 
are left in a Iiaphaj5»rd luunner somewhere, even outside the main building. 
Ho we must have a national museum. Ot rourHe, the financial aspect will 
be very great. For that I have a <*oncrete suggestion to make. We have 
the Victoria Memorial here. Tliere is no point m keeping certain glamorous 
and glittering swords and medals and nie<laliians of (lovernor-Generals 
and certain other things which belonged to |>ersous prominent during the 
days of British rule. this may be converted into a national museum, 
and if our Governincnt think it proper, they should move the Government 
of India to give us the entire Victoria Memorial us a place where to house 
all these paintings and statutes j»nd the materials of historical imi>ortance, 
•so that the people of this State ami those who would come from outside, 
eyeii from foreign land>, can go and see them. Sir, I would like to include 
even those instruments used by Sir d. (’. Bose — whatever has stood the test 
of time and which has created some .sort of history. 


In this lonnection. I would also request our Government to request the 
flovernmeut of India t<» change the name of the Victoria Memorial. There 
is no reason why we should continue to call that structure “Vict(»ria 
Memorial’' in a free India. I suggest that the Victoria Menujrial he nameil 
as Itnhindra Nath T.igore Memorial, and as a sub-title “People’s House of 
('ulture”. So it should be styled as “Rahimlra Nath Tagore Memorial — 
People's Hou^e of Culture”. Of course, it is tor the Government lo ( jp^it 
OT not. .But, you uni''t have a ])lace where you would be required to keep 
the things whicli would rea<‘h your hands. 
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If you think that the finaiuial implication would be too great at the 
present moment, then instead of spending, say, fifty lakhs or a crore on a 
buiUling oi a museum, \ou could very well start with tlie Victoria Memorial. 
But there is uo doubt that we require a national museum. Sir, there are 
certain buildings and ]»luces of historical importance and the vagaries of 
Nature, neglect ot the descendants and so on have been responsible for 
Wiping them out today. It has been the custom in various States or even 
in this State to rehuihl tliese strmdiires if we can get the plans of these 
buildings. I would suggest that these historic buildings should be re- 
constructed on the siuue sites of the old buildings. Take for instance, there 
wa» a great senliiuent aud attachment to the re>identiul building of 
Deshbandhu rhittarunjan Du.s. In its [dace there ha> risen a very fitting 
memorial to Deshbandhu alxmt which there is n(» doubt. But think of the 
momentous incidents whuh took ])lace in that building — the venue of the 
i^ongress Working roinuiittee meetings, the all-India lenders lieing housed 
therein and the momentous decisions ai rived at iu that building. I mav 
have some faint memories of that building hut the future generations will 
have no idea of what that Iniilding wa> like. I would •'Ugge^t that in such 
eases some sort of a memorml .sluuild be kept. Take for instance, a model 
of Deshbandhu’s i evidential building should l)e made and placed in the 
courtyard with some sort of a tablet giving the historic imixirtance of that 
l>utldiiig, the part that it phived in India’.s struggle for in<lependence. 
yy friend here is asking me to mention another building hut I am leaving 
it to nm^iend to mention it. Many monuments will in the course of a 
few yapn^#^poilt or obliterated if the Government does not take any action 
them. Sir, th>re may be a few historic buildings only the 
which can be seen tmlay. 1 suggest to Government that if the 
iBans advise and if we can lay our hands on some sort of blue- 
prints, some sort of a a idea of how thoee structures in the olden days used 
^ be* they should l>e rebiiili. It has Wn possible, thanks to the 



MijMioii, to rebuikl the very hevee in wkit^h Thakhr Shri Bhri 
||p|kni^Ba Pmmakamt^ Deva breathed bin last. This houtie was Ukea 
by the military <luriiMf the war and turned into a i»ijrK«^ry but new it 
hlM^been rebuilt and the whole thing has beeu ke]>t in tact just aa it used 
tn be when Thakur used to live there. So unless rehuildinu of the old 
historic buildings is done, they will soon be effaced and obIiterate<l and 
people will forgpt about them. 1 have another buggestion. As Professor 
Bhattacharyya has said there are certain institutions in this 

State which have Wii looking after certain j»re<ious, valuable 

documents and other things. Take for instance, the Asiatic SocieU 
or the Bangiya Sahitya Parishad. Government should extent its 

hand of co-operation to these institutions and help them in every jHissihle 
manner. They have beeu doiiijr some sort of a job which .should have l>et*n 
the responsibility of our Government. Therefore, we should render them 
all assistance, financial assistance. It the Government enters into the. field, 
1 think they would surrender their proprietory rights over such dmmmenis, 
etc., betause in that case pre.serving them would be on u much sounder and 
permanent basis. In tl»e meantime, whatever documents or whatever 
valuable things are in the possession of the Asiatic Society or of the 

Bangiya Sahitya Parishad or of so many hundreds of neglected t>olh. 

pathshalas and lihranc^ in the villages where our leadeis had their schiad- 
ing, should he kept ^utely till Hindi time as the Government are in a 
position to take over from tliem those valuable ilocumeiits and rminls. 

wouUl like to mention lertain matters in whiih the Government 
should take immeditde steps. Take for instance the place where llie head 
of Sahid l^rafulla Cliaki was hurie<l. We find that the Dunlop Comimny 
is having its office theie. What are we going to do alumt that sanctified, 
hallowed ground of BeiiguD' It would really he a disgrace for us legis- 
lators and the Government wlio are responsible for the affairs of this State, 
if somebody wants to know whiih i.s the place the Itritish imperialists 
hurried the liead of Prafullii fdiaki, i.c., 57, Free Sclnud Street, where 
the Dunlop ('ompany liave then headijuarters, and wc fail to give any 
answer. So, some •^tep^ will have to In* taken to erei t a memorial on tliis 
hallow(‘d ground, s.'imtificd giound. Tlieii there is anotlier point— 
J’rotessois and many membeis of the Fniveibity arc here — the name of 
Kanailal Dutta wa.s struck off the ndl of Graduates because of tlic vindictive 
measure taken by the British imperialists. Kanailal Dultu's name should 
l»e restored. The hiitli place of Swami Vivekanaiula . if sonic steps are not 
taken immeiliateli , will l»e completely effai^ed from the lieart of the c ity. 

Then there is anothei tiling to which I would like to draw (he attention 
of the Hon’ble Minister. When* is Uadhanath Kikder's Iheodcdite with the 
help of wrhich he discovered Mount Everest? i am tidil tljat it was kept in 
the Victoria Memorial some vears hack. That Hhould really be a proud 
thing — an instTument of whicli the future generations of Ittdian should feel 
proud. It was Badhanath Sikder who discovered Mount Everst with the 
help of that theixlolite, there is no doubt almut it, and if tlovernmenf feel 
fonvinced tbev should move iu a direction and consider it they could ebattge 
tlie name of ifount Everest to Sikder Peak, or that sort id thing, thereby 
associating *be name of the man who actually discovered the Mount Everest 
and removing a very great injustice. Tlieii again it was Sir J. f’. Bo.se who, 
before Marconi, discovered wireless. Alnuit that tliere is no doubt, of course 
a little refiearrh is necessary, A few years before Merconi made his inKtru- 
Bient for transmission of wireless messages, Kir J, (!. Bose dim;overed that 
messages could lie sent without direit connection from one room to another. 
These are few' things I have to mention uml draw the immediate attention 
of the Minister in charge. Tliere is a negative as|>e<'t to the provisions of 
this Bill, because certain things will have to lie removed, effaced. 



SttbhM Oiandra Bose did take a more in the right direction fii 
forcing the then Government of Bengal to remove the Holwell Monument,. 
Ond in launching that movement he courted imprisonment « But in the tablet 
which is kept to the south of the Calcutta Collector’s office on Netaji Subha# 
Hoad it is still written that such and such cruel acts were done, where Nawab 
Herajuddaula, imprisoned and killed so many British men, women and 
children, where jieople died of suffocation, etc. That tablet is definitely 
den»gatory to our national hero, Nuwab Serajudflaula, the last sovereign kiug 
of Bengal. These were the ways by which the British imperialists tried to 
give out to the world that such cruelties were perpetrated by Nawab 
Kenijuddaulo. We cannot allow such a blot on our national history to 
(*ontinue. There are statues, etc., which should be removed or destroyed. 
There are still certain books in circulation full of calumny. Take for 
instance, the Guide Book circulated by the A.A.B. In that book it has been 
mentioned “Kanpur, where the ilUfarned Nana Salieb killed .British women 
and children.” These are distortions of history and derogatory to the fair 
name of our forebears, to the fair name of our country, to our leaders and 
national heroes, and these should be r€«noved or corrected a.s early as possible. 
Sir, 1 would like ihe Hon’ble Minister in charge to take a comprehensive 
view of things. I would not be satisfied with ju'*t on Archccologicul Depart- 
ment. We have to restore our glorious past and to jdace it before the future 
generation of Bengalees. If we do not do it, film stars will engage their 
attention! They will learn in greater detail al>ont the film stars, who have 
today captured the imagination of this generation of Bengal. You ^mwnt 
have a comprehensive plan and let us restore the j>ast glorious history of 
Bengal, There is jdenty of material. In Tnllah, Behala. and the outskirts 
of Calcutta we shall discover much about Pratapaditya and that age. 
Let there he a compreljensive plan about the restoration of our glorious past. 
I would like to rerpiest the Hon’ble Minister to take real interest in tlie 
matter and shape the whole thing under his guidance and thus enable the 
Bengak*eH to come to kuow about the glorious i>ast of Bengal.

Mr, Ctiainiian: Are you going to bring up any fresh point? 

SJ. OovaiNlsad Chatterjeo: I shall refer to the last Hpeecli of Sj. Satya 
Wya Roy wherein he ha.s raisetl some points which I think to be irrelevant. 
While he congratulated the Minister for bringing this Bill, he said that this 
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Bill flliould have been brought forward by the Education Minister. It ia 
jiroper that we should judge a .Bill by its objects aud reasons and it is 
immaterial as to who has initiated the same. Secondly, Sir, he has stated 
that by imimsing the conditions of licence, the Government is going to stop 
the excavation of historical places of interest which /‘ould have been other- 
w'ise done. I say, Sir, it w simply prejmsterous. By only regulating the 
conditions of excavation, by the grant of ]i<*ense, it is meant that any and 
every person will not be allowed to indiscriminately excavate things of 
liistorical interest. If the (iovi^rnment wants to stop such indisiTiminate 
action, he says, by that the Government should be stopping all excavation 
work. 1 submit, Sir, it actually carries uo meaning ami is tlierefore 
irrelevant. 

Now, Sir, I’omiiig to the main Bill I join with my friends in welcoming 
tins move hy the Ministry. Bengal lias really a hoary pa>t and a glorious 
ripcord of history. It would be rather impertinent on my part if to point 
out the past c()m|U(‘st of Bengal lu the field of culture ami politics. T men- 
tion the names of Bijoy Singha. Atisli l)ii)aukar and coming to a later age, 
ol “AumrM” Bnghuuandaii and l^ord Sri Chaitanya, the founder of the new 
Sect Vmshnnha ', who was not only the great ])roj)ounder of a new school 
of Philosophy in life but also a pre-eminent Pandit of “.Tyayu” because 
these names are too well-kn()\Mi in ever> enituied tainily ot Bengal to he 
mentioned afresh. Bengal has been the {ground of the rise and fall of so 
many kiii^s and kingdoms beginning fiom the day^ oi jvcordeil history — 
from tlie time of Adi Sur to on? la^t independent lulci.s of tlie Miighul (fays 
lliat the whole eoiintry wa.s neersMirily tlie field of many arc'hiteetnral w'ork, 
Beeans(‘, the prospiuity of the kings and tlie ruling families found expression 
in many lHnl(liiig>, monuments, temjd(‘s, mos(Jue^ and mausoleums built by 
them and eiiltural aspect of the jieojile found exjue-isions in tin* hooks, 
mamist ripts, (*te., of the past. 

Sir, ancient monuments are there in many j^arts ot ’\Ve>t Bengal. My 
leal lied fiiend Ibofessor Bhattaeharyya has stated only about those in the 
district of Mnrshidabad and Malda. I w’oiild like to say. Sii, tliat .such 
monuments an‘ there in many parts of Bnrdwan, BiVblium. Hooghly, 
Bankura. While tlu* Ancient Monuments lVeser\ation Act of IPOJ has been 
jireserving many monuments in eertain parts of historical imiiortauce, 
namely, Maldn, Afurshidahad. etc,, it pains me to jaunt out that tliose in 
nearby districts are being iiegh'cted.

Sir, n'CiMitly I had been to “Barunagar” in (*onneetvon with tbe West Bengal 
Muiiieipal (’onferenee. where I found some ancient temjdes li-ft by Bani 
Bhabani. (If these, two temples are being preserved — one temjile dedicated 
to (jotl Siva and a group of temples also dedicated to Si\a These are being 
jireserilied under the Ancient Afonument'^ ]*reservation Act. 19t)4, while the 
original temple which was said to have been constructed by Kani Bhabani 
and dedicated to Goddess Kali is not being preserved under the provisions 
of that Act. 

Mr. Ghairinan: A'ou are going into details about the amuent sites. 

SJ. Jitviprmd ChttttrjM: I am going into the details because I would 
like 1® clarify a I>oi^t. Now, I am suggesting this that in this particular 
pllkCe you will find that w%ile two monuments are being preservAi, one is 
ttot Being jireserved. In such a case. Sir, suppose our State Government will 
be taking action to preserve the other monument, there would necessarily 
•rise the question of co-ordination between the departments of the Central 
Government and of the State Government. 
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' Mr. Chtimnn; Professor Chatterjee, these are matters of detail which 
are hardly suitable here. 

8). □•vaprasad Chatterjea: Sir, I was going to state only two points* 
namely, that in the lutual operation of the Aot there should he seope and 
provision for a close eo-o}>eratiou anti co-ordination between the (Vutral 
Government and the State Government and also that there should be a 
department of the proposed Advisory Hoard whieh the Mini>ter has sugjjest- 
ed. whieh would particularly relate to eo-ordiuatmg the research activities 
carried on by different organisations ami persons tor tiuding out tln‘ 
ancient monuments, which have not yet been brought umler the Ancient 
Monuments Preservation Act and aKo to find out and prepare lists of monu- 
ments which have not yet been jirojierly prepared for jircMTvation. Theve 
are the two jiarticular jioints which T would like to impress upon the llon’hlo 
Minister while he makes out the details of the Advisory Hoard.

(0) The Bengal Ainusement> Tax Act. 1022 — sections lo to 21. 

The IjUW Bevision Committee, therefore, su^ge.sted that one <onsolidated 
single Act to d<*al with these subjects should be framed. 

Honourable members will notice that of these Acts, the 
Public Gambling Act, 1H(»7, — which a (Vntial Act. due.s 

not apply to AVest Bengal. In traming tlie coiiMilidatcd .Bill tliis Act has 
Hworuiugly not been taken into acioniit. A^ain. M'ctioii.s lo to 21 ot the 
Bengal Amusements Tax Act, 1022, relate lo lax on totalisalors ami luxik- 
makers in relation to betting on lioi>e>. It is not piojm.sed to disturb those 
provisions noM . As regards lotterie>, section 2t)4A id the Indian Penal Code 
already covers lotteries com]detely and jirobibits any lotteries other tlian 
those whicli are organised by Government or autboiised by Government. 

Hence that provision hu,s been left undisturbed. The Bill accordingly 
deals with the provisions regarding gambling contained in the other laws 
referred to by tiie Law Revision Committee. 

present legislation ahio includes provi.sious to deal with the subject 
otTMfe Comiietitions vrhich is within the legislative competence of the State 
li^slature. Tor the sake of uniformity of regulation and control all over 
India the Central Government decided to introduce in Parliament a Bill 
called the Prize PuEile Competition.^ (Control i Bill, 195’), and requested the 
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Stite Governments to pet resolutions {taiised in their respective St4ite Legis- 
iatores under Article 352 of the (Constitution einiHiwering the Lok Sabha to 
undertake such legislation. By the time the Resolution was actually [massed 
by the State Legislature, the PriEe Oomi>etitions Act, 1955, had olraady 
been enacted by Parliament. This Act does not apply to AVest Bengal. It 
is of course possible for this State to adopt tlie (^entral Act by resolution 
passed by both Houses under Article 252 but instead of having a separate 
Act on the subject it is considered more desirable to include in the present 
Bill a chapter containing provisions for the ngulation and <‘outrol of priee 
competitions. 

Accordingly, the pre.sent Bill deals with (lambhng and PriEe ('onii>eti- 
tions (which include such things as (Voss-word (’ompetitions, Missing Word 
Coiuiietitions, etc.) for which prizes are offere<l. “Gaming oi Gambling” 
has been defined. Punishment has be<‘n provided for those owning or keep- 
ing a (Naming House as well as those found in a Gaming House unless they 
can ])rove tliat they were not there for suoli ]mr}>oses. The Bill also prohi- 
bits gaming and setting birds and animals. There ih a spei ific jirovisioii 
exempting games of skill. There is also a provision indemnifying witnesses 
who were themselves jiarticijiating in gaming ]irovided the Magistrate 
certifies. 


A ‘separate Cliapter of the .Bill deaL with l‘iize ( 'ompetitions. In this 
(Chapter are im-oiporated almost verbatim ihe provisums of the t'entral 
(}overiiment’s Piize Competition Act, 1955. The Act doe.s not njiply to West 
Bengal hut tlie Central GovernmenCs desire to have uniformity ot regula- 
tion and contiol over I’nze Comiietitions has been ac<*eded to hy irnduding 
the provisions of the Central Act in Chapter III of the ])roi>o.sed Bill. 

AVith these words. Sir, I commend my motion for the consideration of the

The West Bengal Gambling and Prize Competitions Bill, 1957 

8j. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya: ^Ir Chairman, Sii, at tin* out- 
set I eougratiilate the ILm'hli* Minister loi having introdiuM'd tins Hill. 
It is jiractically sjnaking. in siil)stitutuin oi Aet II of IStlT. Mueh walei 
has down down the nvei (hinges sinei* then and n‘ally that Act leijiiires 
amendment, lii rn> humble submis-,i(ui anuMidments have lu*en niadt* here 
ainl iheie, hut praetieallv .spmiking the poivisions (d the old Aet linve 
he»‘n ineoiporated in this Hill. 1 would, however, diaw tin' altentnm id 
tlu' flon’hle Mini^tet to eertain piovisjoiis m the Hill. 

Now. with reg-aid to Chaptei II in the Hill I wonhl invite tin* atti'idion 
ot the lion lile Ministei to section 2. suh-seetion (l)(h) w'hieli delines 
“gaming or gamliling". Nv)w in this (*\<*(‘j>tioii has la*(*n mmh' regarding 
"wag'eiing or hetting upon a horse race. In my stilmiission this exeepiion 
ought not to have ht'en made. And then again with regard to tin* dt'Iinition 
ot “gaming or gamliling" race gainhiing has not been imdnded spi'cifiealh 
under tins definition as vv,ih done in the old Aet. I would, therefore, 
submit that it ought to have been done veiv speeitieally. 

Then, I would invite the atti'iilioii of the Hon'hh* Ministei to idiiiise 
0(2) which runs to this effect: “All persons taken into custody undei 
suh-section (I) shall he prodii<a*d hcfon* the nearest .Magistrate within a 
})eriod ol twenty-four hours <d taking into enstody excluding the time 
iiecessarv foj- the journev from the place (d taking into custody to the 
court of the Magistrate.” Sir. it is a well-known ]irinciple ot law' that 
redumlant words should not he usod in aiiv legislation. Now if a referc'nce 
be made to section (il (jI the Criminal Hroiedun* (’ode, an identical provi- 
sion has Iieen maih* thciein. So in my submission chiuse 7, suit-clausi* (2) 
IS reilundaiit and nnnecessarv. Kven tlu* Legislatun' would he taken 
he not aeting’ jiroperlv if that is done. Veivositv should h«' guanhul 
against. So in my humble suhmissiou that ought to he deleted in order 
to show that the Legislature is aware of the jirovision <d section (II of the 
Criminal Hrv>eediire (’ode. Otherwise, |a*oph* wMio look into Ibis Hill, who 
go through* this Hill, who discuss tliin Hill, w Inm those people go in a 
court, thev will think that the Legislature 

The Hon’ble Kali Fade Mookerjee: What was implicit before has been 
made explicit. 

8J. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya: It was not implicit. It is 
always explicit, for the provi.sion.s of the Criminal Hrocedure Code apply to 
all Acts in which the application is not barred. So section (»1 of the 
Criminal Prf»cedure Code applies, and in face of section 01 of the Criminal 
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Procedure Code, it is, as I have submitted, redundant and unnecessary 
to make a duplication oi the provisions. Same remarks can be 
made with rej^ard to similar provision in another clause and this, I 
would also submit, is redundant and unnecessary. Then, I come to the 
most iiniK>rtant clause, viz., clause 13. Clause 13 aiakes provision for 
«xuiiiinin^ witnesses who are in legal phraseology called approver witnesses. 
Now, witli regard to this provision, I have a submission to make. Under 
the Criminal Procedure Code, in certain specified cognizable offence.s the 
Alugistrate and other otficers have been given the power to tender j)ardon 
4ind the procedure which is followed in such cases is that the accused is 
brought f»efore the Magistrate, the Magistrate asks him whether he is ready 
und willing to make a full and true disclosure of the facts involved in 
the offence and it he signifies his consent, then he is tendered jjardou and 
thereafter his evidence is taken and if he does nf>t stick to his promise, 
then the Public Prosecutor is em|)owered to file a certificate iu accordance 
with the ])r()visions of section 339 of the Criminal Procedure Code and then 
he can he jiroseciited. But the provision which has been made here is in 
reverse order. Sir, clause 13 runs to this effect: “Any person who shall 
have been concerned in gaming leading to, aiul who shall be examined 
a witness before a Magistrate in respect ot, the trial of any jierson tor a 
breach of a’ly of the provisions ot this chapter ami \^ho upon such examiiu- 
tion shall make true and faithful discovery to the best of lii*. knowledge 
of all things as to which ht‘ shall be so examined, and who shall thereupon 
receive I’rom the said Magistrate a certificate in writing to that effect, 
shall he treed ttrun all j^rosecut ions under the provisuniH ot this chai)ter 
tor an\ tiling (hme before that time in resp<>ct ot such gambling”. Sir, 
tin* procedure is re\(*rs(*, Heie the accust^d wouhl cnme, he would be 
i^xamined as [u'osccution witness and make a true and lull disclosmc of 
the facts inv(dved in the matter ami then he would be given a certificate 
by the Magistrate that proceedings against him \sould be barred. Sir, if 
this )»rovision is retained, the baneful effect woubl he that ver\ tew persons 
without getting au assurance of acquittal would come tfuward to give 
evidence in a (‘use and secondly, he ATOuld he hovering over an nnceitauity 
and when he ha^ ln‘en examined as a prosecution witness, the result wouhl 
be that he wouhl either give exaggerated fact^ in order to sutisl\ the jn)lice 
and the Magistrate (»r he would give talse evidence in onlei to purchase 
his acquittal. So in my humble submission the j)rocedure which is 
t'stablislu'd in the eye of law, the procedure which is being followed every- 
where a!nl in otlnu' countries, should he adopted. A reverse order w\auld 
be bamdul to the cause of justice and very few ])ersons would come to 
depose ill favour of the jnosecutiou. So, Sir. 1 would bring this claus»* 13 
to the nv)tire of the Hotrhle Minister in cliarge of the Bill and Avould ask 
him to go through the provisions of sections 337 to 339 of the Cnniiiial 
Pnieedure (’ode and comjiare those provisions with the j^rovisioiis embodied 
in clause 13 and to find out which is better and which ought to he followed. 
In m,\ humble submission. Sir. the jirovision regarding the testimony of 
an approver and the procedure to be followed with reganl to that as laid 
4lo\vn in the iTiminal Procedure (^ode should he adopted iu this Bill. So,- 
Sir, I would submit that this clause 13 requires revision.

In order to a\'^>id such tals»‘ ciines 
and in order to protect innocent pt*ople who max )m* conspired against, .t 
is necessary that this section sliould la* changed niatcriallx. Sir, these are 
all that I luixe to say on tfiis A<‘t. 

It is desirable that the previous Acts .should he (onsolidateil and here 
is a consolidated Act. Chapter III of the Act, I umlcrstand, is a verliatim 
repriMluctioi^ of tbe Act that hus been adopted by tbe Centre some time 
ago. So I w’elcome this measure, but 1 hope that the Minister-iii-charge 
vpill take into cousideration tlie ohservation.s that I have made on sections 
2 and 6.

Now, those who will pass from the l(l-\ear schooK will liave to he ^iven 
tuition in a preparjitorv eoursp for one >ear in an .ttfiliated coIlej;e because 
the sch(X)ls, — the Ih-year sclnads, will not he in a position to give the 
necessary tuition to bridge over the gap between the two. But we find no 
provision in the Act of any kind of repiesentation on behalf of the 
affiliated colleges who ^hall he concerned with ananging for this kind of 
tuition. It is rather extraordinary that by this definition tiie pre-univer>i1y 
colleges will come under the control of the Secondaiv Education Bo^ird. As 
S.iktn, Anila Debi has alrei\dy {minted out and a" you are aware, tbe^e 
t^dleges are under the University and they have the ; ''wn governing bodies. 
They liave definite arrangoment.s for their management, for tuition, etc. 
You will theref(ue have a .svstem of dual control if vou pass the particular 
edause in the form in which it has been briefed. That is wKy I support 
Sjkta. Anila Dehi’s suggestions under this clause and for clarification so 
that this ambiguity may not lead to further trouhle.

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Mr. (luiinnini, Sir, nW the 

<li«iciinsi<)n that up to now lias taken plaee proceeds ironi iniscoiK’epiion of 
tile definition of “Secondar\ Kdufation”. 1 have alreaily said that the 
(lefin lion of “>econdaF\\ Kdiuation” ha.s heen framed in numt <'omprehen- 
.si\e terms •Seeoudar) I'idnrat ion” is defiin'd as education that is jxisi- 
priiiiai) and pioceed- up to the •itape which (pialifies to? admission to a 
Fnivcrsitv certificate, diploma or degree course instituted hy a Vniveroty 
cu h> a Goyernmeiit. The whole range of eilucation including 
post-primary and pie-T'niv(‘rsity courses comes within llie definition of 
Secondary Palucatioii. Sir, it you do not read the definition of “Institution” 
alofio ^vitl) flo" definilifin ot “Secomlary Kdiuation”, then surely there will 
be a confu-ioM. Hut if von first reml tlie definition •>{ “Secondary 
Education” and then read the definition of “Iiirtlitulion”, you will find that 
every part of secondary education, even type of secondarv education iM 
included in the definition ot “institution”. Secondary education, as I hove 
explained, includes all grades and forms of post-primary and pre-rniversity 
or pre-(‘ertifi( ate (oursc". Xow “Institution” means a high sehool or n 
multi-purpose school or an etlucational institution oi part cr defiartmeiit of 
such school ^or In.stitution imparting instruction in seiondarv education to 
hoys or girls or Ixith”. Any type or .stage of secondary education comes 
within the definition of institution, that is, any institution pioviding for 
“secondary’ education” comes within the definition of “institution”. The 
definition of “institution”, taken as it i.s, may confu.se those who have not 
heen able as yet to adapt themselves to the way of thinking of diversified 
secondary education. If you can adapt yourselves to an idea of diversified 
secondary education, not the usual academic type of secondary educsifion 
only, then you will understand the definition of “institution”, otherwise 
not. 
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Now, Sir, a question Kes been raised about pre-TJniversity course. Pre- 
tTniversity course will not come under the definition of secondary education 
because so lon^ as all secondary schools are not upgraded into 11-year 
schools it remains a part of the University course, it is a part of existing 
intermediate stage. Certainly students there are Qualifying themselves 
for the degree course and therefore sq far as the pre-TIniv.^rsity stage is 
concerned, so long as it is retained in the colleges, so long as all the 
10-year schools are not up^naded to 11-year schools, certainly tliat will 
remain within the jurisdiction of the University and there can be no doubt 
about that. 


Sir, another (luestion has been raised, viz., the ([iiestion of recognition or 
approval. Sir, tnere is a definition of “recognition”, viz., “Recognised” — 
which with its granimati(Mxl variations, used with reference to institutions, 
menjis lecognisefl by the Board — whether the past Board or tlie tiitu’e Boa^d 
--or by the Executive Council comstituted under the West Benzol 
Secondary Education Act, 1950, or recognised under the West Bengal 
Secondary Education (Tem^vorary Provisions) Ordinance, 1954, or the West 
Bengal Secondary Education (Temporary Provisions) Act, 1954. Xow 
this definilion of “recogni.sed” that has been given is (jiiite c-oinprehensive 
and one has got to read all ibis a little more caret nlly. If yon do that, 
tlien you will understand there is no inadefiuaev at all. So I ojijKise all the 
amendments. 

8J* Sfttya Pfiya Roy: Sir, llie Minister ha> been ])Ieased to clarify some 
points. But 1 would request him through \ou to clarif\ another point. 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Sir, I opjmse all the 
amendments and accept only the amendment moved by Mr. KoLiy.

Sir, when 1 imm* this uinend- 
trient, 1 do not jisk for anything' new. If we look b> section 4 of Act of 
IJloO, we find that the Boiird shall consist of the bdlowinp' nieinhers : first, 
the Presiderji, vx-officio, and feecuiully, the Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta 
University, * .r-offit ut. So the \ ice-(diancelloi of t)u' ( alcnlta I niversity 
was a nietnhei of the Itoanl of Secinidar\ Hdiicatioii inidei the Act ot 1950.

Chffudhuri. But lliere no reason to assume or to .su]>}) 0 'te that t]ic j>ie'.ent 
Vice-( fiance] lot r)f fhe Calcutta University would follow the foo^siep^ of 
liis pr(‘decesM)r. There eould ha\e been various rea>ou.s whiili did not allow 
tlie then Vice-Uliuncellor of the (hdcutta University to attend the meetings 
of the Board — I do not n'liiemher ^\]io he was — hut thi*ii tliere is no reason 
to presume thal the ])reseiit V ice-Chuncellor of the Cab utta University 
would follow the footstep.s of his predecessor. Many !■<, m^ iiibeis also 

did not attend the meetings ot the Boaifl hut that cauuol be the leasoii for 
excluding liim.

Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya: 1 know, I am a citizen of West 
Benjjal, tnat there are two other X niversities, viz., Visvu Bharati and 
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Ja^ATpur University. I also know that there is no reason to exelu/e the 
Vice-Chanrellor of the Caleiitta University which i^ the premier University 
in the State of West Benj?al. And 1 say with all emphasis at my command 
that it will be realh ))liiyin>r tlie play of Hamlet without the Prince of 
Denmark. What 1 syy is this. There <*an he ahs(j|utel\ no justification 
for excluding the Vice-Pljamellor of the Calcutta Univerxity irom this 
Board, and it will he tru’ tliis House to (‘Onsider uhat (d)jection can tliere be. 
There cannot he posNihly an\ ohjecti(»n and in all fairness 1 >jiould submit, 
the Hou’ble Ministei in c]»aii»4‘ ot this IMl ^houhl accepi m\ amendment, 
should he pleaded to include hi> name in clause \ (»f this Ifill. This is with 
regard to amendment Xo.

ruing ot the lloti'ldc Chairman. S<» it is no use r.ikin;^ up that matter 
again. So I )ia\e sa <1 that suli-i tails,, (llh l»e didclod or juiiiltcd, vis;., 
two represeiitat i\ es nominated by the State (»o\ernmeuf tiom the teaching 
ot technical or protessional Institutions. Now the expression 
^‘Profess onal institutions” has n<>t been clefined in the Bill in ijuestion 
wliH h is under disi ussion liefore tin* House. Ttieie tias been ample repreMcm- 
totion of the teaching staff oi teiliiiical or j>iotessi(nMl institutions. Let 
us refer to suh-elau.se (7) of ilause 4 where (diiet Inspector, Tethnioal 
Educfltion and Director of Technical Training, e^r^offirlof is im luded in the 
composition. Certainly Teclinieal Kdueation does not go unrepresented on 
the Board. On the oilier hand, T have proposed that two .MenihiTs of the 
Managing Committee should la* im luded tlreiein. I am happ,\ to find that 
one of inv friends on the other side has nartially accepted my amemlnient, 
viz., Sj. DeVaprasad Chatterjee has moven an amendment it is arnendinent 
No. fiO — and he .says: T beg to move that in (lause 4(18), line utter the 
word “woman’* the ftdlowing words be added, namely: — ‘ and one at leant 
shall lie a mernher r>f the Managing Coininittee of an Institution, rerognined 
by the Wtwl Bengal Board oi Secoiidarv Kdueation.” So I may that thi.s 
is not my personal \Iew or this i-. not the view of the ftppositiou merely, 
but thi.s i.s the view of one Member of the Treasuiv Bern li. We have heard 
at the time of general discusHion that non-official persons came forward 
to promote secondary education in West Bengal. 
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IJhfty supplied money, they or^ranitied secondary schools and they did their 
bumble best in promotiuff secondary education in West Benjjal. So it 
would be the unkindesl cut ot nil if they are not represented in the Boaid. 
and this also is not a new Ihin^ for which I am askinjr for the first time. 
They were represented in the Boanl constituted under tlie Act of 19-3(1. If 
we refer to section *4, sub-section JG, we find it stated “tliive members of 
the Manat^rin^f Committees of reco/>'iiised bijrh schools elected in the mauiier 
preh(*ril)ed by rejrnhitions and by the memliers id such Manatrinp: Coiu- 
niitlees” (Sj. Mohitosh ICu ('miniirui: Fhat was nn\vi>e.) The i^e 
thinp' would he such *thin^^s alone wdiicb would he sponsrired and winch 
would he >um»orted by the members o{ the Treasury Bench. Wi-dom 
mnnot lie the monopoly of any section of the people. What did these 
three members w'ho had been represented in the old Board do-^ And what 
the rest di<l not do? Why should you condemn them in this wniy)^ This 
is a condemnation which should not come from a teacher (jin^fress-member, 
I should say, because it is condemning the entire body <d the Committee 
of Manatreineiit. We all know that theie aie more than 1,000 schools of 
secondary education and there are at least 1-3,000 members of the Managing 
Committee. Should you think that a body, a Committee of Manaj^ement, 
which are connected with secondar\ eilucation should he excluded from the 
Constitution of the Board and [htmihs nominatiN] and appointed and ex- 
officio nieu should come and rlo the work^ Follow one wav Do not say 
well, we are followinfx the recommendation-* of the Miidaliav (Vniimission. 
We are followin^r the recfunniendations ni the l)cv Coiujrii--i()n. As T .s;u’d 
beforr’ 1 would repeat wdth all the etupha-*is at nr\ couiiuand “do not 
establish any Ibsird, Do all the work il)rou<jii rlie Dire* tor of Bublic 
Ifistrtietion”. Why do you estahli>h a -epaiate Directorate ot the Educa- 
tion Tlepartmeiit y It is no n^e ha\ine- that. t>nl\ <eie J np will do. “The 
old Bo4trd or rather the Ar*l ol DT)!) is ht‘r(d»v lepealetl”. J^'ollow the recoin- 
mendnti-ons of the Miulaliar (’oinmission. If >ou want to constitute a 
Brsird is if any reason that \ou are excludinii alto<;etfrer the niemhers of 
the Manti^^inu' ('oumiittce^ There an* thna* norobers of the Coiniiiitter of 
Mana/afenient of the Board i)f' Secotnlarv Hduc.nifrn under A(‘t 11)30. Now 
as the numher has be('n decreased so 1 ha\e proposed in my aniendinent 
that instead of three there should he two repre-entatives in the Ikwird. A 
bod y ennsistin^f of about 1-3,000. if not more, if they are represented by only 
two members. 1 do not think the representation would be very much. The 
representation w'ould be leaning towards the ^ide of inadequacy. So. in my 
hum hie submission if the amendment proposed by Sj. Debaprasan 
Cbatterjee, my lionourable friend on the other side, is token sidt* by side 
with the amendment whicli I Imve prop(»sed the only ditference is that 
whereas he says that of the three <»ne of them should be included in the 
Board of Secondary Education, I say that two members should be 
accepted. 

One representative for 1-3,I)(K) would be too small. So I have 
in my ameihlment two repre.sentatives uominated by the State Government 
from the tenchinp: staff of technical or professional institutio’us. I have 
already said that professional institutions have not been defined and we do not 
know how many there are. Prolmblv there may bo one or two or three 
end you w^ould s:ive them representation but not the members of the 
manafirinpr committees who numl>^ more than 1-5,()(KK I know where the 
shoe ninches, I know if my amendment be occepted, the result would be 
that the majority which is wanted by the Government on the Board would 
dwindle if not altogether vanish and that is the reason why this amend- 
ment is not accepts. I have said when the general discussion took place 
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that every section and everj’ clause — if read between the lines — show^ tl^at 
the Government wanted to centralise powers in themselves ami this is an 
illustration to the point and there are giKid many of such illustrat'ons.

In the first instaiicf, 1 will seek your ])eiinjsMnn to make some ubserva- 
tiotis on the ainemlinents that have been imned b\ Sj. Nagendra Kumar 
Bhattadiaryya on the desirability of giving iv|'restmtat ion to the Managing 
Committees of the ree(»gnised schools in West Bengal on the ])ro]>OHed Board. 

Sir, he has aigued ably that the system ot stM-ondarv education in West 
Bengal may really be regaided as a monument ot jirivate enterprise. As- 
a matter of fact, only a handful ot seluxds are (Government schools. The 
majority of the schools were established by jirJvate individuals and parlies. 
Dey Commission in their report made certain veiy pertinent observatious- 
on this very question. And in support of their ohservatiens they quoted 
certain statistics which I would like to place before you for youi ennsi- 
deration, Dot of a total of l.-JH high schools, they wrote in 1954, only 2^ 
are Government institutions, and as many .is TiOd did not receive any aid 
from the State contribution. That is to sa\ that stnondary education in 
West Bengal is largely the <ontrihutioii of uoii-otticial eftovts. The report 
mentions the figures for 1952-5*1 of coiitrib\itinTi made by the Government 
and contribution made by other parties. In 19-52-5‘{, the total expenditure 
to secendnry education — High and Junior High S<hooU taken together in 
West Bengal was a little over 372 lakhs. Of this amount nearly 259 lakhs 
of TUfees, i.e., 70 per cent, came from fees and a little over 61 lakhs, 
about l(i per cent, came frqm the State. I might mention. Sir. in this con- 
nection that the percentage of contrihutiou of some of the other States is 
much larger than that of the Government of AVest Bengal. Tn Bombay the 
percentage of contribution is in the nmghhourhood of -32 per inl^lad^l8 

It is 22 per cent, and m Uttar Pradesh it is 24 per cent, whereas in Bengal 
it is 1(1 per cent. only. All these facts go tO establish (horon^^hlv the pro' 
position that the system of secondary education in Wi»st Bengal is a result of 
private enterprise. This was the view that the Hon’ble Bai Hnrendra Nath 
Chandhuri used to hold sometime ago. Possibly he has, being plaeeil in 
power, changed bis view. In 1935 — I am reading from a hook which is 
possibly disowned now by th^e ivgthor,, B^i JIoTO(lra Nath Chaudj 3 |uri,^

Sir, Kai Harendra Nath wrote a*? tollow«< in lOdo. Ueterriiig t() t’bif 
in^titution of serond.ny ediuation in W(st Heugal, he said, “it is an i«vtd>* 
tutioii built up in a veiy large nie.wure by the enterprise and sm tihce; ot the 
peopb* ol BeiigaT*. dluMi be \\iile*J, ‘‘it is a iqoiuimeuf ot gieat voluntary 
tftort on the pait of a p<KU“ people". In spile of tbi.s, be M'ill not gne a^iy 
iej>ie*<‘nlation to tlu' luaiiaging eoimnittet‘S. Jn 1040. while moyiril^ ' a 
re olu^uui in tlie prote>( conference in connei tion with the Bill that wAs 
introduced by the fioague Government, Kai Harendra Nath referred specif 
fiiallv to the managing committee" and he said, “it (that i" to say the Bilf) 
do'*'» not p»o\nle loi any represcoitat ion on the Board of the managing coiji- 
n.itte(.‘ oi of gn.irdians or of the public interested in education". Sir. he 
s| ecifi( .ill V mentioned the managing committees because at that time 7iA 
thouglil tlial the managing commitlecH of the selnmls in Bengal had builf 
up the "V^tem of s(‘c«»ndary education in this St‘0e. I do not know what 
has hapi'cned in the meantime leading to a change of front by the Hon’ble 
Minister. 

Sir, I will next <'ome to (he natuie of (he eoin|M)sition of the Poard as 
piopO"C(l in the picsenl Bill. In this coninsuion 1 have to lefer to thv note 
of (he S\ndi( ate that lia> Imh*!! forwarded to the Government ot West Bengal. 

I hapjien to Im* a memlw.‘r of (he Senate and since the note <if the Syndiuite 
Committee lias lieen accepted by the Syndicate, I was entitled to receive a 
copy of ihe note that was forwarded to Government by the Registrar ol.tlm 
University on behalf of the University. Regarding the composition upon 
which we are at present eugage<l. the distinguished inemherf^ of the suh- 
cf'rom’ttees, whose views were later on endorsed hv the Syndicate, wrote as 
follows. I would specially request you, Sir, to follow what I am saying 4 
piesent — it is a quotation from the note of (he Syndicate thot lias been 
forwaided to the Floirblc Minister. “We feel that with the expansion of 
secondaiv education in West Bengal the new Board should he hroad-ba<ed 
and rcprcstuit the interest" of education in u wiiler maimer than bus been 
proposed in Hie Bill. Secondly, the number of e.r-oj^cm members appears 
to be undulv laigc and the ri'presenlativc'i of Univcrsiticn and tbe affiliated 
colleges amt secondary instil ution*< comparatively few .\o representation 
has been given to the management of secondary institutions”. Sir, these 
are some specifii- remarks regarding^ the (‘om|K)*‘ition, I refrain from read- 
ing the rest of the note however damaging it may be to tbe fHjsition assumed 
by tbe Hon’ble Miiii^ittu. Sir. this is the view ol a very ilistinguished body 
of ediKMtioifisG, \\/,., the Syndicate of lh<* Calcutta l^iiivernit y. I would 
also [dace before you the uame> of tbe inemlam.s of the s«b-eommiHee that 
dre*v nj» tliis rcpoit for the consideration of the Syndicate. The Syndicate 
Siib-roinmittee was foni posed of the Vice-rhaiicellor, Profesiw>r S. K". Mitra, 
who happens to he Hie Administrator of the so-called Board of Secondary 
W neat ion and w ho, by the way, was not consulted by tbe HonHde Minister 
in connection with the drafting of the Bill. Mr. Ramaprosad Mukherjec, 
retired Tndge of the High Court and a member of the Syndicate for th« 
lust "{5 ye.ars, Dr. Sulmdh Mitra, Profeswir J. P. Neogi. Vice-Prenident c4 
the University ('ollege of Arts, and Professor S. P. Chatferjee. Sir, tb# 
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tkat were fortiiulated by such distin^uisked people came to be accepted 
by the Syndicate and I have place<l l>efore you for your consideration the 
COfiJ^idered views of the Syndicate on the composition of the Board. 

Sir, coininff to the conii)ONition I notice that the President is to be an 
€.r-o$rio memwr, and the Presid^t is to be apj>ointed by the Government 
of West Bengal. Here is a flagrant departure from the recommendations 
of the Dey Commission. The Dey Commission definitely provided that the 
Piesidenl of the Board should be a non-official educationist of distinction. 
Ifjstead of that in their anxiety to officialise the Board the Government have 
provided that the Ihesident may he either an official or a non-official man. 
Thi-i is, 1 submit, a departure from the recommendations of the ]^y Com- 
iitission and because of this departure and other departures we argued. Sir, 
that tlie whole matter should be referred to a Select Committee. 

Sir. my friend Shri Mohitosh Rai Choudhuri has argued that the Vice- 
Chuncellor should not Iw* given any place in this Board because the Vice- 
Chancellor ^ppens to be a busy person. Sir, I would ask, is not the Direc- 
tor of Puhlie Tiistnotion a person more busy than the Vice-Chancellor^ Is 
h • utit required to look after the entire development of Secondary Educa- 
tioii? Is he not re(iuire<l to look after the primary schools in West Bengal? 
T1 fiefore, this argument of m> friend does not hold water at all. It is the 
busiest persons who can attend to many jobs. Onr present Vice-Chancellor 
u a mcmhei of so many Committees including the University Grants Coin- 
r ittee, hut we know that he has hcen doing his work with care and distinc- 
tion. So WHS Dr. S. N. Banerjee. lie was connected with the High Court 
an l hi* was the Vice-Chancellor, and in various other capacities he used to 
render valuable ser\ice to the Government and the people of West Bengal. 
It is tho busiest persons who can really devote their attention to many things 
and do everything with caie and industry. Therefore, the argument of 
Mr. Mohitosh Rai Choudhuri does not hold good at all. 

Sir, it we look at the composition <if the Bill we will notice tliat there 
is an arixiety on the part of the Hon’hle Minister to officialise the Board 
altogether. Sir, what was the princmle Whind the recommendations of the 
Mudnliat Commission and the I)ev Commission? It was that it should be 
a body ot experts, hut they never recommended that it should l)e a body 
conqioscd very largely cd officials. If you have an official-ridden body it 
will h'* ;»hs(dutely under the thumb of the Se<Tetariaf Irecause these officials 
have always got to IcMik to the Secretary of the Department of Education for 
their promotion and for other little favours. Or, in other words, they will 
not he able to function as exfierts because of the fear of displeasing the 
Secretary. It is for this reason, Sir, that I am very much opiK)sed to the 
official isat ion of the Board, 

Sir, in UMO while moving a resolution at the Secondarv Education 
Protest Conference Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri raised a voc e of pretest 
against officialisation. He said that the Bill of PMO was designed to offi- 
cialise Secondary Education and to place it under complete Government 
cimtrol. Sir, I do not object to the inclusion of a body of experts on Board 
of Secondary Education. That was the principle liehind the rwommenda- 
fioas of the Mudaliar Commission and the Dey Commission; but they had 
delibeiately balanced the official and non-official representations. Sir, this 
question of non-official experts was raised by my honourable friend the 
Minister of Education in course of a resolution in 1940 at the Secondary 
Eclucation Protest Conference.

wi^ut fear or favour render real service to the Board. )Te holds different 
viows now. 

Sir, Itai Hareudru Nalh Choudliury one of those who do not hesitate 
to eat u|j their own words when it is convenient for tlieni to do so. We do 
not object to the introduction of independent experts. But why ofBoialise 
it when yon know that these officials will not l)e able to exen ise their judg- 
ment freely l>ecause of the fear of the Director of Public Instruoiton and 
the Education Secieturiat. That is the |»oint that 1 have been enijibasisiiiij. 

In the next place, with regard to sub-clause (11), clause 4 I have some 
submissions to make. It has l>een provide<l in the Bill that three professors 
nominated by the Syndicate of the Cahutta University, one of whom shall 
be a pi'ofe*=sor of Applied Science, are to lie included. Instead of that, the 
amendment that stands in my name is as follows: Deans of the Faculties 
of Arts, Science, Medicine, Education and Commerce of the University of 
Calcutta ‘ihould In* Members of the Board. I sav st» Waiise the Deans are 
in fact in touch with the developments at the 1 niversily. If we have the 
Deans as r.r-ojfln<i mcniheis. wc secure the services of some ex])erts without 
takiu'j: the rniversity through the travail of u fresh election. Instead of 
three as proposed by the Government 1 have proposed that (i*H* Deans t'f the 
different Faculties mentioned in my amendment should be tj^ofju'AQ 
Memhci of the Board. 

Sir, with ic^^ard to sulMlause (14) my submission is that out of four 
Heads of High Schools or Mailtipur^se Schools, two should not he noici- 
iiatcd by the State Government. All should he elected by the Executive 
Coiomittpe of the Headmasters’ Ass(M‘iation in accordance with the rules 
franie^I hv the Government. Therefore I am in favour of gefling all these 
})fisons ejected instead of getting lialf of them elected by the Headmasters* 
.Vcf-oeiat 'Oil and half noniinafcd. by the State Government. 

Sir. with regard to sub-(’lause (IT)) of clause 4, my amendment is Unit 
instead of “one representative*’ the word.s “two representatives” he .suhsfi- 
tuttsl 

Sir, this institution, All-Bengal Teachers* Asswiation was established 
right hack in 1926. They have played a very imjKirtnnt part iu th * deve- 
lopment of the system of secondary education in this Province. Besides, 
they have been instrumental in organising the tenehers who were being ve^ 
unjustly treated by the Government for years and years. The membership 
of this organiMition runs up to 15,000. So it innv he said that, it bus the 
support of the general Inidy of teachers all over West Bengal. In view of 
IhM the representation that has been given to it is verv meagre. Sir, it is 
this clas*< of poor teachers who were praised by Rai Harendra Nath 
ChaudhuM years ago. right hack in 19‘)5, and I do|k* that he has not 
changed his views. With regard to their services he said “that the system 
of secondary education and its efficiency is very largely due lo the silent and 
ungrudging services of unuinhitious men, the school teachers’*. It is thes^^ 
school teachers who, in fact, are represented on this organisation, namely, 
All-Bengal Teai hers’ Assoiuatioh. If is for this reasfin that I say that 
instead of one there should be two. The burden of educating our young 
boys and girls is really on these teachers, and let these teachers uiwn whom 
the education of the future generation of citizens depends have adequate 
representation. I do not suppose, Sir, that two out of 27 i.s an adequate 
number. Even then we shall he doing some justiee to the teaehing com- 
munity and their great organisation which is a representative organisation 
if we were to give them two seats instead of one. 



sSi. to No. I am abuolutely opfiosed to giving any reproji^ta^ 

lion tk) organiHation mentioned. Sir, the organieation wo» estabiished 
soon after the Berhamiwre Conference of the A.B.T.A. I had the honour 
of i>re8iding at the Conference. Certain ohjeclionB were raised by a small 
section of the delegates to the annual re|>ort and accounts. They were given 
fhll oi)|X)rtunity to give expressioi^ to their views. I made it absolutely 
tnat they got the chance of placing their case before the Conference. 
But only a handful of men lent support to them. There was, in fact, an 
attempt nt that conference to form the organisation known now as West 
Bengal Teachers’ Association. A teacher of the University of Calcutta who 
ha I iu*ned formerly to be a member of this Council went almut in the dead 
of night from riwmi to n>mn asking them to form a rival organisation and he 
added that his move had the support of Mr. Atulya nho«?. 

The Hon’lila Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Sir, are you not going to 
Adhere to the time-limit fixed by you last night?

Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: 1 tan easily understand that my 
honourable friend the Kdueation Minister is teeling uneasy ou aeeount of 
the force of my arguimmts, hut I cannot help it, 1 must do justice to the 
beliefs whicli 1 have been holding f«r so many yeai?. 

• Sir, T will uov\ pass on to sub-clause (17). With regard to this sub- 
cbiuse \ bold very strong \ie\\s. I am of the opinion that members of the 
Ijegislature have no place (»n a Hoard of experts; they ha\e no place what- 
soever. This lM)dv slioold really he a body of experts as reeoiniuended by 
the Mudaliar C<»m mission or as recommended by the Dev Commission. I 
ask the Hon'ble Minister in charge of the Hill in all seriousness — are 
hiemWs ol the liCgislature as such experts in secondary e<lucation? There 
may be one (»r tno who may bi rounefded with secondary education but tliat 
is another matter. Meml>erH of the liegislatnre as such are not experts and 
therefore the\’ have no place, truly speabrng. in a regularly and pro|>erly 
constituted Board of Secondary Education. Sir, by making provision for 
two repre.srmtntives of the West Bengal State Legi slat ui-e on the jHoard the 
ITou’ble Minister in charge oH- the Bill has in fact yielded to his anxiety 

eeoore a larger official bloc. He has a majority here as well ps in the 
1*0 wer House and the members who will be elected will follow him under 
circumstances. That is the fwlitical reason which has led the Hon’ble 
l»nister to incorfmrate this suWlause in the Bill.

That is all 
that 1 have said. Therefore I leel very stnmgly that the members of the 
lieginlature should not have auy representation on the Board. Sir, since 
the members of the Legislature had to be given some representation, 
rertain other parties could not be adetiuately representeil or have been left 
out altogether. On that ground as well as on grounds of principle 
mcml'ers of the legislature should not In* on the Board, and therefore, I am 
in tavnnr omitting s\i]>Hlauso (17).

Sir, in inovtn^^ th^ amendment I must be hnel as jM'i mmii directions. 
dtr‘^»^ard:n^»- the role of the Mana^rin^^ ('(unmittees for the developinent of 
Second.iiv lalneation which lias been sa.d herebefore, Sir, 1 may I.e 
permitted to reler hiiefly to it' history onl\ to properly explain the n)!e 
of tlie Maiiairin^^ Coinmittee. The jiresenf syntern of Seeoridaiy l.dmalion 
had its beginnin^^ in the Isth eeniuiy. The affairs of tin* country were 
then manajtcd hy an alien tioverninent whose limited oliject sy.is the 
proimUion mainly of Kuropean literature ami science ami also to provide 
wune sort of tiaininc tor the personnel who would fill tlie po>m of officers 
in the tiavernmenl office-* arid menaintile othces. With this limited object 
it Mas never the intention of that alien (loveiairnent to educate the masses 
of the people or to educate them properly So, the main hurdeii of 
Seion-ilary education naturally ilevolved upon the freoplc of the soil who 
had been manatrinff the g'eiieial edueatioii ho far. Apart from this 
factor, n 1S82, the ‘Hunter Commission which wa.s ap]»ointed by the then 
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GoveAuuent recommended that the Government should adopt a policy 
! of gradual withdrawal from direct management of the schools and should 
adopt instead a giant-in-ai<l scheme. Government of that time quickly 
followed that recommendation iind the little initiative they had taken 
before for managing and lounding secondary schools was stopped. From 
that time up till now^ the task of Secondary Education has been ably, as I 
told just now, carriwi out by the private enterprise who have been mainly 
responsible for founding of the secondary schools and also for creditably 
running them. In this connection I would like to quote certain figures 
from the I)ey Commission because this would he relevant. In table 6, 
where they give figures on an all-India basis of the High Schools, it will 
be tound that whereas the major States like Bombay had 1,030 schools, 
Madras 1,411 schools, and Uttar Pradesh 1,215 schools, the State of West 
Bengal ha<l l,d23 schools in 1952-53. From this it would appear — as has 
been stated by the CommisMion — that barring Madias, West Bengal has 
the largest number of High Schoids, in the whole of India alhtough 
West Bengal is much shrunken in area and scope.

I am also (pioting the figures relating to institutions which were either 
ceiitrally-aidc<l or state-aided or jirivate or unaided. From the figures of 
1952-53 w'C find that out of tin* t^olal schools of 1.223 in West Bengal the 
nnml)(‘r ot ccntrally-managtMl schools were only six. Statc-manageil schools 
only 29, the mun < ijial-maiiagcd >clio<ds only <»nc .nitl the jest — .n(lt*<l and 
unaide«l— w(*n‘ all privatelv manager). The figure*' loi 1954 also give us 
the S4ime story. 33ie riumlier of centrally-managed m Ikk)]'. weie si\, Stale- 
managed schools 29, municipal-manageil school one and tlie ii*s| are all 
privately managed, their nvimher being 1.2S8. Anotliei ohseixation made 
h\ the I)(‘V (Commission is about the existence of a laige number of high 
s(‘ho<ils. Iciiese (wo relevant observations ]>oint out iht* role whu'Ji the 
Managing (’oinmittees of private institutions have placed in building- up 
secondary education in West Bengal. Beganling the recurring expemliture 
borne by the difl'erent schools, (he l)(*v (Commission in another place observed 
that out of the total recurring- cNpeiiditure about 11.5 j»cT cent are borne by 
endowments, contributions and other .sources, 14.75 ])ei cent, by States and 
the hnlunce of 73.75 per cent, by fee income. All thc.'sc figures will prove 
the role of the private institutions and I read the ( onclusion of (he Dey 
Fominiflsion : ‘Tin the wliole the Managing (^ornmittees liave played an 
important role in the devehqimc nt of .secondary education in the State.” 

Sir, the figun‘s whicli are available from the report of the Dey Com- 
mission cun have only one comlusion. It is realh unfortunate that while 
appreciating the ixile of the foivate M'hmiK, tin* l)e\ ( ^immisskm, or as a 
matter of tai t, the Mudaliar Commi->sion did not prfipo'ie any representation 
for the members of the Managing Coinniittees. U appears to me a hit 
unfortunate that (lie very instituticnis and their Managing Committees who.se 
members liad been responsible for .shouldering the hiiideii of .secondary 
education for more than a century were creditably ousted from sharing the 
burden in the fiitnie set up of .secondar> educ*a(ion. It is really unfortunate. 
I think this side of tlie picture did not occur to them. But it might be due 
to other factors. Gne of iny friends have suggested that the Mudaliar (Com- 
mission recoiinneuded that the Board should be composed of a body of 
experts (which the Managing (Committee^ were noC). Apart Iroin the 
question that they are the pet^sc>^^ who had been resjionsihle for establishing 
80 many in.stitutions and who so far established a sort of a tradition in 
West Bengal, it was likely that they develo]HMl some expert knowledge 
which had been handed down to the member.s from generation to generation. 
So, Sir, I think in all fairness tliey .should have some repre.sentation. 
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I l¥Ould refer to the Calcutta University (Amendment) Act in w\n{\ some' 
representations had been jriven to the members of Governing'' Bodies of 
Calle^»“es. That lias siuiie relevance to the future Board that is ^M)in^f to be 
set up under this Act. T think we sliould take a leaf out of that example. 
Apart from the rijrhttul claim. I think it i.s also necessary on other grounds 
because various <lev»‘lnpiii»Mits lone been taking jilace in the se<('mlary 
schools which have been established loiik', long ago. I uill <|Unte one or 
two instances.

8j. Deveprasad Chatterjea: Sir, what I want to sa> is that many of the 
.secondary schools will have to lace many new problems when they will be 
fitted in with the new set-up of tin* proposed mult i purjiose and higher 
secondary schools. I think there must he s<uuehody iu the Boartl who may 
represent their view'^ ami who may ajiprei'iate their difficulties. From that 
aspect also tin* Bo.nd should liavi* a memlx'r of Ibe Managing (’ommittiu*. 
Sir, I shall (juote the Dey Commission report where it is stated that in Ibe 
administration (d srroiidai> .schoids tlieie are three interested jiarlie"-- 
teachers, guardians and pel nous interested in education. Whereas ieacliers 
and also persons interested in edinaitioii have some representation in 
tlie proposed Hoard, ihe guardians have no lepreseiitation. I find that this 
claim of mine on belialt ol about I .(iStl Managing ( 'oiuni il Ices ol West 
Hi'Ugal is MM \ it'aNotiablo, and I am given to understand that llu‘ llon’ble 
Minister-in-cbarge has kindly agreed to ai'cept my amendment. 1 hope he 
wall coiisidiM this matter seriously and my amendment would be accepted iu 
tilt' interest of .Necoudary education.

Mr. Chairman* I think we can proceed with the work of the House. 
As 1 have indicated, the members who have not spoken are now in a position 
to speak if they so choose. This amendment wns there in the agenda, and 
it was (juite up to tin* speaker', to refer to it. I did not intend that no 
other sjieaker should speak. Otherwise I would not liave allo\\e(I S]. Satya 
Priya Boy to speak so much on the general principles. Now it you do not 
agree with any of tlie amendments aou can oppose it. you can express your 
views, when it comes for voting, by voting against it. 

8J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: On a p(dnt oi order, Sir. The 
amendment concerned was not moved and so long as it i'i not moved we are 
not entitled to refer to it. The amendment in ([uestion. viz., amendment 
Tv’o. (If), was not on the floor of the House and as sucli it was not before the 
House, and Iherefon*, we caunot anticipate it and ilix uss it. This is my 
first point. 

My second point is that unless the amendments are moved formally a 
member is not entitled to refer to them. Tn this connection I will draw 
your attention to the procedure that is follow tMl in tin* House of Commons. 
The procedure there is this: All the amendments in the printed book, in 
the order papers, are moved first hv the members formally, the members are 
asked if they want to move thoir amendments. When they say that they 
do then of course discussion begins and the consent given by the meinherji 
is rt'garded ns being tantamount to moving the ameudiiieiits. So, iu the 
House of Commons the sj>ecial procedure is adopted in order that th*» 
amendments may be before the House. 

Here the amendment was not before the House and therefore we could 
not anticipate it and discuss it. Actually, Sir, you asked us to confine 
ourselves to the umendraents that were put in our nanu> and to general 
principles. We did so, and we did not, therefore, refer to an.\ of the other 
amendments. In view of this [ would request you to give a rulin,^^ whether 
the amendment was at all before the House and whether you will depart 
from the procedure that is followed in the House of Commons. 

8|. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharrya: Mr, Chairman. Sir, I would like 
to say a few words in this conm^Hion. Sir, in order to op[M>se the ameml- 
ment it was ue<essary to give replies to the arguments whicdi are advanced 
in support of the amendment. So, unless we hear the arguments which are 
put forward in support of the amendment how' can we give replies? Thus 
there is a practical difficulty in the matter regarding the procedure which has

I 
8up])ort the ameiulmeut moved by Junab Abdul Halim with some 
modification. He wants to move that after clause 4(18), the following be 
added, namely: — two representatives of the Managing (’ommittees of 
Secondary Schools to be elc(4e<l by the memhers of such Committees in 
accordance Avith rules ma<le in this behalf. As I said in my opening sp**ech 
the Board should consist rif more elected members. To lie conHistenf willi 
that 1 will support that two memWrs from the Managing Committeea of 
Schools should be elected to the Board. There are three members of whom 
one must be a woman. Let the woman member be nominated, but two 
others must be elected from the members of the Managing Committees. I 
do not Avant to repeat the arguments already made, but I must say AA'ith all 
the emphasiff that the members of the Managing Committees of Schools have 
don** a lot for the development of secondary education, and they must have 
sonre voice in tlie Board of Secondary Education and that is why I suppf)rt 
the amendment moved by Janab Abdul Halim. In a sense clause 4(18) 
he split up into two sections. The first part should be two representatives of 
the Managing Committees of secondary schools to be elected by the men»bers 
of such Committees in accordance with the rules, and the second part should 
be that one woman member shall be nominated, I think that will soIvm 
the problem and I hope the lloirble Minister himself will agree to this. 
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Lastly, I say that Sj. Satva Priya Roy who pretends to feel for 
Assistant Teachers is practically silent over their representation. Section 
10 states that one representative of the A.R.T.A. will he on the Board and 
will be elected by and from arnon|^ the members of the Executive Committee 
of which he is a member. If the seat is not ear-marked for Assistant teachers, 
influential Headmasters like Sj. S. P. Roy will again come on the Com- 
Viittee by the backdoor. So I juiy that the seat should be limited to 
Assistant teachers only and not to Headmasters. Therefore I oppcjse the 
amendments of Prof. Bhattacharyya and Sj. S. P. Roy. 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Sir, the new West Bengal 
Board of Secondary Education is to be a Board constituted in pursuance 
of the recommendations of the two Commissions (Cries of question). It 
has been questioned that it is not so. Xow, let me read out the con- 
stitution nr the corapo.sition of the Board as appeals in the Bill. The Board 
proposed by the Mudaliar Commission was a Board of 25 Members and the 
Board proposed by the Dey Commission was also a Board of 25 Members. 
The vital difference between the two is that the Mudaliar Commission 
recommended that only educational experts should be on the Board, whereas 
the Dey Commission recommended that there should be two representatives 
of the Legislature on the Board. Another divergence between the recom- 
mendations of the two ( ommissions regarding the composition of the Boanl 
is that the Mudaliar Commission recommended that there should he two 
members of the teaching staff of technical or vocational schools, whereas the 
Dey Commission has entirely omitted the representation of that category of 
teachers. These are the two vital differences in the recommendations of the 
Mudaliar Commission and the Dey Commission regarding the composition 
of the Board. As regards the composition ot the new Board, ve have 
provided that the President of the Board should be President, ex-officio, 
nominated by the State Government as the Dey Commission said that the 
D.P.I. may not be the President of the Board. But the Mudaliar Com- 
mission had gone a step further and said that the D.P.I . should be its 
chairman. Then comes (8) the Director of Agriculture. It has been the 
recommendation of the Mudaliar Commission as well as of the Dey (Com- 
mission. Then comes (4) the Director of Industries. He has been recom- 
mended by the Mudaliar Commis-sion as well as the Dey Commission. Then 
comes (5) the Director of Health Services. Sj. Satyu Priya Roy said that 
no Commission recommended that the Director of Health Services should 
he on the Board. But I find that the Dev Commission recommended that 
the Director of Health Services or his nominee .should be on the Board. 

8|. ittyi Priya Roy: I observe that the Mudaliar Commission had 
not recommended the Director of Health Services to be on the Board. 

Tho Hon’ble Rai Harondra Nath Chaudhuri; He observed, Sir, that 
none of the Commissions recommended that the Director of Health Services 
should be on the Board. Here is the Dey Commission Report which says 
that the Director of Health Services or his nominee should be Jn the Board. 
Then No. (6) the Principal of Bengal Engineering CJollege, ex-officio. We 
have taken him in accordance with the Mudaliar Commission recommenda- 
tion that there should be a bead of a jiolvtechnic on the Board. Now the 
Principal of the Engineering College at ftbibpur is not only the Principal 
ot the Engineering College mit abso the head of the piolytechnic there ot 
Sibpur. Then there is (7) the Chief Inspector, Technical Education and 
Director of Technical Training, ex-oflficio. We have taken him in place of 
the Deputy Director, Then comes (8) the Chief Inspector, Women’s 
Education, ex-officio. The Mudaliar Commission lecommended that the 
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Deputy Director of Women’s Ethicution should he on the Board. /OurV 
designation is the Chief Inspector. Women's hMucatioii. We have no 
Deputy Director. So we have included her in the Board. Criticism has been 
made about the inclusion of (9) the Chief lus]>ector of Secomlary 
Education. Now, Sir. the Mudaliar Commission has recommended that.# 
besides the Director of Public Instruction there should be a joint Director 
of Vocational Eduetttion — anotlier (ioverument official, hut we have nre- 
feried to include Cliief Inspector of Secondary Education. If the Chief 
Inspector ot AA'omen's Education shouhi be on the Board, then the Chief 
Inspector who will he insj>ectin>r a inttch Inr^^er number of hoys’ schools 
should also he on the Board. After all he is an ito]»orlaut limb of the 
Directorate. It has been observed that when there is tlie Director of Public 
Instruction there, why should he the (1nef Inspect<»r there.^ May I ask if 
the Director, accordin^s^ to tlie recommendation of the Mudaliar Commis- 
sion, wa.s to he the Head of the Board why was it provideil that the Director 
of Vocational Education should he there? There is onother reason for the 
inclusion of the Chief Inspector of Secondary Education in the Board. He 
knows the position of the schools intimately, and as the Director of Public 
Instruction cannot be expected to know that, and he has jrot to depend on 
the report of the Chief Inspector of Schools, therefore, in all fairness, the 
Chief Ii»s]»ector of S»liools should be there, be<‘ause, 1 rej)cat, of bis 
intimate ac(juaintance with the schools. The next item (10) is “two 
representatives nominated h\ the State Government from the teachinj^ staff 
of technical or profes.sional Institutions.” This is in accordance with the 
recoinmendation of the Mudaliar Commission. It has heeii omitted, as I 
have already observed, by the Dey Commission and why .^—Apparently to 
find two seats for the Members of the Legislative Council and the Legis- 
lative Assembly. I must say that here the Dey Commission has not fol- 
lowed the very principle laid down by them or by the Mudaliar Commis- 
sion, because the Mudaliar (\)mmission did not recommend the representa- 
tion of an\ one hut on expert in education. Dey Commission recommended 
that there should he two representatives of the' Legislature on the Board. 
Now, it was suggested to me and it has also been suggested on the floor 
f)l the House to omit tlie representation of the two Houses of the Legisla- 
ture, because, after all they are going to he the members nt the majority 
party. Sir, I shall not he very much sorry if that is done, because I stand 
on the principle that the Board .should be a compact Board ot experts and 
educationists. After all, what can I do? Here, have I not to follow the 
recommendation of the Dey C'ominission ?

Then, Sir, as regards the representation of the Cniversity. it has been 
^id at the very first opportunity by my friend Shri Nagmidina Kumar 
Bhattacharyya, “why have you omitted the Vice-Chancellor iif the Calcutta 
Umvemtv? He ought to have been included in the Hoard to add to the 
dignity of the Board.” Now, there can be no doubt that the Vice-Cham . Ilor 
IS one of the highest dignitaries in the temple of education in West Hcrmal 
and his inclusion would have raised the dignity of the Boaid. But 1957 
is not 1960. Sir, the Vico-Chancellor of the Calcutta Cniversitv has to 
perform larger duties under the new Act and I am perfectly sure that if 
the Vice-Chancellor is consulted, he will say that he has got no spare time. 
The Vice-Chancellor was on the last Board but he was present, as I have 
heard, either only on a few ocension.s or not at a single meeting. That is 
quite possible because after all he has got much more important duties to 
perform and under the Act of 1951 his duties have been much enlarged. 
It is not possible for him to find any time to attend the meetings of the 
Board. 
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k JLg|m, Sir, it ba« been said regarding item (11) “well, who are the 
*iinivwaity professare, whom do you mean bv professors — professors, readers, 
letdurers oi whom do you mean?” Sir, this only shows the ignorance of 
the critic. “Protessor” is categorically defined in the Unirersity Act. 
^ In the University everybody knows what is the difference between a 
professor and a reader or a lecturer,^ Still it has been asked what is meant 
by “professor”. Are we to take it in ordinary dictionary meaning? No, 
Sii, voii need not. Tlie University knov^s who are the j)rofessors and the 
Syndicate of the UI»iver'^lty is to elect them; they know who are the 
firolesHors. We need not define professors. 

Then, again, it has been said “make an electorate of them”. Of how 
man}' — 10 or or 13 or at most lo? hy should there be an electorate? 
Wliiie Sliri Satya Uriya Hoy >aid “make an electorate of them”, Professor

«ion .say that there should he a Board of 25 memhers. Now*, to accom- 
modate fully the classes or categories of iiernous recommended hy the Dey 
Commission and the Mudaliar CommisHion, T have to find two more seats. 
Therefore the total number of members of the propoaed Board has come 
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Up \pC7 instead' of 25. In reply to the contention that the Board is proing 
to bfe an official Board, 1 would point out that the Mndaliar Commission 
has recommended that there shall he seven officials on the Board. You 
look up tlie Keport and the Bill and you will find that I have provided for 
eight. 

So, in a Board of 27 I have provided for eight officials including 
tlie ('hief Inspector, Secondary Education, whose inclusion I have fully 
explained, whereas the Mudaliar Commission has recommended seven in 
a Board (If 2o. Now as regaitU the nominated members the Mudaliar 
Corujuission has lecommeuded nine, Dey Commission has also recommended 
nine, and tliere are only 7 nominated i)ersons on the ])roposed Board. 
Take these two together and then you wull understand me. It will be 
seen that the number of officials and nominated members taken together 
is IG HO far as Mudaliar Commission is concerned an«l 14 according to the 
I)ey Commission, and I have provided for 15 in a larger Board. There- 
fore, it will be seen that we have followed the recommendations of the 
Mudaliar Commission and the Dey Commission in their entirety (Cries 
of “(luesiioii, (juestion”). You may question tiM the doom’s day. Alter 
all. these are the provision^ in the Bill and — whether I am correct «)r 
not or whether you misrepresent them or not it will he foi the House to 
judge — 1 think I have fully explained the composition of the Board and 
ii(jw it is in perfect accordance with the re(M)mmendations of the 
Commissions. 

As regards the much talked of representation of the Managing Com- 
mittee and why we have not providt^d for it the reason is that neither the 
Mudaliar (\)inmisHion nor the Dey Commission has suggesled that there 
should be representatives of the Managing Committee on the Board, and 
why?' To me it seems that they did not propose to constitute a Board 
representative of different interests and all sections of the people. Their 
recommendation essentially is that the Board should be a Board of experts 
ami not of the Managing (onimittees or all the interests concerned. Their 
recommendation is that thi.s should be a Board entiiely of educational 
experts. Therefore, I did not try to provide for the re])resentatives of tlie 
Managing Omimittees. Still 1 do realise that the Board may well have 
a member of the Managing Committee and that is uhy I am going to 
accept the amendment that has Iwjen proposed by Sj. Devapiasad Chatteree. 

In this counertinu the observation of Dey Commission has been (|uoted 
by some members on more than one occasion. I challenge them to .show 
that in the constitution of the Board as proposed hv the Dey Commission 
there is a single representation of the Managing Cc»mmittees. The 
Mudaliar Commission also did not propose as J have said already any 
repre.sentation of the Managing Committees. Anyway. I am prepared to 
accept the amendment suggested by Sj. Devaprnsad Chatterjea. 

Now 1 come to the two observations of Sj. Satya Priva Boy. It was 
statnl lust night that the Board was unable to pay the bills because of the 
attitude of the Directorate.

The Directorate is not careful enough to place sufficient funds at the 
disposal of the Board. Now, the Budget provision for 1957-58 of the 
Board is of the order of Rs. 5^ lakhs 18 thousand and already Rs. 48 lakhs 
18 thousand has been given to the Board. Mr, Satya Priya Roy further 
observed that because the Board is not being given sufficient funds, there- 
fore one of the cheques of the Board was dishonoured. Sir, we enquired 
about it from the Secretary of the Board who I understand reports that 
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bas no information about any cheque being diabonoureil. Tbiaiij^the 
simple of truth that my friend over there presents to the House. Mr. ^tya 
Priya Roy raised another point that the Director was present only on a 
lew occasions and he said tliat on the strengtli of the information received 
from the Secretary of the Board he made that statement. We enquired 
about it and the Secretary said that he did not supply any such informa- 
tion to Shri Satya Priya Roy or to anybody else. Sir, I do not wish to 
speak any longer because 1 think I have answered all the points raised by 
the members.

From a note which I have jrot from the Minister com*ernea, 
it has been mentioned there that it has l)een taken an by the administration 
and it is before the Court. So there is no ground for this adjournment 
motion, but you can read out the motion. 

8J. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya: Mr. t'liairman, Sir, my motion 
is as follows : —

GOVERNMENT BILLS 

The West Bengal Board of Secondary Education Bill, 1957 . 

Mr. Chairman: Refore we take up the discussion of the Hoard of 
>wcoudary ^alucution Rill I wish to make my jiositimi clear with regard to 
the sj)eeches on tlie various amendments. It seems there has been some 
misunderstanding about the procedure that was followed in regard to the 
riglit of a member to speak on the amendments lietnre Hie House, 

The proceilure that has been followed since I have been here and also in 
former times is this: When tliere are a number of amendments to a clause 
Oil the amendments are taken to liave been moved ]»y the Members who 
have given noti<e of such amendments, “unless an amendment is disallowed 

out of order or unless a Member gets up and says that he does not want 
to move the omendment standing in his mime’’. I am sorr\ this w•o^ not 
made (juile clear when uinendnients to clause 4 were under discussion in 
this House. As a result of the misunderstaudlng of some Members, they 
ti'ere deprived of the right to speak. 1 am now making the jiosition Clear. 
When a clause is under consideratifin before the House, all the amendments 
tabled on that clause will he deemed lo have been moved hv the Members 
giving notice of them. I wdll at tin* outset toake it (dear if an amendment 
is out of order, or if any Member does not wish In mo\e his amendment, he 
should at that time get U]» and ‘^ax that he does not want to move his 
amendment in the House for consideration. 1 will call Meniheis who have 
given notice of their amendments oto' by (me to sjienk on their amendments. 
8ucli Members who will not move their amendments will take tlieir seat. 
The Member in whose name the amendment stands should speak either in 
support or in opimsition to the amendment. After the memliers wlio have 
given notice of the amendments have spoken, other members will liave the 
opportunity to speak on the said amendment. Yesterday many members 
were denrived of their right to .«peak in the House on particiilar clauses. 
That is the procedure which has been followed in our Legislature for a long 
time and T shall follow this pr(K*ednre here also. This jirocediire will give 
sufficient nuipber of members the opportunity to speat on amendments 
before the House and so 1 set up this ]»rocedur(* here. I do not think 
!uernhers in any way \till he incoiivenienc'ed. \ow, we have to resume our 
discussion on clause o. 

. Ili Ninnai OttUMlr. Bhtttwhwyya: Sir. 1 hare a sulttnis^ion fo make. 
In doing so I shall adhere to the amendment.s which have It^n prihfed. 
There are other amendments which are being examint^d and hav<» not y^t 
been admitted by the Chairman. So far as T remember, the Inst date 
shbrntfsion of amendments for clause 4 wn.s the 3rd of December. Now. 
Thnre than sixteen days have elap.sed since then and yet nothing has been 
ns to admissibility of amendments. This is due to the fact that we 
do not possess u sejwrtte Sel^tariat for the Council and the Chairman is 
not prt^rjy advised in the matter. 1 draw your special attention to this 
fact, Dnnng the last sixteen days, nothing has been done as to the 
ddibissibility or otherwise of the amendments. This is due to tbe absence 
of the Cotmcdl Seerhiafiat.

I)w taagtndfa Kumar fthattaofiaryya: All rigbi, Sn, I Klml] not bring 
in unnecessary things. Hy m> first amendment Xo. 71, 1 want to iniert 
the words “During five years from the establishment of the Board”. Theh 
1 shall place liefore you amOndnient No. }4 by which I would like to iftiert 
the wopdfi “and thereafter the President slmll he apfiointed by the State 
Government from a panel of four piTsoii.s elected by the Bonrd in the 
manner prescribed by the regulation.”. This is correlated to amendiitMl 
No. 71. There is another amendment standing in my name which is No. 77. 
But as it relates to suli-claHse (1) of clause 7. I would speak about ft at 
a later stage, of course in continuation of my submission with re^rd to 
t#o earlier amendments. By these two amendments, namely, Nos. 71 and 
74 I want to bring clause 7 in line with section 7 of the Act of IBW. In 
order to explain the matter I would with your kind permismoa |daoe befoif# 
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tk« ISoiise section 7 of the Act cf 1950 which runs thisi^ — “7(1) Dani^ 
UTe mWs from the entalHiKhment of the Board the State Government shall 
appoint any person it thinks fit as the President; and thereafter the Presi- 
dent shall be appointed by the State Government from a panel of four 
persons elected by the Board in the manner prescribed by the regulation.*' 
This wording is found in the Act (ff 1950. In the present Bill the procedure 
q£ recruiting or rather appointing President from a panel of four persons 
elected by the Board in the manner prescibed by the regulation — that provi- 
sion has been deleted, so that in all years to come the State Government 
ilone will appoint the President of the Board of Secondary^ Education. 
The members of the Board of Secondary Education will have absolutely no 
my in the matter. That is the intention of clause 7 of the Bill. Now, as 
1 nave said during my preliminary discussion every clause, if scrutinised, 
would show the amount of desire on the part of the State Government to 
centralise the power in itself. This is one of the instances. Sir, during 
the opening address the Hon’ble Minister-in-charge of Education levelled 
a good many charges against the Board of Secondary Education regarding 
its inefficiency. In doing that he also indirectly laid a charge of inemcienoy 
against the President of the Board for his inability to direct and guide the 
Board of Secondary Education in proper lines. So we find, Sir, an instance 
before us in which Government appointment proved failure; for, the 
President, wdio was actually a])pointed under the Act of 1950, wa** for the 
first time appointed President and according to the provisions of section 7 
of the said Act be could only be a])pointed by Government. So what 
guarantee is there tliat even if Government ctMitralises pf>w’er in itstdf and 
takes upon itself the sole reH]>onsibility of ap])ointing the Presideni of the 
BmxrA, the President would prove b\n\self to be a suecessfnl one’::' There- 
fore I venture to suggest in all humility that the Education Minister will be 
pleased to (‘onsider whether it would not be better to appoint a President 
on the basis of colha tive wisdom of the members of the Secondar\ Board of 
Education and tlu‘ Government. Government need not be apprehensive for 
the constitution of tlie Board was settled vesterday and all the ex-officio 
members, all the nominated members and all the appointed members, as 
proposed by the State Government, will be there in tiie Board. Not only 
that ; there has been an addition of one member from the member.'* of the 
committee of management but tlie Government will liave the ]u>wer to 
nominate him. So there would be an absolute majority of the Government 
servants — Government nominees — and there sliould not be any apprehen- 
sion in the mind of the State Government for there also they would be in 
preponderance and they would choo.se a person who would be liked and who 
would be actually appointed by the State Government. So I would submit 
simply to have the henefit of the advice of the Board of Secondary Educa- 
tiou and thereupon select any person you choose. That will not go against 
the recommendations of the ^fudaliar Commission or the T)ey Commission 
and that would he a salutory principle on which the appointment would be 
based. Sir, 1 consider thai in whatever sphere of life it may be, tw^o heads 
are always better ihnn one and three heads are better than two and so if 
you get the opinion of the Board and if they are allowed to form a panel of 
persons to he appointed as President, then if you choose one out of four, 
what is the harm ? So T would submit ib.at the Hon*ble Minister will be 
pleased to consider the matter on the basis of reasons, not on the ibasis of 
majority of votes which he commands in this House and accept this amend- 
ment. With the.se words, Stir, I move these two amendments. 

Then there is another amendment No. 77. In order to explain this 
amendment I should, with your kind permission, Sir. refer to the ameiid- 
niant to clause 9 because unless I do so, the earlier amendment, vi*., 
amendment No. 77, cannot be explained to this House. I have pronosed 
that clause 9 be amended by addition of one clause (f), vi*., “directly or 
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«ctly by lumself or his partner, has or had any share or interest in an^t 
lakt-book published, or has any share or interest in any work done b^orde? 

or in any contract entered into on behalf of the Board : provided that a 
person who had any share or interest in any text-book referred to in sub- 
oiause (i) shall not be deemed to have inched the disqualification unden 
the said sub-clause if five years have elapsed from the date of the publica- 
tion of such text-book”. Now, I have proposed this amendment in 
clause 9 which enumerates the different disqualifications of members of the 
Board of Secondary Education,

I have asked tor the addition of clause (f) there, Sir, 1 may sijy at 
once that this salutary provision has been taken from the Bombay Act. 
In the Bombay Act it has been provided that a person should be considered 
as ineligible for election, nomination or appointment as a member of the 
Board of Secondary Education if he has got the interests mentioned in 
amendment No. 80, so that for the purity of the administration of the Board 
of Secondary Education this salutary provision ought to be incorporated in 
clause 9, so that there may not be any trouble in luture, there may not be 
any allegation of corruption or nepotism anywhere in the matter of selection 
of text-books. As a matter of fact, 1 won’t disclose, T will keep it vague, 

I would say, there was a litigation over this matter, in respect of nepotism 
•or corru]>tion or whatever it may be called, and the matter was taken 
ultimately to the Hon’ble High Court. So, for the purity of administra- 
tion of the Board .salutary luovision ou^^hi to he incorporated in 
clause 9 and if that is done necessarily clause (f) should be incorporated in 
fenb-clause (4) of section 7 wheie it is said “the President shall cease to Hi old 
office if at any time he becomes subject to any of the disqualifications 
refeired to iu clauses (a) to ((h*\ My amendment is “(u) (o (f) of sub- 
section (1) of section th’* 

.Vi>w, b> this atiiendinent I want to say that a jiersou should he disquali- 
fied io he appointed a Ihe.sident of the Board of Secomhiry Education if he 
IS interested in text-hooks which may be chosen for study in the Secondary 
schools. Sir, on principle it does not conflict with anything. It is not 
against the recommendation of the Mudaliar Commission. It is not against 
the recommendation of the Dey Commission, and as I have said more than 
once, these provisions are absolutely necessary to be incorporated in 
clause 9, and secondly, in clause 7(4), with a view to obtain purity in the 
matter of administration of the Board of Secondary Education. So, Sir, 
in all humility I would submit that the Hon’ble Education Minister would 
he pleased tn consider thi‘{ matter. This is not for any other object, not 
for rd)taining nmjorit} or for anything, nor with the ultimate object of 
making one party having anv advantage over the other party. It is for 
the sake of principles and principles alone. I beg to submit, these should 
be incorporated in clause 9 and also in clause 7(41. 

The other amendments which do not stand in my nanae. standing in the 
name of other honourable members, Ihave read them with interest and in 
sub.stance they suppor the amendments, at least the principles underlying 
my ame^ments, and therefore, I do not think that I should speak about 
them in^ tletail. So, Sir, with these remarks I submit that amendmenU 
Nos. 71, 74 and 77 which stand in my name may kindly be accepted. 

Manoranian Sen Gupta: I beg to move that in clause 7(1), in 
line 2, after the word “President” the words “during four years from the 
establishment of the Board, and tbereafter the President shall be appointed 
by the State Government from a panel of four persons elected by the Board 
in llie manner prescribed by regulations** be inserted.

My amendments to danse 7 are almost identical with the one moved by 

Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya with this difference that where he has 
said “five years” 1 have said “four years”. 1 would like to say that I 
have taken almost verbatim from the Act of 1950. Our present Minister 
of Education» Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri was also the Education 
Minister at that time. So I do not know what has happened to change his 
attitude in saying that there should be no panel. The Act of 1950 provided 
that there should be a panel of four persons. I am at a loss to understand 
what has happened since then to change his attitude. Ifc is a fact that the 
President for whose appointment he was responsible at that time has mis- 
managed things. As the Chief Executive Officer of the Board he cannot 
be freed from the charges which have been brought against the Board for 
its failure to work satisfactorily. That being the case, I have to say that 
appointments made by the Government are not always satisfactory. I do 
not understand why tnat provision has not been incorporated in the present 
Bill. I am to request the Hon’ble Minister — it is a very innocent proposal 
— to accept our amendment that the President should be appointed from 
a panel of four names and I also propose the term of the Board to be four 
years. At the time when (he Board was first formed, the term was four 
years. The term of five >ears is (oo long a period. I know that there are 
many institutions whose term is four ,\ears or less. Let us take the case 
of the Calcutta University whose term is thri'e years. The term of 
Managing Committees of schools is three vears. The suggested term may 
be four years. These are all innocent proposals and they can he accepted. 
Jjet the appointment of the President be made hv the Governmenl, but it 
should be made from a ])anel of four names suggested by the Board. The 
Education Minister in that case should get opportunities ^or selecting better 
persons for the post. AVith these words, Sir, I move my amendments.

SJ. Nirmal Chancira Bhattaeharyya; h\ the hist place I shall siJ^ak on 
amendment Xo, 72 of whirh notice was /ifiven by Sjkta. Anila Debi. She 
advocates the institution of a non-offieial fliairman for the Board of 
Secondary Education. The arguments that she has advanced are very clear 
and forceful. Little need to he added. T will simply refer to the recom- 
mendation of thf T)ey Dominission. Dr. S. N. Banerjee a few days ago 
argued that avp should follow the Mudaliar Commission. Possibly he said 
so because the recommendations of the Mudaliar Commission happened to 
be more reactioiicry in nature. Sir, Dcy Commission definitely stated that 
Bengal has some special problems and in view of the special problems of 
Bengal it is necessary to reassess the problems of secondary education iir 
Bengal separately. It was for this separate re-assessment that the West 
Bengal Government appointed Dey Commission. 

Xow, Sir, the very distinguished educationists who were on the Dey 
Commission made certain recommendations. Many of them are not 
acceptable to the Secretariat. Therefore, they are relying, so far as some 
of their proposals are concerned, on the Mudaliar Commission and so far 
as certain other proposals are concerned, they are relying on the Dey Com- 
mission. They are following the policy of “heads I win tails you lose'L 
Sir, this ga^ is hardly fair to the country, hardly fair to the teachers.^ the 
students af#fa the guardians of West Bengal. Sir, the Hon*ble Minister 
will lose nothing at all if he accepts this very simple recommendation of 
Shrimati Anila Dehi because the Minister has provided for a ve^ safe 
official and nominated majority on the Board. The Board really will he e 
sort of a* pocket Board because there are 7 nominated members am# 
8 officials, making the total number 15 — I am not taking into considerafioii 
the President who, we think, should be a non-official member. Counting' 
two members of the Legislature who are bound to be supporters of the* 
Government the number comes up to 17. So they have 17 persons in tbsfr

po^k^t to vote for them. Nothing would be lost if a distinguished non- 
-ofiicial Chairman is appointed. Sir, it is necessary that a non-officiftl 
Chairman should be appointed for the simple reason that a non*official 
Chairman would be able to bring an unbiased mind to bear upon th^ 
problems of secondary educatioj^.

^Ir. Bhattacharyya, viz., that the President is to be chosen out of a panel 
of four to be selected by the Board in the second term of course. In the 
fir^t term, the President has to be appointed no doubt but in the second 
term and later on the President is to be chosen out of a panel of four to be 
prepared by the Board of Secondary Education. Sir, this is really not the 
spirit of the Calcutta (i Diversity Act. According to the University Act a 
panel of names is sent to the Chancellor by the Syndicate and the Chancellor 
reelects the Vice-Chancellor from amongst the panel sent by the Syndicate. 
This is a very salutary method. I believe this method of selection woull 
make the President less amenable to Governmental influences. It will 
also ensure the appointment of a really suitable person to occupy the 
TesjMmsible position of the President of the Board. 


Sir, the last amendment on which I would like to speak is amendment 
No. 80. Sir, the Hon’ble Minister-in-charge of the Bill is very obstinate

Sir, if he thoujjht for himself I have no doubt that he would have no 
hesitation in accepting it but dominated as he is by the Secretariat, he is 
not in a position to accept it. The proposition is very simple. We know 
that during the period between 1950 and 1953 the Board of Secondary 
Education constituted under the Act of 1950 experienced certain difficulties. 
"These difficulties, however, were not insuperable. One of the charges 
levelled against the Board was that there was some kind of foul play with 
^’egard to text-books. It is to guard against this that this amendment has 
moved and I believe. Sir, if the Hon^ble Minister goec, into it very 
he will have no hesitation in accepting it.

The Hon’Me Rai Harendra Nath Chayilhuri: Mr. Chairman, Sir, so 
far as Mr. Nageudra Kumar Bhattacharyya‘s amendment No. 71 is oon- 
oemed, it need not be accepted because if you look at sub-clause (2), you 
will see that the term of office of the President shall be five years from the 
date of his appointment. 

As regards amendment No. 72, 1 have great doubt whclher the word

11(2), in line 4, after the words “Meetings of the Board” the following 
words be inserted, namely: — 

“without any reasonable cause, after giving him an opportunity of 
being heard/’ 

I also beg to move that after clause 11(2) the following be added, 
namely : — 

“(3) Every vacancy occurring under sub-sections (2) and (3) ot 
section 9 and sub-sections (1) and (2) of section 11 of this Act 
shall be published in the Official Gazette.” 

Sir, my amendment No. 91 is in conflict with amendment No. 90 moved 
by Mr. Abdul Halim. In that amendment Mr. Abdul Halim has said that 
a member who absents himself from three consecutive meetings should be 
removed. No discretion should be left in the State Government. On the 
other hand I said that some discretion should be left in the State Govern- 
ment and no member should be removed without being given an opportunity 
of being heard. Supposing for certain reasons a member is unable to attend 
the meeting and he can show reasonable grounds for his absence in that 
case discretion should be given to the State Government either to remove 
him or not to remove him. If the member concerned can satisfy the State 
Government by sufficient grounds that he had reasonable grounds not to 
attend the meetings in that case he should not be removed. I, therefore, 
appeal to the Hon’ble Minister that he would be pleased to consider this 
amendment also. My amendment is that “without any reasonable cause, 
after giving him an opiiortunity of being heard”. Hs ought to be given 
nn opportunity of being heard. As I said the other day, even a murderer is 
not condemned without being he;ird. I think a member of the Board sliould 
be given an opportunity of being heard, and then the entire discretion 
should he left in the State Government to remove him or not. I would, 
therefore, request the Hon’ble Minister to consider amendment No. 91. 

Then, Sir, with regard to amendment No, 92, this is a mere technical 
amendment. The amendment runs to this effect, “Every 'racancy occur- 
ring under sub-sections (2) and (3) of section 9 and sub-sectiom (1) and (2) 
of section \X of this Act shall be published iu the Official Gazette”. It is 
a formal matter and I think that this amendment .should be accepted 
because if there be notification in the CaJcvttn Gazette everybody will come 
to know whether there has been a vacancy in the situation of the Board of 
Secondary Education.

“i2A. (1) The Board may co-opt persons not exceeding three to he 

extraordinary nnunbers lor any special purpose. 

(2) A pet son so co-opted shall not be deemed to be a member ot the 
Board and shall have no right to vote at any meeting there«)f. 
but he may take part in the discmssious of the Board relating (o 
the puri>ose tor which he was co-opted.” 

Sir, 1 may say at the outset that this jirovision has been quoted verbatim 
from the Bombay Board of Secondary Education Act and I feel that this 
amendment embodies a salutary princijile, namely, that there may be 
matters which may come up before the Board in which special knowledge 
or expert advice may be necessary. In these circumstances, the amend- 
ment which is sought to be moved wants that three persons having exjiert 
knowledge on subjects should be co-opted. They W'ill not be deemed to be 
members of the Board but they may be co-opted for a special purpose. This 
is a salutary prin(*iple which in my humble subrni.ssion ought to oe accepted 
by the Hon’ble Minister because it definitely says that the persons so co- 
opie<l — not exceeding three in number — shall not be deemed to be members 
of the Board but they will be co-opted merely for a particular purjxise, for 
giving advice in relation to particular matteis. Sir, from tlie constitution 
of the Board, 1 know that there may he nian,> exjierts on the Board hut 
even then the expert ad\ice from some men ot proniiueme may he helpful, 
to the Board in coming to a certain decision. Why don’t you vest the Board 
with that jiowerr' it will not he in any way iletrimental to tlie interests 
of anybody. The (Jovernmeiit will have their say because then* will be 
])refM)ndejaiice of the members on the Board who, I think, will be 
members or Government servants nominated by the Government and so far 
as they are concerned, they will only be there in an advisory capacity. 
So I think no darm will lie done either to the (lovernment or to anyluwly 
else if this is accepted. I am aware of the fact that there is provi.sion for 
co-option in the committees to be constituted according to this Bill and if 
that principle can be accepted, what is the harm of accepting the same 
principle here? I’hat is a matter which is to be considered. My amende 
nient does not conflict in any way with the principles which underlie the 
provisions of this Bill. What I do sqbmit in all bwmility is that this Board 
ought to be given the power to co-opt ttiembers. Witji these words, SIV, J 
move my amendment. ’ 
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‘tj. Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: Sir, I stand to support the amend* 
iSent that has been moved by my friend Mr. Bhattacharyya. He has argued 
that the person who will be co-opted will be a specialist in a particular line 
and his sjiecialised ^knowledge will be utilised by the Board. I think, Sir, 
this is u very salutary princijde that has been enunciated in this amendment 
and 1 would appeal to the Hon’ble Minister to accept this. I will try to 
make my poaition further clear b 3 ^ citing an example. Suppose, the Board 
is discussing the question of special educational facilities to be extended 
to backward classes. 

[4—440 p.m.] 

The Board may co-opt a representative of the backward classes to advise 
Ihem in the matter and to furnish certain details which may he necessary 
40 order that a correct decision ma^' he arrived at. With regard to women’s 
education similarly there may arise a necessity to call upon a woman 
educationist to advise the Board. Sir, this is a very salutary principle. 
Since the co-opted member will have no vote at all he will in no way disturb 
the balance which the Hon’ hie Minister is so anxious to maintain in the 
composition of the Board. 

With these words, Sir, I sup|iort the amendment. 

8j. Manoranjan Sen Gupta: Sir, 1 rise to suiiport the amendment of 
Mr. Bhattacharyya. In supporting this I am of opinion that the amend- 
ment will be an improvement upon the provisions that has been made in 
this Bill and there may be occasion when such experts will he necessary. 
There is no harm if this amendment is accepted. 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Mr. (’hairman, Sir, 1 am 
sorry I cannot accefd tlie amendment of my friend. Power of co-(»])tiou 
has not lieen given to the Board, quite true. Is it there iu the Bombay 
AciH It is stated in the preamble to the Bombay Act itself that it is an 
Act framed for liolding an examination. It says, “AVhereas it is expedient 
to esti^blish a Board for the purpo.se of luddiug and conducting an e.vamina- 
tion at the end of the high scliool education stage and tor prescribing 
courses of studies for such examination with a view to equipping pupils 
for emjdoymeiit, for education in the University and lor other cultural 
purposes; it is hereby enacted as follows: — ” 

The Bombay Act has a very limited scope. So, we are not [irepared to 
follow the Bombay Act. So far as co-option is concerned we have not 
provided for i^o-ojition in the Itoard. But we have provided for it in the 
constitution ot some committees. My friend Shri Nirnuil Bhattacharyya 
observed that sub-committees may have to be formed for .special purposes — 
quite true, hut my fiieiid opjiosiie has not studied the Bill carefully, as 
be is determined to oppose everj^tliing in the Bill. Had he looked to 
clause *.^4 he would have .seen that it is jirovided therein, that “The Board 
may, with the apiiroval of the State (loverument. constitute such other 
committees as it think.s fit and projier ami such committees may he composed 
wholly or in imrt of members of the Boaid”. It provides^or co-option in 
a way. Therefore, I am not jirepared to accejit the amendment pro]K)sed 
by Shri Nagendra Kumar Bhattacbnryya. 

Mr« Gimrinui S Obi^tion ba.s been taken to voting by show of hands 
saying that there has never been such an occasion. From the official records 
I find that there have been some occasions of voting by show of bands. 

•f. NiffiMl CliaiMira Rliattaoliaryyi: Sir, we did not say that it has 
never happened. Whenever that was done it was definitely said that it 
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would not be taken as a preredent, and on tliat occasion tlie Chief Miniver 
who was unwell made a special appe.il and on that we ajjreeil, but it 
definitely said that it will not be taken as a precedent. 

Mr. Chairman: I appeal to your ^ood sense. You do not stand to lose 
anything? by this. Your names will be there. The only thinff fe that 
some time of the House will be saved l>y this. What I say is this — that 
you insist upon it by way of retaliation. • 

8J. Satya Priya Roy: There is no question of retaliation. 

Mr. Chairman* You should not waste time. 

8]. Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: In the Ihirlimentary History it is 
a recognised parlinmentarv method and the Hon’ble Minister told us that 
he did the same thing in connertion with the Secondary Ediu'ation Bill that 
was introduced by the League Government. 

Mr. Chairman: Let us not waste time. 

8]. 8atya Priya Roy: Sir, on that side there is no spirit of co-opersition. 
That is why we want to protest. 

Mr. Chairman: What I want to bring to the notice of the hononrable * 
members is that in tlds House there is a system of voting by show of bands.

III the Act of 1950 there is a provision for election of Vice-President and 
when I have tabled these two amendments, namely, amendments Nos. 94 
and 98 the object with which that was done is to have a Vice-President 
who would be assisting the President in all matters. As a matter of fact 
I have also suggested for addition of a new clause, namely, 14A, which 
empowers the President to delegate certain powers to Vice-Pu'.esident. Sir, 
the election of a Vice-President would he to the interst of the Board itself, 
and there would be no harm in having a Vice-President, because his duti^ 
would be to assist the President in all matters, to do his duties when he is 
unable to perform the aa^ie and other matters which may be delegated to 
him by the President. This procedure is to be found in the Act of 1950. 
In the Act of 1950 there is a provision for the election of Vice-Presideht. 
If that principle be accepted, if the House agree to the provision for the 
election of a Vice-President to be made in the Bill, then that provision 
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should also be made in the earlier clause, namely, clause 13, f<Mr if tljpre 
be a Vice-President, when the President falls ill, he will auto#natically • 
perform his duties. So these words need be inserted in clause 13(1), 
namely, that the inability of the President to discharge his functions should 
be reported to the State Government at once ani the Vice-Pjesident, or il 
the Vice-President is likewise unable or there is a vacancy in the office of 
the Vice-President, then 1 think a person would be ajnwinted to j)erform 
liis function. So, Sir, wliaf is the harm in having a Vice-President w’ho 
would automatically step into the shoes of the President and there would 
he no dislo<*ution of work in the Board of Secondary Kdmation. So 1 think 
tile j)r()vision foi' the ele< tion ot a Vice-president should he iiu'orporated in 
the Hill. If that is done, as a cou.sequeatial amendment Ihis amendment 
should also be accepted. 

With these words. Sir, I move my amendment No. 94. 

Sjt Oevaprasad Chatterjea: Unless the nmemlmeul proposed by 
Mr. Nageii Hhattachaix\a — No. 98 — is accepted by the House how can 
aiiiciidment No. 94 come in!*' This amendment should have been proposed 
earlier. 

8j. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya: How' can IP I have tabled both 
the ameiidnierits and iu moving my amendment I have made reference to 
llial amendment, and 1 liave said what you have said, namely, that if that 
amendment is not accepted or in other words if the provision for election 
of (he Vice-President be not accepted by not incorporating in the Bill, then 
in> anicndnieut No. falls to the ground.

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Mr, Chairman, Sir, I 
cannot accept these two amendments. It is not tliat there is no Jiarm in 
aiipointing a Vice-President hut that it is absolutely unnecessary. In the 
Act of ]9')(l there was provision lor a Vice-Prcvsideut because the Board at 
that tune was a larger Board ol 44 member.s. But now the Board is u com- 
jiac t Board of 2o members only for w'hich it is not necessary to have a Vice- 
President. 

As regards the question of dislocation of work, if tlie President cannot 
act. there is safeguard in clause 13. 1 would invite the attention of my 

friends opfmsite to the language of the clause— “(1 I If the President is, by 
reason ol leave, illness or other <*ause, teiiiporaiily unable to exenise the 
jiowers or perform the duties of his office, a member appointed by the State 
Oovernmeut in this behalf shall exerci.se the powers and perform the duties 
of the office of the President. (2) If any vacancy occurs in the office of 
the President by reason of his resignation, disqualification, death or the 
expiration of his term of office, a person appointed by the State Government 
in this behalf, shall act as President, until a new President is appointed or 
until the expiration of six months from the date of tlie vacancy in the office 
ot the President, whichever is earlier”. So, Sir, there is sufficient provi- 
sion iu ciau.se 13 and there is no chance or possibility of any dislocation.

definition. Therefore, I feel, it is necessary to clarify the position. If it 
is the intention of the Government to appoint a perso?\ other than a member 
of the Board, then it is all right, so far as the drafting is conoerneMl, but 
I am opposed to that position. 

I feel that a member of the Board alone shiuild be appointed b\ the Go^crn- 
ment in connection with the emergency referred to in section 13.

I would particularly 
draw the attention of the Minister to the fact that there is no definition of 
the term “member” in the clause dealing with the definitions.

There has been a 
temporary vacancy and under section 1*3(1) a person i.s appointed b> the 
Government to exercise the powers of the President durinj^ the temporary 
fthsence of the President during the incumbency of the person appointed liy 
the Government to act as President a meeting is held and at that meeting, 
according to section 15, an election is to take place and it may ju.-^t liajipen 
that the person wdio has been appointed by the Government to exercise the 
powers of the President is not elected. That. Sir, is something very 
unusual and is very unfair and it does not lead to administrative etficiency 
either. 

It is against the principle of all theories of administrative efficiency. Sir, 
I will reciuest the llon’ble Minister to explain the position. I do not know 
what addifional ideas might he in his mind hut I believe that the pci son 
W’ho is asked to act as President for a temporary period is placed in a very 
unenviable position.

Will the Hon*hle Minister kindly explain 
the clause just as it is? Many ol the words are luissinj; and naturally the 
services ot a resjiectahle mati like Mr. Jajrannath Kolay has been 
recpiisitioned to fill in the ^‘aps, only to add the words that are missing 
from clause 1'). That really puttin^^ some insult on the intelligence ot 
the honourahle menihei who has been recpiisitioned to move this amendment. 
Really tliis clause a*' it stands has no meaning. These words as proposed 
in the amendment must he added in order to give some meaning to this 
clause. That shows how hurriedly the Hill was drafted, that shows there 
was no brain working behind the drafting of the Rill, that shows the 
Minister was eager to push through this Bill, wlielher it carried any 
meaning or not. And now Mr. Jagannath Kolay has been asked to move 
this amendment. 

8j. Harendra Nath Mozumder: Sir, he says “he has been asked to 
that”. Is it parliamentary?

Now, if reference be made to section IS of the Act ot 19o0, we find 
that the Board will appoint a Secretary. So under the Act of 1950 the 
power of appointment of Secretary w’as with the Board and under the 
present Bill the power of appointment i.s taken away from the Board and is 
intended to be concentrated in the Government. If we c(unpare the two 
sections, the only ii resistible conclusion is that Government is out to 
concentrate all jiowers in itself. That is the only conchi<ion to w'hich one 
can come. Otherwise why do you deprive the Board of ajijiointing its own 
Secretary and why should the (lovernmeiit think that it is always infallible 
That is not Uie attitude expected of a Minister of National Government. 
We bear the words “National Government” (nl unn>eum. This is an 
attitude wdiich is not expected of a Minister of National Government. So 
I submit it is no use saying anything more, tor I know the fate of my 
amendment. With these words. Sir, I move my amendment. 

Si. Satya Priya Roy: Sir, I heg to move that in clause 16(1), line U 
for the word “have” the word “appoint” he substituted. 

Sir, if is almost the same amendment as the one moved Sj. Nagendra 
Kumar Bhattacharyya. I also say that the lioard shall ajipoiiit its 
Secreta ry.

Dr. Moiliiidni Mohan Chakfyiaity: Mr. Chairman, Sir, I do not quite 
understand why the State Government should have such a peculiar com- 
plex about the appointment of the Secretary of the Board. Under section 
4, they have provided that the Board should have a majority of members 
to be appointed by the Government and they will move according to the 
dictates of the Government. But under section 111(2) they have provided 
that the Secretary shall be appointed by the State Goovernnient but other 
staff shall be appointed by the Board. If they can rely on the Board for 
the appointment of other staff, why 'should they have sucli a peculiar 
attitude for the appointment of the Secretary- y Don’t they believe the 
Board, don't they have enough confidence in the Board which is their 
creation? I think it is a reflection on the Board itself and I think Sj, 
Roy’s amendment is a good one and should be accepted by the Hon*ble 
Minister. 

8J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Sir, I stand to mqiport the amend- 
ment of Sj. Sayta Priya Roy. A»> a matter of fad. the principle behind 
the amendment of Sj. Bhattacharyya is the sinne. 1 believe. Sir, the 
])rovi‘<ions made in the Bill are contraiy t ) all iinncijiies of sound adminis- 
tration, The Secretar\ is appointed hy the (Tovernment and naturally he 
will be responsible to the Goveniment. But then the Board has been 
•entrusted with some very important tasks and the S(‘cretary at the same 
time is the principal administrative officer of tlie Board. The result would 
ba that the Board would have no control over the Secretar\ . There may 
be a kind of administrative deadlock. The Secretary will defy the Board 
because he knows that he owes his appointment to the (Tovernment and not 
to the Board. 

Sir, the provisions therefore is contrary to all principles of sound 
administration. If \ou have a principal administrative officer whom you 
have no means of controlling, you will be placed in a very difficult jwsition, 
tmrticularly so if that officer happens to he the principal administrative 
officer. Sir, is it the intention of the Government to have a sort of spy to 
look after each and every one of the inemhers of the Board? If that is 
the intention of the Government, then this clause may stand as it is. If 
not, the Secretiary — it should he provided — should lie a]>pointed by the 
Board so that he may be responsilde to the Board ami he may be con- 
trolled by the Board in order that the functions of the Board may be 
discharged to the satisfaction of everylmdy. With these words, Sir, I 
support the amendment of Sj. Satyu Priya Roy,

Or. Sambhu Nath Banerjee*. Mr. Cimirumu, Sir, J would re!S])ectful]y 
ask the IJou’ble Minister to consider tavtnirahly this ainendnjeiit ut Sj. 
Nagendru Kmii^ir Iliiattachuryya. In the Calcutta University, n Registrar 
or a Controller of Examinations is ajipointed on the recomiiiendation of 
the Syndiciite. So here tiie Ikwid sliould liave the power to recommend 
a Secretary. Under the Bill the President has been made resj>onsil)le for 
the control, efficiency and discijdine of the Secretary. So you should give 
the Board power to recommend its Secretary. Sir, I do not say or suggest 
that the Ctovernment has reserved the right to appoint a Secretary wdth 
any ulterior motive. I am of the view that it has done so in the l>est 
wterest of Secondary Education. Even so, I would request the Hon’ble 
Minister to consider favourably the amendment. 
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Hm*W« Rai HiTMidni Nath (Uumftiiri: I am very sorry I cannot 
accept the amendment placed before us. If there is one point on which 
both th^ Mudaliar and the Dey Commissions perfectly agree, it is about the 
appoint£'ent of the ^cretary of the Board. The Mudaliar Commission 
says that one of the Deputy^ Directors should be the Secretary-Member. 
The lecommendation of the Dey Commission is to this effect: ‘‘One senior 
officer of the Department of the rank of the Deputy Director would be the 
Secretary of the Board.’’ We have simply stated that the State Qovem- 
ment will appoint the Secretary without mentioning whether be should be 
a Government officer or not. Even the Bombay Act which is quoted by 
my friend, Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyyu, as authority on some of 
the amendments moved by him says that the Board shall have a Secretary 
appointed by the Provincial Government. All these authorities agree 
that the Secretary of the Board should be appointed by the State Govern- 
ment. I am very sorry therefore that in this case I cannot accept the 
o])inion of my respected friend. Dr. S. N. Banerjee, who himself has 
enunciated the principle that if the Dey and the Mudaliar Commission 
recommendations differ, the recommendations of the Mudaliar Commis- 
sion should be preferred. Not only that, the authority of the Bombay 
Act has been quoted by the Opposition. The Bombay Act also provides 
for the Secretary to be appointed by the State Government. So I am 
sorry I cannot accept any of the amendments moved by the Opjxisition. 

8J. 8atyt Priyt Roys Sir, if all these amendments are to be placed on 
division, that will take much more time. 

Mr, Chairmans All right. The House stands adjourned for 20 minutes.

Ttio Btngal Logisli^iva Aaaemfoly (Mambers’ Emolumenta) (Wast Bengal 
AmandmanI) Bill, 1187 

The Hon’ba Dr. Bidfian Chandra Roy; Sir, T beg to move that the 
Bengal Legislative Assembly (Members’ Emoluments) (West Bengal 
Amendment) Bill, 1957, as passed by the Assembly, be taken into 
consideration. 

Sir, the provision of this Bill is self-exidanntory. The reason for the 
introduction of this Bill has been given in the Bill itself. The objects 
and reasons are that in parliamentary matters in the House of Commons 
the practice prevailed was that there was to be designated a person who 
is the Leader of the Opjmsitiou, a person wlio leads the largest number of 
people belonging to the Opposition group. It is proposed to follow the 
same practice here. Now a licader of the Opposition has been appointed 
by the West Bengal Legislative Assembly. Up till now this question 
did not arise, but as figures show there are at least 51 or 52 persons 
belonging to the Communist Party out of the total strength of the 
Opposition Group in the liower Houses of 95 or 96. So they form a 
pennanent majority. Tl^ Speaker thought that it was an occasion when 
the Ijeader of that Party should be given a designation as Leader of the 
Opposition. Now the question therefore arose that whether Government 
in its administration should also recognise the postion of the Leader of 
the Opposition. It is obvious that in order to do so the Leader of the 
Opposition by receiving any salary or allowance in the Government should 
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ttf no stretch of imagination be considered to have been n petty ^cer^ 
^ the Government. It will be an evil day if this thing happens so tai 

the Oppostion Groups are concerned. The Opposition Gn)mK^ as has 
been said very rightly oy very big thinkers in the ^^est should y loyal — 
of course in those tountries loyal to the Crown; here loyal to tie Consti- 
tution. Therefore they should help the administration in order that wrong 
decisions are not taken. I am free to confess that in inafty cases when- 
ever the Opposition Groups have practically put a very constructive point 
of view, we have not only benefited In their observation, but we actually 
adopted in some cases their ]K)int of view. 

As I said l>efore, the provisions of this Act have a chec^uered life. In 
the first instance, on Thursday, the 12th of December, I introduced thin 
Bill under the Salaries Act and when a ({uestion arose as to whether that 
would mean that the person in receipt of the salary would he debarred 
from being a member of the Assembly, 1 sugj^sted that this ban may be 
removed and an exemption might lie sought for under Article 191 of the 
Constitution. But on g^iing home and reading the thing projierly, I found 
that Article 191 could only lie applied in a case where the person is in 
feceipt of salary out of the exchequer of the State and it i% not free from 
doubt as to whether by doing so, the genleman receiving the salary 
becomes an officer of the Government. Therefore, we consulted our law 
officers and decided to change over from the application of these provi- 
sions under the Salaries Aid to the EmolumentH Act whii'h, as you Know, 
provides for the emoluments to be paid to the members of the Assembly 
and of the House. Now, thi.s cured that defect and it seemed that every- 
thing would be all right. That was on Friday. Sir, as far back as the 
21st of November, 19)7, I took the Opposition (jrou])s into my office and I 
said that I was going to introduce this Bill during the next session of the 
HoUvse. T heard nothing from them — from the Opivosition Groups — except 
one or two criticisms that they were inimical to it. As a matter of fact, 
if one carefully read the first speech of Sj. Jyoti Basu ilelivered on Friday, 
one would see that he, I think, more or le.ss got himself adjusted to this 
point of view although he had always maintained that the salary that we 
had jirovided may he too high but he would take only lls. oOO instead of 
Rs, 1,200. Anybody is entitled to take as liitle as jinssible — he can take 
Rs. 20 if he likes — but cannot take more than Rs. 200, of course. Now, 
some curious thing liappeneed on Monday. Mr. Jyoti Basu came before 
the House and said that he would withdraw everything that he had said 
previously hecau.se he had orders from the Centre— Pfdii Bureau or what 
they call it — that they should not go in for this particular scheme and 
therefore he not only withdrew what he had said but asked his friends also 
to withdraw their support. So far, .so good. We still depended upon the 
votes of the members of the Legi.slature and we M’ere jierfectly sure that 
we would be getting the required votes to push it through. Then a curious 
thing happened. Earlier in the day, imm^ediutely after the question hour 
an adjournment motion was moved for the pnrfKwe of raising a discussion 
on the accident that took place at the Howrah Station. I pointed out to 
the Speaker fhat the arrangements at the Howrah Station were not made 
by the Government of West Bengal or the Police Department, but the 
Railway had made all the arrangements and therefore this discussion 
could not take place. The Speaker rightly objected and did not allow 
that particular motion to be moved.

A» my friends have .seen that in the Central Parliament the same question 
arose and the Speaker there really supported our Speaker here saying that 
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^this not a case for adjournment of the House. Whatever that l>e, that 
Wttb i^jufhcieut occasion for them to stage a walk-out and therefore a thing 
that started with a fair amount of co-operation ended at a certain stage in 
, non-co-oieeratioii in th^ir walking out. But we have got to proceed. I am 
not botht>red about whether |(['oniiiiuni.sl Party is the largest OpiX)sition 
Party of the House, today or toinoriow there may he some other partj* 
whicii may be aalled the Opposition Party and there may he a Leader of 
that Opposition J*arty. We are on a particular question of jirinciple. If 
there is an Opposition Party, declared by the Sjieaker as an Ojiposition 
Party, and if there is n Leader ot that Party, then we want to take 
ud'Mintage of that liCader and Ins Paity nid the discipline which he can 
assure to the Legislature from the Party memiiers, because that is desir- 
able. But we should liave this particular item on tlie Statute Book. It 
is for this reason I move the motion that stands in my name.

SJ. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Mr, Phairman, Sir, I rise tr 
support wholeheartedly the Bill that has been moved by the Minister of 
Finance. I have no doui>t that wdiai he is doing today will be done not 
only by tlie Ministries of every one of the States of India, but also by 
the Centre. By placing this measure before the Legislature he has really 
taken a step towards the fuller democracy to which we are looking forward. 

Sir, this Bill cx>ntains certain principles of far-reaching importance. 
In this Bill the Chief ^ftnister for the first time recognises the Oppositior 
statutorily. This statutory recognition of Opposition is really consisteni 
with the democratic theory that constructive criticism by the Oppositioi 
is an essential part of democracv. I understand by democracy is a form of 
Oovernment in accordance wnth a policy arrived at after full and free dis- 
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ftion not only by people wbo happen to support fiovernment. but alst^ 
people who do not see eye to eye with Uovernment on all que^ions. 
e recognition of this principle is inherent in this Bill. In the second 
|>lace, it also recognises that partie.s perform a very important^unction 
in modern Parliamentary Government and he projloses to recynise tho* 
Leader of the largest single group in the Of»position as the TiOaoer of the 
Opposition. Sir, right hack in 1937 in England there was nassed the well- 
known Act which is known as the Mini.stera of the (rowu Act. It pro- 
vided for the Jieader of the Opjvosition His Britannic Majesty’s (Jovern- 
ment a salary of 2,(M)0 pounds a year out of the nutinna) exchequer. The 
Bill that the Hon’ble Bidhan (’handra Hoy has moved now is in pursuance 
of the principle underlying that well-known BritiMh measure. Ministers 
of the Grown Act of 1937. One might ask “what is the necessity of 
making tliis concession”? Sir, this is not a concession, this is something 
that is absolutely necessary in the interest of the development of pnrlia- 
mentaiy* democracy in our country. Democracy is a system in which the 
Members of |Government take into confidence the lieader of the Opjmsi- 
tion on imjmrtaut occasions. I am happy to note that the Gbief Minister 
has initiated a neAv policy ns embodied in the ]>n*sent measiire. With 
regard to certain very controversial questions which are facing tlie 
people of West Bengal the Gliief Minister lias taken the LeadiO’ of th»‘ 
()p])osition into confidence. This new ])olicy has gone a long wa\ towards 
the improvement of the democratic system in our Stale.

I think, Sir, the recognition of tlie policy underlying the Bill is important 
from anotliei' point of view This recognition will, 1 feel, iMiconrage 
development of strong organised parties and at the same time it will dis- 
courage till* existence of splinter groups. Multijdicity of parties is a 
dantrer to oui- democratic systmn. We have noted that becau'«f' rif tlie 
exi'iteiice (d‘ inan\ parties stable* ojiposition within the Tj«*gisiaturc i*. not 
always possilele. Even with regard to the important function of oft'eiing 
constiuctue criticisms of the pedicy of the Govennm*nt. Opjmsition is not 
in a position to move in the proper manner so as to be nlile to make their 
presence felt in the legislature, so ns to he able to influence th<‘ policy of 
the Government. Sir, I feel that this Bill will discour.ige the existence of 
splinter groups, or in other words we shall b«* taking a long stride towards 
emergence of . big organised parties. 1 am thinking of demoeiae\ as we 
ought to woik in our country. Therefore, from this peinl of vi(*w also J 
support the princijile of the Bill. 

Sir, in this connection certain doubts have been laised as to the amount 
that has been mentioned in the Bill. With regard to that I have tabled 
an amendment to wliich I will not refer at the present moment, Imt 1 will 
endorse the words of the Ghief Minister. He has .said that the Leinler of 
the Opposition who does not want to take the amount that is mentioned in 
the Bill is perfectly at liberty to accept a lower sum, 

Mfi Chainnafi: You need not go into that now at this stage. 

8J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: I am confining myself to the general 
principle. I have said that I will not di.scu.s.s the actual amendment that 
I have fabled. In Kerala, for examjde, the Ghief Minister and seven of 
the Ministers take only Rs. 3d0 per month though according to the Kerala 
Act the Ministers are entitled to Rs. 500. Other Ministers, that is to say, 
jwssibly three other Ministers take Rs. 500 as theii salary. iSo the amount 
mentioned in the Bill is not anything that bind.s the Lender of the 
Opposition. 
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Th<^ ifl another matter to which I would seek your permission to refer 
in tb’s connection. This Bill is an amending measure which seeks to 
amend the Bengal Legislative Assembly Members’ Emoluments Act of 1937. 
This is .jn old Act and it is a pity that the members of the legislature in 
' West Be'^gal are still ?)eing paid, because of the power that is given to the 
Government, under that Act.^ In this connection it is necessary to refer 
to the Adaptation Rules which were made by the Governor-General in 
accordance with^ the provisions of the Independence of India Act. Sir, the 
original Act of 1987 was called the Bengal Legislative Chambers Members’ 
Emoluments Act, 19f37, and according to that Act Ks. loO per month was 
fixed us the salary of the members and daily allowance was fixed at Rs. lU. 
This Act was amended in 194o and the rates were changed from Rs. loO 
to Rs. 299 in one case and with regard to daily allowance from Rs. 19 to 
Rs. L). After Indej)endence, in 1948, under the Adaptation Order of 1948 
the Governor-General ordered that the words ‘‘Legislative Council” should 
be left out altogether l)ecause after Independence or some time before the 
adoption of the new Constitution, there was no Legislative Council at all. 
But at present the members of the Legislature — I mean members of the 
Council in particular — are being paid salary under Article 19") of the Con- 
stiliition. J expected, Sir, when the f'hief Minister came forw’ard with an 
Amemling Bill, he would bring forward a con)prehensive measure in order 
to consolidate the entire position. It it not at all satisfactory to rely upon 
Adji])tation Orders and u])on an article of the ( ’onstitution. I hope. Sir, 
that during the budget session he will do so, in r)rder that we may not have 
to rely upon an Article of tin* (’oust itut ion tor ])ayment of (un salary. I 
smi thinking jiarticubuly of the members of th. (\)uncil. Sir, I whole- 
heartedly welcome the m(‘asure and associate my^'clf with it and I 
beli('ve that the Ilon’ble Minister in charge has in fa(‘t taken a very gr**i't 
stt‘j> forward towaixls fuller democracy of the ty|)e that is in existence in 
England.

Mr. Chairman. I would request you to avoid personal reference. 

8J. Mohitosh Rai Chaudhuri: The^ are quoting the Dey Commission’s 
report when it suits their piirj)ose. Whal 1 mean to say is this: in order 
to 8Uj)]>ort theii points they .sometimes quote Dey Commission’s report and 
at other times they (piote extrarts from the Mudaliar Commission’s report. 
They are trying to support their amendment for Planning and Development 
Committee by quoting from the Dey Commission’s report, but if they be 
good enough to turn to ])age Id, paragraj)h 10. they will find in the last 
line specifically stated that “our welfare Slate must take u])oii itself the 
task of planning and development of secondary education along sound 
lines.” That is to sa.\ that the task of planning and development of 
secondary education must he the task of the Government. This recom- 
mendation has been nuule for very good reasons, namely, that, as I have 
been repenting again and again, the primary education must be the sole 
charge of the National Government, and therefore planning and develop- 
ment of secondary education must be the charge of the National Govern- 
ment. At the same time the Dey Commission has been a little bit 
inconsistent. Contrary to what they liave specifically stated on page 13, 
paragraph 10, last three lines, they have stated that the task of planning 
and development must be delegated to the Board. Either they have 
forgotten what they recommended in the earlier part of their report or what 
thev meant to say is that — *the principal responsibility of planning and 
development is that of the Government, hut in this task of the national 
Government they should he assisted by the Board of Secondary Educa- 
tion.' If they meant this, I do not want to contradict them, hilt T think 
that for that assistance a separate committee for planning and development 
•would not he at all nece.s.sary. It is the duty of the Government to plan 
a comprehensive development of secondary education, and in that task they 
would certainly seek the advice of the Board when they think i^ necessary. 

Tlom there is another thing. If you go through the report of the 
Mudaliar Commission you will find that it is stated there that because the 
funds will he in the haq^s of the Government, therefore it would be very 
much better if planning also is in the hands of the Government. The 
Dey Commission has also endorsed this argument in more than one page of 
its report. Therefore I say that it is absolutely unnecessary to have a 
Planning and Development Committee. The work which may be done by 
the Planning and Development Committee will be done by the Board itself. 
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Tlien as regards Girls’ Education Comnaittee, my^ sister Shrimati Aidlla 
®ebi thinks that planning of girls* education cannot l>e done hy *a ooM- 
Inittee which has a predominance of male members and that onlya^oman 
member is competent to plan for the education of girls. / 

(A voice from the Opposition benches: Never said y.) 

Now, fs it reasonable to suppose that we are incompetent to advise what 
should be the education of our daughters, grand-daugiiters, sisters and 
others? Are we so incompetent? Besides, vou see in the composition of 
the Board there is the Chief ln8i>ector o^ Women’s Education. If my 
sister thinks that male members of the committee would not be quite 
competent to plan education for girls, tliere will be the Chief Inspector of 
Women’s Education to advise them. Tlien as regards tlie Syllabus Com- 
mittee, you will tind that in (»ne of my amendments I have proposed that 
on the Syllabus Committee there should be the Princij)al of the Institute 
of Education of Women and 

8ja Satya Priya Roy; Sir, can he refer to his amendment before it ia 
moved ? 

Mr. Chairman: Yes, he can by way of explaining the present subject. 

8j. Mohitosh Rai Choudhuri: And I understand <hat the Syllabus 
Committee’s most important duty will he to plan the syllabus for women. 
There will he a woman in that Committee. So you need not fear that 
unless there is a Girls’ Education Committee, the education of girls will 
suher: tliere is no cause for sucli apprehension. 

Now, I will turn to my friend Janab Halim’s plea for having a Com- 
mittee of Secondary hhlucation for the educationally backward classes. 
My friend has forgotten that the education of the educationally backward 
classes and education of the handicapped is the elmrge of everyone of us. 
Therefore, there is no necessity for a separate Committee of Secondary 
Education. Besides as my friend Sj. Satya Priya Roy was saying, the Bill 
provides for as many committees as the Board would tliink ])roper for the 
proper discliarge of its duties. 

Sir, as my time is up I sliall take my .seat only by ome more recording 
my views against the amendments of Shrimati Anila Debi and Sj. Nagen- 
dii Kumar Bhattacbaryya and making a small observation as regards the 
question of grant, I will appeal to the Minister to see if he could a^eept an 
amendment like this. 1 would ask him to see if he could include among 
the fumdions of the Board n provishm namely that the BoanI will make 
recommendations about the conditions of grant-in-aid. the condition which 
should be fulfilled hy a school in order to have a grant. T would appeal to 
him to see how far he can accept an amendment like this.

8J. K. P. Chattopadhyay: Sir, I beg to support the amendments of 
Sjkta, Anila Debi and Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya that in clause 
18(a) after the word “Re^gnition*^ the words “and Grants’* be inser^. 
I am not going to quote the Mudaliar Commission or the Dey Commission. 
These names have neen freelj’ quoted in support or against various ar^ra- 
ments. I believe Commissions are appointed to examine facts and to make 
recommendations on the basis of facts in a logical manner. Whether they 
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80 or not is not for us to decide. Therefore the mere (motinff ef nan)^ 
TO not carry ns any distance at all. It is only when we find tnat#Teason- 
ldi>le recommendation has been made by a Commission that it Js worth 
mentioning as additional support of one’s own argument. Wtr are not 
discussing the accuracy of dates of empires or ancient social rites that 
could quote them like 'Manu and Yagnabalka, I am afraid this is what is 
happening and it has never appealed to me and I do not propose to resort 
to that procedure. We are here going to have a BofliH. A particular 
clause regarding the constitution of the Board has been passed in the teeth 
of opposition from this side and also a ^ood deal of public feeling against 
it. In the preliminary discussion we pointed out the effect of passing this 
Act, viz., the Boarcl practically would be an official body. The Hon’ble 
Minister of Education statc'd very clearly that he thought that only an 
official Board should be there to look after secondary education. He did 
not believe that there could be an autonomous Secondary Education Board. 
He said that it was an anachronism. He made his \)oini clear, otherwise 
his logic would not be tenable. The Minister made his position perfectly 
clear and that is obvious. But the point is having instituted a Board, 
having decided to set up a Board which will be run practically by officials, 
it must do sonmthing; otherwise it would he a sheer waste of money. 
Here we are having a Commitlee to grant recognition to secondary schools. 
We are having on the Committee the Director of Public Instruction, 
ex-officio, the Chief Inspndor of Women’s Education, ex-officio, the Chief 
Inspector of Secondary Education, ex-officio, and three persons to be 
elected by the Board. I do not know what is the meaning of the words 
“tliev are to be elected”. Only one of them will he the Headmaster of a 
school. Well, this Board therefore cannot he particularly an autonomous 
«ort of a Board. T do not refer to the constitution of other committees, 
because they are not relevant to this particular amendment. Inspection 
work will he carried on by the officials of the Education Directorate and not 
of the Board. I am aware that tliere is one gentleman who has been 
appointed for .special investigation. T sufjpose on an average he investi- 
gates tw(» or three cases per annum. Normal work of inspection is done 
by the Directorate and the report has been that the Director of Public 
Instruction and hi.s Assistants do the work of inspection. Now, the 
committee of the propo>ed Board will see whether the school is worthy of 
recognition. 

[3-20—3-30 p.in.] 

Tbe Government have accepted a policy of granting aids to various 
institutions on a deficit basis. We are aware of that. After all this if* 
done, what will the Board do? What will the committee say? They will 
say “well, my dear friends, we are pleased to recognise you” and they will 
just sit twiddling their thumbs. The schools will ask “what about 
money?”. They will ^ay “Oh, we have nothing to do with money, the 
Directorate will see about it.” They might say “Why all this pother 
then? Why not the Directorate recognise and make a grant”? That 
may be easier and less costly. What 1 would say is this that if you set up 
a Board ’like this without giving it the power to grant money to the 
schools, you are merely setting up a facade beind which there is nothing. 
ITiat is why I support this particular amendment. 

There is one other point I wish to stress. You have already appointed 
a fairly large staff to deal with the question of grant under the Secondary 
Education Board. I want to know '^at the Government are going to do 
with them. Will they say “Well, we may just tell you that the Board is 
defunct, and therefore from our point of view you are also dead, you go 
away”. Is that Ae thing what they are going to dof I do not know. 
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Ym often talk of absorption of snrplufl bands. Will yon absorb tkow 
men fuad women employed onder the Secondary Education Board into this 
new Board ? I would Uke to have an assurance on tbis point as well since 
is appe^ that the Hon’ble Minister is not likely to accept any amend- 
ment from ^this side of (the H^se.

I will next come to amendment No. 113 tabled by Shrimati Anila Debi 
regarding ‘‘Planning and Development”.

After having .said so they make certain other recommenda- 
tions and go on to say that the Board that will be instituted, viz., the Board 
of Secondary Education, will be entrusted with the task of planning 
education. On page 33, section 34 the Dey C/ommission says: “All these 
would need careful planning. When the new Board of Secondary Educa- 
tion comes into existence it will he one of its main functions to conduct a 
careful survey of the educational requirements and to prepare a detailed 
plan for recon .struction for the entire State for the consideration of 
Government.” That is to say, the Board is to function in this respect in an 
advisory capacity. This w^as the scheme as contemplated by the Dey 
Commission. They therefore specifically stated on page 37 that to prepare 
plans for the development of Secondary Education and a better and more 
equitable distribution of the facilities for Secondary Education in the State 
should he one of functions of the State. a matter of fact, thi*® ]ni1 first 
in view of the great importance that the Dey Commission attached to it. 
The Hon’he Minister would have lost nothing at all if this function were 
assigned to the Board. The Minister can rely on two safeguards. First, 
the Board is to he an Advisory Board. Secondly, he has a bloc of 18 out 
of 27 to support hi.s policy. So there was no difficulty at all in assigning to 
the Board an advisory function as to Planning and Development of Second- 
ary Education. 

Sir, I will next go over to amendment No. 113 (i), Fniversity Correla- 
tion Committee. In this respect permit me to refer to the report of the 
Syn^cate. That has already been forwarded to the Hon ’hie Education 
Minister and be is .still withholding it from us. 

The Hofi’hle Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: He is imputing motive. 

8J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: I am not imputing any motive to 
him. 

The Hoa*b1e Rai Harei^rt Nath Chaudhuri: Am I bound to ))1ace it? 
Tlien why does he say “withholding”?

The day before yesterday he said that the report has been received by the 
Secretariat.

Nir m al Cliandfa lhattaeliaryya; The report has been withheld 
from us. As a member of the Senate, I am in possession of the report 
Let me quote the relerunt passages from it.

You will easily see the point, Sir, as I finish reading the 
tatistics which are not very long. In 1955, 27,830 passed the School Final 
Examination and the number of fresh admissions including some who did 
lot get admission before was 28,770. In 195G, 34,280 passed the Sclio'^ 
Final h^xamimition and out of 34.770. In I95(», 34,280 passed the School 
f^iiiversity. In 19')7, 3'), 592 pa^s^*<l the ScIhh)! Final Examination of wlioin 
{4,S9lt sought admis^ion in the University. Tlie University, the rejxut 
'Uns, is thus almost eiitiiely dej)eiideiit on the Hoard of Secondary Ediicu- 
ioii for the methods and standard> of teaching whicli must correspond to 
Ihose of the majority of students who are going to prosecute their studies 
n the University, that is to say, the relationship — the report ot the 
Syndicate holds — between seiMUulary education andtbigher education is very 
•lose. It is for this rea.snn necessary that there .should be a University 
Torrelation Committee in the Board in order to establish a link between 
secondary education on tin* one band and higher wlucution on the oilier, in 
irder to function a sort of liiaison Committee between the two. It is 
ibsolutely necessary that the two .systems of education should be properly 
integrated, because without integration neither secondary education nor 
iigher education can flouri.sli. It is for this reason that T hold very strongly 
dial it ha> Ik'Oii very wrong on the part of the Hon ’hie Minister not to 
hink of the very relevant recommendation of the Dey Conimis.sion with 
egard to tlie T'niversitv (’orrelation Committee and incoriiorate it in the 
Rill. 

Sir, T will next refer to the Committee on educationally Backward 
das.ses which does not find any place in the Bill. In this connection I will 
Iraw your attention to the task that lias been imposed by the (’onstitution 
ipon us, particularly upon re.sjionsible persons like our friend Rai Harendrn 
Vath Chaudhuri. Article 40 of llie Constitution of India runs as follow.s : 
‘‘The State sliall promote with special care the educational and economic 
interests of the weaker .sections of the people, and, in particular, of the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, anri shall protect them from 
■social injustice and all forms of exploitation”. In this Article special 
^mphasis has been laid upon educational facilities to backward classes. It 
Ls, therefore, necessary that there .should be a special committee to look 
aft^r the eduvational interests of the backward classes. Our Minister in 
failing to create such a committee has, in fact, gone against the sacred 
principles of the Constitution as laid down in Article 46. Possibly he is 
iware of this Article. If not, I will request him to read it up during bis 
leisure. . 

Sir, this is my observation on the amendments that have been tabled 
by Mr. Abdul Halim. I hope the Hon’ble Minister may feel persuaded to 
reconsider the position and make suitable provisions for a committee to 
look after the educational interests of the backward classes.

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^ Tlien, finally, Sir, I will speak on the motion tabled by my friend 
Sj. mgendra Kumar Bhattacharyya. Sir, according to this what u 
demanded is an executive council. You are aware, under the Act of 195( 
the total number of members of the Board was 44 and that Board had ai 
ExecutivI Committee^ of 17 ^nd it was through this Executive Committee 
that the major part of the work of the Board was done. This is a Board oi 
27 — a fairly la^ge body. This large body will not be able to function pro- 
perly unless it is assisted by an Executive Council. An Executive Counci: 
will he a sort of right hand of the Board and under all principles of sound 
administration wherever there is a large body, a small Executive Counci 
is attached to it. It is for this reason that I very strongly feel that it has

8J. Nirmai Chandra Bhattacharyya: I will ask my friend Sj. Mohitosl 
Rai Choudhuri to read up the University Act; read and know and gro^ 
wiser. 

It is for this reason that I feel, Sir, there ought to be an executive body 
to help the Board, to assist it and to impart to it a kind of executive 
efficiency without which it cannot really stand up to the functions that have 
been assigned to it.

The Hon’bie Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: It is not a refiection 
We heard ad nauseum that we have not read the report, that we have noi 
understood the report and such criticisms for days together. Sir, m,^ 
friend Sj. Mohitosh Rai Choudhuri has pointed out as regards the Planning 
and Development Committee, quoting from page 13 of the Dey Commis- 
sion’s report, that the opinion of the Dey Commission was that the tast 
of planning and development of secondary education should he entrusted tc 
the State Government as the State Government only can do it. 

8J. Nirmai Chandra Bhattacharyya: Read page 33. 

Tha Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Yes, I am coming to that. 
I do not reauire your advice in this respect. Sir, so far as page 33 ie 
concerned, tnere it is said in paragraph 34 — “all this would mean careful 
planning. When the new Board of Secondary Education comes into 
existence, one of its main functions is to conduct a careful survey of the 
educational requirements and to prepare a detailed plan for reconstruction 
for the entire State for the consiaeration of Government’’. Sir, it is quite 
impossible for any Board to conduct a careful survey and to prepare a 
detailed plan. It is only the State Government which can do it. It will 
require an army of oilicers to do it; it will require a Statistical Department 
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|o ^0 it and so it is only the State Government which can do it. jThe ]]^y 
/Gommission only made this observation but could not envisage the^ass o! 
: tacts that have to be collected and the army of ofiScers that would hf required 
to make the survey before making plans and recommendations. ^

For the last two nr three months, Sir, we have been^ trying to make a 
survey about the Primary Education through our Statistical Department 
and other departments. I have not been able as yet to secure a careful 
and complete survey of the needs of Primary Education even, not to speak 
of Secondary Education, and it will be quite impossible for any Board to 
act up to the recommendation of the Dey Commission. 

To turn to the report of the Dey Commission. They have said that ther® 
will be five committees, and they ohservwl that there will also be 
Standing Committees for girls’ education, technical education, correlation 
with the University on matters of common interest, and for other matters 
as required. Such committees may be wholly or in part composed of 
members of the Board. T would only point out clause 24 of the Bill. It 
runs thus: — '*24(1) — The Board may, with the approval of the State 
Government, constitute .such other committees as it thinks fit and such 
committees may be composed wholly or in part of members of the Board”. 
We have taken exactly the words of the Dey Commission. The Board is 
empowered to constitute any committee it thinks ^f. (Sj. Nirmal Chandra 
Bhaitacharyya : With the approval of the State Government). Yes. 
cfitainly with the approval of <he State GoveninitMit. After all, the words 
"as required”, are there. It will be for the Board to determine which 
committee or committees they will have to set up. And if the Board asks 
for Government’s consent to set up any of those committees the Govern- 
ment will have no objection. We have proposed five committees in the 
Bill. Tliey will be functioning to discharge day to day duties. Other 
committee'^ may be re(piired and it will surely be for the Board to deter- 
mine that. And tlien if they <*ome for the consent of the Government, 
Government w\]\ be only <oo glad io give their consent. 

Sir, I believe I liave disposed of all the arguments that have been put 
forward.

8j. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Sir, I rise to supimrt the onxuid- 
ment that has been moved by Sj. Satya Priya Itoy wiili regard tn the 
desirability of giving representation to members of the Univeisity on this 
committee. Sir, he has argued at great length as to the nece.ssity of 
establishing a link between secondary educxition on the one band and 
Fniversity education on the other. I will not dilate upon it but I will 
coiumuuioate to this House the views of the (’committee of the Senate and the 
Academic Council that w'as appointed to discu-ss the (juestion of tlie three- 
year degree course. In that connection, 8ecx)ndary education in general 
and higher secondary education iu particular came up for discussion. The 
members of the Committee were anxious to ensure that the higher secx^ndary 
schools that are recognised arc of the proper type so that the piXKlucts of 
such schools might go up to the University and do credit to the University. 
The point of view of the University fk)ramittee was that it was essential 
to secure proper standards in such higher secondary schools. It was 
desirable in the first place, to ensure that there were teachers who were 
competent to take charge of the .system of higher secondary education. 
Seoondl.^ it was abso held by the committee that the equipments of the schools 
should be adequate. In other words, the Univqersity must be satisfied 
that thevse schools were of the proper type so that they might not be in 
diflSculty by admitting the products of such schools. Sir, that was the 
opinion of the University Committee. The Committee recommended to the 
&nate that in the personnel of inspection of schools seeking upgrading as 
higher secondary schools represen tative.s of the University should he 
included. Here is a Recognition Committee which does not give any 
representation to the members of the University. This, I believe. Sir, is 
contrary to the views epressed by the Committee that was appointed to 
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^on^der three-year degree course and with it higher secondary 
’edu&tio^ Sir, the Committee of the Syndicate drew up a report on the 
present Kit and that report was accepted by the Syndicate. The report of 
the Syndicate, amongst other things, says this: *Tn the proposed Bill" — 
this may be new infonuatjpn to th|| Hon’ble Minister — "the main functions 
of the Board •are to be exercised by five committees". The first of the 
committees is the Recognition Committee. "Of these, the first three are 
academic committees on whose w’ork the University is gr^tly dependent" 
and then they say "it is desirable that the University should therefore 'be 
adequately represented on these three committees" and amongst these three 
committees is the Recognition Committee. Sir, there is absolutely no 
representation given to members of the University on the Recognition Com- 
mittee. This is not only unfair but outrageous and contrary to all principles 
of sound education and all principles of integration of secondary and higher 
education. 


1 hope, Sir, that the Hon’ble Minister in charge, who obviously was not 
aware of tlie real position, will kindly take this into consideration. 

Sir, I w'ill next come to the desirability of retaining Inspectors on tlie 
Recognition Committee. The Director of Public Instruction is there. If 
the Director is there, there is no necessity of giving additional representation 
to the In.spector of Women’.s Education and the (’hief Inspector of 
Secondary Education.

In tbe first 
rlace, they started with the suspicion that official members of the Board — 
officiola i» the Education Department will be unpatriotic and will be 
interested not in the devcfflpment or spread of education but in the curtail- 
u^lll or suppression of education. That is their first premise. Their 
.^iond prenrse is that the curtailment of the number of schools will become 
inevitable if their suggestion about the peisouuel or the numerical sirengtir

mi the Reooguition Committee is not Accepted. Ami their tli^rd 
supposition is that the curtailment in the number will ilways be ]|i%judicml 
to the interests of the country. They think that enylchool is a^xxi. Hut 
I think that any and every school, irrespective of thef quality of education 
which such school caters for is not good. I anf very sorrjr that that 
suspicion or presumption is shared by many of our friends both in lliis 
House and outside. Hear what the Mudaliar Oommisjyon, consistju^’^ of 
expert educiitiouists. siiy on this point. Almost in every page of their 
report they have emphasised that “quality should not be sacrificed at the 
altar of number or quantity’*. My friends opposite are afraid that such o 
Committee a> has been proposed in the Bill for granting recognition will 
result in the curtailment of the number of scliools which again will be 
prejudicial to the growth and development of education. Therefore I have 
got to (juotc ilie>e few lines from the report of the Commission. “'We 
empha.sise that quality should not be sacrificed to quantity. We trust thtA 
in the spread of eductition the educational authorities concerned will take 
note of the teachers and adopt all possible measures to ensure that efticiemrt 
is not sacrificed in meeting the demand of expansion”. Now, if qualify ih 
not to he sacrificed at the altar of mimber, then it is necessary that persons 
who have got personal experience of the schools, the quality of teaching 
imparled there, the etfioiency of the teiudiers there, must be on the IVxird. 
Therefore, the Chief Inspector of Secondary Education and the ('hief 
Inspector of Women’s Education who will have the first-hand knowle<lge of 
the conditions of the schools must be there. Otherwise the result would be 
that there will glow up inefticient schools, .sclunds which have no right to 
exist, schools wliich are imparting had education. You know « little educa- 
tion is dangerous. In (lie .sphere of education the saying that 

ct)C^ R?!’ I 


Rather no education is better than bad edin^ation. Therefore unless there 
are these men to check the recognition of bad schools, the educational 
interest will sutfei’ in the long run. Tii one of the amendments of Mr, Halim, 
he has said that caie must he taken to see that withdrawal of recognition 
of the existing schools is not made automatically after this Board has come 
into existence, that is, those scIwhiU which have heen enjoying recognition 
from the idd Board should not he scrapped. Now, that question will certainly 
be sympathetically considered by Government lor it is not the interest of 
the (Government or tlie Education Department to curtail without rhyme or 
reason the iiumher of sch<K)ls in a State where education is not as widespread 
a.s should be. 


My friend Professor Ninnal Chandra Bliattacharyya suggests that tline 
should be x.oniclwxly to represent the University on tlic Becognition (’om- 
mittee. I fulJ\ nupim)iI him and I will appeal to the Education Minister to 
see how far this suggestion can he acconniiodated. One way of doing so 
stiikes me. I think, where there is a provision for three elected represen- 
tatives of the Board, it may he laid down that one id these members will 
be taken from the representatives of the Fiiiversity. 

With th^se words, I oppose all the amendments.

Sir, after the devastating lejdy of my friend Shri Harendra Nath 
Mo'.umder to tiie Opposition speeches and the subsequent speech of Shri 
M<diit(>sh IW (’hoiidhuri 1 think I need not dilate on the point about the 
la^ecxissity* of the inofusiou ot tlie Chief luspector.s in the Recognition Com- 
i^ittee. It has been pointed out that there was no mention ot the Chief 
llui)>ector8 in, section 2^f of the Act of 1950. I had no idea that my friend 
l^ri Monoranjttn Sen Gupta was so much ignorant about the actual com- 
^mition of the Committee there. Sir, section 25(d) provided that 
Set'ognition (kimnnttee .shjill <H>n.sist of three persons appointed by the State 
CfQ\erQment and the Chief Inspector was there by apimintment. He was 
there on the iK>uuuati(»n of the State Government. Instead of allowing the 
Ofiief Inspector t-o be represented on the Recognition Committee through 
ihc backdoor we l>ave directly provide<l for facing the (Miief Ins|)ector of 
JJoys and Chief Inspector of Women’s Education on the board. Then 
Hm, it has been said that the [iresence of the Chief Inspector will lead to 
the omission or redwtion of very many schools. I do not know whether 
ui.s (rionds opposite are aware of the fac*! that in 1948 in West Bengal ther^ 
were 700 and odd rei'ognised sclnsds and tlieir present number is 1,085, 
1’h s is bow the presence (d the (4iief lu>peclor lias b-d to the reduction 
in (he number of sch(»olsl Tbc number of recognised schools has risen by 
150 per cent. Have w'e to take it as g(^^pel truth bei'annc Mr. Abdul Halim, 
who does not know anything about this rise in number, says that the 
pi'esen<‘e of the (-hiel Inspector will lead to the reduction in the number 
if schools P 

The next jwint is about the repre.sentati-on of tlie Managing Committee 
mmuiiers on the Board. So much has been sai^l against it that 1 am led 
to believe that there sb-ould not bp members of the Managing Committ^* on 
the Board, If necessary that will have to be provided for, but how enn a 
nvember of the Managing (ommittee ot one school help recognition of 
another school? Take for instance there is a member of the Managing 
Committee of a scIhm)! on the Recognition Committee and application comes 
fimi! a sister scho<d, his natund inclination will be to >ee that the school 
does not get recognition. Therefore, Sir, it has to be considered whether 
it will be appropriate to make that provision or not. 

As regards the recommendation for the representation ot the Universities, 
tln^re is jirovisiou for having three nominated members — nominated by the 
^iyndicate. We have not named any of them and the State Govenimeut will 
hav(' no objection to accept (be recommendation.s of the Syndicate of the 
TTni versify. Now, Sj. Nirmal Cliandra Bhattacharvva .says that such and 
such w'as the opinion of the Syndicate on the Bill and tha^ ha.s been 
forwarded to the Government. I was almost led to think that he was 


representing the University here. But I do not think that the University 
ha.s deputed him here. He may be a member of the Senate, but he Ims not 
l»en specifically empowered to speak for the University on the Bill here, 
have already received n representation from the University — the opinion 
the Syndicate — on the Bill. That is being examined in the Department, 
ff on examination we come to think that some of their suggestions should be 
given eSect to, we can do that wheli the Bill comes np before the

; l^ejfislative Assembly. After all, discussion does not end here. We nay 
make suitable provisions to jfive effect to the recommendations of th% Senftte 
in the Ijejjislative Asseiohly. But we have ^yot tof consider |dll their 
suggestions first au«l theieatter we have to take ileeisiAs on them. It will 
be dangerous to take Sj. Niruml riunidra Bhattueharywi us a repi'esentati^e 
of the University here, because he (quoted certaiif fifyures from what he 
alleged to be the University’s note which, lie said, was coumuniented to 
the (jovernnient but which are all wrong. He said that almost oil the hovs 
who passed Sc1kk>1 Final Kxainination go to the University for higher 
studies. That is not correct at all. F’igures which have hw'n given in the 
University's conimnnication are as tollow^: HtV) — 27,S30 pivssed School 
Final Kxaniinalion and 20,770 w’ent for Uni\er^it^ studies. And the oilier 
figures wlii( h aie all wrong are: lO'iO — 34,280 |xissed the School Final 
Examination and dd.OoO went tor T^iiiversity studies. It is nltogethei' a 
mistaken figure wlneli ma> have been a figure of Ins own imagination, hut 
it is not the figure which has lieen eommuiiieated hy the University. The 
correct figure is: 38,tH I jxissed the School Final FiXamination and' 33,1 TjO 
sought admi-Nsion tor rniver,'^il\ studies. Nearly 0,000 did not sesek 

:ulmission for Uni\ersi1\ studies. Similarly tlu‘ figures for 19o7 that have 
been eommuiiieated hv the Uiiiversit\ are: 42,022 jiassed the Scluad Final 
Examination and 34,8!)0 sought admission t<»r higher studies in the 


University.

This wdll sliow^ Sir, that many students who now pass the School Final 
Examination seek Inrther education not in the Uni\Trsiiy hut in tecliiiical 
and other courses. That is the thing wdiich has also happened in Madias. 
In Madias I have learnt that there i.-% a drop <d' ahor.t 4t) to 50 p.''T cent, in 
the University admission tliis ye^ir. That is ImuiiiiI to lake place, liet'uuse 
they take furthei’ education in techriic;il and other (oursi's which have heim 
provided tor. Surely where secondary education has been diversified many 
students will not go to the T<iiiversijy for higher studies, and that is the 
reason why in England they do not .so much flock to the University at all. 
The Sadler Commission madi* an ohservaiuni in HUM which has t<o he 
rememhered. Thev observed that here in Bengal we se<‘ a jiyiamid on itpex. 
Ill a country where primary education i.s not yet universiil and fiei*. where 
secondary education is not compulsory and free, there is a large crowed in 
the Universitv . That was the observation to which at least Sir Asliutosb 
w'as a party. That i.s the tragedy of the situation in our (country, namely, 
that the students have got to go uniformly to enrol themselves to take up 
University courses simply because there have not been ileveloped other 
fHnirses of studies. The more we develop other C4)urses the lesser w'ill tie 
the admis.siou to the Fiiiversitv. There is no doubt about that. 

i 

Now, it has been said that there is no provision for the recognition of 
the schools now recognised temiiorarily. We are advised that conti- 
nuance will be provided for b> the definition of ‘recognised”. WV are sliU 
considering that point. The Legislative Department has advised us that 
continuance will not be disrupted in any way, because section 8 cSt th© 
General Clauses Act will ensure this continuance and that no particular 
provision is necessary «o far as this Bill is concerned. If, however, we ore 
advised otherwise, namely, that a continuance clause will ^ve to be put 
in the Bill, that pnivision may be made. That is a provision of course 
which we may have to think in connection with the refjeal clause and, if 
necessary, of course we shall imiorfiorate that. But till now mir advice is 
that if will not be necessary in view of the piovi«ion in s-’ct ion 8 of the 
General Clauses Act. 
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Sir, I ne^d not reply to all the irreievancies which have been indulged 
in th^? Opposition. I think I have met all the points that Ciin be and 
h^ve beti^ raised onWhis clause. 

8Ji Nirmal Chimdm Bhattacharyya: On a point of personal explanation, 
Sir. I will take ju8t\a ifiinuU*. ^ did not say that eveiy body who passes 
the School Final Examination seeks admission to University. I merely 
quoted from the report of the Syndicate which emj)hasUes the fact that under 
present conditions * we ere likely to continue for a number of years. 
Ib ictically everyone who is successful in the School Final Examination 
desires to continue his studies in the University. I have (juoted figures 
from the cyclostyled fX)py. The figures may have been changed later on.

Before I come to actual elaborations I shall confine myself generally to 
the composition of the Examination Committee. The Hon’ble Minister in 
charge of the Bill in season and out of season quotes scripture. He relies 
on the report of the Dey Commission. The composition of the Examination 
Ccxnmittee is a flagrant departure from the recommendations of the Dey 
(ilommission. The Dey Commission clearly lays down that the Examination 
Committee will be a small Committee consisting of the Chairman of the 
Board, the Director of Public Instruction and three other members of the 
Board. Sir, this recommendation has not been adhered to. Instead of 
making the President of the Board the Chairman, the Director of Public 
Instruction is to be the Chairman. 

Th« Hon’bie Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: My friend overlooks the 
amendment of Mr. Jagannath Kolay, 

8J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: The Hon’ble Minister has kindly 
drawn my attention to Mr. Kolay’s amendment. That is a very desirable 
one, and I feel it imi)roves the situation considerably. What I want to 
emphasise is that the original provisions of the Bill should not have emanat- 
ed from him in view of the recommendation of the Dey Commission and the 
sound principle behind it. The Dey Commission alst) recommends that there 
should be three other members of the Board, they do not specify who they 
should be. It is here that my amendment comes in. My amendment is 
that one of the persons should be a person connected with the University 
education. In connection with the Three-Year Degree Course the Senate 
of the University of Calcutta and its Academic Council appointed a Joint 
Committee. The Joint Committee was very strongly of the opinion that the 
examination held by the .Board should be of such a nature as to create 
confidence in the University That is to say, that students who pass such 
examination should reach up to a certain standard so that they may be able 
to pyosecute their studies in the Universities with ability. It is for this 
reason necessary that some representative of the University should be on 
the Committee to ensure that the examination is of the proper standard. 

It is for this reason I have suggested that one person from amongst the 
members of the Board specified in sub-clauses (11) to (13) should be elected 
by the Board to this Committee. Who are they? TTiey are the three 
Professors who are to be appointed in the Board by the Syndicate of the Uni- 
versity and secondly, the Principal, College of Engineering and Technology, 
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lAddTptir UniTersity, and tlie Adhyaksha, £ala Bhawan, Yiswa Bharati, 
<Sanfiiiikei)n. Sir, provision should be ma^e for the election bjr the Board 
of one fiMrin amongst these persons to the Examination Committee. This 
will ensure that there will oe a person on the Examination Committee 
acquainted with University st^dards so that he may seek to ensure that 
the standard of the excitation held by the Board is nigh enough to enable 
the students passing such examination to prosecute their studies in the 
University.

In moving this amendment I beg to place before the House clause 21 
as it now stands.

If we turn to section 26 of Act XXXYII of 1950, we find that 
there are 12 members in the Examinations Committee, (a) the President, 
ex-officio; (b) the Vice-Chancellor of the University of Calcutta, ex-officio; 
(c) the Director of Public Instruction, ex-officio ; (d) the Chief Inspector 

of Women’s Education, ex-officio; (e) the member of the Board specified in 
clause (19) of section 4; (f) the member of the Board specified in clause 

(20) of section 4; (g) two persons elected by the Board in the manner 

prescribed by regulations from among the members of the Board specified 
in clause (li) of section 4; (h) one woman member of the Board elected 

by the Board in the manner prescribed by regulations; and (i) three 
members of the Board elected by the Board in the manner prescribed by 
regulations, of whom at least one shall be a member of the Board specified in 
clauses (12) to (15) of section 4, and at least one shall be a member of the 
Board specified in clauses (21) to (23) of section 4. 

On an analysis it appears that out of 12 members constituting ^the Exa- 
minations Committee, 6 were elected. As I have said earlier, if one looks 
to clause 21, he finds that there is not a single elected member in the Exami- 
nations Committee. In my bumble submission this is a deplorable state 
of things. I have therejpre moved my amendment which I have already 
placedwfore the House. It is necessary that at least one elected member 
should be on the Board. Sir, allegations have been made that questions 
' beyond syllabus were put in question papers, and in order to put a^ stop 
to this persons acquainted with syllabus should be in the Committee. 
Therefore, I have suggested in my amendment that one of the Head 
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iasters ought to be elected to that Committee, And it i§ thought Aat 
leadmastors or anyone of them being connect^ with the ^tit^on^ 
hould not be placed in the Examinations Committee, I have nib objection 
0 that. Let there be one person elected from the members of the Board 
rho would be allowed to sit in the Examinations Committee, so that th«S 
Examinations Committee which is a very imporlaut commitjtee shoulcT not ' 
onsist of members who are practically speaking Aeu under the Govern- 
aent. Let the non-olHcial view also be reflected in the Examinations 
Committee.

Satya Priya Roy has expressed 
his animus against the two Chief Inspectors — they should not he on the 
Board.

The actual conduct of examinations will he in the sole 
charge of the Secretary of the Examinations Committee” — page 40 — and 
according to the Dey Commission again— page 09 — “the Deputy Director 
in charge of Examinations will be the Secretary of the Examinations Com- 
mittee”. We have no Deputy Director in charge of Secondary E<luoation, 
therefdl’e, we have provided a seat for the Chief Inspector of Secondary 
Education there. Now, my friend Sj. Manoranjan Sen Gupta attacks m 
the opposite way: he says that if we have provided for the Chief Inspec- 
tor, why have we not brought in the Chief Inspector of Women^s Educa- 
tion It is simply because we have provided seats for two Inspectors, viz., 
the Chief Inspector of Te<‘hnical Education and the Chief Inspector of 
Secondary Education, we think it will be possible for the Chief Inspector 
of Secondary Education to look after women's Secondary Education also if 
it has to be ^''•okefl after separately. 
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So far as Sj. Nagendra Komar Bhattacliaryya’s amendment is concerned, 
JfMuntly, tV^t one person should be elected from amon^ the elected membera 
ol the Bo^"d specified in clause (14) of section 4, it is entirely opposed to 
the recommendations made by the Bey Commission. 

W is not true that we did n^ft provide for the representation of the Uni- 
versity membeiTs on thi^ Committee.

Janab Abdul Halim: Sir, I beg to move that after clause 22(3), the 
following be added, namely: — • 

“ This Committee shall have all the powers of a Civil Court for the 
purjmses of recording evidence, administering oaths, and enforc- 
ing the attendance of witnes^es and compelling the discovery and 
ju'oductiou of demands and of enforcing its decisions and shall 
for all the-'c purposes be deemed to be a Civil Court”. 
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8J. Nag«ttdra Ktmar Bhattaoharyya: Sir, I rise to oppose the amend- 
ment moved by Shri Jagannath Kolay. The amendment which I refer to 
is this, “The decision of the Committee under sub-section (3) shall be final 
and no suit or proceeding shall lie in any court in respect of any question 
which will he referred to or decided by it” under that section. The teachers, 
the aggrieved teachers will be between the two fires.

First of all, teachers made appeal through the Appeal Committee. But 
Appeal Committee is no committee, because it has got no power to enforce 
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orddr, nor the Appeal Committee has the right to decide any propositioi 
of law*. International law is the vanishing point of jurisprudence, i.e., { 
Court which cannot decide a matter, cannot enforce its decision, h 
absolutely worthless. The Appeal Committee has been constituted with nc 
power to eriforce it^ (fecismn. Either delete the entire clause, do noi 
establish any Appeal Committee, or if you really want to establish ar 
Appeal Committee, if you really want that disputes between the teachers 
and Managing Committees should be decided by a Tribunal, give th( 
Tribunal power to enforce a decision. I do not know why the Ilon’bh 
Minister lu charge of Education who was a lawyer would not follow the 
fundamental principles of law. What is the effect of that clause? The 
decision of the Appeal Committee is unauthoritutive, it cannot be enforced. 
Then the position will be made worse by this amendment, the amendment 
of Sj. Jagannath Kolay, because this amendment says that the teachers who 
approach the Appeal Committee are debarred from seeking redress in the 
Civil Court. We alf know that teachers have got the legal right to bring 
suit against Ihe Managing Committee. If they are not given their due 
remuneration, if they are illegally discharged or dismissed, they can sue 
for compensation in tl\^ Civil Court. This amendment wants to take away 
that power. So we have a mock court, viz., the Appeal Committee, a 
powerless court, a court which cannot enforce any decree and the teachers 
are not given the right to go to seek redress in the Civil Court — a position, 
I do not know how any person having a bit of common sense can make. 
If I takc‘ the statement of Sj. Satya Priya Roy — and I take it to be correct — 
that two tlnnisarid applications are pending from 1953, the right of teachers 
to take any decision is barred by limitation. Anyone who knows anything 
about law knows that compensation cannot be claimed after the lapse of 
three years. Whether the decision of the Aj)j)eal Committee in regard to 
those teacliers who have already appealed, but whose eases are pending, be 
i!\ fnvonr of the teachers or against them, the result would be that they 
cannot enforce it and they will be debarred from going to the Civil Court 
for two reasons. They will be debarred by amendment No. 157 of Sj. Jagau- 
iiuih Kolay and also on account of the bar by limitation. So, Sir, let not 
the liegislature be a party to such decision holding radically opposite views. 
I will appeal to the Hon'ble Minister not to take shelter under technical 
difficulties, but to come to a decision with regard to this matter by agree- 
menl, viz., there must be some provision by which the Appeal Committee 
can enforce its order. I wanted to consult the Co-operative Societies Act 
and the rules thereunder, but I have not been able to get a copy just now. 
I hope that the Tloiride Minister will refer to the rules without delay and 
he will find that there is a provision in the Co-operative Societies Act. liCt 
us take a rcAlistio view of the whole thing. Let us not take shelter under 
technical difficulty, hut do justice to the people, to the teachers who are 
much neglected. So, Sir, I think this amendment should not he accepted. 
For, if this amendment be acce])fed, these teachers whose claims are not 
barred by limitation can at once go to the civil court for redress knowing 
full well that they cannot get any real redress from the Appeal Committee, 
l>e(*ause the Appeal Committee lias no power to enforce its decision. I 
would submit, Sir, that he being the person who is in charge *'of education 
of the State of West Bengal — ^he should do justice to the teachers who are, 
as we all know, not adequately paid for the work which they do. 

With these woriW I oppose the amendment of Sj. Jagannath Kolay — I 
mean insertion of sub-clause (4). 

.Or« ChjUrii CIUMMifS Sviyi^s Sir, I rise to supjKirt the amendment of 
Sjkta. Anila Debi— amendment No, 160. I hope the Hon’ble Minister will 
accept it because it is useful but harmless. As regards amendment No. 162 
of Sj. Satya Priya Roy, amendment No. 163 of Janab Abdul Halim and 
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t ndment No. 157— insertion o! snb-clause (4) — iheee three amendments 
inter-related. Of course I am not a lawyer bnt from common sei^ 
I understand that unless powers are given of a Civil Court as propf^ed oy 
Janab Abdul Halim, and to enforce its decision as proposed by Sj. Satya 
Priya Roy, this sub-clause (4) of Sj. Kolay becomes inoperative and it 
cannot be accepted. 1 hope in order to accept ^his sub-clause (4) (tf 
Sj, Jagannatb Kolay the Hoirble Minister would accej)# the amendments of 
Janab Abdul Halim and Sj. Satya Priya Roy. Otherwise this would be 
like ‘I cut the leg and keep the head’ — tliat looks ridiculous. If the Appeal 
Committee is to function, it must have powers of a Civil Court to take 
evidence, to record evidence and it must have powers to enforce its decision. 
Then the question of sub-clause (4) comes where the decision of the Com- 
mittee shall be final and no suit, etc. — this provision has been made. 
Mr. Chairman, Sir. I think the Minister shouki accept the amendments of 
Janab Abdul Halim and Sj. Satya Priya Roy and then the amendment of 
Sj. Jagannath Kolay; otherwise the House should reject three of them at 
a time.

8|« Mohitosh Rai Choudhuri: Sir, I do not know how far the statement 
of my friend Sj. Satya Priya Roy that two thousand appeals are still pending 
is correct; I do not know, hut I know of some cases in which in disjmtes 
between the teachers and the Managing Committees the teachers had been 
awarded conipensation and salaries for several months, hut the Managing 
Committee was not pleased to implement them and the Hoard w’us powerless 
to give any relief. 

1 know of several cases of this nature, one of which is the Acharyn Protulla 
Chandra Sikshu Sihir which I referred to in this House about two years 
back- I know that the Hoard had some power to enforce its decision in 
this case hut it failed to do so. True, the Board can disaffiliate an institution 
whose managing committee fails to give effect to its decisir n hut the 
trouble is tlmt in .sucli cases the Hoard is seldom induced to take such 
strong action. I remember when I was in the Riptin (’ollege, we were 
suddenly retrenched — 12 of us were suddenly retrenched--on the eve of 
the summer vacatiou. We went for relief to Sir Ashntosh who was the 
Tice-Chancellor of the Calcutta TTuiversity at that time. Sir Ashutosh said 
that the Cniversity Lad no power in such matters. Of course, the University 
conld disaffiliate any institution which failed to carry out the order of the 
Syndicate, and that was the only remedy in the hands of the University. 
But Sir Ashutosh said that that was a power similar to the power of sentenc- 
ing a person to death but as the court would always hesitate to pronounce 
such a verdict, the result would be that in some cases there would be a stale- 
mate. Therefore Sir Ashutosh said “we are helpless; we can, of course, 
disaffiliate the Ripon College but that is not possible and therefore we are 
helpless”. I still remember those w’ords. Now, the Hoard has of course, the 
power to enforce the decision of the Appeal Committee by disaffiliating an 
institution.* But this is not enough, for some institutions may prefer to 
close down to carrying out the unpalatable order of the Board. And I will 
bring it to the notice of the Education Minister, who might know this 
Acharya Profulla Chandra Siksha Sihir, that it did not object when 
it was disaffiliated, rather than paying its teachers their dues. 1 know of 
several other institutions which are, of course, in Pakistan now’ where the 
same thing happened. Therefore I would appeal to the Education Minister 
to hold the discu vision of this clause in abeyance for sonje time. Let him 
consult the lawyers, let him see how far he can go to make certain 



)>roViBioiu for enforcing tke decision of the Appeal Committee. Being an 
6<*tio^itipiii8t myself who have got to deal with umiunerable teachers, I have 
sometHies come across such cases of defiance by managing committees. 
Therefore I would appeal to the Hon*ble Education Minister to see how far 
^ can accommodate the principle enunciated by my friends Sj. Nagendra 
Kumar Bhattachary^a,t»Jaiflib Halim and others. 


8J. Kamini Kumar Chose: Mr. Chairman, Sir, I shall he failing in my 
duty if I do not express a word with regard to the proposal put forward 
by Sj. Satya Priya Roy. I fully agree with him with regard to the 
irirtention of the ameiidinent. There may be made some change, if required, 
in the language of the amendment, hut I know, there are lots of cases where 
the teachers have been subjected to serious disadvantages owing to the 
decision of the Appeal Committee not being acted upon by the managing 
Committees of the schools. I may here refer to at least one institution. 
The Headmaster of the Bastuhara Bidyalaya, Jadavpur, was suspended three 
years back. The case was decided that the Headmaster was reinstated hut 
he was ultimately dismissed. The managing committee of the institution 
did not find its way to reinstate him, that is, it did not act according to the 
decision of the Board, and this gentleman went without any work for three 
years. There are many other cases. I do not want to waste the time of 
the H ouse by multiplying the instances hnl I feel that some arrangements 
should he made s(» that the grievances of the teachers may be redressed and 
the language of the amendment, if required, may he amended to suit the 
cfoivenience of law.

Janab Syed Nausber Ali: Mr. Cliainnan. sir. I have no de.sire io speak 
on tlli•^ oc( asion n^ I have M*en ilie ainendinenl onlv in this House just now. 

Hut it is ^o ver\ stnkiii}^' tliat at the ver\ first sijzht it appears that a ^reat 
injii'^tice is j^-niup: to he done to tlie teachers. Now Ijy the amendment of 
Sj. .lajraanalli Kolay tlie decision of the Committee under sub-section (3) 
shall he tinal and no suit or j)roceeding shall lie in any Court in respect of 
any (jue'^tion which may he referred to or decide<l ])y the Committee under 
that suh-section. ^(ov tlii^ is a har on the juri^idiction of the Civil Court. 
Suh-section (Jl) of secti(Mi '2'2 reads thus: “It >liall he the duty of the 
Committee to hear aiul d»*leMnine appeals from decisions in disputes between 
teachers and Mana^in^^ Committees of Institutions referred to the Committee 
in accordance with rep:u1ati<)ns made in this behalf”. Now here is a 
decision to he p-iven hy the Committee. I do nol know what will he the 
shape of decision and what effect it will prcMluce. ll is a decision which 
remains oik paper, it cannot be given effect to by the Committee or by 
anybody else. If any punishment is to be given to anybody, that can be 
given by inflicting the same punishment as the Managing Committee of 
School ami it will not benefit teachers in the least. It will strike at the 
very root of the whole thing. Sir, it is clear that on the one hand the 
deiision of the Committee will have no force whatsoever, the decision of 
the Committee cannot be given effect to by anybody, on the other hand you 
are depriving the teachers from going to the Civil Court. It is a curioua 
amalgum which requires modification. I won’t go further, but I would 
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oii\y appeal to the grood sense of the Hon’ble Minister-in-charge of the Bill 
to postt^ne this matter for some time, so that the whole thing may he 
carefnll^ considered and a final decision arrived at which may be satisfactory 
to all sides of the House.

8Ji Jogifldralal^ Saha : Sir, hearing the trend of the discussion on the 
motion of Sj. Jagannath Kolay I am also doubtful in my mind whether this 
debarring of the power of filing an appeal or a suit in a Court of Law will 
not hit the fundamental rights of the citizens. If you want that such a 
decision should be effective and final I should think it will be necessary to 
invest this Appeal Committee — or you can set up a Tribunal investing it with 
the powers of a Civil Court, and then giving this Committee this final power 
that its decision will not be liable to appeal to any other court. I have also 
gone through other amendments which have been tabled by several members 
on the opposite side. I find one of them in the name of Janab Abdul Halim 
wdiich says that the Appeal Committee should l)e invested with the powers 
of a Civil Court for taking evidence, administering oaths and so on and so 
forth. This appears to be the legal course, to be the reasonable course, 
and in that view of the matter the whole subject requires a careful scrutiny. 
It is no good simply telling an individual that whatever may be the decision 
of a Committee it would be enforceable or that will not be liable to appeal 
in any court of law. It will be just depriving a citizen of his very 
fundamental right. 

With these words I would appeal to the 11 on 'hie Minister that 
consideration of the matter may be postponed today and that he will carefully 
go through it over again. 

8J. Annada Prosad Choudhuri: 
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8J. Biswanath Mukherjee: 
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8J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: While Hpeakin^r on the amend- 
nieut, 1 lun atraid. I will have to refer to a matter whieh has received the 
tacit support of almost everybody here. If we look at the compoHiiion of 
the Ajjpeal rommittee we will find that there \> a member of a ManaKiuff 
Committee of a recognised Institution to be elected by the Board. It is 
well known that the Managing Committees are little better than nests of 
Tested interests and the Managing ^Committees run the schools as if the 
schools are their zemindaries. The attitude of Managing Committees has 
been adversely commented upon by the Mudaliar Commission. The Managing 
Commitfres nave gone so far, descended so low as to direct the teachers 
and even the students into school party politics. In view of the discreditable 
part that the Managing Committees have been playing in the school system, 
even recognising that in the past their contribution towards the building up 
of the system of Secondary Education has been creditable, there is hardly 
any justification for their representation. What is the position? Certain 
complaints are made by the teachers gainst the Managing Committees, and 
one of the members of the Managing Committees is there as a sort of agent 
of the Managing Committees of the schools. In other words, the party that 
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ifl »cott«ad ii( really oae of the judges. That is a position which is 
thoroughly unacceptable and fundamentally opposed to all principles of 
‘justite. 1 am, there iore, strongly of the opinion that no representation 
should be* given to the Managing Committees on the Appeal Committee, 
because the appeals will be against the decisions of the Managing Committees 
themselves. 

• 

There is one diffi(;/ilty with regard to (e). So far as you remember, 
Sir, after the acceptance of the amendment of Shri Devaprasad Chatterjea 
only one member is* to be nominated by the Government on the Board and 
here a system of election has been proposed. The provisions in part stand 
as follows: — “a member of the Managing Comn)ittee of a recognised 
Institution elected by the Board in the manner prescribed by regulations 
from among the members of the Board.” Sir, out of three nominations 
made by the Government under sub-clause (18) of section 4, I do not 
suppose more than one person is to be chosen from amongst members of the 
Managing Committees. So the question of election haroly comes in here. 

I will next come to the amendment moved by Shri Jagannath Kolay 
rej^arding last ])aragrapli of clause 22 . The idea behind it is that litigations 
witli regard to sclu)ol disputes should he avoided as far as possible. I 
believe that is ji very sound principle. I would have been happier if the 
Minister would have gone a little further and said that no appeal shall lie 
at all to the Courts tif liuw. But at the .same time I would expect that 
the decision of the A])peal (Committee should be given the force of a Court 
decision, of a Court decree. The two ought to yo together. 

[ll-!>r,_n.dr) a.m.] 

That is to. say, under section 4 you prevent a ])ersou from going to tlie Court 
of law after he has preferred an appetil to the A])]>eal (^)mmittee. A 
de(‘ision is given, hut who will iini)lement it'" It is just possible that it 
will not be implejnented for years and years together. Sj. Satya Priya Roy 
has cited a case which is hanging fire foi* the hist tour years. This is the 
state oT aft'airs. So something has to be done for implementing the decision 
of the Appeal Committee. One might say that the powers of the Education 
l)e[)artment or the jiowers of the Board are large enough to be able to deal 
with the schools. But T kmiM* that there aie schoids which flout the 
deci>ions dul.\ arrived at and no .^teps aie taken to withdraw the recognition 
of such schools. Some special ]) 0 'wer is recjuired so that the Board or the 
Eihn alion Depaitmcnt would be able to take action against the schools, if 
the th'cisiou is not implemented. Therefore it is necessary that the two 
should be combined. Sj. Kolay's amendment of ^ub-clause (4) and the 
first paid of Sj, Satya Priya Boy’s amendment should be more carefully 
considered. I will appeal to the Minister concerned who himself is a 
lawyer, to go into the whole question more carefully and postpone the 
decision on the inirticular mutter for .some time. 

The Hon’bie Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Mr. Chairman, Sir, I shaT. 
be (juite prepared to have the decision on this clause postponed if necessary; 
hut before agreeing to that, I would like to point out the misrepresentation 
tbai bas been made and also the misinterpretation in connection with the 
amendment. Sir, my friend Sj. Satya Priya Roy always indulges in 
exaggeration, e.g., in putting forward figures which are absolutely figures 
of his imagination and ij^orrect. I cannot say in this House untruths, hut 
I must say that he also indulges in terminological inexactitude. It is veiy 
difficult to rely on anything that he puts forward before the House. He 
started by saying that two thousand appeal cases of teachers are pending 
before the Board. We have enquired and found that only 45 cases are 



pending before the Board of which 15 are ripe for hearing. Tite deba’te’lkad 
xeally started today with this misrepresentation. Now there is another 
instance. I hope my friend Sj. Naj^endra Kumar Bhattacharj’ro will^leaee 
excuse me if I say, that without having the Co-operative Softeties Act 
hefoiv him he has indulged in misinterpretation also. The Act is before 
me. Section 130 of the Bengal Co-operative Societies Act is to this effect^ 
^‘Any sum payable to the Provincial Government oi^to a co-tperative society 
oi the authority eon'<titiiU*(l under section 81 in accordance with any order, 
decision or award under this Act shall he recoverable the manner provided 
in the Third Schedule". And the Third Schedule reads thus: “By any 
C'ivil Court having locid jiii ivlictiou, in the same manner as a decree ol such 
court, upou applicatiou h> tlie Society". This is for the recovery of monies 
due to the Goveruinent oi to a Co-operative Society and power has been 
given to the Society to execute orders and awards. Sir, it is not a ^wer 
which has been given to any individual or even to auy third ]>urty. Now, 
Sir, so far as Sj. Kolay’s amendment is concerned, another misrepresentation 
h;iN been made. What df»es the amendment of Sj. Kolay suggest!^ The 
amemlment ruii'' as follows: — “The decision of the Committee under sub- 
seftion (3) shall be final and no suit or proceeding shall lie in any Court in 
resjief't of any question whii li may be referred to or decided by tbe Com- 
mittee under that suh-section." . Please note the phrase "any question 
whicli may be referred to the Committee". A teacdier ntaal not refer the 
matter to the Ap]»eal Committee it he thinks tlmt the Appeal Committee is 
]H)\verless or that the Ai)i)eal Committee is not properly constituted. If he 
thinks so, he can seek relief in the Civil Court. There is no bar to his going 
To the ('ivil Couit at all. Sj. Nirinul Chandra Bhattacharyya has said that 
he Would go a little iiutlier and say that the Appeal Commit ttM‘ should be 
inve'*ted with the power to enforce its decision as a dei'ree.

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: However, tlie sugge tiou 
oi the Opposition is that the decision ot the Appeal Committee should have 
the force of a decree. What I apprehend is tliis that you are bringing in 
operation of Ai titles and 227 of the Coii.stitutioii here also. If it be 
anything like a Court or a Tribunal then certainly the High Court will have 
jurisdiction over it under Articles* 228 and 227. Therefore, it will lead 
to multiplicity <d litigation. That is what 1 apprehend. Yet there has been 
Boubt i^TOut the purjmrt of the amendment of Mr. Kolay or about the power 
which has been given to the Appeal Committee. Let us think over it again 
and then we shall dec ide this matter, but I would ask the Council to 
remember all the misrepresentations which have been made here. The point 
is that the Board has been given poorer to frame regulations. Now in 
connection with this section also the Board will frame regulations in such 
way as to make it possible for the Appeal Committtoe to enforce its 
decision. We heard all these days here that the Board was going to l>e 
im all-powerful body and it was going to have the power of life and death 
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over the echooU but now we hear it would be powerless to give effect to it» 
4^oiskns. What I want to say is that the Board is competent to frame 
regulationr and to see that the regulations are framed in such a way as would 
ensure the enforcement of its decisions. All these things should be taken 
into consideration before rushing to make the decision of the Board enforcible 
*by court as a decree. Yow ar^not really making the Board supreme there.

You are rather making the Appeal Committtee subject to the powers of 
supervision of the High Court. You have got to take that into closer 
consithration. So far as Mr. Kolay’s amendment is concerned, I again 
repeat, its purpose is not to prevent a teacher from seeking relief in a Civil 
Court if he so likes. If he has no faith in the Appeal Committee, it does 
not prevent him at all from going to a Civil Court. But it really provides 
for an easier remedy for him and in that view Mr. Kolay’s amendment has 
been framed and framed rightly because it says that if you go to the Appeal 
Committee, then you should abide by the decision of the Appeal Committee 
and the decision of the Appeal Committee should he final. It does not debar 
anybody from going to the Civil Court at all.

So, it is better that the number of 
persons elected by the members of the Board should have adequate 
representation in this Committee.

“Provided that where any eliminations, additions, alterations or 
modifications are proposcnl to be made by the State Govern- 
ment, the Board shall be requested to express its views thereon 
within such period not being more than one month as may be 
specified by the State Government.*' 

Sir, this section 27 is next to section 4 the most important section in the 
Bill. Tt defines the powers and functions of the Board and the President. 
Here various powers relating to secondary education and control over 
secondary schools have been given to the Board and these powers the Board 
will have to exercise in accordance with regulations to be framed by the 
Board. 33ieHe regulations are very important. The Board will prescribe 
by regulations the syllabus and course of studies to be followed, will make 
regulations tor instituting secondary school final examination; will prescribe 
by regulations the conditions to be fulfilled by the examinees ; and will also 
frame regulations to grant permission to candidates to appear in the 
examinations, etc. Now, these regulations which the Board will frame will 
require the sanction of the State Government — very naturally and very 
properly — because the Board is not an autonomous Board as it ought not 
to be. But there is a provision in clause (3) which is important, 
viz., “before sanctioning any regulations, the State Government may make 
such eliminations, additions, alterations and modifications therein as it 
thinks fit”. Now, the Board frames certain regulations; these are sent to 
the Government for approval and Government alters some of these regula- 
tions, revises them or eliminates some of them, puts in something new, and 
if the Board is not given power to have its say on the changes introduced by 
the Government in the regulations framed by it, then it will be doing a great 
injustice to the Board, Therefore, I have suggested a proviso here that 
after the Board has framed the regulations and sent them for approval to the 
Government and the Government in its wisdom decides to make any 
alterations, these alterations should be forwarded to the Board for expressing 
its opinion, provided that where any eliminations, additions, alterations or 
modifications are proposed to be made by the State Government, the Board 
shall be requested to ^press its views thereon within such period not being 
more than one month as may be specified by the State Government. The 
Board should be given time to say its say on the revisions proposed by the 
0f>vernment and this chance of saying ite say on the proposed changes is 
ounf erred on the Board in my amendment. Then there is also another Gdng. 
B^pposing Government sends its recommendations — the changes it wants to 
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cake to the Board but the Board sleeps over the matter, keeps its decision 
ranging, does not do anything and in this way wastes time. The aiSend«^ 
nent provides that the Board will not he allowed to do this. It mAt submit 
vhat it has got to say on the proposed changes to the Government within 
jne month failing which Government will have the right to do whatever AeV 
like. This is in short the gist of the amendment ^ich I l^^ive proposed. 
Similar power has been conferred on the Board in the matter of framing 
budget. The budget is framed by the Board, then it^s submitted to the 
Government and Government may like to make some changes. Here the 
Education Minister has proposed in the Bill that the Board will be given a 
second chance to say its say on the proposed changes in the Budget. •This 
salutary power of making their submission has been conferred on the Board 
in my amendment. I have proposed a similar change in case of the 
regulations which will form the mosi important part of the functions of 
the Board and which will be instrumental in the success of the administration 
of the Board. I hope the Education Minister will be good enough to accept 
my amendment and I hope the House will also endorse the amendment. 

I Avoiild like to say a few words on amendment No. 178 proposed 
by my friend Sj. Satya Priya Roy. He wants that one of the functions of 
the Board will be to prescribe by regulations the conditions to Ix' fulfilled 
by the Secondary Schools. That power is already there. If be cares to look 
to 19(3 )(b) he will find that Recognition (oinmittee, which wdll be a Sub- 
Committee of the Board, has been specifically given the power to make 
recoinmeudatioiivS to the Board on the granting or refusing of recognition. 

Then as regards amendment No. 179 moved by my sister Sjkta. Anila 
I)ebi, the changes which she wants to make are very important, but they are 
unnecessary because it is covered by the provisions under section 27(2) (1). 
Cerlainly the Beard will have to frame conditions of admission of intending 
students to schools under that sub-section. Therefore, it is .jot necessary to 
make specific provision for this. These powers are already covered by the 
provision under 27(2) (1). Therefore, I Ihink all other amendments except 
that of my humble self are unnecessary and may be rejected, and the 
Education Minister will be gocul enough to approve iny amendment. 


8J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Sir. I beg to move that after 
clause 27(2)(c) the following be inserted, namely: — 

“(cc) to undertake the preparation, publication and sale of text books 
written by experts for use in recognised institutions on such 
terms as may be agreed upon by the Board on the one band and 
the experts on the other;”. 

Sir, this amendment is a novel one in nature. It is suggested that the 
Board will have the power of preparing and publishing text books, and 
paying such remunerations fo experts who will write such text books 
according to an agreement that will be arrived at between the Board on the 
one hand and the experts on the other. The idea behind this amendment is 
that the Board itself will undertake the publication of text books. You are 
aware, Sft*, that publication of text books and their sale have really become 
a sort of racket. 


[12-25-^12-30 p.m.] 

One of the causes of the failure of the Board established under the West 
Bengal Secondary Education Act, 1950 was, as alleged by the Government, 
the mutual rivalry between persons interested in the publication of the 
books. The rivalry even affected the members of the Board. That suspicion 
is there; so something should be done to allay even the risk of such 
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4 itt 0 {^ioii. It is absolutely necessary that the students and guardians and 
*the Board entrusted with Secondary Education should be protected from such 
unscrupulous publishers and their agents. It is for this reason that I suggest 
that on a very large scale ultimately and to begin with a small scale, the 
Bohrd should itself undej’takd the publication of books. It is also well- 
known that ii< tremendous profit is made by the publishers out of the sale 
of text-books. A part of this profit may go into the coffers of the Board 
of J^econdarv Education if these books are to be published by the Board 
itself. In tile third place, it has been the policy of the Government of 
India — not only the Government of India after independence, but even the 
Briti.di Government in India — that text-books should be made available to 
students at cheap ])rice. This is not possible if we depend on the publishers 
who make very large ]>rofits. It is therefore necessary that the Board should 
undertake the pulilication of hooks. I feel that if a step is taken towards 
that direction, one day relief may he offered to the student community as 
well as the guardians in the shape of texf-hooks at cheaper prices. It may 
also he hoped that fhe standard of the hooks will be of a higher order as 
they will he written under the direct supervision of recognised experts. 
Sir, people who are connected with publishing companies will certainly 
question, but I will ask them to think of what the Mndaliar Commission 
said in tliis respect. On page 1(14 the Mudalinr (Commission proposes that 
a high-i)ower Committee should he constituted for the purpose of looking 
after the proper prescribing of hooks and preparation of hooks also. On 
page 105 where the functions of the Committee are stated, it is laid down 
uinongst other things: The ('omniittee should have tlie power “to invite 
experts to write text-hooks and other hooks lor study, if necessary, to 
arrange for the publication of text-hooks and other hooks needed for the 
schools, to maintain a fund from the amount realised from the sale of 
puhlicaiiuns,” There are other sections to which 1 would not like to draw 
your attention, liowever relevant they may he. The gist of it all is that 
the Mndaliar Commission is definitely of the opinion that the Board should 
take a hand in the matter of preparation of hooks, ]>uh]icati(m of ))noks and 
sale of hooka. That is the siihstance of the amendment that stands in my 
name. I do not suppose that the Education Minister of a welfare State will 
have any difficulty in accepting this amendment. 

I will next speak generally on the functions that have been given to the 
Board. I will not raise the broad question as to whether the Board should 
be an . autonomous one or an advisory one. Whether the Board should be 
an autonomous one or an advisory one is a matter into which I won’t enter 
for the simple reason that according to the spirit and letter of the sections 
which are adopted up till now the Board for all intents and purposes is to 
be an advisory one. I will, therefore, take my stand on the report of the 
Dey Commission which recommends an advisory board. I suggest that the 
functions of the Board have been considerably restricted, so that the Board 
will not be able to function for the purpose to which it should he created. 
What does the Dey Commission say? On page 33 it is clearly laid down by 
the Dey Commission that when the new Board of Secondary Education comes 
into existence it will he one of its main functions to conduct a careful survey 
of the educational requirements and to prepare a detailed plan for 
reconstruction of Secondary Education in the entire State for the considera- 
tion of Government. Coming to the functions of the Board the Commission 
clearly observe in the ^rst place as follows: “to prepare plans for the 
development of secondary education and the better and more equitable 
distribution of the facilities 

The Hon’hle Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: That has been disposed of 
in the House already. 
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8). Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: 1 am discussing the functions ^ud 
fhese are the functions stated in the Dey Commission. 

' The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: In connection wUh 
clause 18 this question was raised — whether planning and development should 
be the power of the Boanl (o not. It wa.s decided tftat the Board* would 
not have the power. 

8]f Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: That was the power of .sotting up 
a Coiiimittoe of the Board. That was another matter. Here we •are 
discussing tlie powers and iunctions of the Jhuird. This matter is very 
relevant ami powers and tunciioiis are mentioned by the Dey Commission on 
page 37. 

The Hon'ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: It has heeu once disposed 
of by the House. 

8]t Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: No, Sir. This question — functions 
•of the Board— has not Iteeii disposed of. Here the question is what 
functions shriuhl he fiiven to the Board as a whole. Tliero the (juestion was 
w'hat powers should be given to the committee. Whim we are diseiissing 
this paiticniar ehajitei- that deals with poweis and iunctions of tlie Board, 
I maintain tliat we are entitled to refer to finutions. Sir, the functions 
include preparation ot development schemes. Sir, I do not (diallenge the 
proposition that tlie G(»vernment will ultimately check whatever 
recommendation may be made in this behalf hy tlie Bour<l and finally make 
its own plan. Nobody can take away the power ot the (jovernment to 
prepare development ])lnn^, hut wliat I .suggest is this: give this Advisory 
Board the power of making their own recommendation. It is a Innly that 
should he entrusted T\ith this task, because it is a body ol experts and tins 
is an Kxjicrt t'ommittee, and this Expert C'ommittee or the Board of Experts 
should he civen this jiniticular task. The Hon’ble Minister argues that it 
is for the Government to do it. Can a Government Department with a few 
officials whose visions are very narrow and restricted ir:ime a plan of tie 
development of educatioii tor AVest Bengal as a wholes I submit, Sir, thni 
in order to do that laiger vision is necessary, and it is necessary that people 
who belong to diffeient fields of education should co-operate in the develop- 
lueut of such a plan. 

[12-35—12-45 p.m.] 

It is therefore absolutely necessary that the Board should be given this 
function even if it be an advisory capacity. I do not q^uestion the advisory 
capacity of the Board at the present moment. 1 say that give this Board 
the function of advising the Government us to the plan of develojiraent. 
Therefore, Sir, it has been a tremendous mistake on the part of the Mini-ster 
not to giv# the Board, which is certainly an advisoiy one, this pow'er of 
framing the developmental schemes for the examination and subsequent 
finalisation by the Government. 

Sir, the Hon’hle Minister in charge of the Bill refers to the report of 
the Cey Commission very often. Is he aware that amongst the functions, 
Dey Commission recciguised two categories with regard to one of which 
the function of the Board was advisorv' and with regard to another, the 
function of the Board was not advisory at all. It w^as definitely stated that 
with regard to those functions “Government will act according to the advice 
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giren l)y tlie Board’’. In other words> when the Board is called an 
AdViflO^ Board by the Dey Commission, it is really partly advisory and 
partly it is a Board whose recommendation has to be accepted by the Govern- 
ment. What are the subjects regarding which the recommendations of the 
Beard are to be acted upom the Government? They are as follows: “to 
appoint committees of espeirs, to advis^ on the syllabus etc. for the different 
courses* of study an<r also other committees as the Board may consider 
jiecessary for discharging its functions; to frame courses of study in 
different subjects dn the recommendations of the expert committee that may 
be appointed by it for this purpose ; to lay down rules for the conduct of the 
junjor school certificate examination and higher certificate examination or 
any other such examinations that it may institute and generally to deal 
with all matters relating to the conduct of such examinations; to consider 
disputes between teachers, and committees of management; and finally, 
generally to advise the Government on all matters i)ertaining to secondary 
education”. These are the distinct functions with regard to which it is 
clearly stated that the Government will act according to the advise tendered 
by the Board. I take my stand on the recommendations of the Dey Com- 
mission. Dey Commission was appointed for the purpose of making 
recommendations with regard to the special problems of West Bengal within 
the framework of the larger principles enunciated by the Miidaliar Com- 
mission. That has been done by the Dey Commission and I do not under- 
stand why the Hon’ble Minister will not accept the very reasonable and 
very moderate recommendations of the Dey Commission. I will Ihrefore 
hope that he will reconsider his position and divide the functions into two 
categories, with regard to one of which the Board will be completely 
advisory and with regard to another the Government will act according to 
the recommendations of the Board. 


Sir, I have nearly finished. With regard to snb-clause (IJ of clause 27. I 
have some observations to make. The manner in which tlie functions of 
the Board have been restricted is of a far-reaching character and I did not 
expect this from a Minister who calls himself democratically minded. In 
section 27(1) it is said, “It shall be the duty of the Board to advise the 
State Government on all matters relating to secondary education referred 
to it by the State Government”. Sir, what is the use of retaining this 
power of reference by the State Government ? Tict certain functions be 
clearly defined, as I have urged, in accordance with the recommendations 
of the Dey Commission, The final powers of the Government are there and 
there are so many other clauses by means of which pow'ers of the Board 
have been lestricted. So far as the functions aie concerned it is not 
necessary to restrict it further by the use of the sentence and the words to 
which I have drawn your attention. This clause goes to the very root of 
the matter and I will beseech the Hon’ble Minister to consider it once again 
in the light of the recommendations of the Dey Commission. What I say 
is not revolutionary in nature. I don’t just at the present moment say that 
let the Board be an autonomous one. I say accept the recommendations of 
the Dey Commission. I would appeal to the Hon'ble Minister, don't play 
the machiavellian game, once relying on the Dey Commission ami again on 
the Mudaliar Commission. We want a straight deal from the Hon’ble 
Minister,

K..P. Chattopadhyaf: Now that the Hon’ble the Education Minister 
has accepted cA:tain aidendments with regard generally to the control and 
other matters of secondary education subject to the provisions of the Act, 
there is, I may point* out, in the amendment proposed by Sjkta. Anila Debi 
room for acceptance by the Hon’ble Minister of control of examinations. 
As at present, examinations are being controlled by the ofBcials not of the 
Board, but I say officials appointed hy the Government. There is large 
room for improvement there regarding the method of examinations. The 
Calcutta University held numerous examinations — Matriculation Examina- 
tion, for example — they have been able to conduct them with the help of 
ordinary officials — the Controller of Examinations, Assistant Controller and 
others. But we find extraordinary things in the Board. An Assistant 
Commissioner of Police is working as Security Officer-in-charge of the 
control of examinations. He is a retired official. He may be a very 
esteemable person, but it is rather surprising that you should have required 
the services of an Assistant (Commissioner of Police to control the examina- 
tions. There is also another official, a former assistant of the Home Depart- 
ment to look after other att'airs. I think if the Board had been left free in 
this matter, they would not have appointed exactly men of this type. They 
may be weh'ome in big engineering or ordnance workshops for security 
during the period of war but scarcely for conducting secondary education. 
I would, therefore, suggest that the Hon’ble Minister would find room for 
accepting the amendment regarding control of examinations by the Board.

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Mr. Chairman, Sir, 1 am 
beholden to my friend opposite that he has raised the initial question as to 
wlietlier the Board is going to be a Statutory Board with some powers 
vested in it or not. At the very start the criticism offered was that the Board 
wp going to be a subsurvient Board, a consultative Board, and not a Board 
with statutory powers and functions. I protested against that criticism 
but still the opposition went on saying that the Board was nothing but a 
consultative body. Now, when we have arrived at section 27 they have 
realised their mistake and have come forward to criticise that the Board has 
not been given all those powers that the Mudaliar Commission and the Dey 
Commission recommended. Last night Mr. Satya Priya Roy said that 
ppwer Df'8?n i Today he comes forward to say that the powers 

that have been given to the Board are i Probably next day he 

will say that the Board has been given sufficient powers but only outside the 
legislature. 

T^et us now see how many functions and powers have been given to the 
Board. We claimed originally and we are claiming even today, we have 
not only given nearly all the powers that the Mudaliar Commission and the 
Dey Commission recommended should be' given to the Board, but we have 
advanced further. The Mudaliar Commission said that the Board will 
generally ^ responsible for the following matters: — (1) to frame conditions 
for recognition of high schools — that is the power which has been given to 
the Board by sub-clause (1) of clause 27 and the Recognition Committee has 
been empowered to grant Recognition ; (2) to appoint committees of experts 
to advise on the syllabuses, etc. for the different courses of study; (3) to 
frame courses of studies on the recommendation of Expert Committees that 
may be appointed for the puipose. We have provided for the Syllabus 
Comtiftll^tee and we have given to the committee the powers not only to 
recommend the syllabus but also the courses of studies 
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Sj. Satya Priya Roy criticised the amendment No. IJl propped 
Sj. Jagannath Kolay that after the word ‘‘syllabus” the words ‘Mexourses 
of study” be inserted. Taking advantage of that, he says that the phrase 
“course of study” is not mentioned among the Syllabus Committee^s 
functions in clause 20. He has clean forgotfen jthat by another amendment* 
of Sj. Jagannath Kolay the “courses of study” ha^jp been kitrodiiced in the 
relevant sub-clause to clause 20. That disposes of his criticism against 
Sj. Jagannath Kolay’s amendment No. 174. Now, as regards amenamenl 
No. 171, the amendment of Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya, I have 
already accepted that in a modified form which runs as follows: “Subject 
to the provisions of this Act and the rules framed thereunder, tht^ Board 
shall have power to direct supervise, and control Secondary Education”. 
But I cannot accept amendmeut No. 172 proposed by Janab Abdul Halim 
as to Board’s power of making suitable provisions for secondary education 
throughout the State. 1 also cannot accept amendment No. u3 proposed 
by Sjkta. Anila Debi. 1 have accepted amendment No. 175 proposed by 
Sj. Mahitosh Rai Chowdhury. I have also accepted amendment No. 176 
proposed by Sj. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya in a modified form, though 
unwillingly. 1 say “unwillingly”, because our idea is that when the Board 
is not a trading concern, it should be given power to recommend books for 
study but not to publish text-books. However, when Sj. Bhattacharyya has 
proposed the modified amendment, following the example of the Calcutta 
University, that power may be given to the Board to publish text-books, 
we agree. As regards amendment No. 177, I cannot accept that, because 
it is an essential part of and covered bv the modified amendment of 
Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya whic^i I have accepted. As regards 
amendment No. 178 proposed by Sj. Satya Priya Roy, he has not cared to 
read carefully sub-clause (1) to clause 27. 

Clause 27(2) runs thus: 

“Subjec't i() the provisions of this Act and any rules made thereunder, the 
Board shall have power in accordance with such regulations as may be made 
in this behalf and subject to the provisions of sub-section (4) of section 19, 
to grant or refuse recognition

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Head carefully; it is wider 

than the amendment suggested by you. Therefore, I cannot accept this 
amendment proposed by you. 

As regards amendment No, 179 of Sjkta. Anila Debi it propose.s to 
prescribe by regulations the conditions which shall govern the admission of 
students to and the transfer of students to and from Secondary Schools. 
Sir, it should not be there in the Act, because it relates to trie internal 
administration of schools. As regards the presentation of candidates we 
have already provided for that (namely that the Board would frame condi- 
tions), in 27(2)(fl which runs thus: “to prescribe by regulations the condi- 
tions to be fulfilletl by candidates presenting themselves for examinations 
instituted by the Board.” That ig enough. As regards transfer and 
admission, those relate to the internal administration of the schools and the 
Board should not have the power suggested. As regards the other amend- 
ment of Sjkta. Anila Debi I entirely agree with it but, I think, that it ia 
enough to confer the power which has been proposed by Sj. Mahitosh Rai 
Chowdhury to bb given to the Board. 

Sj. Satya Priya Roy waxed eloquent when he said that by Bub-clau«e (8) 
we have almost taken away all the powers of the Board. That is entirely 
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hio 0^ miscoHiceived criticism. If lie thinks that section 27(3) will take 
away all the powers of the Board, then an amendment for the deletion of 
the entire sub-clause 27(3) should have been proposed by him. Neither he 
nor Sflkta. Anila Debi has propirsed that, and they have grown wiser by 
events to find out that this il» not so mischievous a sub-clause. Sir, it is not 
what tliey consider it to (je. 

Sir, these are the arguments that I have got to put forward in reply to 
their criticisms. 

8jt *ki Pi Chattopadhyay : May I request you just to read out how 
clause (1) after acceptance of the amendment of Nagen Babu stands? 

Mti Chairman: I would like to read the revised amendment in the name 
of Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya. It reads as follows: —

8J. Niimal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Sir, there is a slidit inaccuracy. 
Sj. Nagen Bhattacliaryya's amendment is really an amendment to suh- 
clause (2) of clause 27. 

Mr. Chairman: Yes, numbering will be pro])erly done. I will now put 
amendments Nos. 171, as further amended by the mover, and 174, 175 and 
17G, as further modified by the mover, to vote.

8J. Nirinal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Sir. clause 32 relates to payment 
to the Board the State Government. In the previous Act it was 
specifically mentioned that Government would make a grant of Its. 30 lakhs 
to the Board but nothing is mentioned in this Act and it is c^ueer that no 
sttttutor.v financial assistance is piomised to the Board. If the Government 
had declared tliat they would nationalise all secondary schools in Bengal, 1 
would have understood that. They have not done so and at the same time 
they are not also making any financial provision for carrving on the work 
of the Board — a Ikxird which, according to the amendment which the House 
has accepted today, is to direct, control and supervise secondary eduwition. 
This is a very serious omission and I leel that Government should have 
speciticnlly mentioned that they would make a certain financial provision 
to enable the Board to carry on its work. With these words, Sir, 1 draw 
the attention ot the Education Minister to this very important desirability 
which be seems to have forgotten. 

Mr. Chailtlian: AmemlmiMits Nos. 105 and lOG are out of order. 

8]. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya : Mr. Chairman, Sir, although my 
amendment No. 105 is ruled out, still I want to make a submission with 
regard to the object of this amendment. Now, if we refer to clause 32 of 
the Bill we find that for the purpose of enabling the Ibsird to perform its 
functions under this Act the State Government may at any lime pay to the 
Board such sums as it deems necessary after examining the budget 
estimates 

Mr. Chairman: I want to aivohigise to the House. Amendment 
No, 190 of Sjkta. Aiiila Debi is in order. 

8j. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya: Sir, what I was submitting is 
that clause 32 runs to this effect: ‘‘For the purpose of enabling the Board 
to perform its functions under this Act the State Government may at any 
time pay to the Board such sums as it deems necess^iry after examining the 
budget estimates and accounts of tbe Board and such other reports from 
the Board as it may call for”. The word “may” is a very significant one 
in this clqjise for it does not create any liability on the part of the Govern- 
ment to make any payment whatsoever to tlie Thwird. It remains a dis- 
cretionary matter with the Government. Whereas if we look to the 
corresponding section in the Act of 1950, we find that Government took upon 
itself the liability of making payment. Section 42 of the previous Act rune 
to this effect: “For the purpose of enabling the Board to perform it» 
functions under thi% Act, the State Government sball — I lay emphasis on 
the word “shall” — pay to the Board as soon as it is constituted end there- 
after in each financial year a sum of Rupees thirty lakhs and such additional 
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gunii M muj be deterinmed by tbe State Gk>venLme]it after examiniag the 
^ budget estil^iates of the Board for that financial year : ’provided that nothing 
*m this ^ecuon shall be deemed to preclude the State Government from 
making in any financial year such further payment to the Board as it thinks 
necessary for enabling the Board to perform its functions*’. So, we find 
that under the Act ot l%(f Government took upon itself the liability of 
making payment of ijupees thirty lakhs each year and further sums as may 
be ( (jiisidered necessary after looking into the budget estimates, but that 
although under the present Bill the Government, practically speaking, 
wants to concentrate all powers in itself still it is not willing to shoulder 
any liability whatsoever. This is unexpected. 

[11-20—11-30 a.m.] 

If a person concentrates all power in himself he should come forward to 
•boulder all liabilities and responsibilities at the same time. Here the reverse 
is the procedure, and I would, therefore, invite the attention of the Hon’ble 
Minister that the Government should come forward and take upon itself 
the liability to a certain extent, and the liability which was fixed in Act 
XXXVII ot 1950 was to the tune of 30 lakhs, and I think in view of the 
pi'ogress whic^h is t/o he made in tbe Secondary Education ot the province the 
Ikihility ought to he fixed at Rs. 50 lakhs, and further sums as may be 
re(iuired for the purpose. This provision in the clause viz., clause 32^ in 
my humble submission, does not speak well of the Government, for the 
matter has been left purely at its di.scretiou. So 1 submit that the Hon’ble 
Min ister would 1 h* pleased to bestow .some tliought on this clause and see 
whether it can be amended or not.

81« K. P. ChattOpadhyay: Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to support this 
amendment. Now that the Hon’ble Minister has accepted the amendment 
of Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya with regard to clause 27 and it has 
been' passed by this House that subject to the provisions in the Act the 
Secondary Education Board will have certain powers namely control in 
secxmdary education, etc., it follows that additional duties are going to be 
allotted to the Board and the Hon’ble Minister can also allot to it certain 
other duties — that ixiwer is also given in clause 27. In these circumstances 
a definite provision should be made for some minimum amount of money to 
be provided to the Board for the purpose ot carrying out those duties 
which shall be entrusted to it. 

8J. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Sir, I am grateful to you for 

giving me this permission to make some further submissions on clause 32. 

In supporl of the amendment tabled by Sjkta. Anila Debi I argued that it 
was desirable that a specific sum should be mentioned in clause 32 to be 
handed over to the Botird tor enabling the l^iard to carry on its work of 
supervision, control and diiection of secondary education. T will not 
repeat tliat part of my submission. I will in connection with clause 32 
request the Hon’ble Minister to consider the desirability of mentioning 
the amount of compensation that ha> been decided to be paid and that is 
being paid to the University of Calcutta in respect of its ceasing to hold the 
Matriculation Examination and publication of text-lvooks, etc. Sir, the 
compensation was fixed at Rs. 5,52,000 in respect of the loss that the • 
University of Calcutta incurred on account of its ceasing to hold the 
Matriculation Examination, publishing text-l)ooks for students appearing 
in the Matriculation Examination and for other jiurposes. Sir, that was 
provided hy a sjiecific section of the Act. In section -13 of the AVest Beng-ai 
Secondary Education Act, 1950, a handiwork of tlie Hoirble Minister, 
specific provisions were made with regard to annual grant under this head 
to the University of Calcutta. Sir, there is nothing like it in this Bill. It 
is desirable that sus])icions existing in certain quarters should altogether 
be removed by a specific provision to that eft'ect, namely, that the University 
of Calcutta would continue to get the (*oinpensation of Rs. 5,52,000 as fixed 
by the Tribunal and approved by the Government of West Bengal. 

Sir, I have another submission in this respect. You are aware that 
according to the new system that is going to be adopted in future, the 
University will not be holding the Intermediate Examination either. I 
urge that specific provision should he made for the purpose of enabling the 
Government to pay adequate compensation to the University in respect of 
its ceasing to hold Intermediate Examination in the near futqre. That 
povision is not also here. So, I would request the Hon’ble Minister of 
Education to consider the desirability of introducing a specific section with 
regard to compensation payable to the University of Calcutta in respect of 
its ceasing to hold Thtermediate Examination also in the near future. 

Sir, under clause 43 of the West Bengal Secondary Education Act of 

i 950, there was a proposal for the appointment of a Tirbunal. It was this 
kibunal that deciaed as to the amount of grant bj^ way of compensation to 
be paid to the University of Calcutta. Sir, I suggest that in this Bill 
provision should be made for the appointment of a Tribunal to fix the 
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compensation payable to the University of Calcutta in respect Af its (^asini* 
to hold Intermediate Examination. I do not want, Sir, to /it ^ou^tp the 
trouble of listening to all the sub-clauses of clause 43 of the original Act 
which is very familiar to the Hon’ble Education Minister, Among^ the 
things which would enter into the question of d^eriuination of the compen-* 
sation, the clause mentioned the total receipts realii^Hl by wmy of "fees from 
the students appearing at the Matriculation Examination, total receipts 
from the sale of text-books used by those appearing j|t the Matriculation 
Examination, total expenditure incurred in holding Matriculation Examina- 
tion, total expenditure incurred by the University of Calcutta in connection 
w'itli printing or publishing all text-books for the Matriculation E:ftimina- 
tion. I am here 8])eakiug of the Intermediate Examination. So wherever 
the words “Matriculation Examination” occur, Government might incor- 
porate in the clause that 1 am suggesting, tlie words “Intermediate 
Examination”. Sir, that is mere justice. The rei)ort of the Syndicate has 
specially drawn the attention of the Government to this aspect of the 
question inter alia tlie distinguished memhers of the Syndicate have argued 
as follows. ... 

Mr, Chairman: Tlic^e are beyond the jmiuts. 

8j. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: The report of the Syndicate savs 
“in this connection we desire to bring to the notice of the Government tfie 
financial loss which will be incurred by the I'niversity through the proposed 
abolition of the Intermediate Examination. The University conducts 
numerous examinations and on tlie majority of these examinations the 
University has to spend more than it rwilises in the sliape of fees, text- 
liooks, etc. But the Intermediate Examinatiou which is taken by u very 
large iiunilier of students (42,0(10 in the i*oming year) is a sonri’e of revenue 
to the University. The State Government should imurporate a jirovisiou 
for conipensatiug the University for the loss of the income which 
at present accrues to it”. Then, finally they S 4 iy “we assume that the 
clause ill the old Bill relating to compensation payable to the University 
for transfer of the Mati icnlaliou Examination to the Board will continue to 
be valid. It is desirable that such a clause should he incorporated in the 
present Bill or the repeal of the previous Act should have a saving clause 
alaiut the font iiuiniice ot the compeusutinn”. I hope the Hoirhle Education 
Minister will cnnisider this tervent appeal of the Syndicate ho that the 
University’s work may not come to a .staud-still. Dr. Banerjee is a former 
distinguished Vice-Uliancellor of the University and he knows what 
difficulties the University ha.s to go through. 

Mr, Chairman: You need not go into details. 

8], Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: I hope, Sir, the Hon’hle Minister 
will take into con.sideration this view of the Syndicate and the views of the 
members expressed on the ffimr of the House and make adequate provision 
ill order to compensate the University. 

[11-40-JL1-50 a.m.] 

8j. Manoranjan Sen Gupta: There is no financial provision for the first 
year of the existence of the Board, I think this i.s an act of omission and 
not commission. As the Bill has been hurriedly drawm up, this important 
matter, I think, has escaped the attention of the Hon’ble Minister. It 
reminds me of the Bengali saying, 

The Board is expected to do so many things without any financial assistance 
from the Government. I think the Hon’ ole Minister will kindly make the 
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positwn of Board clear in this respect. In my view nothing less then 
Bfty fiikht of rupees will be adequate for the purpose. 

I also request the Hon’ble Minister to kindly arrange for the financial 
assrstance to the Calcutta^ Utiversity. 

Tb« Hon’bl* Rai HWi«mlra Nath Chaudhuri: Mr. Chairman, Sir, so far 
as amendment No. 195 is concerned I am unable to accept it. As regards 
the question that Ims been raised as to what will be the position so far as 
the nrst year is concerned, the Government has certainly taken that into 
consideration, and to dispel any doubt I agree to add a proyiso, viz., 
“provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to require any budget 
estimate to be examined until the first budget estimate has been presented 
to the annual meeting of the Board under sub-section (1) of section 31”. 
Therefore, the Government will place such sums as will be required in the 
hands of the Board without insisting on a budget estimate to be presented 
and examined beforehand. Thai disposes of the question that has been 
raised by amendment No. 195. 

As regards amendment No. 190, in the Act of 1950, similar provision was 
made, there is no doubt about that, but we should not forget that so tar 
as the present Act is concerned, development, planning and granting 
aid, all these powers have not been conferred on the ])resent Board, and 
decisions have already been taken in the legislature in respect of all those 
questions. So, that provision which was made in the Act of 1950 need not 
be repeated here. If my friends want any authoril\. well the Mudaliar 
Commission is silent in this respect but the Dey Commission Report 
jMirticularly observes that “Matters like the actual conduct of examinations, 
granting of recognition and aid will be in the hands of the Direcloiate”. 
As toi actual conduct of examinations and granting oi recognition, although 
the Dey Commission recxmimended that these slmuld be in the hands ot the 
Directorate we have conferred these powers on the Boiud. That is the 
advance that I claim to have been made in this Bill. 

I have nothing further to add. 

Mft Chairman: Let the Hon'ble Minister move his amendment. 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri; Sir, 1 beg to move that 
to the short title of clause 82 the words “and refund from surplus” be added, 
to rend “Payment to the Board by the State Government and refund from 
suiplus”, and also that the following proviso be added to clause 82, 
namely : — 

“Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to require any 
budget estimate to be examined until the first budget estimate 
has been presented to the annual meeting of the Board under 
sub-section (1) of section 31.” 

8J. Nagandra Kumar Bhattacharyya: The proviso, as it stands, will not 
affect clause 32 unless the budget is presented during the period. But 
what would happen in the intervening period, viz., the presentation of the 
budget and acceptance of the same? 

The Hcm’bla Rai 4:lareiidra Nath Chaudhuri: Sj. Nagendra Kumar 
Bhattacharyya has not carefully read and considered the amendment. Let 
me read out again the proposed proviso to clause 32, viz. “Provided that 
nothing in this section shall be deemed to require any budget estimate to 
bc^examined until the first budget estimate nas been presented to the 
annual meeting of the Board under sub-section (1) of section 31”. This 
will remove doubt and defect if any.

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Section 3'J says that 
without examiuiug the budget estimate, (Government will not be in a 
position to make luiymeut to tbe Board. Now the pioviso s«iys s^o far as the 
first year is concerned, the presentation or previous examination of the 
budget will not be required.

My amendment 
No. 197 has been disallowed but the object of the amendment was to give a 
statutory recognition to the anmial grant to he made to the Calcutta 
University. Sir, you have lieard and ue ha\e heard Professor Bhatta- 
charyya reading from the report sent by the Syndicate ot the Calcutta 
University to tlie iloji’ble Minister. The Syndicate of the Calcutta 
University wants a statutory recognition as contemplated in my amendment. 
I would therefore invite the attention of the llon’ble Minister in charge to 
consider whether such a statutory lecognition should be given by insertion 
of a clause or not. It may be said by the Ilon’ble Minister or it may 'be 
thought by others that section 8 of the Bengal Cleneral Clauses Act protects 
the rights of the Calcutta University hut that is a debatable (juestion and 
without keeping the matter in a debatable form the best thing would he to 
accede to the wishes of the Syndicate of the Calcutta University and to add 
a new clause safeguarding its rights. 

SJ, K« P. Chattopadhyay: Sir, this is a matter on which we all agreed 
iu the University and want to have an assurance from the Hon’ble Minister. 
I think he is aware that on the previous occasion there was a small lacuna 
in tlie Act as passed under his guidance. As a result of that, the grant 
for one year w’as not received by the University until repeated representations 
were ntade in this House. The former Vice-Cliancellor Shri Sainbhu Banerji, 
now a member ot this House is well aware that the grant for 1951-52 could 
not be had until after his time. Now, it is just possible that because this 
provision will no longer exist in that Act and the old Act will become 
defunct, thei*e may be diflSculty in passing this grant through the office of 
the AcoountanP-General and the Department. There mav be technical 
difficulty and technical difficulty will mean that the University will have no 
funds for proper discharge of its duties.

There is the additional point which Professor Bhattacharyya has raised ana 
which the Syndicate has pointed out that the handing ovfer of one year of 
the^intermediate course will mean a corresponding Toss of our revenue. 
Our University unfortunately — idthough it is one of the first-rate Universities 
of the world, and has a great reputation, and has produced many very 
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gloat scholars, Nobel laureates, Fellows of Royal Societidl aad 
does not get adequate endowment, and therefore, any loss /f |pve€\je fron 
auch sources will have unfortunate repercussion. Therefore, we would like 
to have an assurance from the Hon’ble Minister that he will pay a^quate 
attention to it and see to it that the University receives a grant to cover 
such loss. 

8j, MohitOSh Rai Choudhuri: So far as the den^ands of my friends on 
the other sule are concerned we whole-heartedly agree that the University 
should by no means l>e deprived of the present income by the Board. But 
we want to hear on the Mihjecl our friend Dr. Banerjee. the •ox-Vice- 
Cbaucellor, who was telling me though nothing specifically

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Mr. rhuirmun, Sir, so for 
as the clause is concerned I am veiy .sorry, I cannot give my consent, but a 
(juestiou has been raised about the compensation payable to the University. 
The ( ompeusation that was provided for in sectiotis 4d and 52 of the old 
Act, we have been advised, that the liability under them will continue und 
no new provision is necessarv in this Act. If it he necessary to make any 
provision later after full her examination we shall do that. We may do 
that in some other wa> , but that is under cHinsideration. I cannot say iu 
what shape it will he done. So far as onr present advice, viz., what we have 
received fix)m the l^egislative Department is concerned it is absolutely 
uunecessarj\ The liability will coiitiuiie under the General Clauses Act. 

Another point that has been raised by Professor Bhattacharyya is 
regarding com]>ensation to the University for its inability to hold the Inter- 
mediate Examination. That is a very big ([iiestlon and 1 did not expect 
tliat the rjuesnon would he raised off-hand. 1 told tlie House before that 
that fpiestion was being examined iu my Department. The Dcpaitment has 
not finished examination of it as yet, hut one oiivious answer to that is that 
if tin* University be dejirived of the opportunity of holding the Interinedu’te 
Kxiunination it will be in connection with anotiier proposal, viz., the institu- 
tion of three-year degree course. That is a (piestion of national importance 
and that has been proposed by the Out rai (rovernmenl in pursuance of a 
national policy. If that he so, if tlie University (annot in future liold the 
Intermediate Examiiuition, it will be as a consequence of the decision 
regarding the in-titutioii of three-year degree course. It will he up to the 
University to look to the Central Government or the U.G.C. to supply the 
money that w'ill })e required to meet the loss of income. 

Sj. Nirmai Chandra Bhattacharyya: I just want a clarification. 
Wlio will make good tlie financial loss from the abolition of the Intermediate 
Examination? 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Thi.s is not relevant to our 
present discussion.

the IVefit Bengal Secondary Education Act oi 1950 the Mihstauee oi the 
suggewtion of Sjktn.

^ears. I would r^uest the Hon’ble Minister-in-charge to incorporate a

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Mr. Cliairiunu, Sir, I do 
not understand why my friend Professor Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya 
entertains so much apprehension about this. He says that recognition ot 
schools should be continued even after the passage of this Act. After all, 
what is provided for in section 45? It i»rovides for two repeals but the 
repeal will not take effect until the cqmniencemeut of this Act. That 
means that Government will duly consider the (juestion as to \\hether 
further continuance of the repealed Acts is necessary or not before fixing 
the date of commencement of this new Act. Not only that at present wo 
have seen there are two opinions on the subject. One is that section 8 of 
the General Clauses ‘Act provides for the continuance ot recognition of 
schools and another opinion is that it will not do so. Whether it does or 
does upt is still under investigation and if it is necessary to make any 
provisions that may he done in the Assembly and tlieu we can come here 
thereafter for the ajiproval of this House. T can allay the apprehension 
ot my friends by saying that the matter is still under consideration as to 
whether section 8 ot the General Clauses Act will permit the continuance of 
recognition of schools for wdiicU they think an additional provision is 
necessary and if we are advised that some additional provision ought to be 
made, that will be made hereafter.

So far as the 
Managihg ConUuittee is concerned it does not require our protection so much. 
For the protection of teachers I would suggest that the decision of the Appeal 
Oomuiittee may be made enforceable without it being made a decree of 
tiourt. For if it has to be t:d'ade a decree of court, it may come within the 
purview cfi section 47 of, the Code of Civil Procedure and there will be endless 
trouble. 1 know of a suit in which a decree was passed in 1910 but was 
not executed even in J937. 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: After what has followed 
from Dc*. Banerjee final decision cannot be taken on this matter now. I 
fully tfJ^Tee with Dr. Banerjee that some decision has to be made, hut what 
shape that will take we shall see to that later on.

Mr. Chairman: Xow, I ^^f^uld refpiest member.s that since enough has 
been spoken on the general principles and otlier matters, thev may just 
confine their speeches to one or two salient iioinis so that the whole thmg can 
be finished in no time. (A voice erom the OrrosiTiON Bexchks : Fifteen 
minutes for each sj^ealo-r). I think fifteen minutes for each speaker would 
be too much but ten minutes would be quite suRicient becRuse you have said 
all that you had to sav. Moreover, the atmosphere has now bectome pacitic, 
and in the Lower House all the difficulties might be smcKithened out. 

81. Nagendra Kumar BhatUcharyya: Mr. Chairman, Sir, we have reached 
the last stage of the debate which m my humble submi-ssion maintained a 
high standard throughout the proceedings. Sir, we expected that the 
Hon'ble •Education Minister would be more responsive, we expected that 
be would rely more on reasons and fundamental legal principles than on 
the numerical strength of his party and we expected that he wo^d ac<^pt 
those amendments which were supported by prominent men ot his party* 
Whfeu I make this observation, I actually refer to amendment Xo. 4 which 
was supported bv no less a member than Dr. S. X. Banerjee. The result hW 
been that the Bill* now passes out ot thi.s House m an undemfKrretic ^ 
undesirable form. The most unsatisfactory feature of this Bill is the pro^i- 
aion for wmiposition of the Board of Secondary Education. Sir, such a high 
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penonagie « Mv ice-Cliancellor of the Calcutta TJBiversity will have no 
it. The Calcutta Uaivewity will not be adequately represented and ih 
the JBbar^ there would be a preponderance of Government servants, and 
memben nominated and appointed. In spite of this undemocratic con- 
stitution of the Board the ^ard shall have to approach the State Govern- 
joent at every stage. Siiq^he Board would not be a small one, it would 
consist 6f 27 member?-. If the President of the Board, according to the 
Oovernraent, could not guide the Board on proper lines even with the aid 
of Vice President ard Executive Council, I am afraid, it would be difficult, 
if not impossible, for the President to discharge his onerous duties without 
their help. No provision has been made for the election of the Vice 
President and constitution of the Executive Council. So far as the question 
of appointment of the President is concerned the provision in the Act 
XXXVII of 1950 — as more salutary than the provision which is made in this 
Bill. According to the Act XXXVII of 1950 the first President was to be 
appointed by the Government and the subsequent Presidents were to he 
appointed by the Government from a panel of four persons chosen by the 
Board. Then again with regard to the question of anointment of Secre- 
tary the Board was empowered to do so under Act XXXVII of 1950, but 
this power has been taken away from the Board and has been given to the 
State Government. The result would be that the Secretary would feel more 
responsible to the State Government than to the Board itself and it may at 
least in some instances create deadlock. 

Then again so far as the question of decision of disputes is concerned 
clause 10 has been amended to a certain extent; it still leaves a lacuna in 
the provision. In all matters of election, appointment or .nomination, 
disputes are bound to arise. The whole question is who is to decide the 
validity or legality of the dispute. So for ns the question of election is 
concerned provision has been made in the Bill that such disputes would be 
decided by a tribunal, but the Bill as settled in this House does not contain 
any provision with regard to the decision of disputes regarding nomination 
and appointment. The result would be that the doors of the Civil Court 
would be kept open for decision of disputes. I do not think, and I do not 
support the idea of sending these disputes to the Civil Court. In my humble 
submission some provision ought to be made in the Bill with regard to the 
settlement of disputes in connection with nomination and appointment.

Then with regard to the formation of the Committees. Quotations have 
been made from the Mudaliar Commission and from the Dey Commission 
on both sides of the House from time to time. We find from the Report of 
the Dey Commission that a Statutory Committee should be formed with the 
name of Recognition and Grants Committee. It was recommended in that 
Report that the Statutory Committee should be given the power of recom- 
mendation to State Government with r^ard to the question of grants to be 
made to the Secondary Institutions. TJnfortunately the Committee in this 
Bill has been named only as Recognition Committee and the power of 
making recommendation with regard to the question of grants-in-aid has 
been taken away. This is a deplorable state of things. In my humble 
submission, the powder .of making recommendation, so far as the question of 
naking grants-in-aid is concerned, ought to have been left with that com- 
■littee. ^ 

'^C^ESn with regard to the question of implementation^ of the decision of 
Appoal Committee, The matter has not yet been settled and I hop© 
be settled in a way so as to make a provision for speedy implementa- 
of the decision of the Appeal Committee. 
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Then ’with regard to the question ot making payn^nt tp the Boaid of 
Secondary Education. There was a definite liability taken by State 
^vemment under Act XXXVII of 1950. But in this BiU n<a lis^ility has 
•ten taken by the State Government with regard to that maxter. The matter 
has Wr left as discretionary with the State Government. This is a state 
of things which cannot be acceptable, tor th« State Government under tlie 
Act of 1950 took upon itself the liability of maj^ing a gg^nt of a definite 
sum of money plus a further sum which will be necessary from time to time. 
After having centralised only the powers in the .Government, it is too 
late in the day to make the question of grant to the Board of Secondary 
Education a discretionary one. 

Then I will request the Hon’ble Minisier to consider the HejStit of the 
Syndicate, regarding the question of giving comnensation to the Calcutta 
ifniversity, as soon as the Calcutta Fniversity will cease to hold I. A. and 
I. Sc. Examinations. It has been clearly stated by the Syndicate in the 
Eeport that they will suffer considerable loss for want of compensation by 
the Government. The result will be that the teaching staff and the post- 
graduate department will suffer for want ot money. With regard to the 
(luestioii of making grant to the Calcutta Fniversity. there was a definite 
provision in Act XXXYII of 1950. That provision has not been made 
m ihe Bill itselt on the ground that the matter is covered by section ft of 
the Bengal General Clauses Act. But in the Report of the Syndi(‘ate it has 
been definitely stated that suitable provision ought to be made in the Bill. 
In my humble submission, the reciuest is very reasonable. Such an 
important matter as the grant of a sum to the extent of five and odd lakhs 
should not be rested on the interpretation of section 8 of the Bengal General 
Clauses Act. There is no harm in making a suitable provision with regard 
to this question in the Bill itself. As tinm is short, 1 will not enter into 
any further detail. What 1 would submit most humbly is this that if 
one looks to the clauses of the Bill one after another one finds that the Bill 
IS nothing but the Act XXXVII of 1950 with all pow’ers given to the Board 
taken away from it. If one wants to comment on this Bilj. this is the only 
comment which can he made, viz., this Bill in this form cannot be accept- 
able to the members inside the House as well as outside the House. I am 
suie that the Bill must undergo many other changes in order to make it 
acceptable to the members of the West Bengal T^egislntive Assembly. I am 
sure that the Bill is likely to be returned to this House with turther amend- 
ments, Sir, my time ii up and, as promised, I would only finish it ju«t 
now. What I would submit before the House in that the Education Minister 
would be pleased to consider the amendments, though defeated in thin 
House, in his leisure hours before the Bill is introduced in the West Bengal 
I/Cgislative Assembly and try to look into the reasonableness of the amend- 
ments suggested, fle should introduce the Bill in the West Bengal legis- 
lative Assembly in an amended form in the sense that official amend- 
ments may be taken therein so as to make the Bill act eptable not only to the 
Members of the Legislative Assembly but also to the Members of this House. 

With these words, Sir, I resume my sent. 

8J. K. P. Chittopidhay ; Mr. Chairman, Sir, before commenting on the 
Bill In its third reading I should like to mention that the Conference of ihe 
West Bengal College and University Teachers had in its recent session — 
I had the honour of presiding over it — universally condemned the Bill in 
the form in which it hw come, I am really mentioning it to show yon 
the state of public feelings of educationists of very widely differentiated 
shades of political opinion. We have commented on the undemoeraiio 
character of the Board that is going to be set up. The Hon’ble Minister 
had stated *‘it is purely advisoi^’- In his recent acceptance of the^misnd- 
ment moved by Sj. Nagendra Enmar Bhnttacharyya he has given—lhthm 
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nazro^ liix^'ta no doabt^ but still he has given — some powers to the 
Ibotd. ^The langnage is; Subject to the limitations provided in the Act 
the Board shallthave power to direct, supervise and control Secondary 
Education. Now, Sir, for directing secondary education, for supervising 
and for controlling it no doubt Jnspection is necessary. They will certainly 
htld tne examinations; they» will examine the candidates; they will also 
examine thb adraini9trati<yi of the schools — all these things will be done by 
them. But if they are to i)roperly fulfil the duties allotted by this particular 
clause— direct, supervifie and control — then they should also give moneys 
to the schools concerned, so that they may run their schools, so that they 
- may have their teachers properly paid, so that they may have properly 

?ualified 'staff in their schools and also have the paraplierualia necessary 
or mooefti education. But unfortunately after giving the power to direct, 
supervise and control secondary education, the Hon’ble Minister has con- 
tinued to take away the power of making grants from the Board. This 
is an anomaly and I am sure our friends on the otlier side of the House 
also strongly feel about this particular anomaly. I find the Hon’ble 
Minister is shaking his head and that shows he agrees that I am correct 
in my assessment and, therefore, he has expressed the hope that when 
he will introduce the Bill before the other House he will accept there some 
amendments to bring it into line with what he has already acce])ted in this 
House. 

r4-4-10 p.m.] 

The other thing tliat I wish to say is with regard to the univerdiy. I am 
glad of the assurance that he has given that compensation for loss of 
Matriculation fees or School Final Examination fees to be more exact will 
continue to be paid. AVith regard to the loss that will occur to the Univer- 
aity due to the taking off a slice of the Intermediate Examination and 
eventually the whole of the Intermediate Examination since in the letter 
of the Directorate to the Fniversity it is stated that the eleven years’ public 
examination at the eml of the eleventh year will be of the standard even- 
tually of the present Intennediate Examination with regard to that he has 
said that since this is being done to bring the Fniversity work in line with 
work elsewhere at the reejuest or rather under the directive of the Central 
Government, it is tor them to meet the expense. What he has forgotten 
or sought to ignore is that the fees for the public examination at the end 
of ten years as well as eleven years will be taken by the Board, that is to 
say, by this official Board, ani the Centre may say “well, the money that 
is being lost by the T^niversity is being taken by the Board. In the case 
of the ten-year examination you have paid compensation. In the case of 
the eleven-year examination why should there he a separate demand from 
the Centre simply because we have said that we have eleven-year schools?” 
The argument of the Hon’hle Minister, I am afraid, will not appeal to the 
Centre and the Calcutta Fniversity will be left high and dry without 
adequate funds. The State and the Centre may fight it out but the result 
would be extremely had for higher education of the youths of this province. 
I will therefore again appeal to the Hon’ble Minister to consider this point 
and make n^essary provision for proper compensation for this loss tQ the 
Calcutta Fniversity, 

SI* Mohitoth Rai Chouclhurt: Mr. Chairman, Sir, some of us on this 
aide who have been supjjorting this Bill do not regret having done so. 
We have given the Government the Board which they wanted m the belief 
that the present Government is a National Government unlike the other 
Govenuneuts in the past whose attempt to assume all power* of control and 
superufie^ence over secondary education we resisted to the utmost of our 
power: We hare given the Government the Board which they have wanted. 
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the same time 1 must remind the Oovernment of th^ Tery» grave respeiif^ 
iiihilitjr they have taken ujxm their shoulders and which we ha^ gl^en 
them. So long as secondary education was the sole charge </ the Si^i^ary 
Education Board we could not criticise them. Government often times 
when criticised for the deeds or misdeeds of the Secondary Board lyicd to 
take protection under the j)lea that the luatier was the concern of thfe 
Secondary Board and Government had nothing to dg with it* In this House, 
Sir, often times 1 tried to criticise the University and the doings of the 
Secondary Education Boaid but we were always silenced by the Govemment 
with this argument that it is uu autonomous body and thei'efore this floor 
is not the proper ]dace tor us to MMitilate our grievances. Now this plea 
will no longer reiiuiin 0 }>eu for Government. Government very 

rightly taken upon themselves the re>j»onsibility for idanning aminTevelop- 
ineut of secondary education but they should realise the implliations of the 
assumption of thi.^ great responsibility. In the Mudaliar Commission us 
well as in the Dey CominisNion it lias been emphasised very greatly that 
Government will have to pay for the development of edueation, will have to 
l»lacc such fund at the <lispoNal of the development authorities as is necessary 
so that no student who w caiaible ot profiting from higher secon»lnrv eduea- 
iion suffers. And no institution which works for the spread and improve- 
ment of education suffei>. The Government will have to take this respon- 
sibility, must have to provide funds and ultimately take the sole financial 
responsibility o( Seromlaiy Education, So, I think Government ought to 
bear this in mind and they must conduct the affairs in a way so that we 
may not have to regret to have arnuMl Government with this extensive 
])ower. 

Altliough the Bill ha> greatly improved as a result of the discussions 
for all these day> in thiN Hon^e T sound a note of warning that there are 
still certain seed> of discoid in the Bill. In the first plme there is the 
])iovision that the President must he ajijminted by the Government, and 
the Government will also ajipoint th<‘ Se<‘retarv. This is a good provision 
although my esteemed triend Dr. Banerjee did not agree to this provision. 
He said that tlie Secretary slionld he appointed by the Board while the 
JVesident should he apjiointed by tlie Government. I humbly submit that 
that would lead to some ^^ort of fjohnaJ, some sort of discord, hecause there 
will he a party of the President and there will he another i>arty of the 
Secretary. Therefore, Sir, T hav(‘ been insisting all along n]>on the Educa- 
tion Minister t<> see that while appointing the Secretary he must see that 
tlie President is consulted. T ho])e he wdll agree to this. Unless the 
President is con>u]fed lie will he placed in a position in which it will be 
difficult for him to function. He will be responsible for the control, 
discipline and efficiency of the Se<Tetary, yet if the Secretary flouts him, 
does not want him ns was unfortunately the case, well known to our friends, 
in the case of the old Secondary Education Board — Secretary and the 
President did not pull well for some time — what will be the jmition IhenP 
I hope therefore the HoiPble Minister will consider the matter further §0 «s 
to see whether while framing the rules he could make this provision that 
while appointing the Secretarj', President’s views wdll oe taken into 
<^on«id%ration. 

Then my friend Dr. Banerjee has said that the President should be a 
non-official. We have given the Government a wider choice the President 
may be an official or a non-official. Our view is that if we say that the 
^ President should be a non-oftieial then the re.sult would be this — a very )fOod 
'<»ffic.ial say a High Court Judge who is an official although not subomin&te 
to this Government but is suwrdinate to the Central Government will, be 
ruled out. Tlierefore. we have given the Govemment the wider choice At 
the same time I would appeal to the Education Minister to see at 
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(least tlie President of the Board may be a non-official. At least ho 
shenld ^ry to find out a* non-official President for the Board at the start. 
Fot, th<?a the Board, will start without any suspicion from our friends in 
the Opposition. 

^ Laetly, I must say anothf^ thin#'. As the Education Minister is a 
great democrat and everybcAly knows it, out of deference to the opinion 
expressed *l)y mj^ friench Sj. Nagen Bhattacharyya he has accept^ his 
amendment No. 171. But Sir, I am an humble man, as I sounded a note 
of warning once, I must say it again that out of deference to Nagen Babu, 
the Hon’hle Minister has done something which may defeat the purpose of 
the whole Bill. My friend, Prof. K. P. Chattopadhya has rightly said 
that iritis particular concession is made to the views expressed by a member 
of the Opposition, then the Hon*ble Minister should have to accept the 
opinion of those uho insist on giving the Board some power about the 
grants-in-aid. Unless this is done, this clause which he has accepted would' 
be in conflict with the general position of the Board as provided for in the 
Bill. The Board will be an advisory body and yet curiously enough it will 
have the power to control and supervise Seconaary Education. While the 
Bill will be discussed in the lower House, the Education Minister will see 
to it that this difficulty, this lacuna may be removed. With these words 
Sir» *1 whole-heartedly su])port the Bill, because in spite of the opinion 
expressed by the conference referred to by my friend. Prof. K. P. Chatto- 
padhya, this Bill has been based on the views expressed by an expert 
educational body.^ The country has not seen one like it for a long time. 
I hope the Bill will receive the wdiole-hearted su])port of e\erY educationist 
in the country. Therefore I ask the Houhe to whole-heai tedly accept the 
Bill.

Dr. Meghnad oex 
a’SwtefhiJ^ We all of the opinion that there waa hardly any pl« 
for democracy in education. 
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rfumar BhattachaTyya has said that the Vice-Chancellor 
of the. Qjlc^tta University should be a member of the Board. I do not 
ihi^ he is right. There were two Vice-Chancellors in the Mudaliar Com- 
luissioji. One of them, as I have said before, is a man of great learning and 
tiaperience, the Vice-Chanceyot^ of the Madras University. He was there 
for twelve ^ong y^*arfl. This is well known. There was also the experienced 
Vice-Chancellor of the fiaroda University. I believe these two Vice- 
Chancellors read the ^ct of 1950 — I mean the Secondary Education Act of 
1950. I am sure they had noted that the Vice-Chancellor was a member of 
tliat Board. Yet they have not recommended the Vice-Chancellor to be 
included* in the Board. Why have they omitted him? Was there any 
reason 't8.- it? Or did th^py do it without any rea'^on whatsoever? Sir, I 
lor myself say that the Vice-Chancellor should not be in the Board and the 
reason is this. The position of a President is no less than that of a Vice- 
Chancellor. One is the head of the Secondary Edu( ation and the other is 
the head of the University Education. It is not necessai-y to make the two 
heads members of the same Board. When I asked Dr. Mudaliar as to why 
he was excluding the Vice-Chancellor, he gave this to be the reason. 
Sj. Nagendra Kumar Bhattacharyya has further said that there should 
be a Vice-President. In the Calcutta University ihere is the Chancellor 
and the Vice-Chancellor. The Vice-Chancellor is the executive head. 
There is no Pro-Chancellor. I was there for four years. I cannot say I 
am a very strong man. I was ill some time and in my absence the Calcutta 
University did not suffer at all. It functioned all right. Tn the Benares 
University there is a Pro-Chancellor. Is the administration there better 
than Ihe (.'alcutta University? On the other hand is there not a likelihood 
of a conflict? Therefore there need not be any provision for the appoint- 
ment of a Vice-President. 

The next im])oitant point raised is the lark of provision about grant. 
It is said the Board has not been given any power to make or re<'ommend a 
grant. I say tliat in the face of the two reiK)rts the Government had no 
alternaiive but to make the bill as it is. It could not give the Board power 
to make or recommend a grant. Suppose the Government had made a 

provision to that effect, could it not be said that the Government has gone 

against the reports of the two Com missions? The Dey Commission has 
no doubt mentioned about a plan and development committee. But then 
again it has exj)reNsly said that finance should be the responsibility of the 
Government and not of the Board. In other words the Boaid should have 
nothing to do with making or recommending a grant. 

The next point is about compensation payable to the Calcutta University. 
It has been overlooked that there is a section in the Calcutta University 
Act, 1951, which provides for payment of compensation by the Government to 
University after examining the account of the University. When 

the Matriculation Examination was taken away from the University in 1950, 
the 1951 Act had not been passed. It was necessary therefore to make 
provision for payment of compensation. I myself raised the question. I 
went to the Chief Minister. The present Education Minister the 

Education Minister then. I said “Loojc here, you are asking me to improve 
the University. How is it possible for me to improve it when a sum of 
about 6 lakhs of rupees representing the revenues from the Matriculation 
Examination is being ta^n away from us P Immediately a Committee 
was appointed consisting of Dr. Srikumar Banerjee, the then Director of 
Public Instruction, and the Accountant-General, West Bengal. They went 
cftref^^lv into the matter and I think the University was paid about six 
akkTol rupees aa compensation. I do not remember if for any technical 
difficulty one year’s compensation was not paid. So far as I remember, I 
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hink tk«re were some defects in tke accounts. I may^ll you I 
t talk this morning with Dr. Srikumar Banerjee and his rysolkotyn tallies 
nth mine. Be that as it may, the Government did mate the^aynient. 
>ir, my friends say that Government maj’ not pay compensation unless a 
irovision is made. I do not agwe. You know. Sir, the University Colle^ 
of Science, Talcutta, was established years aim years ago# with*a donation 
of Sir Tarak Nath Palit. When I was tlie Viee^hancellor, Dr. Meghnad 
Saha came to me and said that something should he^done for the n^pairs of 
the University College of Science. He said that the College of Science had 
not been repaired for over 2 ’) years. 1 enquired of Dr. Deghnad Saha as to 
what the cost of repairs would be. He said it would be about Us. lakhs. 
I straightway went to the Chief Minister and said “Iiook here,'*^such a 
fine building has not been repaired for a long time. The University has 
not the re(iuisite fund and it may fall down.’* Within a week or so 1 got 2i 
lakhs of rupees as loan from the Government. Then I told the Chief 
Mimster, “How should we repay the loan?” He told me “Don’t you be 
anxious, Vice-Chancellor. In course of time it will lie written off”. 


Then, Sir, there is another thing and that is very important — that ie the 
ventilation ])rovide<l in the University building itself. 

8]. Nirmal Chandra Bhattaoharyya: Sir, is it relevant? 

Dr. Sambhu Nath Banerlae: It is relevant for thi.s purpose. You say 
Cioveruiuenl may not give the grant to the University. I say this suspicion 
is wrong. 

Mr. Chairman: Dr. Banerjee, that is recital of past history.

Dr. Sambhu Nath Banerjoe: That may be so. If you think in that 
way, then I may not refer to it any further. 

The next important matter is the I'oniposition of the Appeal Committee. 
I think a p^ovi^lou sliould be there siinplitying the pioocdure to be fidlowed 
so that the decisions of the Committee may he quiekly inipleninted and the 
teachers aie not in difficulties. When I was the •Vice-Chancellor, Ihe^ 
teachers were in difficulties and they were hardly able to enforce the 
decisions in their favour against the Managing Committee^. The Managing 
Committees are poweiful bodies and of all the members of the Managing 
Committees tlie Secretary is the most ]K)werful. It is very difficult for 
teachers to enforce decisions in their favour. For a long time I tluiught 
over the matter and this morning when the question was put to me 1 was 
thinking aliout the provision. It should be very simple. The procedurt' 
should be sinij)le too hO that the Appeal Committee may give quick iclief 
to teachers and they get redress within say two or three months. Sir, as 
a Judge of the High Court I always held the view^ that if tribunals fail to 
offer (|uiek relief, then tribunals are a sham, and administration of justice 
is a hollow mockery. Should I be consulted as to the drawing up of the 
relevant section, I think I shall be able fo give a short section and simplify 
the procedure providing for quick reliefs to teachers. So far as the Managing 
Committee is concerned, it does not require our protection. Subject to what 
I havS said above, I am of opinion that this is a good Bill. It mav not be 
a perfect «)np. No human institution is perfect. But certainly t^is is a 
much better Bill than the Act of 1950. I do not say there is no room for 
improvement. Of course there is and I have no doubt that some improve- 
ihents will be made in the Assembly. But there is nothing in the Bill for 
which we can condemn it. I do maintain that the Bill has been framed on 
the basic principles enunciated by the Mudaliar Commission and thi^ Dey 
Commission and without any hesitation I recommend the Bill for coxuiUBTft^ 
lion of this House.

fikose who read his well-known hook “The new Menace to Higher 
f tion in Bengal”. I am one of those who are aware of the leering that 
he took in the agitation against the reactionarv' Bill of SeconSrj' E^cation 
introduced by the League Government in 194u, and I am one of the many 
countrymen of his who are aware of the excellent Act that the Minister^waa v' 
responsible for putting on the Statute Book of AJest B^gal in 1950. 
Therefore. I expected that he would bring forward a Bill which would he 
designed to promote the best interests of secondary edi^cation in this State. 
Unfortunately however, his Bill is a sort of new menace to high school 
education in Bengal. In fact, the character of this Bill reminds me of the 
title of his book puhlislied in 19d5, viz., “Menace to High School Education 
in Bengal”. Sir, during its passage througli this House, the Bill hfRH>een 
slightly changed and transformed. But I very strongly feel that it falls 
far short of the minimum requirements of a Bill calculated to serve the best 
interests of secondary education in our State. Sir, what are our main 
objections to the Bill? I shall attempt to voice the feelings of the opposi- 
tion without wasting much of your time. We object to the Bill in the first 
place because this Bill makes the Board of Secondary Education a sort of 
annexe of the Secretariat. Sir, according to the distribution of seats — ^27 
seats on the Board — we notice that quite a large proportion are officials and 
the official element is far in excess of what was recommended either by the 
Mudaliar Commission in the name of wffiich even Dr. S. N. Banerjee swears 
or by the Dey Commission, I need not place before you the figures once 
more because the members are aware of the figures and w*e have heard that 
point over and over again. Sir, I consider this Bill to he a departure from 
the recommendation^ of the Mudaliar Commission in one very important 
respect. The Mudaliar Commission wanted a w'orknble Board of 25 hut at 
the same time they recommended that there should be a ])rovincial advisory 
Board — a Board which would be representative of different interests engaged 
in secondaiy education. Thi<< large provincial Board is not thi're. Both 
Dr. Banerjee and the Hon’ble Minister in the same voice have shouted from 
the house tops that “we, have adher(‘d to the Mudaliar Commission”, Where 
is his adherence to tlie Mudaliar Commission wdiicli T-epommended the 
constitution of a large Advisory Board repre.sentative of all interests? That 
Board lias not heon given Jiny ]dace in the Bill. Sir. there are some very 
flagrant departures ironi the recommendations of the Dey Commission also. 

It ns nei'esN.iry to understand clearly w'hy the Dey Commission was appoint- 
ed. Certain general recommendations were made by the Alndaliar Commis- 
sion and the distinguished memhers of the Commission distinctly laid down 
in their rejiort that the different States would witliin the frarne>vork of their 
general recommendations arrange for the constitution of the Board the 
general lines of which were indicated in the renort. The Dey Cominifls'on 
was appointed to go into this very question ana it was the Government of 
West Bengal that appointed the Commission, ft was composed of distin- 
guished educationists including Professor Anath Nath Basu w’ho w’as, I 
believe, the Secretary of the Mudaliar Commission. They made certain 
recommendations and the Government have set at naught even their recom- 
mendations which were made after considering the peculiar position of 
secoudagy education in this State. For instance, the Dey Commission 
recommended that planning and development should be one of the functions 
of the Board. This recommendation of the Dey Commission was disregard- 
ed. The Dey Commission recommended that there should be two categories 
of functions. With regard to one category* Ihe recommendations of tbs 
Board would be advisory and wuth regard to another category Govenimetit 
was required to a^t according to the recommendations of the Board. So 
here are some very flagrant departures from the recommendations of tbe4(>egr 
Commission. Sir, we object to the Bill and condemn it in the strongdal 
38 
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» because nV) definite financial guarantees have been held out to the 
^he Board has been entrusted with the task of superintendent, 
direction andHjontrol of Secondary Education, but it has no money at its 
disposal. Certain responsibilities are imposed upon it but it has no funds to 
% disc'narge those responsibi^tibs. It is for the Hon’ble Minister to consider 
whether* this if at all fair, to consider whether this has been done in any 
civilised country anywhere particularly with regard to the system of educa- 
tion. In the next place we object to the Bill and condemn it because the 
Committee system dfsregards some of the vital needs of secondary education 
in our State, e.g., no provision has been made for Physical Education Cqm- 
mittee^in the organisation of committees of the Board, for Girls’ Education 
Com*Trrtttee or for Backward Classes Education Committee. I am not parti- 
cularly enamoured of the expression “backward class”. I would rather use 
the word “underdeveloped class”. However, that is the term that was 
used by the Hon’ble Minister in the Act of 1950. Whatever may be the 
objection to the nomenclature I have no doubt that it is necessary that in 
accordance with the responsibility that has been imposed upon tnis State 
by the Constitution we ought to have made special provision for the deve- 
lopment of education amongst the underdeveloped communities who have 
been neglected for years and years, possibly centuries and centuries. Sir, 
fhb Dey Commission recommended that there should be another committee 
at least, namely, University Correlation Committee. Secondary Education 
in fact, sends out quite a large number of those who pass final examination, 
to the University. It is, therefore, necessary that courses of study, 
syllabus, examination, etc., should be of such a nature as to enable the 
students to prosecute their studies in the Universities with credit to them- 
selves. This University Correlation Committee would in fact work for the 
integration of the two systems — the systems of Secondary Education and 
University Education. After mature deliberation the Dey Commission 
made this recommendation. Our Minister, in bis infinite wdsdom, absolutely 
disregardeil this very salutary provision that was made by the Dey 
Commissiob. 

Sir, we also feel that just as Secondary Education extends one of its 
hands towards University Education, it extends another towards Primary 
Education. Therefore, there should have been a Primary Education 
Correlation Committee also. 

Finally, Sir, Planning and Development, a function which has been 
denied to the Board, should have been taken charge of by another Committee. 

Coming to the system of administration we condemn the Bill in the 
strongest terms because the Secretary is to be appointed by the Government. 
The President of the Board is entrusted with the responsibility of carrying 
on the administration of the Board and is responsible to the Government, 
but tbe Board or its President has nothing to say with regard to the 
appointment of the Secretary. Sir, this is an administrative monstrosity 
which is not properly understood by the Minister but which people in the 
Secretariat will perhaps understand to some extent. This is contrary, as I 
have argued in course of the Second Beading, to all principles of sound 
administration. It will lead to, as my friend Professor Mohitosh Rai 
Choudhuri has argued, a conflict between tne Secretary on the one Iftmd and 
the President on the other and bring about a deadlock. It may lead, perhaps, 
to another leakage of question papers and things like that, and the Minister 
will have an opportuni^' to abolish it altogether.

For these reasons we think that the Bill, as it stands, ig^a menace to high 
sohpol education in the State. It is a new menace and this new menace has 
t<»De fought not only by members present in this House, but also by the 
people outside. 
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Sir, I have nearly finished. Our Hou*hle Muiist6r*iii*charge of Educa^* 
tion does not possibly realise the importance of Secondary £du<j^ti^ in Qie 
State in spite of the fact that he wrote an excellent book #l<mgiime ago. 
Somehow ne has managed to forget the principles he hixnaelf enunciated in 
that book. Secondary Education is a sort of half-way house— haH-w^ 
house, inasmuch as it sends out our boys ana girls to ^join University 
Education or professional education and it is a fiifhl stage, in so fw as it 
is a point of bifurcation, — and many students go out to join different 
professions from this stage. For this reason Second£rt*y Education is really 
the backbone of the educational system of our country. Our Minister is 
intent on breaking the backbone of the educational system of thi# State. 
The steps that he is going to take will make or mar the future of edtjibation 
in West Bengal. I will request the Hon'ble Minister-in-charge of Educa- 
tion to think and to think deeply about the consequences of this thou^tless 
measure that he has placed before us. I love to think that B-ai Uaren- 
dra Nath who wrote the hook, “New Menace to High School Education in 
Bengal”, who took an important part in the movement of 1940 and who 
enacted that very desirable measure, the Secondary Education Act, 1950, is 
not yet dead in the Education Minister. I appeal to that other Rai Harendra 
Nath to save Secondary Education from the utter ruin to which he himself 
is seeking to relegate it.

“Along with the Board of Secondary Education, we recommend the 
setting up of Regional Advisory Committees for Secondary 
Education to advise the Board on various matters relating to 
Secondary Education in their areas. The size of the region 
should, of course, depend on the number of Secondary Schools 
there, but the best working unit will perhaps be the subdivision 
of a district. These Regional Secondary Education Advisory 
Committees should consist approximately of 9 members as shown 
helow — 1. The District Inspector of Secondary Schools f ex- 
officio); 2. The Suhdivisional Officer (ex-officio); 3 and 4. 
Two Presidents of Managing Committees of Schools; 5 and 6. 
Two Headmasters of Secondary Schools; 7. One Principal of a 
local college, if any; 8 and 9. Two prominent persons of the area 
interested in education. The Committee will be nominated in 
the first instance by the Chairman of the Board of Secondary 
Education who will also name the President of the Committee. 
The District Inspector of Schools will be the convenor of the 
Committee. The members will hold office for two or three years, 
and thy President of the Managing Committee, Headmaster and 
the Principals may be selected by a system of rotation. Hi^two 
educationists may also continue to be nominated.

* TIm Hm’biB Rbi HW6II4 is 4tth CtaUdhinlt Mr. Chairman, Sir, time 
available to me i* short and it is my misfortune that I have got to traverse 
again the whole ground that I had to before in reply to the debate on the 
motions for circulatioi^ and Select Committee. All those contentions have 
been repeated just to go into the press and therefore all those have got to be 
controverted over again. 

Firtt, *it is ver^ difficult to analyse the arguments of the Opposition 
because one contradicts the other. However, I have got to repudiate two 
downright misrepresentations that they made about this Bill. 

8Ja Nimial Chandra Bhattacharyya: Mr. Chairman, Sir, the other day 

I requested you to give a ruling as to the w’ord “misrepresentation** — 
whether it is parliamentary or un])arliamentary. I hope you will give your 
ruling now. 


Mfi Chairman: It depends on the context in which it is used. If it 
refers to some abstract matter and not to a particular person it is perfectly 
allowed. 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri! I have to repudiate two 
downright misrepresentations that have been made about this Bill. In the 
first place it has been said that the Board is an official Board. It is not true. 
It is not correct. It is a terminological inexactitude. In the constitution 
of the Board you will find that there are only 8 official members as against 
the total of 27 members. Therefore, to say that this is an official Board is 
to say anything which is not at least truth. 

Secondly it has been said that I have only referred to the Mudaliar 
Commission and the Dey Commission just to present a thing which has not 
been recommended by either of them. That again is not correct. You will 
just see, Sir, that an official President viz. the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion, has been recommended by the Mudaliar Commission. In this respect 
I have differed from the Mudaliar Commission. They did not recommend 
any President except the Director of Public Instruction. Whether here 
there is an advance or not it is for the Legislature to judge. Then comes 
the Director of Public Instruction as a member, and both the Dey Coramis- 
eion and the Mudaliar Commission recommended that the Director of Public 
Instruction should be on the Board. Then come the Director of Agricul- 
ture and the Director of Industries — both the Dey Commission and the 
Mudaliar Commission recommended that they should be on the Board. 
Then comes the Director of Health Services — the Dey Commission and the 
Mudaliar Commission recommended that there should be the Director of 
Health Services. Next the Principal of Bengal Engineering College, 
ex-officio — ^he has been taken in place of a Head of a Polyiechnic, which wa* 
recommended both by the Dey and the Mudaliar Commissions. We have 
done this because the Principal of the Engineering College is also theTIead 
of the Polytechnic at Shibpore.

Then comes the Chief In8]>eotor of Technical Education and Director of 
Technical Training. He has been taken as the Secondary Education in 
futuirey‘s going to be of a diversified type and not simply general education. 
Tk^tore, when many of the students at the secondary stage will be going 
to &ke further education in technical subjects, it has been considered 
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necewary, rather imperative, that the Chief Inapectof of TeohnW E4tica* 
tion should be there. He is the official who has been taken in Jfeu of the 
Joint Director of Vocational Education recommended by <he Muflaliw Com- ' 
mission. The Mudaiiar Commission recommended that the Deputy Directress 
of Women’s Education should be on the Board. Inst^d we have taken 
Chief Inspector of Women’s Education ann quite consistently! the Chief 
Inspector of Secondary Education has been takefl on the Board. He is the 
person who has direct acquaintance with the schools which the Director 
of Public Instruction even cannot claim. Then tif^o representatives of the 
teaching staff of technical or vocational schools have been recommended by 
the Mudaiiar Commission and therefore incorporated in the Bill^ Then 
come the representatives of the Universities. Three profeswrs of the 
Calcutta University of whom one shall be a Professor of Applied ^ience, 
the Principal, College of Engineering and Technology, Jadavpur University, 
and the Adhyaksha, Kala Bhavan, Viswa Bharati. The Dey Commission 
recommended that there should be only three representatives of the 
CTniversity of Calcutta. Now, there are two more Universities in West 
Bengal and the Mudaiiar Commission recommended that there should be 
live representatives of the Universities of the region and we have provided 
for five representatives. Then about the four heads of high scliools or 
multipurpose schools, the Mudaiiar Commission recommended that they 
should all be nominated. We have provided that two should he nominated 
and two should be elected. Is it retrogression or advance? The Mudaiiar 
Commission recommended that there should be “two representatives of tbe 
Teachers’ Association”. All-Bengal Teachers’ Association is the one 
recognised by the Government and another Teachers’ Association recognised 
by the Government is the AVest Bengal Teachers’ Association, — each of them 
is given one seat. Whether in the opinion of certain persons there is 
difference between the two, it is not a matter at all for the Government fx) 
consider. After all he is an interested person who makes that statement. 
Then comes the last hut one item, “two representatives of West Bengal 
State Legislature”. 1 admit that this is a provision not for representation 
of educational experts. This is the only provision that has been made for 
the representation of politicians who may or may not be educationists. But 
this recommendation is made by the Dey Commission. How can I leave 
that out without showing disrespect to the I^egislature? Then comes the 
last item, “three persons interested in education to be nominated by the 
State Government one of whom shall be a woman”. Both the Mudaiiar 
Commission and the Dey Commission recommended that two persons 
interested in education are to be nominate! by the State Government. We 
have provided for three persons interested in education. Have we erred P 

SJ. Nimuil Chandra Bhattaoharyya: Sir, I just want to point out that 
that sub-clause has been amended. 

Tha Hen’bla Ral Hafandra Nath Ghaudhuris Yes; with this qualification 
only that one of the persons should be a member of the Managing Com- 
mittee; otherwise not. I have taken all this trouble to show bow we have 
strictly followed the recommendations of the Mudaiiar Commission and the 
Dey* Commission which have been referred to in season and out of season 
to misrepresent that we have not followed them. Neither of the 
Commissions recommended that the Board 

SJ, Satya Priya Roy: Sir, it is a downright misrepresentation. 

The Hon’Vo Roi Harandra Nath Chaudhuri: Then, Sir, it has been 

said ^

^ representaton, and misinterpretation ot Dey and Mudaliar Commissions. 

Tlia HOl^bl0 Rai Hareitdra Nath Chautfhuri; Sir, what was the recom- 
me;?idatron of the Dey Commissioi#? It says that there should be a Board 
of Secondary Education with non-official Chairman. As I have explained 
the Mudaliar Comdiission did not, in fact, recommend any President except 
the D.P.l. When I provide for another President, he is most likely to be 
a non-official though he may not be a non-official in certain cases. Yet 
there is going to be a President, Sir, other than the D.P.l. Then, Sir, the 
recommendation runs to this effect: “There should be a Board of Secondary 
Education with a non-official Chairman and with a preponderance of non- 
(iovernment members’'. There are only 8 persons on the Board who are 
officials; and others are non-Government members. 


8j. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Misrepresentation of the situation. 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: Everybody knows that 
“non-Government” means non-official and not elected as it is represented 
to be. Now, Sir, so far as “preponderance ot non-Government members” in 
the proposed Board is concerned there are 19 non-Government members out 
of 27. Then, Sir, Dey Commission’s further recommendation was to this 
effect regarding functions, viz., it will he a. Board “mainly with advi.sory 
functions” to “advise the Government in nil matteis regarding education”. 
But my friend Sj. Satya Priya Roy over there said that the Board should 
be given even legislative jmwers, and that Dey Commission has recom- 
mended that the Board should have legislative powers! In that case, Sir, 
it will he converted into a miniature legislature. 

Then, Sir, although the Commivssion’s further recommendation is that 
“the executive functions will be in the hands of the Directorate”, we have 
given in section 27 many executive powers to the Board. Sir, another 
recommendation is that “one senior officer of the Department of the rank 
of a Dejmty Director of Education will be the SecTetary ot tlie Board”. 
Simifcar is the recommendation ot the Mudaliar Commission. We have 
simply provided that the Secretary is to he appointed by the Government. 
So, I have either followed the recommendations of the Mudaliar and the 
Dey Commissions or done something better from the non-official point of 
view. 

SL Nirmal Chanefra Bhattacharyya: Sir, is the Hon’ble Minister reply- 
ing to the third reading ot the Bill or is he speaking on a j)articular clause? 

The Hon’ble Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri: I am replying to each and 
every item of criticism that has been made by the members of the Opposition 
in this third reading ot the Bill, 

Then come the powers of the Board. What were the powers the Dey 
Oominission and the Mudaliar Commission recommended to be given to the 
Board? The Mudaliar Commission said: Its powers should be (1) to lay 
down conditions for recognition of High Schools, (2) to appoint Committees 
to advise on the syllabuses, (3) to frame courses of study, etc. *

The Dey Commission recommended that certain powers should be given 
to the Board and the Board should have certain other advisory functions. 

what I have done is that I have provided for each and every power 
ap^t thS Dey Commission recommended should be given' to the Board 
^^pting one, namely, the power to make grants. But the Mudaliar Com- 
nussion said tiiiat all the executive powers should vest in the Director of 
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ptilic Instruction, e.g., for making grants, etc. the prd^^iOMd Board 

ika not been given any i)ower or function where hnanciai (^juestion it intolvj^ ^ 
tnd even the Department of Education cannot promise what funds Be 
available because, after all, the Department of Education in DUoh^aJ&ate has 
JO operate subject to the Finance Department of the Government. Kot only 
;bat but so tar as development jtrogramme is concerned, everybody knows, 
hat 50 per cent, or so of the development expenditure comes from , the (iov- 
srnment of India and the balance is provided by 'the Stacie Government. 
L’herefore nobody can ^ay what finances will be forthcoming. 

Then in course of ( iiti( i>m it has been said that for grant-in-aid Its. 50 
akhs should have ])een given to the Board but that has not been given and 
bat the Governnieut does not even helj> the Board it sets np to fcuuytiou 
freely at all. That i- not true. What is the grunt we are niakii/g? The 
total direct expenditure on secondary schools receiving grunt-iu-aid is Rs. d 
crores 07 lakhs, i.e., all the aided schools, now above })00, spend Us. d crores 
[)7 lakhs. And what is the contribution of the State Government P It is 
1 crore 85 lakhs, i.e., alvuit 50 per cent. Yet, Sir, we are heckled and it 
has been observed that the State Goveruinent is indifferent to the promotion 
[>t secondary education and is doing nothing. When 1 first came to otTice 
in 1048, the total direct ex]>enditure of .secondary schools receiving aid was 
Us. 1 crore 70 lakhs — less than halt of the present total expenditure ot the 
nded sch'ool-i. Anil wliat was the (‘ontributiou of tlie State Government P 
It wa.s only Us, dS lakhs and now* the total direct ex]>enditure of secondary 
schools rei'eiving granls-in-aid has gone up to Us. d (‘lores (>7 lakhs and the 
State Government is jiroviding Us. 1 crore 85 lakhs, i.e., about 50 per cent. 
Sir—Boartl or no Board— tlie welfare State of the day ha.s taken upon itself 
the re.sponsibility for promotioii of education and the biggest proof of this 
is that by making larger and yet larger financial contributions we are pro- 
ceeding apace as a weliare Government ought to proceed advance educa- 
tion. Take for instance, the total expenditure on secouilary education — 
5 crores 94 lakhs, that is, the total bill of secondary schools aided and un- 
aided and w’hat is the contribution of Government? It is 2 crores 10 lakhs, 
i.e,, do per cent. Now we are spending not Jfi jier cent, as you w’ill find 
either in my hook ])nhlisiied in J9d5 or in the Dey Commission’s report. 
Sir, this is what the State is doing for secondary education. Does it lie in 
the mouth ot any jierson who will sjieak truthfully to say tbat this State 
Government is not proceeding as the Government of a welfare State should? 
I say here and now’ that it does not depend on any Board but on the National 
Government to promote ediieation now and the National Government 1ms 
undeniably taken ui>oii itself that responsibility. So far as primary educa- 
tion is eoiioerned, of Us. 5 crores or so sjient for primary education nearly 
Rs. 4 crores or more are spent by Government and only Rs. 50 lakhs or so 
comes from education cess and education tax. Sir, this is the humble 
pertV>nnaiice of the Government of a Stale which is after all a State of a 
poor country* which has not millions to spend, which is far from being as 
resourceful as England. AVho does not know^ it? What is the use of 
flourishing figures of millions which England spends on education? Tust 
see whether within our resources we are doing o\ir best or not. We should 
be judged in the light of our ow'u resources if we are to he judged truthfully. 

It has been said *Took at the opinions expressed in the Teachers’ and 
the Professors’ conference which has taken place”. May I enquire where 
were these learned bodies for the la.st two or three years when the Mudalinr 
Commission recommended and the Government of India passed their resolu- 
tion accepting the report? Where were they two or three years ago when 
the Dey Commission reiiorted and the Government of West Itogal took 
their decision on* their recommendations? Were they sleeping pjse soi^any 
30 
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,Mip ViM»; Wly did not they stand up to say that the Mudali_ 

I^rt and the Dey Commiseion report ought not to be accepted] 
JOiey. elmuhi have spoken out then. Why did not they do that P Now tha 
the natSbnal policy for the development of secondary education has beei 
framed, and not only framed, is being given effect to under the Secou* 
•Five-Year Plan, everybody<^in the Opposition comes forward to say tha 
Governutent has no plan and is doing nothing, the Mudaliar Commissioi 
Report and the Dey Commission Report ought to be thrown into the Ganges 
and to make all soris of belated criticisms. Is this proper, SirP Unlesi 
all these learned men were sleeping thev ought to have protested and pro 
funded better schemes. That would have made it impossible for th< 
Gov^rnhient of India or the Government of West Bengal to adopt and aci 
upon the Dey Commission report or the Mudaliar Commission report. At 
for myself I have only cast the Commissions’ recommendations wideh 
accepted and without protest, into legislative form. I have done nothing

Then, Sir, we have been threatened with a revolution — “’ntrnr” . 
friends should know that if there is a Government it knows how to with- 
stand a got-up revolution. It is no use threatening a majority Governmeni 
elected by the suffrage of the people in that way. 

So far as Shri Satya Priya Roy and A.B.T.A. are concerned, I am amazed 
at their performance. In August last Shri Satya Priya Roy and thre^ 
rejiresentatives of the A.B.T.A. saw me — that was their very first interviei^ 
after my coming to office — and asked “When are vou going to set up ^h^f 
Secondary Education Board”? I told them fraukly'tbat I shall try to l>riii« 
the Bill before the next session of the Lejfislature. They then enquired 
what the Bill W’ould be like. I told them frankly again that it would be 
on the lines of the recommendations of the Dey Coin mission and the Mudaliai 
Commission. Thereafter, on the 1st of September they were pleased to give 
me a reception although I was unwilling to accept it. They gave me a 
reception

8]i Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya: Absolute misrepresentation of 
facts. 

The Hon’bla Rai Harandra Nath Chaudhuri: Sir, facts are facts and 
can t be gainsaid. Then, Sir, Prof. Nirmal Chandra Bhattacharyya has 
been pleased to quote from wbat I had observed in a meeting in Hazra Piirk 
held to protest against the_1940 Bill. He did me the honour to quote from 
my book published in 1t935. He says that I have changed. I enquire oi 
each an^^every member of the Legislature whether 1936 is 1957 and 
•fondly, ^e^er 1940 is 1957. (Sj. Nirmai. Chxndra*^ BhattacHabyy^ :

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1933 a conleranoe was held at the Omnaaeal HwMiosaiBtt a mmoraojuiS 
was submitted there and, it was seriouslv proposed by t^ Educatiou 
Department at the time that four hundred schools wand oa* sufficient 
for the whole of Bengal and Bengal at the time, if I remember aright, 
about 1,100 schools. But the proposal was t^at four hundred high Vhoels 
would suffice for the whole of Bengal. That was sure^ a nmnace with 
which High School education was threatened. 1 wrote a book and our 
Acharyo fir. P. C. Roy kindly wrote the preface of the book. Surely I 
wrote that book, but what was the situation in 1933 or 1935 P We were 
faced with a programme of reiluction of sobools in the whole of Bengal and 
the proposal that four hundred schools would be sufficient for thebwl^ole of 
Bengal was surely a great menace. Whether it w’lis a menace ar not, was 
that a comparable situation to the situation now prevailing in 1957 P Prof. 
Bhattacharyya says that it is misrepresentation of the situation! Again, 
what about 1940 P We were faced with a Secondary Pklncation Bill which 
was a communal Bill. We were confronted with a communal Government 
working under the aegis of a foreign Government. Is that the situation 
now? TJiere has been a change of front. When I hear of change of front, 
I am reminded of a phrase in Victor Hugo’s Les Miserables. After describ- 
ing the Battle of Waterloo Victor Hugo concludes the chapter by remarking 
“Waterloo was not a buttle, it was a change of front on the part of the 
universe”. I say a much greater AVaterhx) was fought on the Indian soil 
when the movement initiated by Mahatmaji resulted in the withdraw al of 
the British Government and their representative Lord Mountbatten, and 
India was made free and self-governing; there was certainly a much greater 
cliange of front on the part of the British Empire, nay a greater change of 
trout on the part of the wliole world than what happened in the case of 
Waterloo. Yes; at least the Indian world changed wholesale and there can 
be no doubt about it. When the whole of India, if not the world as a whole, 
has changed its front, can an humble person like me be rigHtly charged 
and accused that I have changed my front? 

With these words, Sir, I take my seat.
